tion,  in  the  part  added  about  the  year  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  thirty.  That  with  the 
exception  of  now  existing  vaults  and  brick 
graves,  burials  be  forthwith  discontinued  within 
nine  feet  of  the  walls  of  St  James*  Church,  in 
the  township  of  Whitfieldy  Glosaop  ;  and  from 
and  after  the  first  day  of  July,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  fifty-eight,  with  the  same 
exception,  in  the  Independent  Chapel  Burial- 
ground  in  the  same  township.  That  from  and 
after  the  first  day  of  duly,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  fifty -eight,  with  the  same  exception 
of  now  existing  vaults  and  brick  graves,  burials 
be  discontinued  in  the  H'esleftan  Chapel  Burial- 
ground,  in  the  township  of  Hadfield,  Glossop. 
That  the  family  vaults  and  brick  graven  in  all 
the  above  named  burial-grounds  be  used  on  the 
following  conditions ;  viz:  that  when  required 
they  be  opened  without  disturbing  soil  that  has 
been  already  buried  in,  and  that  each  cofiin  be 
imbedded  in  a  layer  of  powdered  charcoal  four 
inches  thick,  and  be  separately  entombed  in  an 
airtight  manner. 

Also  that  no  new  burial-ground  shall  be  opened 
in  any  of  the  under-mentioned  parishes  without 
the  previous  approval  of  one  of  Her  Majesty's 
Principal  Secretaries  of  State,  and  tliat  burials  in 
the  said  parishes  shall  be  discontinued  with  the 
following  modifications,  from  and  after  the  twelfth 
day  of  January  next  (except  as  in  herein  other- 
wise directed),  as  follows,  viz. — 

Wallinoford. — Forthwith  in  St.  Marrfs  Church, 
in  the  vestry  of  the  Independent  Chapel  (in  St. 
Mary's  parish),  in  St,  Petet^s  Church,  in  the 
Baptist  Chapel  (in  St  Peter's  parish),  in  Si. 
Leonards  Church,  and  (with  the  exception  of 


DOW  ensting  vaults  and  brick  graves)  in  the 
ancient  part  of  the  churchyard,  also  in  the 
flrimUive  Methodist  and  Calvinistic  Baptist 
Ckapd  (in  St.  Leonard's  parish) ;  that,  in  the 
new  part  of  St,  Leonardos  Churchyardy  burials 
be  discontinued,  except  in  ground  that  ha^i 
never  been  hitherto  used  for  interment,  and 
which  shall  be  eifectuallj  drained  to  the  depth 
of  six  and  a  half  feet,  and  that  no  grave  be 
reopened ;  that  from  and  af^er  the  first  day  of 
December,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
fifitj-seven  (with  the  exception  of  now  existing 
vaults  and  brick  graves),  burials  be  discon- 
tinued in  Si,  Mary* 8  Churchyard,  in  the  Inde- 
pemdent  Chapel  Burial-growid  (in  the  parish  of 
St.  Mary),  in  St,  Peter^i  Churchyard,  in  the 
two  Baptist  Burial-grounds  (in  St.  Peter's 
parish),  in  the  Primitive  Methodist  and  Cal" 
vinistie  Baptist  Burial-grounds  (in  the  parish  of 
St  Leonard),  and  in  All  Hallows  Burial-ground; 
that  the  above-named  vaults  and  brick  graves 
be  used  only  on  the  following  conditions;  that 
when  required  they  be  opened  without  disturb- 
ing soil  that  has  been  already  buried  in ;  that 
each  coffin  be  embedded  in  a  layer  of  pow- 
dered diarcoal  four  inches  thick,  and  be  sepa- 
rately entombed ;  and  that  no  body  be  buried 
within  three  feet  of  the  surface,  measuring  from 
the  upper  surface  of  the  coffin  to  the  oi^inary 
level  of  the  ground,  nor  within  nine  feet  of  any 
dwelling-house.  Duffield. — Beneath  Christ- 
ehurch  Bridge-hill,  in  the  Primitive  Methodist 
Chapel,  the  Congregational  Chapel,  the  Unita- 
rian Chapel,  and  likewise  beneath  St.  John's 
Ckopel  (all  in  the  township  of  Belper,  and 
parish  of  Duffield),  and  with  the  exception  of 
now  existing  vaults  and  brick  graves,  in  the 
Old  BuriaCgrownd  of  St,  John's  ChapeU  and 


from  and  after  the  first  of  Julj,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  fiftj-nine,  with  the  exception 
of  now  existing  vaults  and  brick  graves,  in  Sl 
Peter*s  Churchyard^  Belper^  and  in  the  burial^

Honalf  and  Unitarian  Chapels,  all  in  Belper  ; 
and  that  the  above-mentioned  vaults  and  brick 
graves  be  used  on  the  condition,  that  when  re- 
quired thej  be  opened  without  disturbing  soil 
that  has  been  already  buried  in ;  that  each  coffin 
be  embedded  in  a  layer  of  powdered  charcoal 
four  inches  thick,  and  be  separately  entombed 
in  brick  or  stone  work  properly  cemented ;  and 
that  the  only  bodies  interred  be  those  of  the 
husbands,  wives,  parents,  unmarried  children, 
and  brothers  and  sisters  of  persons  already 
buried  therein. 
Also  Tiverton. — ^Wholly  in  the  Independent  Old 
Burial-ground,  and  also  in  the  Baptist,  ff'es-- 
leyan  and  Independent  New  Burial-grounds, 
Tiverton,  except  in  now  existing  vaults  and 
brick  graves  in  which  each  coffin  shall  be  em> 
bedded  in  charcoal,  and  separately  entombed  in 
an  airtight  manner,  and  in  graves  never  pre- 
viously opened,  to  be  five  feet  deep  at  the  least. 
Northampton. — In  St.  Peter's  Church,  and  in 
the  Castle-hill  Meeting  Chapel,  in  the  parish  of 
St.  Peter's,  Northampton  ;  and,  from  and  after 
the  first  November,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  fifty-seven  (with  the  exception  of  now 
existing  vaults  and  brick  graves),  in  St,  Peter*s 
Churchyard  and  in  the  Castle^hill  Meeting  Bu^ 
rial-ground,  in  the  parish  of  St.  Peter.  That 
in  St.  Peter's  Churchyard  and  in  the  Castle-hili 
Meeting  Burial-ground,  with  the  exception  of 
family  vaults  and  brick  graves,  only  one  body 
be  buried  in  each  grave ;  that  no  grave  be 
opened  within  five  yards  of  any  dwelling  houae. 


or  within  tliree  yards  of  any  church  or  chapel, 
and  that  no  interment  take  place  in  any  grave 
without  a  covering  of  earth  four  feet  in  thick- 
aess  at  the  least,  measuring  from  the  upper  sur- 
face of  ^e  coffin  to  the  ordinary  level  of  the 
ground,  and  that  the  vaults  and  hrick  graves  he 
used  on  the  following  conditions;  that  when 
required,  they  be  opened  without  distubing 
soil  that  has  been  already  buried  in,  that  each 
coffin  be  embedded  in  a  layer  of  powdered  char* 
coal,  four  inches  thick,  and  be  separately  en- 
tombed, and  that  the  only  bodies  interred  be 
those  of  husbands,  wives,  parents,  unmarried 
children  and  brothers  and  sisters  of  those 
already  buried  therein.

—  In 
the  parish  church  and  in  the  Baptist  Chapel, 
South  Molton  ;  and  also  in  the  Parish  Church- 
yard, and  in  the  Baptist  and  Plymouth  Brethren 
Burial-grounds,  except  in  vaults  and  walled 
graves  in  which  each  coffin  shall  be  embedded 
in  charcoal  and  separately  entombed  in  an  air- 
tight manner,  on  or  before  the  first  October, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-seven.

been  buried  in,  and  in  which  each  coffin  shall 
be  embedded  in  charcoal,  and  separately  en- 
tombed in  an  air-tight  manner,  and  in  graves 
not  less  than  five  feet  deep,  which  can  be  opened 
without  the  exposure  of  remains.

Forthwith  in 
the  church  of  St,  Thomas,  Haverfordwest.  In 
the  church  of  St.  Mary^  and  in  St,  Mari/s  Old 
Churchyard^  Haverfordwest,  and  on  and  after 
the  first  October,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  fiftj-seven  (except  in  graves  which  are  free 
from  water  and  from  remains,  and  not  less  than 
five  feet  deep),  in  the  additional  churchyard  or 
burial-ground  of  St.  Mary's,  Haverfordwest. 
Pbckbebgast.—  InPrendergast  Church,  Haver- 
fordwest; and  on  and  after  the  first  October, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty- seven 
(except  in  graves  which  are  free  from  water 
and  from  remains,  and  not  less  than  fiye  feet 
deep),  in  the  churchyard  of  Prendergast.  Holt- 
well,  Flintshire. — In  the  parish  church  of 
Holywell,  and  in  the  Independent  Chapel  and 
Chapelyard;  and  (except  in  now  existing  vaults 
and  brick  graves  which  can  be  opened  without 
the  disturbance  of  soil  that  has  been  buried  in, 
and  in  which  each  coffin  shall  be  embedded  in 
charcoal  and  separately  entombed  in  an  air- 
tight manner),  in  the  parish  churchyard;  and 
likewise  in  BagUlt  Churchyard,  and  in  the  New 
Cemetery  of  IMyweU,  with  the  above  excep- 
tions, and  except  in  other  graves  used  in  accord- 
ance with  the  following  regulations,  viz.,  no 
coffin  to  be  buried  less  than  four  feet  below  the 
surface,  one  body  only  to  be  buried  in  a  grave, 
no  grave  to  be  opened  within  a  period  of  four- 
teen years,  unless  to  bury  another  member  of 
the  same  family,  in  which  case  half  a  yard  in 
thickness  of  soil  shall  be  left  above  the  previously 
buried  coffin,  no  grave  to  be  used  which  is  not 
free  from  water.  Aldershott. — In  the  parish 
churchyard  of  Aldershott,  except  in  graves 
where  a  covering  of  four  feet  of  earth  at  least 
be  left  above  the  upper  surface  of  the  coffin, 
nDeaauring  to  the  general  level  of  the  ground.

THE  following  Despatches  have  been  received 
from  Bear- Admiral  Sir  Michael  Seymour,  E  C.B., 
Commander-in-Chief  of  Her  Majesty's  Ships  and 
Vessels  on  the  East  India  and  China  Station  : 

Operations  at  Gantoit. 

No.  103.  Niger,  at  Canton^ 

Sib,  November  14,  1856. 

IN  the  sixth  paragraph  of  my  general  letter. 
No.  91,  of  the  15th  ultimo,  I  alluded  to  the 
Chinese  authorities  having  a  few  days  previously 
forcibly  seized  the  native  crew  of  a  lorcha,  under 
English  colours,  and  that  I  had  demanded  redress. 

2.  I  have  now  the  honour  to  report,  for  the  in- 
formation of  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  the  Ad* 
miralty,  that  on  tho  8th  of  October  the  lorcha 
Arrow,  with  a  colonial  register  from  the  Governor 
of  Hong  Kong,  was  boarded,  whilst  at  anchor  at 
Canton,  by  a  Chinese  officer  and  a  party  ,of 
soldiers,  who,  notwithstanding  the  remonstrances 
of  the  master,  an  Englishman,  seized  12  of  her 
crew,  bound  and  carried  them  away,  and  hauled 
down  the  British  flag.  Her  Majesty's  Conaul 
afterwards  remonstrated  with  the  officer  who  had 
seized  the  men,  but  without  effisct. 

8.  This  outrage  was  immediately  brought  to  the 
notice  of  the  Imperial  High  Commissioner  by  Mr. 
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P^ea,  Her  Majesty's  Consul,  who  required  the 
12  men  to  be  retnnied  to  the  Arrow  bj  the  same 
officer  who  had  carried  them  awaj  ;  that  an  apo- 
logy should  be  made,  and  an  assurance  given  that 
the  British  flag  should  in  future  be  respected. 
Their  k»dships  will,  howeyer,  observe,  on  perusing 
the  documents  wliich  accompany  this  despatch, 
that  although  the  12  men  were  eventually  sent 
back,  it  was  not  in  the  public  manner  in  which 
they  had  been  carried  away,  and  all  appearance  of 
to  apology  was  pointedly  avoided. 

4.  On  ^e  11th  of  October  this  unpleasant  oc- 
currence was  officially  reported  to  me  by  Sir  John 
Bowring,  Her  Majesty's  Plenipotentiary  in  China, 
and  his  ExoeUency  suggested  that  the  seisure  €i 
in  Imperial  junk  would  probably  produce  the  de- 
sired reparation.  I  accordingly  directed  Commo- 
dore the  Honourable  C  G.  J.  B.  Elliot,  of  Her 
Majesty's  ship  Sybiile,  senior  officer  in  the  Canton 
river,  to  carry  out  Sir  John  Bo  wring's  suggestion, 
and  I  despatched  the  Barracouta  steam  sloop  and 
Coromandel  tender  to  afford  him  the  means  of 
doing  so.  A  junk  was  seized,  *  hut  it  led  to 
nothiiig.  I  then  sent  Her  Majesty's  steam  frigates 
Eoeonnter  and  Sampson  to  join  the  Commodore 
(the  former  to  lie  off  the  factory),  in  the  hope  that 
the  presence  of  such  an  imposing  force  would  shew 
the  High  Commissioner  the  prudence  of  complying 
with  our  demands ;  but  his  Excellency  appeared 
determined  on  resistance. 

5.  At  this  period  Mr.  Parkes  proceeded  to 
Hoi^  Kong  to  consult  with  Sir  John  Bowring 
and  myself  as  to  the  best  measures  of  compulsion 
to  be  adopted,  and  we  all  considered  that  the 
seizure  of  the  defences  of  the  city  of  Canton  would 
be  the  most  judicious^  both  as  a  display  of  power 

^  This  tcsmI  was  afterwards  proved  to  be  priTate  pro- 
perty, and  was  tberefore  released. 
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without  the  sacrifice  of  life  and  of  our  determi- 
nation to  enforce  redress ;— ezperience  of  the 
Chinese  character  having  proved  that  moderation 
18  considered  by  the  officials  only  as  an  evidence 
of  weakness. 

6.  I  immediately  moved  the  Calcutta  above  the 
Bogue  Forts,  as  high  up  as  her  draft  of  water 
permitted,  and,  on  the  morning  of  the  23rd  Oc- 
tober, proceeded  on  board  the  Coromandel  steam 
tender  for  Canton,  with  the  Sampson  and  Barra- 
conta  in  company,  and  the  detachments  of  Royal 
Marines  and  boats'  crews  of  Her  Majesty's  ships 
Calcutta,  Winchester,  and  Bittern,  and  the  boats 
of  the  Sybille  with  the  Commodore.   On  approach- 
ing the  Blenheim  Beaoh  I  diverted  the  Sampson, 
and  a  portion  of  our  force  up  the  Macao  passage, 
to  prevent  the  Chinese  from   stopping  up   the 
channel,  and  to  capture  the  Blenheim  Fort.     T 
then  went  on  with  the  Coromandel  and  Barra- 
couta  to  the  Four  Barrier  Forts,  about  five  miles 
below  the  city.     Anchoring   the   two    steamers 
above  the  forts,  I  despatched  the  boats  and  took 
possession  of  them.      An  ill-judged  attempt   at 
resistance  from  two  of  the  forts,  which  fired  on 
our  ships  and  boats,  resulted  in  the  death  of  five 
Chinese  soldiers.     There  were  about  150  guns, 
from  one  foot  bore  to  4-pounder8« 

7.  I  now  directed  Commander  Fortescue,  iu 
the  Barracouta,  to  follow  the  Sampson,  and  having 
spiked  the  guns,  destroyed  the  carriages  and 
ammunition,  and  burnt  the  buildings  in  the  forts, 
I  proceeded  to  Canton,  where  I  arrived  at  2  p.m., 
and  learnt  that  the  boats  from  the  Sampson  and 
Barracouta  had  taken  quiet  possession  of  the 
Blenheim  Fort,  and  also  of  Macao  Fort,  a  very 
strong  position  on  an  island  in  the  middle  of  the 
river,  mounting  eighty-six  guns,  which  I  have 
garrisoned  and  shall  retain  for  the  present. 
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8.  Her  Majesty's  Consul,  by  my  direcCimi,  ' 
imnediately  informed  the  High  GommiBsiioner  of 
my  irriTal  and  of  the  aggressive  measures  which 
he  had  compelled  me  to  take  in  consequence  of 
his  refusal  to  redress  the  wrong  committed  by  his 
office;  also  that  I  should  continue  such  pro- 
eecdings  until  reparation  should  be  made.  His 
Excellency's  reply  was  very  unsatisfactory. 

9.  On  the  morning  of  the  24th  I  landed  a 
portion  of  the  marines  to  aid  the  detachments 
6om  the  Sybille  and  Encounter,  already  at  Canton, 
in  the  protection  of  the  factory,  and  proceeded  in 
the  Coromandel  to  join  the  Barracouta,  off  Macad 
FcrL  Then,  at  a  preconcerted  signal,  the  Bird's 
Nest  Fort,  mounting  thirty-fire  guns,  and  a  small 
ibrt,  opposite  the  city,  which  might  have  annoyed 
the  factory,  were  taken  without  opposition,  as 
were  subsequently  the  Sbamin  Forts,  at  the  head  of 
the  Macao  passage ;  the  whole  of  the  guns  were 
rendered  unserviceable  and  the  ammunition  de- 
stroyed. 

10.  As  the  state  of  afiairs  now  appeared  so  very 
unpromising,  I  considered  it  advisable  to  take 
effieetoal  measures  for  the  protection  of  the  fac- 
tory. The  remainder  of  the  Royal  Marines,  and 
s  body  of  small-arm  men,  were  therefore  landed. 
Advanced  posts  and  field  pieces  were  stationed  at 
all  the  assailable  points^  barricades  thrown  across 
the  streets,  and  the  boats  kept  vigilant  watch  to 
guard  against  the  approach  of  fire  rafts  and  attacks 
by  water.  The  execution  of  this  important  duty 
I  entrusted  to  Captain  W.  K.  Hall,  C.B.,  my 
flag-captain,  whose  zeal  and  activity,  throughout 
the  whole  of  the  operations  I  cannot  too  highly 
commend.  The  Royal  Marines  were  in  charge  of 
Captain  P.  C.  Penrose,  RJiL,  of  Her  Mt^jesty's 
ship  Winchester,  who  showed  great  ability  and 
promptitude. 
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Captain  Cowper,  Royal  Engineers,  who  had 
been  sent  from  Hong  Kong  to  afford  me  the 
benefit  of  his  professional  experience,  was  of  great 
assistance  in  pointing  out,  and  remedying,  the 
weak  points  in  our  position. 

A  body  of  American  officers,  seamen  and 
marines,  under  Commander  Foote,  of  the  United 
States'  corvette  Portsmouth,  provided  for  the 
interests  of  the  American  community. 

1 1.  On  the  25th  I  took  possession  of  the  Dutch 
Folly,  a  fort  with  50  guns,  on  a  small  island  oppo- 
site the  city,  where  I  afterwards  placed  a  body  of 
140  officers  and  men,  under  Commander  Rolland, 
of  the  Calcutta.  All  the  defences  of  the  city  being 
now  in  our  hands  I  considered  the  High  Commis- 
sioner would  see  the  necessity  of  submission,  and 
I  directed  Mr.  Parkes  to  write  and  state  that  when 
his  Excellency  should  be  prepared  to  arrange  the 
points  in  dispute,  in  a  satisfactory  manner,  I 
would  desist  from  further  operations ;  but  the 
reply  did  not  answer  my  expectations. 

An  attack  was  made  at  12*30  p.m.,  by  a  body  of 
troops,  supported  by  a  much  larger  force,  which 
occupied  the  streets  in  the  rear.  Mr.  Consul 
Parkes  was  on  the  spot  at  the  time  and  warned 
them  to  retire,  but  ineffectually.  The  guard  of 
Royal  Marines,  in  charge  of  Captain  Penrose, 
then  quickly  drove  them  back  with  a  loss,  as  we 
understand,  of  14  killed  and  wounded. 

12.  The  26th,  l^eing  Sunday,  was  observed  as 
a  day  of  rest. 

1 3.  Early  on  the  morning  of  the  27th,  I  caused 
another  letter  to  be  written  to  the  High  Commis- 
sioner, to  the  effect  that,  as  satisfaction  had  not 
been  offered  for  the  affair  of  the  Arrow,  I  should 
resume  offensive  operations  ;  and  his  Excellency, 
having  by  his  illegal  measures,  and  determination 
to  refuse  reparation,  produced  this   display    ol 
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fbree,  I  ooocorred  in  opinion  with  Sir  John  Bow- 
ling, that  this  was  a  fitting  opportunity  for  re- 
quiring the  fulfilment  of  loDg-evadecl  Treaty  ob- 
liganons ;  and  I  therefore,  in  addition  to  the 
(Miginal  demands,  instructed  Mr.  Parkes  to  make 
the  fi^owing  communication : 

**  Thai  to  prevent  the  recurrence  of  evils  like 
the  present,  which  have  been  occasioned  by  the 
disregard  paid  by  the  Imperial  Commissioner  to 
the  repeated  applications  for  redress  and  satisfac- 
tion, niade  to  him  by  letter  in  the  matter  of  the 
Arrow,  by  Her  Mjyesty's  Plenipotentiary  and  the 
Coosol, — writing,  in  consequence  of  the  closing  of 
the  city  to  foreigners,  being  the  only  means  of 
commnnication, — I  demanded  for  all  foreign  re- 
presentatives the  same  free  access  to  the  authori- 
ties and  city  of  Canton  (where  all  the  Chinese  high 
officials  reside)  as  is  enjoyed  under  Treaty  at  the 
other  foor  ports,  and  denied  to  us  at  Canton 
alone." 

No  reply  having  been  mado,  I  determined  to 
open  fire  on  the  High  Commissioner's  Compound 
(the  Yamun),  a  large  space  of  ground  within  the 
old  city,  surrounded  by  a  high  wall,  which .  con- 
tains his  Excellency's  residence,  and  is  conpe- 
qoently  Grovemment  property.  Accordingly  at 
one  p.if.  the  first  shot  was  fired  from  the  10-inch 
pivot  gun  of  the  Encounter  ;  and,  at  intervals  of 
from  Ave  to  ten  minutes,  the  fire  was  kept  up  from 
that  gun  till  sunset  The  Barracouta  at  the  same 
time  shelled  the  troops  on  the  hills  behind  Gough's 
Fort,  in  the  rear  of  the  city,  from  a  position  she 
had  taken  up  at  the  head  of  Sulphur  Creek. 

A  proclamation  was  this  day  issued,  under  the 
High  Commissioner's  own  seal,  and  placarded 
publicly,  offering  a  reward  of  thirty  dollars  for  the 
head  of  ewerj  Englishman.     One  of  the  originals 
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is  in  possession  of  Her  Majesty's  Consul.     Nearly 
all  the  Chinese  servants  now  quitted  the  factory. 

A  detachment  of  eighteen  gunners,  of  Royal 
Artillery,  under  Captain  Guy  Rotton,  joined  me. 
I  stationed  them  at  first  in  the  Dutch  Folly,  where 
they  performed  good  service. 

14.  No  change  having  taken  place  in  the  aspect 
of  affairs  from  the  proceedings  of  the  27th,  I  re- 
sumed operations  on  the  following  day  from  the 
Dutch  Folly,  where  I  placed  in  position  two  of 
the  Encounter's  32-pounder  guns.  I  had  pre- 
viously given  the  fullest  warning  to  the  inhabi- 
tants in  the  vicinity  to  remove  their  persons  and 
property  (Captain  Hall  having  landed  twice  for 
that  purpose),  in  which  occupation  they  were 
engaged  during  the  whole  of  the  night.  I  began 
firing  shortly  after  noon,  my  object  being  to  open 
a  clear  passage  to  the  wall  of  the  city.  This  was 
materially  furthered  by  a  conflagration  of  a  larue 
portion  of  the  houses  in  our  line  of  attack,  which 
opened  the  wall  to  our  view.  I  ceased  firing  at 
sunset. 

Captain  the  Honourable  Keith  Stewart,  of  Her 
Majesty's  ship  Nankin,  joined  me  on  the  morning 
of  the  28th,  with  140  of  his  crew  and  two  field- 
pieces.  65  of  the  crew  of  the  United  States' 
corvette  Levant,  also  arrived  to  protect  American 
interests,  making  their  total  force  1 40  officers  and 
men,  under  Commanders  Foote  and  Smith. 

15.  Our  fire  re-opened  earlier  on  the  mom  in  <^ 
of  the  29th  than  was  intended,  owing  to  an  appear- 
ance as  if  guns  had  been  mounted  on  the  city  wall 
during  the  night.  At  11  a.m.  Commander  W.  T. 
Bate  and  Mr.  C.  G.  Johnston,  Acting-Master,  late 
of  the  Bittern,  having  ascertained,  by  personal 
examination,  and  at  considerable  risk,  the  prac- 
ticability of  the  breach,  the  force  particularized  in 
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tbe  enclosed  retam  was  told  off  ftr  the  assault, 
Qoder  the  eommand  of  Commodore  the  Honour- 
tbk  C.  EUiot.  : 

The  landing  was  effected  at  ^  P.H.,  and  the 
men  having  formed,  were  at  once  led  to  the  attack 
(accompanied  by  two  field  pieces  in  charge  of 
Lientenants  Bnshnell  and  Twjsden),  the  seamen 
bj  the  Commodore,  Captain  tbe  Honourable 
Keith  Stewart,  and  Commanders  Bate  and  Hol- 
land ;  the  Rojal  Marines  by  Captains  P.  C. 
Penrose  and  &.  Boyle.  The  way  was  most  gal- 
lantly shown  by  Commander  Bate,  whom  I 
obseired  alone,  waving  an  ensign  on  the  top  of 
the  breach.  The  parapet  of  the  wall  was  imme- 
diately afterwards  covered  with  the  marines  and 
seamen,  who,  diverging  to  the  left  and  right,  had 
within  ten  minutes,  complete  possession  of  the 
defences  between  two  of  the  gates,  with  the  field 
pieces  in  the  breach. 

Captain  Penrose,  on  gaining  the  wall,  hastened 
to  the  gate  to  the  right,  on  which  he  hoisted  a 
small  flag,  to  shew  its  position  to  Captain  Hall, 
who  then  promptly  landed  with  the  boats'  crews 
of  the  Calcutta  and  Harracoata,  and  baring  pushed 
his  way  through  the  streets  to  the  city  gate, 
quickly  effected  an  entrance,  with  the  assistance 
of  Commander  Fortescne,  Lieutenant  6.  C.  Fowler, 
my  flag-lieutenant.  Captain  Rotton,  Royal  Artil- 
lery, and  4  gunners  of  that  corps. 

The  gate  was  then  blown  to  pieces,  and  the  arch- 
way partially  destroyed,  by  two  large  charges  of 
gunpowder. 

Little  opposition  was  offered  by  the  Chinese 
troops  (though  the  guns  were  loaded  on  the 
parapet)  beyond  keeping  up  a  scattered  and  desul- 
tory fire  from  the  streets  and  houses,  by  which 
we  sustained  a  loss  of  3  private  marines  killed, 
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and  11  men  wounded.  The  wounded  were  con- 
veyed to  the  Dutch  F0II7,  where  they  receired 
every  attention  from  Dr.  C.  A.  Anderson,  Staff- 
Surgeon  of  the  flag-ship,  and  Assistant-Surgeon 
Newton,  of  the  Bittern. 

I  had  the  satisfaction  of  entering  the  city 
through  the  gate,  soon  after  its  passage  had  been 
secured,  and  accompanied  by  the  Commodore, 
Her  Majesty's  Consul,  and  a  portion  of  the  force, 
I  visited  and  inspected  the  house  and  premises  of 
the  High  Commissioner.  We  re-embarked  at 
sunset,  and  the  officers  and  men  were  returned  to 
their  respective  quarters;  my  object,  which  was  to 
show  his  Excellency  that  I  had  the  power  to  enter 
the  city,  having  been  fully  accomplished. 

Before  the  landing  took  place,  I  assembled  the 
officers  and  urgently  impressed  upon  them  (as  I 
had  previously  done  by  written  order)  the  neces- 
sity of  restraining  the  men  from  moiesUng  the 
persons  and  property  of  the  inhabitants,  confining 
warlike  operations  against  the  troops  only;  and  I 
have  pleasure  in  bearing  testimony  to  the  forbear- 
ance and  good  conduct  of  the  seamen  and  marines. 
No  straggling  took  place,  and  when  the  orders 
were  given  to  re-embark  the  men  returned  to 
their  boats  with  regularity  and  despatch. 

About  5  P.M.,  a  second  fire  broke  out  in  the 
suburbs,  bordering  on  the  first  one,  which  con- 
sumed a  large  number  of  houses. 

16.  At  daylight  on  the  SOth,  it  was  discovered 
that  the  breach  had  been  filled  up  during  the 
night  with  sand  bags  and  timber;  a  few  shot,  how- 
ever, soon  cleared  it  again,  as  well  as  on  the 
mornings  of  the  3ist,  and  the  1st  November. 

17.  I  now  judged  it  expedient  to  personally 
address  the  High  Commissioner,  in  the  hope  of 
inducing  him  to  accede  to  our  demands*  I  pointed 
out  that  the  steps   which  had  been  taken  were 
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oeeasioned  bj  his  refasal  to  afford  reparation  in 
tfieeaaeof  die  Arrow;  that  the  city  of  Canton 
was  at  mj^  mercj;  and  that  it  was  in  his  power, 
bj  an  immediate  oonsnltation  with  me,  to  ter« 
minate  a  state  of  affairs  so  likely  to  lead  to  the 
most  serious  calamities.  His  Excellency's  reply 
eoBsisted  of  a  resom4  of  his  letters  to  Mr.  Parkes; 
he  defended  his  conduct,  and  intimated  that  he 
had  already  appointed  his  deputy  to  consult  with 
me  (this  was  an  officer  of  very  inferior  rank  to 
■y  own). 

I  sent  an  immediate  answer,  and  informed  the 
High  Commissioner  that  unless  I  receiyed  an 
explicit  assurance  of  his  assent  to  what  I  had  pro- 
posed, I  should  at  once  resume  operations.  I 
added,  that  the  deliberation  with  which  I  had  so 
&r  proceeded,  should  haye  convinced  his  Excel- 
lent of  my  reluctance  to  visit  the  consequences 
of  his  acts  on  the  inhabitants  of  Canton,  but  that 
siionld  he  persist  in  his  present  policy,  he  would 
be  Teq>onsible  for  the  result,  and  would  learn, 
when  too  late,  that  we  had  the  power  to  execute 
what  we  undertook.  His  Excellency  rejoined  on 
the  3rd  November,  and  after  recapitulating  his 
former  correspondence,  avoided  touching  on  the 
snbject  of  our  demands. 

18.  Fears  being  entertained  that  the  Chinese 
would  set  fire  to  the  houses  round  the  factory,  to 
ensure  its  destruction,  a  party  was  employed  for 
three  days  in  pulling  down  such  houses  as  were 
neeesaary  to  our  safety,  leaving  an  open  space 
between  the  town  and  the  factory.  Chie  of  the 
rows  of  houses  (called  Hog-lane),  penetrated  the 
whc^e  length  between  two  of  the  factories,  and  had 
kng  been  a  source  of  disquiet  to  the  mercantile 
eommnnity.  The  officer  commanding  the  troops 
at  Hong  Kong  subsequently  sent  me  a  company 
oC  gun  Lascars  to  clear  away  the  debris. 
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Captain  Thomas  Wilson  arrived  on  the  31  at 
with  90  officers  and  seamen  of  Her  Majesty's  ship 
Winchester. 

19.  As  the  Chinese  boats  continued  to  furnish 
supplies  to  our  ships,  during  the  operations,  I  con* 
sidered  it  of  great  importance  to  inform  the  public 
of  the  nature  of  our  grievances,  the  more  particu- 
larly as  various  placards  had  been  issued  by  the 
Government  with  a  view  to  excite  enmity  against 
us.  I  therefoie  had  copies  of  my  letters  to  the 
High  Commissioner  printed,  and  Captain  Hall 
distributed  them  from  his  boat  They  were 
eagerly  sought  for.  Mr.  Parkes  also  promulgated 
a  precis  of  the  whole  affair. 

20.  At  eleven  o'clock  in  the  morning  of  the 
3r(i  of  November,  I  commenced  a  slow  firing  on 
the  Government  buildings  in  the  Tartar  city,  and 
at  Gough's  Fort,  from  the  Encounter,  Sampson, 
and  the  Dutch  Folly,  and  continued  it  till  five 
P.M.  At  midnight  an  explosion  took  place  in  a 
small  boat  inserted  under  the  platform  of  the 
Club-house,  where  the  seamen  and  marines  are 
lodged.  It  was  evidently  intended  to  blow  up  and 
set  fire  to  the  building.  Fortunately  it  did  no 
damage,  beyond  slightly  burning  one  of  the  sen- 
tries. All  the  Chinese  boats  which  had  heretofore 
been  allowed  to  remain  unmolested  round  the 
factory  sea-wall,  were  now  dnven  away. 

21.  Beinis;  most  anxious  to  avoid  the  necessity 
of  further  coercive  measures*  I  again  addressed 
the  High  Commissioner  on  the  3rd,  but  as  he 
could  not  be  brought  to  entertain  the  justice  of  our 
demands,  I  was  compelled  to  re-open  fire  on  the 
4th,  and  again  on  the  oth,  from  one  of  the  Samp- 
son's 68  pounders,  mounted  in  the  Dutch  Folly.  It 
was  principally  directed  at  a  fortification  crowning 
a  hill  in  the  rear  of  the  city,  hitherto  considered 
impregnable;    but,  although  at  extreme  range» 
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several  sheUs  burst  vrithin  the  works,  the  effects 
of  which  must  have  undeceived  the  authorities  as 
to  their  supposed  security  in  that  position. 

22.  On  the  5th  instant  I  received  information 
that  an  attack  was  intended  to  be  made  on  our 
ships  and  the  factory,  and  that  twenty-three  war- 
junks  were  at  ancbor  below  the  Dutch  Folly,  pro- 
tected by  th«i  French  Folly  Fort«  mounting  twenty* 
six  heavy  guns.  Captain  Hall  having  ascertained 
the  correctness  of  the  statement  about  the  junks, 
I  directed  Commodore  Elliot  to  take  the  Barra- 
cottta,  Coromandel,  and  the  ships'  boats,  and 
either  disperse  or  capture  them.  The  narrow 
channel  having  been  buoyed  by  Commander  Bute 
at  daylight  of  the  6th,  the  Barracouta  proceeded, 
followed  by  the  Coromandel  with  a  detachment  of 
Royal  Marines,  and  towing  the  ships'  boats. 
Commander  Fortescue  anchored  his  ship  about 
800  yards  above  the  French  Folly,  and  within 
200  yards  of  the  nearest  junks,  which  were  per- 
fectly prepared  for  attack,  and  drawn  up  in  line 
of  battle.  As  the  Chinese  were  observed  training 
and  pointing  their  guns,  the  Barracouta  was 
obliged  to  open  fire  from  her  bow  pivot-gun  to 
check  their  deliberate  arrangements,  before  her 
broadside  could  be  brought  to  bear.  A  most 
animated  fire  was  returned  instantly  by  the  junks 
and  fort  from  more  than  150  guns,  which  was 
maintained  with  great  spirit  for  at  least  thirty- 
five  minutes ;  but  when  the  ship  was  sprung,  her 
grape  and  canister,  with  the  aid  of  the  bonts  in 
charge  of  Captain  Thomas  Wilson,  which  pulling 
in  opened  a  most  effective  fire,  soon  drove  the 
people  out  of  the  junks.  The  Barracouta  was 
then  enabled  to  give  her  undivided  attention  to 
the  fort,  and  having  silenced  it.  Captain  Hall 
polled  in  and  took  possession.  The  guns  and 
ammunition  were  destroyed.     Two  32-pounder8 
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in  the  Dutch  Folly,  from  whence  I  had  the  oppor- 
tunity of  witnessing  the  engagement,  greatly 
assisted  the  Barracouta  by  the  excellence  of  their 
fire. 

Many  of  the  junks  being  aground,  and  others 
sunk  by  our  shot,  they  were  all  consequently 
burnt,  except  the  Admiral's  ship,  which  was 
brought  off.  Only  two  escaped,  and  one  of  them 
was  afterwards  burnt  by  Captain  Hall. 

I  was  much  pleased  with  the  conduct  of  all  the 
officers  and  men  engaged  on  this  service,  espe- 
cially of  Commander  Fortescue,  his  officers,  and 
ship's  company,*  under  the  heavy  fire  to  which 
they  were  exposed.  Commander  Fortescue  men- 
tions the  gallant  conduct  of  Lieutenant  W.  K. 
Bush,  Senior  Lieutenant  of  the  Barracouta.  The 
Commodore  has  also  brought  to  my  notice  the 
cool  courage  of  Lieutenant  H.  H.  Beamish,  of 
my  flag-ship,  in  carrying  out  an  anchor  during 
the  heaviest  of  the  fire,  to  enable  the  Barracoota 
to  spring  her  broadside. 

I  am  happy  to  state  that  our  loss  only  amounted 
to  one  seaman,  of  the  Calcutta,  killcKl  in  Lieu- 
tenant Beamish'a  boat,  and  four  men  wounded  on 
board  the  Barracouta. 

23.  Her  Majesty's  steam-ship  Niger  arrived  on 
the  7th  from  England ;  and  forty-four  officers  and 
seamen,  from  the  French  frigate  Yirginie,  came 
up  to  the  factory  to  protect  their  interests. 

24.  At  4  A.  M.  on  the  8th,  a  bold  attempt  was 
made  to  destroy  our  ships  with  fire-rafts.  Four 
were  sent  down  with  the  tide  ;  one  was  anchored 
close  ahead  of  the  Barracouta,  and  but  for  the 
promptitude  with  which  her  cable  was  slipped, 
might  have  been  productive  of  disastrous  conse- 
quences.  One  rafl  burnt  at  her  anchor,  the  others 
drifted  dear  to  leeward.     To  prevent  a  similar

oocDireDce^  I  caused  a  line  of  junks  to  be  drawn 
aerott  the  riTer,  both  above  and  below  the  squad* 
ron.  One  of  the  junks  in  the  tipper  boom  was 
burnt  bj  a  stinkpot  thrown  on  board  on  the 
morning  of  the  12th,  and  two  fire-boats  exploded 
tlongside  the  Niger  at  9  ▲  m.  on  the  13th.  This 
led  to  all  boats,  with  which  the  river  is  thronged* 
being  ordered  bejond  the  lines  of  janks. 

25.  Between  the  8th  and  12th  November,  the 
Consol  received  three  deputations  from  the  prin- 
cipal merchants  and  gentry  of  Canton,  who  seemed 
tnzions  to  bring  about  a  settlement  of  the  present 
disastrous  state  of  afiairs.  Thej  were  obliged  to 
admit  that  our  demands  were  not  unreasonable  ; 
but  that  such  was  the  inflexibility  of  the  High 
Commissioner's  character,  that  they  feared  it 
would  be  useless  to  attempt  to  alter  his  expressed 
determination  not  to  admit  our  representatives 
into  the  city.  They  denied  the  accusation  made 
by  the  High  Commissioner  that  he  had  been  com- 
pelled by  clamour  to  offer  a  reward  for  our  heads, 
and  loudly  expressed  their  disapprobation  at  it. 
Even  if  they  have  the  disposition  to  settle  this 
dispute  in  our  favour,  I  fear  they  lack  the  power 
to  do  BO. 

26.  Strenuous  efforts  having  been  made,  with- 
out effect,  to  compel  a  compliance  with  our  de- 
mands. Sir  John  Bowring,  on  the  8th,  submitted 
that  the  next  step  should  be  the  destruction  of 
the  Bogue  Forts.  Concurring  in  this  opinion,  I 
informed  the  High  Commissioner  that  unless  he 
sobmitted  within  twenty-four  hours*  I  should 
resume  hostile  measures.  I  waited  more  than  the 
stipulated  time,  and  proceeded  in  the  Encounter 
below  the  Bogue  Forts  on  the  afternoon  of  the 
11th,  leaving  ^e  Sampson  and  Niger,  with  Com- 
modore Elliot,  to  protect  the  factory.  I  found 
there  the  Calcutta  (in  which  I  rehoisted  my  flag), 
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Nankin,  Barracouta,  Hornet  (just  arrived  from 
Shanghae)t  and  Coromandel  tender. 

On  the  following  morning  I  sent  a  aummons  to 
the  Chief  Mandarin  to  deliver  up  the  forta  till 
the  Viceroj's  conduct  could  be  submitted  to  the 
Emperor  of  China,  pledging  myself  Uiat  the  forts 
should  remain  uninjured,  and  be  given  back  iiihen 
the  present  differences  shall  be  terminated.  Thia 
being  refused,  the  squadron  then  attacked  the  two 
Wantung  Island  Forts  from  the  Bremer  channel 
'side,  and  thej  %ere  taken  possession  of  by  the 
boats  and  Royal  Marines  after  a  considerable, 
though  ill-directed,  resistance  of  about  an  hour. 
These  forts  were  fully  manned,  had  upwards  of 
200  guns  mounted,  and  were  found  stronger  than 
when  captured  in  1841.  The  Chinese  troops 
stood  to  their  guns  up  to  the  moment  our  men 
entered  the  embrasures.  The  Mandarins  had 
boats  in  readiness  to  facilitate  their  own  escape^ 
leaving  their  unfortunate  followers,  who  rushed 
into  the  water  until  they  were  assured  of  their 
safety  by  the  efforts  made  to  save  them.  They 
were  afterwards  landed  on  the  main. 

One  boy  killed,  and  four  men  wounded,  on 
board  the  Nankin,  was  happily  the  extent  of  our 
casualties,  though  stinkpots  were  freely  thrown 
at  those  who  first  entered  the  forts. 

On  the  13th  the  Annunghoy  Forts,  on  the  oppo- 
site side  of  the  Bogue  entrance,  mounting  together 
210  guns,  were  similarly  attacked  and  taken,  and, 
though  some  resistance  was  offered,  I  am  thankful 
to  state,  without  a  casualty  on  our  side. 

27.  The  command  of  the  river  being  now  in 
our  hands,  I  have  no  other  operation  in  immediate 
contemplation^  beyond  th^  security  and  mainten- 
ance of  our  position ;  and  it  will  remain  with  Her 
Miyesty's  Government  to  determine  whether  the 
present  opportunity  shall  be  made  available  to 
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enforce  to  thor  full  extent  the  Treaty  stipiilations 
which  the  Cantoo  GoTernment  has  hitherto  been 
•Bowed  to  evade  with  impunity. 

28.  I  have  to  express  my  entire  approval  of  the 
eoodoet  of  the  officers  and  men  engaged  in  the 
Mfiea  of  laborious  operations,  I  have  felt  it  my 
dn^  to  undertake.  From  the  commodore,  cap- 
tains  and  commanders,  I  have  received  the  most 
prompt  and  efficient  assistance,  and  their  example 
has  inflaeaced  the  officers  and  men.  I  have 
slready  mentioned  the  officers,  who  have  brought 
themselves  prominently  to  notice. 

The  health  of  the  men  is  remarkably  good,  and 
the  squadron  continues  in  an  efficient  state  for  any 
further  service. 

t9.  During  the  whole  of  my  proceedings,  I 
have  receiv^  the  most  corditd  support  of  the 
British  and  foreign  communities,  from  their  con- 
fideoce  that  future  benefit  must  be  the  result. 
Her  Majesty's  Consul  has  rendered  me  most 
valuable  assistance,  particularly  from  his  intimate 
aoqoaintance  with  the  Chinese  language. 

My  thanks  are  especially  due  to  Commanders 
Foote  and  Smith,  commanding  the  United  States' 
naval  forces,  for  the  good  order  and  harmony  they 
have  so  laigely  contributed  to  preserve  during  the 
present  crisis. 

30.  I  have  endeavoured,  as  briefly  as  its  high 
importance  will  permit,  to  lay  before  their  Loid- 
ships  every  particular  connected  with  my  proceed- 
ings. The  original  cause  of  dispute,  though  com- 
paratively trifling,  has  now,  from  the  injurious 
policy  pursued  by  the  Imperial  High  Commis- 
sioner, assumed  so  very  grave  an  aspect  as  to 
threaten  the  existence  of  amicable  relations  as 
regards  Canton. 

Though  I  shall  continue  to  take  steps,  in  con- 
junetim  with  Her  Majesty's  Plenipotentiary,  in 
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the  hope  of  being  able  to  bring  matters  to  a  satis- 
factory termination,  I  shall  be  most  anxious  to 
receive  the  instructions  of  Her  Majesty's  Grovem- 
ment  on  this  important  question. 

31.  I  inclose  a  copy  of  a  notice  I  have  had 
issued  to  the  British  community  by  Her  Miyesty'a 
ConsuL

No.  150.  British  ConsulatCy  Canton^ 

Sib,  October  8,  1856. 

I  have   the  honour    to    inform   your  Excel- 
lency, that  the  British  lorcha  Arrow,  while  lying 
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with  her  eoloure  flying  in  the  river  near  the 
Dalch  FoUjy  was  suddenly  boarded  this  morning  ^ 
bj  a  foroe  of  Cliinese  officers,  in  «  war  boat  <^ 
l^rge  me  and  heavy  armament,  who  pinioned 
and  carried  away  nearly  the  whole  of  her  crew, 
leaving  two  oat  of  fourteen  men  on  board,  and 
added  to  this  act  of  violence  the  significant  insult 
of  haoling  down  the  national  ensign. 

Having  satisfied  myself  of  the  facts,  and  ascer- 
tained that  the  war  boat  remained  with  the  cap- 
tured crew  still  on  board,  in  the  immediate  vicinity 
of  the  lorcba,  I  repaired  on  board  to  claim  the 
men,  before  they  should  be  conveyed  to  a  dis- 
tance ;  and  to  explain  to  the  officers^  if  it  were 
possible  that  they  had  acted  in  error,  the  gross 
insult  and  violation  of  national  rights  which  they 
had  committed,  and  the  heavy  responsibilities 
they  incurred.  I  informed  them,  and  had  a 
magistrate's  officer  with  me  who  could  verify  my 
statement,  that  I  had  already  demanded  from  the 
dvil  authorities  an  investigation  of  the  subject, 
and  called  upon  them,  if  they  had  any  chaige  to 
prefer  against  the  prisoners,  to  bring  them  in 
their  custody  to  the  Consulate,  where  due  ezami- 
nation  might  be  had. 

To  this  they  refused  to  accede,  stating  that  they 
had  reported  the  matter  to  their  superior  officers, 
and  must  wait  orders,  and  intimating  very  dis- 
tinctly that  they  would  oppose  with  force  any 
attempt  on  my  part  to  take  the  men  under  my 
chaige. 

I  returned,  therefore,  to  the  Consulate,  and 
have  addressed  the  Imperial  Commissioner  the 
letter  I  beg  to  inclose  in  copy. 

The  officers  on  board  the  war-boat  stated  to 
me,  as  the  reason  of  their  proceedings,  that  one 
of  the  crew  of  the  lorcba  is  the  father  of  a  noted 
Kodan  pirate,  and  being  authorized  to  seise  this 
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old  man  wherever  they  found  him,  and  hearing 
that  he  was  on  board  the  Arrow,  they  conaidered 
themselyes  at  liberty  to  carry  him  away,  without 
any  previous  reference  to  me,  lest  that  I  should 
lead  to  his  escape. 

I  did  not  understand  that  they  had  any  distinct 
charge  against  the  other  eleven  men,  but  heard 
that  they  wanted  them  for  evidence  or  information 
they  considered  they  would  be  able  to  give  against 
the  said  pirate. 

Since  writing  the  above  (at  a  late  hour  in  the 
evening),  a  coolie  whom  I  had  left  on  board  the 
war  boat  to  watch  proceedings  has  returned,  and 
reported  that  all  the  prisoners  have  been  conveyed 
into  the  city. 

I  shall  be  glad  to  receive  any  support  or  in- 
struction that  your  Excellency  may  consider  the 
ease  requires.

Sir,  October  H,  1856. 

I  hasten  to  bring  to  your  Excellency's 
notice,  an  insult  of  very  grave  character  which 
calls  for  immediate  reparation. 

This  morning,  shortly  after  eight  o'clock,  a 
Chinese  war-boat  boarded  an  English  lorcha,  the 
Arrow,  lying  at  anchor  in  the  river  near  the 
Dutch  Folly,  and  regardless  of  the  remonstrances 
of  her  master,  an  Englishman,  seized,  bound  and 
carried  off  twelve  of  her  Chinese  crew,  and  hauled 
down  the  English  colours  which  were  then  flying. 

Hentating  to  rely  solely  on  the  master's  account 
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^  00  grofls  an  oatrage,  I  at  once  despatched 
people  to  make  enquiries,  and  found  that  the  facts 
were  as  he  had  stated,  and  that  the  war-boat,  said 
to  be  under  the  command  ^  Leang-kwO-ting 
(show-pe)  in  the  Imperial  service,  after  leaving 
the  lorcha,  had  dropped  down  the  river,  and  was 
]/iog  off  the  Tangtsing  gate  with  the  crew  of  the 
lorcha  still  on  board  as  prisoners. 

On  receiving  this  intelligence  I  proceeded  in 
person  to  the  war-boat,  accompanied  by  Her 
Majesty's  Yice-Consul,  and  explained  to  the  officer 
who  I  found  in  charge,  named  the  Le-yung-shing, 
the  gravity  of  the  error  committed  by  the  said 
war-boat  in  boarding  and  carr3ring  off  by  force  of 
snns  the  crew  of  an  English  vessel,  and  the  gross 
indignity  offered  to  the  national  flag  by  hauling 
down  the  lorcha's  ensign.  I  also  required  him  to 
bring  his  prisoners  to  the  British  Consulate,  there 
to  await  examination,  but  this  he  refused  to  do  ; 
and  on  my  claiming  them,  and  insisting  on  their 
being  delivered  to  me,  he  made  a  display  of  force 
tnd  threatened  me  with  violence  if  I  attempted  to 
take  them  with  me. 

I  hasten  therefore  to  lay  the  case  before  your 
Excellency,  confident  that  your  superior  judgment 
will  lead  yon  at  once  to  admit  that  an  insult  so 
publicly  committed  must  be  equally  publicly 
stoned.  I  therefore  request  your  Excellency  to 
direct  that  the  men  who  have  been  carried  away 
from  the  Arrow  be  returned  by  the  Captain 
Leang-kw6-ting,  the  officer  who  seized  them,  to 
that  vessel  in  my  presence,  and  if  accused  of  any 
crime,  they  may  then  be  conveyed  to  the  British 
Conaulatey  where,  in  conjunction  with  proper 
officers  deputed  by  your  Excellency  for  the  pur- 
pose, I  shall  be  prepared  to  investigate  the  case. 

At  the  same  time  that  I  address  your  Excel- 
lency on  ^is  subject,  I  am  submitting  both  to 
Her  Majesty's  Plenipotentaary  and  the  Commodore 
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of  Her  Majesty's  naval  force Tn  this  river,  a  report 
of  what  has  occurred  ;  and  I  should  also  add,  that 
the  said  lorcha  being  at  present  detained  here  in 
consequence  of  the  seizure  of  her  crew,  has  a 
claim  upon  your  Excellency's  Government  for  the 
expenses  which  this  delay  occasions  her.

With  reference  to  my  despatch,  No.  150,  of 
last  night,  reporting  the  grave  violation  of  national 
rights,  committed  yesterday  by  Chinese  officials, 
on  board  the  British  lorcha  Arrow, 

I  have  now  the  honour  to  enclose  a  copy  of  the 
letter  I  addressed  to  Commodore  Elliot,  of  Her 
Mi^jesty's  ship  Sybille,  at  present  at  anchor,  I 
believe,  at  Chunpee. 

The  whole  of  this  day  has  passed  without  tho 
receipt  of  any  communication  from  the  Imperial 
Commissioner,  or  any  other  Chinese  official, 
relative  to  this  outrage. 

In  the  hope  of  inducing  the  Imperial  Commia* 
sioner  to  view  the  matter  in  the  grave  light  which 
it  deserves,  I  have  again  called  his  attention  to  it 
in  a  letter  this  moment  despatched. 

I  have  also  taken  in  the  course  of  the  day 
several  depositions  confirmatory  of  the  facts  set 
forth  in  my  letter  of  yesterday.

An  ontrage,  involving  a  grosa  insult  to  our 
ilagy  has  been  committed  this  morning  bj  Chinese 
officers  <m  board  the  British  lorchiH  Arrow  ;  the 
particalara  you  will  find  related  in  the  enclosed 
oopj  of  a  letter,  which,  failing  reparation  at  the 
hands  of  the  actors  in  the  matter,  I  have  just 
addressed  to  the  Imperial  Commissioner  and 
GoTeroor-General  of  these  provinces.  Since  doing 
so,  I  have  just  heard  that  the  captured  crew  of 
the  Arrow  have  been  taken  from  the  war-boat 
into  the  ci^.  I  can  at  present  form  no  opinion 
as  to  the  course  afiairs  maj  take,  but  fear  that 
even  if  the  Imperial  Commissioner  do  not  entirely 
countenance  the  proceedings  of  his  officers,  he 
may  still  withhold  from  me  the  satisfaction  I  have 
churned.  The  presence  of  Her  Migesty's  ship,. 
Sybille  at  Whampao,  at  this  juncture,  or  of  any 
prompt  mark  of  support  that  you  could  render  me, 
might  have  the  efiect  of  materially  strengthening 
my  position,  and  I  hasten  therefore  to  lay  the  cir-. 
cnmstanoes  before  you,  in  the  hope  that  you  will 
be  pleased  to  take  such  steps  therein,  as  you  may 
consider  the  exigency  authorizes  or  requires.

I  have  the  honour  to  enclose  in  copy  and 
translation  the  reply  of  the  Imperial  Commis- 
sioner, received  at  noon  this  day,  to  my  represen- 
tations relative  to  the  Arrow  outrage.

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The  nine  men  enumerated  at  the  cloae  of  his 
letter  were  returned  to  me  at  the  same  time,  but 
I  refused  to  receive  them,  because  thej  were  not 
delivered  in  the  manner  I  had  demanded  ;  but  I 
doubt  not  the  assistant  magistrate  will  put  them 
on  board  the  lorcha,  in  obedience  to  the  orders 
given  him  to  this  effect  bj  the  Imperial  Com- 
missioner. 

Nothing,  it  appears  to  me,  can  be  more  on* 
satisfactory  than  the  reply  of  the  Imperial  Com- 
missioner, who  offers  no  redress  or  apology,  but 
upholds  the  acts  of  his  officers  throughout,  and 
denies  that  the  lorcha  is  British  owned. 

This  he  maintains  on  the  evidence  of  one  of  the 
lorcha's  crew,  who,  being  a  prisoner  in  the  hands 
of  the  mandarins,  was  ready,  doubtless,  to  conform 
his  statement  to  their  wishes. 

He  declared  that  the  lorcha  belonged  to  one 
Toonching,  respecting  whom,  however,  no  in- 
formation is  afforded. 

I  should  mention  that  the  Arrow  is  sailing 
under  a  colonial  certificate  of  registry,  renewable 
annually,  bearing  the  date  27th  September,  1855, 
and  a  number  27. 

She  is  therein  said  to  belong  solely  to  Fong- 
Aming,  of  Victoria,  Hong  Kong,  Chinese  trader, 
but  the  place  and  date  of  build  are  not  given. 

Her  master's  name  is  Thomas  Kennedy,  a  native 
of  Belfast,  and  a  very  respectable  man  of  his 
class,  who  informs  me  that  he  was  engaged  by 
Mr.  Block,  Danish  Consul  at  Hong  Kong,  as 
nominal  master  of  the  lorcha,  which  he  has 
hitherto  believed  to  belong  to  Mr.  Block's  com- 
pradore,  and  he  supposes  that  it  is  the  com- 
pradore's  name  which  appears  on  the  register* 

The  immediate  departure  of  this  evening's  post- 
boat  obliges  me  to  close  this  despatch  without 
further  remark,  but  I  may  add  that  Commodore 
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EDkC  his  eommmucated  to  me  his  iatention  of 
aoYiog  Her  Migesty's  ship  Sjbille  op  to  Wham- 
poaat  once.

TEH,  Imperial  High  Commisuonery  Grovernor- 
Greaenl  of  the  Two  Kwang  ProYincea,  &c,  &c.» 
addroooefl  this  Dedaration  to  Mr.  Parkea, 
the  British  Cooaiil  at  Canton. 

▲t  about  eight  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  the 
11th  dajr  (9^  October),  and  again  aboat  fonr 
o'dock  on  the  same  daj,  I  received  the  two 
written  repreaentationa  of  the  said  Consul,  and 
well  considered  thdr  contents. 

The  Prefect  of  Canton  was  ordered  by  me  to 
examine  the  twelve  men«  Le-Mingtae,  and  others, 
fldaed  on  board  the  k>rcha  ;  bat  prior  to  the  issue 
of  these  directions  I  had  already  been  informed  by 
eertain  subordinate  naval  aadiorities,  that  these 
nme  men,  Le-lCngtae  and  others,  were  the  per- 
petrators of  the  piracy  committed  at  San-chow- 
tang  (in  St.  John's'Island),  on  the  8th  day  of  the 
8th  month  (6th  September),  on  the  merchant 
▼easel  belonging  to  Hwang-Leen-Kae,  who  wears 
the  decoration  of  the  fifth  rank. 

In  the  matter  of  this  piracy  Hwang-Leen-Kae 
deposed  as  follows:  — 

*'  I  belong  to  the  small  town  of  Lin  Hin,  in  the 
mral  division  of  Chintsun,  in  the  district  of 
Shimtih.  On  the  8th  day  of  the  8th  month  (6th 
September)  I  arrived  (in  my  vessel)  off  San- 
chow-tang,  in  the  district  of  Sin-ning,  where  I 
fell  in  with  a  large  pirate  fleet.    Being  supported 
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bj  my  creW|  I  opened  fire  upon  the  pirates  in 
self-defence,  and  fought  them  from  seven  o'clock 
until  four.  I  observed  that  they  had  with  them  a 
lorcha  and  a  Teigh-pang  (name  of  a  certain  class 
of  boat),  and  two  or  three  foreigners.  On  our 
.  side  we  had  but  two  sailing  junks  ;  and  being 
unable  with  these  to  resist  the  superior  force  of  the 
pirates,  they  carried  us  by  the  board,  and  plun- 
dered us  of  all  our  cargo,  consisting  of  between 
five  or  six  hundred  piculs  of  indigo,  aniseed, 
hides,  coarse  paper,  and  paddy.  I  am  able  to  re- 
cognize one  of  the  pirates.  He  wore  a  red 
turban  and  a  red  girdle,  has  lost  one  or  two  of  his 
front  teeth,  and  cheered  on  his  crew  to  keep  up 
their  fire.  I  threw  myself  into  the  water  and 
escaped,  but  of  those  who  were  with .  me,  Ayun 
received  a  sword  cut,  and  a  lad  from  Kenng-man, 
and  two  other  men  named  Aseet-sae  and  Ta-a-sye, 
received  gun-shot  wounds.  All  these  four  have 
since  died  of  their  wounds,  which  were  very 
severe. 

**  On  the  10th  instant  (8th  October)  I  came  up 
to  Canton,  and  recognised,  as  I  sailed  past  this 
lorcha  (the  Arrow)  one  of  the  men  who  had 
fought  against  me  on  the  8th  day  of  the  8th 
month,  as  above  mentioned.  I  immediatelv  re* 
ported  the  circumstance  to  the  naval  authorities 
of  the  sea-cruizing  force,  and  with  them  went  and 
seized  the  twelve  criminals,  Le-Mingtae  and 
others.  Of  the  twelve  criminals  who  have  now 
been  taken  into  custody,  I  am  certain  that  Le- 
Ming-tae,  alias  Leang-Ming-tae,  was  one  of  those 
(|iirates)  who  attacked  me  in  the  manner  de* 
scribed.** 

The  following  deposition  was  made  by  Woo- 
Ajin: — 

'*  I  come  from  the  end  of  Cha  Chuen,  at  Macao, 
in  the  district  of  Heangshan.     This  lorcha  (the 
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Arrow)  belongs  to  Loo-Aching,  who  began  to 
baOd  it  on  the  14th  day  of  the  7th  month  of  the 
4th  jear  of  Hien-fung  (7th  August,  1864).  On 
the  very  day  that  the  lorcha  was  completed  he 
obtained  a  register  for  her,  through  the  foreign 
firm  Fold  (?F.  H.  Block,  of  Hong  Kong),  for 
which  he  paid  one  thousand  dollars.  He  aUo 
engaged  the  foreigner  Aloo  to  serve  in  the 
lorcha,  *at  the  rate  of  thirty  dollars  per  month, 
ffitherto  she  has  made  voyages  along  the  coast  to 
Foo-diow,  Amoy,  and  Shanghae,  trading  in  rice, 
polae,  and  general  merchandize.  I  am  aware 
that  Le-Mingtae  is  also  kaown  by  the  name  of 
Leang-Mingtae. 

**  On  the  23rd  day  of  the  8th  month  of  the 
present  year  (2l8t  September),  Kaon-Laonph, 
the  helmsman  of  our  vessel,*  engaged  Le*Mingtae 
and  Leang-keen-foo  to  assist  in  the  navigation  of 
our  vessel. 

**  On  the  evening  of  the  25th  day  of  the  8th 
month  (September  23rd),  we  were  sitting  alone  in 
the  bow  of  the  vessel,  when  Le-Mingtae  told  me, 
that  on  the  6th  day  of  the  8th  month  (4th  Sep- 
tember), he,  with  Leang-keen-foo  and  more  than 
thirty  other  men,  joined  themselves  to  five  or  six 
Tsih-pang  boats,  and  plundered  the  junks  belong- 
ing to  Wang-LeSn-kae,  off  Son-chow -tang,  in  the 
district  of  Sin-ning,  none  of  the  remaining  ten 
men  (of  our  crew).  Tang  Akde  and  others,  took 
part  in  the  piracy,  and  I  certainly  had  no  share  in 
iu     What  I  state  is  perfectly  true." 

It  is  clear,  from  the  above  reports  and  deposi- 
tions, that  the  officers  had  good  reasons  for  seizing 
these  men,  amongst  whom  there  are  several  great 
offenders.  Woo- Agin,  Le-Mingtae,  and  Leang- 
fSkeeafoQ,  must  be  again  very  strictly  examined ; 
bat  I  have  directed  that  the  Assistant  Magistrate

Hen  take  the  remaining  nine,  namely,  Leang- 
Apaon,  Leang-Meike,  Leang-Atae,  Leuig-Agew, 
Leaon-Aow,  Ho-A-pih,  Yuen-Ake,  Leang-King- 
jen,  and  Tang-A-Ke^  and  return  them  to  their 
▼esaeL 

As  to  what  (the  Consul)  states  relative  to  the 
lorcha  being  reimbursed  the  expenses  consequent 
on  her  detention,  I  find  that  as  the  lorcha  was 
built  bj  Loo- Aching,  who  obtained  a  register  for 
her  through  Pol5  (Mr.  Block),  to  whom  he  paid 
one  thousand  dollars,  she  is  not  a  foreign  yessel 
(lorcha),  and  it  is  useless  therefore  to  enter  into 
any  discussion  respecting  her. 

Names  of  the  nine  men  who  are  herewith  sent 
back:  Tang*AkeS,  Leang-King-jen,  Yuen  Ake, 
Ho-A-pih,  Leaon-Aow,  Leang-Agew,  Leang- 
Atae,  Leang-Meike,  Leang-Apaon.

I  have  your  Despatch,  Nos.  151,  and  163, 
dated  9th  and  10th,  with  their  enclosures,  on  the 
subject  of  the  arrest  of  sundry  Chinamen  on  board 
a  vessel  called  the  Arrow,  bearing  the  British 
flag,  and  commanded  by  a  subject  of  Her  Miyeaty. 

The  question  presents  two  important  enquiriea  : 
first,  the  rights  of  the  vessel  in  question  ;  and, 
second,  the  conduct  of  the  Chinese  authorities. 

It  appears,  on  examination,  that  the  Arrow  had 
no  right  to  hoist  the  British  flag  ;  the  licence  lo 
do  so  expired  on  the  27th  September,  from  which 
period  she  has  not  be^i  entitled  to  protecti<»i. 
You  will  send  back  the  register  to  be  delivered  to 
the  Colonial  Office. 
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But  tihe  Chinese  had  no  knowledge  of  the  ex- 
pixy  of  the  licenee ;  nor  do  thej  profess  that  thej 
had  anj  o^er  grounds  for  interference  than  the 
aopposition  that  the  owner  is  not  a  British  sub- 
ject ;  ibtAj  however,  is  a  question  for  this  Govern- 
meaty  who  granted  the  register  ;  and  it  is  clear 
that  the  Chinese  have  violated  the  9th  Article 
of  the  Supplementary  Treaty,  which  requires  that 
all  Chinese  malfaisants  in  British  ships  shall  be 
daimed  through  British  authorities. 

Tou  will  inform  the  Imperial  Commissioner, 
fbat  I  require  an  apology  for  what  has  taken  place, 
and  an  assurance  that  the  British  flag  i^all  in 
fotore  be  respected ;  that  forty-eight  hours  are 
allowed  for  this  communication,  which  being 
passed,  you  are  instructed  to  call  on  the  navfil 
authorities  to  assist  you  in  enforcing  redress. 

Tou  will  add,  that  on  any  suflicient  eyidence 
being  given  that  British  ships  or  British  subjects 
have  been  engaged  in  piratical  practices,  they  will 
be  proceeded  against  without  hesitation  ;  and  that, 
CO  application  to  the  proper  authority,  Chinese 
ofienders  will  not  be  harboured  on  board  British 
▼easels ;  but  that  tSl  proceedings  must  take  place 
according  to  the  conditions  of  the  Treaty. 

If  these  representations  fail,  the  senior  naval 
officer  win  be  authorized  to  seize  and  keep  in  his 
possession  one  of  the  Imperial  junks,  which  he 
will  hold  until  redress  be  obtained,  or  further  in- 
stmctions  be  received  from  his  Excellency  the 
Naval  Commander-in-Chief. 

This  letter  has  been  communicated  to  his  Ex- 
cellency Sir  Michael  Seymour,  who  will  give  the 
needful  instructions  to  the  senior  naval  officer.

I  have  the  honour  to  state  to  your  Excel* 
lencj  that  on  receipt,  at  noon  on  the  10th,  of  joar 
Excellency's  declaration  relative  to  the  seizure  byr 
Chinese  naval  ofEcers  of  twelve  of  the  crew  of  the 
British  lorcha,  Arrow,  I  at  once  forwarded  it  to 
his  Excellency  Her  Majesty's  Plenipotentiary,  and 
requested  his  instructions  in  the  case. 

These  instructions  of  Her  Majesty's  Plenipoten- 
tiary, which  I  have  now  received,  are  to  this  effect. 

That  as  it  is  clear  that  the  Chinese  authorities 
have  violated  the  9th  Article  of  the  Supple- 
mentary Treaty,  which  requires  that  all  Chinese 
malfaisants  in  British  ships  shall  be  claimed 
through  British  authorities,  I  am  to  inform  your 
Excellency  that  Her  Majesty's  Plenipotentiary 
requires  you  to  furnish  me  with  an  apology  for 
what  has  taken  place,  and  an  assurance  that  the 
British  flag  shall  in  future  be  respected  ;  and  I 
am  to  intimate  to  your  Excellency  that  if  forty- 
eight  hours  are  allowed  to  pass  without  a  com- 
pliance on  your  Excellency's  part  with  this  demand* 
I  am  then  to  concert  with  the  naval  authorities 
the  measures  necessary  for  enforcing  redress. 

I  am  also  to  add  that,  on  anj  sufficient  evidence 
being  given  that  British  ships  or  British  subjects 
have  been  engaged  in  piratical  practices,  they  will 
be  proceeded  against  without  hesitation,  and  that, 
on  application  to  the  proper  authority,  Chinese 
offenders  will  not  be  harboured  on  board  British 
vessels,  but  that  all  proceedings  must  take  place 
according  to  the  conditions  of  the  Treaty.

At  the  hoor  of  Wei  (from  1  to  3  p.m.)  on  the 

14th  daj  of  the  ninth  month  (12th  October)  I  re- 

odred  die  statement  addressed  me  bj  the  Consul, 

which  I  have  well  considered. 

I  find  in  reference  to  the  twelve  men,  Le- 
Mingtae  and  others,  who  were  sei2ed  on  board 
the  lorcha,  that  bj  mj  direction,  the  Prefect  of 
Canton  examined  them  dearly  and  thoroughly, 
and  dolj  sabmitted  to  me  in  his  report,  copies  of 
tiie  trnthful  depositions  he  had  taken.  Where* 
opon  the  three  men,  Woo-Asin,  Le-Mingtae,  and 
Leang-Keen-foo,  are  reserved  for  further  and  more 
strict  examination,  and  the  Assistant  Magistrate 
Hen  was  directed  to  take  the  remaining  nine, 
Leang-a-Paon,  and  others,  and  return  them  to 
their  own  veaseL  These  particulars  were  also 
distinctly  communicated  (to  the  Consul)  in  the 
declaration  which,  as  the  records  shew,  I  then  ad- 
dressed him. 

But  he  has  now  forwarded  to  me  another 
**  statement **  on  this  subject,  on  which  I  have  to 
remark  that  it  is  stated  in  the  deposition  of  Woo- 
Ann,  *'that  this  lorcha  belongs  to  Loo- Aching, 
who  b^^n  to  build  her  on  the  14th  day  of  the 
7th  month  of  the  4th  year  of  Hein-fung  (7th 
August,  1854)  and  on  the  day  on  which  she  was 
completed  he  bought  her  from  the  foreign  firm 
Pol6  (Block)  a  raster  for  which  he  paid  one 
thousand  dollars,  and  he  also  engaged  the  foreigner 
Aloo  to  take  care  of  the  vessel,  paying  him 
thirty  dollars  a  month  as  wages." 

Thus  it  had  been  ascertained  by  the  previous 
examination,  that  this  lorcha  is  not  the  property 
of  a  fordgner,  and  at  the  time  when  Uie  naval 
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officers  seized  the  twelve  men,  and  brought  them 
to  my  yammi,  I  directed  that  thej  also  should  be 
examined  as  to  the  matter,  and  they  stated  that 
when  thej  went  to  the  lorcha  to  seize  the  men, 
they  saw  no  foreigner  on  board;  that  at  that  time 
no  flag  had  yet  been  hoisted  on  board  the  lorcha; 
that  they  heard  that  the  flag  was  stowed  awaj 
below,  but  they  themselves  saw  nothing  of  it. 
Therefore  they  seized  the  men  and  brought  them 
away. 

Hereafter,  Chinese  officers  will  on  no  accoant 
without  reason,  seize  and  take  into  custody,  the 
people  belonging  to  foreign  lorchas,  but  when 
Chinese  subjects  build  for  themselves  vessels, 
foreigners  should  not  sell  registers  to  them,  for  if 
this  be  done,  it  will  occasion  confusion  between 
native  and  foreign  ships,  and  render  it  difficult  to 
distinguish  between  them.  Thus  may  all  parties 
conform  their  proceedings  to  the  conditions  of  the 
9th  Article  of  the  Treaty.

At  about  10  A.  M.  yesterday  I  received  yonr 
Excellency's  declaration,  which  I  regretted  to  see 
evinced  no  desire  on  your  Excellency's  part,  to 
grant  the  satisfaction  demanded  in  my  letters  of 
the  8th  and  12th  instant.  It  compelled  me,  there- 
fore, as  had  been  previously  intimated  to  your 
Excellency,  to  concert  with  the  naval  authorities 
the  measures  necessary  for  enforcing  redress. 

Having  waited  until  one  o'clock,  the  Commo- 
dore in  command  of  Her  Majesty's  naval  forces 
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ia  thn  rvwer  pagnd  tbe  barrier  in  a  powerful 
\  mud  anchoring  ber  by  the  Leihtih  Forts, 
on  to  Canton  in  another  steamer,  and  having 
selected  <Hie  oC  the  largest  janks  from  the  fleet '<^ 
(^iaeae  war-vessels  at  anchor  below  the  Hacchao 
Fort  (Dutch  FoUj),  haaled  her  oat  from  among 
^em,  and  took  poesevlon  of  her. 

I  have  to  inform  yom*  Excellency  that  a  naval 
foree  is  now  before  the  forts  at  Whampoa,  those 
of  the  Leihtih  barrier,  and  also  at  this  city,  and 
to  remind  joo  that  the  matter  which  has  compelled 
thai  menace  renuuns  still  unsettled. 

Deeply  it  is  regretted  that  it  should  have 
been  occasioned  by  the  disregard  on  your  Ez- 
ceBenqr^a  part,  of  reason,  justice,  and  the  obfi- 
gatioBS  of  the  Trea^.

I  have  the  honour  to  acquaint  you,  that 
yesterday  after  Mr.  Parfces,  Her  Majesty's  Con- 
sul, had  received  the  letter  from  the  Imperial 
Comrnissioner  (an  extract  of  which  I  have  already 
forwarded  to  yon),  I  returned  to  Whampoa,  when 
I  iound  the  Barracouta  had  arrived  the  previous 
eveoiog.  The  tide  suiting,  I  desired  Commander 
Forteseue  to  proceed  immediately  up  Junk  Passage 
as  near  Canton  as  he  could  go  with  safety  to  the 
rteamer.  He  lost  no  time  in  doing  so,  and  anchored 
towards  evening  some  way  above  the  bamer, 
at  Whampoa;  the  Coromandel  at  the  same  time 
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embarked  the  Sjbille's  marines,  and  took  in  to^ 
her  boats,  and  proceeded  np  the  riTer  to  carry  oi 
the  determination  to  seize  one  of  the  GoTemmei 
junks. 

The  lorcha  Arrow,  when  the  outrage  upon  he 
was  committed,  was  lying  below  the  Dutch  FoU; 
(where  she  still  remains)  surrounded  by  Imperii 
junks,  and  as  the  act  was  done  in  a  yeiy  publi 
manner  in  that  conspicuous  position,  it  appeare 
to  me  best  that  a  reprisal  should  be  made  h 
an  equally  public  way  by  taking  one  of  the  man 
darin  junks  lying  at  the  same  place.  Those  moa 
conveniently  situated  had  sailed  during  that  an< 
the  previous  day,  and  with  the  strong  tide  running 
it  was  difficult  to  select  a  suitable  vessel;  aflei 
cutting  one  adrift  from  her  moorings,  the  tid< 
carried  her  into  a  position  from  which  she  could 
not  have  been  extricated  without  much  difficulty 
and  loss  of  time,  another  one  was  therefore  seized, 
and  the  Coromandel  brought  her  down  to  Wham- 
poa  during  the  night,  where  she  now  lies  under 
the  guns  of  the  Sybille. 

2.  This  junk  which,  with  others  about  her,  aa 
we  passed  in  ^  the  morning,  carried  the  Imperial 
flag,  appears  to  be  one  of  many  vessels  in  the  hire 
of  Government  lying  at  that  anchorage,  and  used 
for  war  purposes  or  as  transports,  as  occasion 
requires;  and  I  am  assured  she  is  of  the  class,  and 
▼eiT  similar  to  the  junk  that  boarded  the  Arrow. 

I  understand  she  has  on  board  a  valuable  cargo. 

3.  I  am  happy  to  say  that  this  service  has  been 
performed  without  any  casualty,  though  consider- 
able disposition  to  resist  was  shown  by  the  sur- 
rounding mandarin  junks,  the  tampions  being 
removed  from  many  of  their  guns,  and  other 
preparations  made. 

4.  The  Coromandel  returns  to  Canton  this 
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moming;  I  Bball  ke^  the  Sylnlle's  marineB  on 
board  her,  as  a  guard.

TEH,  Imperial  High  Commissioner,  Govemor- 
Gkneral  of  the  two  Kwang  Proyinces,  &c,  &0w, 
fre.,  addresses  this  Declaration  to  Mr.  Farkes, 
the  British  Consul  at  Canton. 

On  the  17th  dajof  the  9th  month  (15th  OctoherX 
I  reeeiTed  your  statement  representing  that  your 
Jemands  had  not  been  complied  with. 

I,  the  Minister,  have  therefore  considered  the 
matter,  and  find  that  the  party  who  was  plun- 
dered by  the  pirates  went  and  seised  subjects  of 
China  on  board  a  lorcba,  built  by  a  Chinese,  in 
China.  It  is  a  matter,  therefore,  in  which  from 
the  first,  foreigners  have  no  concern.  The  lorcha, 
too,  had  the  flag  of  no  foreigner  hoisted  at  tibie 
time,  nor  was  there  anj  foreigner  on  board  the 
loreha,  therefore,  the  men  were  apprehended  and 
taken  before  the  tribunals. 

Hereafter,  if  any  lawless  characters  conceal 
themselTes  on  board  foreign  lordias,  yon,  the  said 
Consul,  shall  of  course  be  informed  of  the  same 
bj  deekration  (from  the  Imperial  Commissioner) 
in  order  that  you  may  act  in  conjunction  (with 
the  Chinese  authorities)  in  the  management  of 
sudi  affiurs. 

Ton  fiirther  inform  me,  in  the  statement  under 
acknowledgement,  that  a  naval  forc^  has  seised 
and  retains  possession  of  a  large  junk,  forming 
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one  of  the  fleet  of  yeasela  at  anchor,  below  the 
Hacchow  Fort  (Dutch  Folly). 

I  find  that  the  junk  in  question  is  a  trading  junk 
and  the  property  of  Chinese  merchants,  who, 
although  faultlessi  have  thus  been  suddenly  in- 
volved in  trouble,  by  the  act  of  the  said  ConsuL 
Where,  in  the  Treaty,  will  he  find  authority  for 
snch  proceedings  as  Uiese  ?  I,  the  Minister,  in 
any  course  of  action,  must  not  exceed  the  rules  of 
strict  propriety  nor  go  beyond  the  bounds  of  the 
laws,  in  any  punishment  that  I  impose. 

Nine  of  the  twelve  men  who  were  seized  on  the 
10th  day  (8th  October)  were  returned  on  the  12th 
day  (10th  October)  to  you  the  said  Consul,  but 
you  refused  to  receive  them.  At  the  present  mo« 
ment  the  examinations  of  ten  of  these  men  have 
been  taken  and  completed,  and  these- men  shall  be 
immediately  given  over  to  you,  the  said  Consol,  if 
you  are  content  to  receive  them.  In  the  event, 
however,  of  your  again  declining  to  do  so  thea  I, 
the  Minister,  shall  myself  set  them  at  liberty. 

This  declaration  is  sent  in  reply  to  your  state- 
ment.

On  the  morning  of  the  8th  instant  the  Britisl^ 
lorcha  Arrow,  when  lying  among  the  shipping 
anchored  before  this  city,  was  boarded,  without 
any  previous  reference  being  made  to  the  BritiBli 
Consul,  by  a  large  force  of  Chinese  officers  aii<i 
soldiers  in  uniform,  who,  in  the  face  of  the  remove « 
strances  of  her  master,  an  Englishman,  seised  an«i 
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ctRwd  awaj  twelve  Chinefle  out  of  her  crew  of 
{(nateea,  and  hauled  down  her  colours. 

I  reported  all  the  panicolars  of  this  public  insult 
to  the  British  fl.ig,  and  grave  violation  of  the  9th 
Article  of  the  Supplementary  Treaty,  to  your  £xcel- 
leacy  the  same  day,  and  appealed  to  you  to  afford 
satisfaction  for  the  insult,  and  cause  the  provisions 
of  the  Treaty  to  be,  in  this  case,  faithfuUy  observed. 

Bat  your  Excellency,  with  a  strange  disregard 
both  of  justice  and  Treaty  engagements,  has  offered 
00  reparation  or  apology  for  the  injury,  and  by 
retaining  the  men  you  have  seized  in  your  custody, 
sgmfy  your  approval  of  this  violation  of  the 
^eaty,  and  leave  Her  Majesty's  Government 
vitbout  any  assurance  that  sinular  aggressions 
shin  not  again  occur. 

Tour  Excellency  was  warned  by  what  took 
plsce  on  the  evening  of  the  14th  instant,  of  the 
^Aiigerous  consequences  to  which  a  refusal  of  jus- 
tice imght  lead,  but  your  Excellency  treats  with 
ui^lifierence  that  warning,  and  also  the  several 
protests  made  to  you,  not  only  by  me,  but  by  Her 
Majest/s  Plenipotentiary. 

I  am  therefore  instructed  by  Her  M^jest/s 
^teupolentiary  to  inform  your  Excellency  that 
twenty-four  hours,  to  count  from  the  delivery  of 
^  representation,  are  allowed  your  Excellency  to 
accede  to  the  demands  made  to  you  in  my  letters

I  had  the  honour  to  receive  at  half  past  eight 
this  morning  jour  Excellency's  declaration  of  yes- 
terday's date,  in  which  you  state  that  "  the  lorcha 
Arrow  had  the  flag  of  no  foreigner  hoisted  (at  the 
time  that  she  was  boarded),  nor  was  there  any  fo- 
reigner on  board  the  lorcha,  therefore  the  men 
were  apprehended  and  taken  before  the  tribunals. 
Hereafter,  if  any  lawless  characters  conceal  them- 
selves on  board  foreign  lorchas,  you,  the  said 
Consul,  shall  of  course  be  informed  of  the  same 
by  declaration  (from  the  Imperial  Commissioner\ 
in  order  that  you  may  act  in  conjunction  (with 
the  Chinese  authorities)  in  the  management  of 
such  aflairs." 

I  should  state  to  your  Excellency  that  I  hold 
sudh  clear  and  conclusive  proofs  of  the  facts  which 
your  Excellency  attempts  to  deny,  namely,  that 
the  lorcha  had  the  British  ensign  flying  when 
boarded,  and  had  an  Englishman  on  board,  that 
no  doubt  or  question  in  respect  thereto  can  for  a 
moment  be  admitted. 

I  should  further  state  to  your  Excellency  that 
British  interests  alone  are  placed  under  my  care 
or  control,  and  not  those  of  other  foreign  nations. 
Whenever,  therefore,  lawless  characters  conceal 
themselves  on  board  a  British  vessel,  it  will  be 
very  proper  tiiat  reference  should  be  made  to  me 
in  the  manner  stated  by  your  Excellency,  and 
that  I  should  co-operate  with  the  local  authorities 
in  the  measures  necessary  for  their  apprehension; 
but  in  the  case  of  a  vessel  under  any  other  but  a 
JBritish  flag  I  cannot  be  called  upon  to  interfere. 

But  not  only  is  it  on  all  future  occasions  that 
this  course  should  be  pursued ;  it  must  also  be 
adopted  in  the  present  instance. 

As  to  the  offer  of  your  Excellency  to  send  back 
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ten  of  the  Antyir*s  crew,  it  is  my  dntj  to  repre- 
HBt  to  jou  tbttt  twdve  men  haying  been  carried 
awvfy  the  same  twelve  men  must  be  retamed,  and 
in  ^  manner  preTiouslj  demanded;  that  is,  thej 
should  be  taken  by  Chinese  officers  to  their  vessel 
and  given  over  to  me  there.  If  bnt  one  of  their 
nomber  be  missing  I  cannot  nndertake  to  receive 
them.  Bnt  it  is  very  far  from  my  intention  to  give 
these  men,  when  they  are  surrendered  to  me,  ^eir 
liberty.  I  shall  receive  them,  but  ought  to  detain 
them  in  safe  custody  until  all  the  requirements  of 
die  Treaty  in  their  case  shall  have  been  fulfilled. 

To  resume:  my  letters  of  the  8th  and  12th 
October  contain,  as  I  have  often  had  occasion  to 
stale  to  yonr  ExceDency,  the  satisfaction  required 
in  this  case,  namely  : — an  apology  for  what  has 
oocnrred,  an  assurance  that  it  shall  not  be  re* 
pealed,  and  the  strict  fulfilment  of  the  provisions 
^  the  Treaty  in  the  proceedings  necessary  to  be 
taken  with  the  Arrow's  crew ;  and  I  should  add, 
that  if  your  Excellency  cannot  assure  me  that 
these  demands  will  be  conceded,  it  is  in  vain  for 
yon  to  again  address  me  on  the  subject.

Excellency  that  the  Imperial  Commissioner  and 
Yieerqy  of  these  provinces,  has  been  so  ill-judged 
ss  to  withhold  up  to  this  hour,  the  satisfaction  de« 
manded  for  the  outrage  committed  by  his  officers 
on  the  Arrow  lorcha.

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That  jour  Excellency  maj  know  the  fofm  in 
which  our  final  demands  were  presented,  I  hwre 
the  honour  to  enclose  copj  of  ^e  representation 
containing  these,  which,  as  jour  Exoellency  is 
already  aware,  I  was  directed  by  Her  Majesty's 
Plenipotentiary  to  forward  to  the  Imperial  Com- 
missioner, allowing  him  twenty-four  hours  for 
compliance,  and  which  I  accordingly  deliyered  to 
his  Excellency,  yesterday  at  six  o*dock,  p^ic 

I  add  two  extracts  from  my  letters  to  the  Im- 
perial Commissioner  of  the  8th  and  12th,  referred 
to  in  the  above  enclosure,  from  which  your  Excel- 
lency will  learn  that  the  demands  authorized  hy 
Her  Majesty's  Plenipotentiary,  consist  of  the  sur- 
render of  the  Arrow's  men  in  the  particular  man- 
ner therein  described,  an  apology  for  what  has 
occurred,  and  an  sssurance  that  the  British  flag 
shall  be  respected  in  future. 

By  way  of  complying  with  the  demand  for  the 
above  assurance,  the  Imperial  Commissioner  wrote 
me  this  morning  *' hereafter,  if  any  lawless 
characters  conceal  themselves  on  boaxd  foreign 
lorchas,  you  the  said  Consul  shall  of  course  be  in- 
formed of  the  same  by  declaration  (from  the  Im- 
perial Commissioner),  in  order  that  you  may  act 
in  conjunction  with  the  Chinese  authorities,  in 
the  management  of  such  afiairs.** 

This  may,  perhaps,  be  considered  a  sufficient 
assurance,  though  the  word  **  British,"  in  place  of 
'*  Foreign,^  should  have  been  used. 

As  to  the  surrender  of  the  men,  his  Excellency 
offered  early  this  morning  to  give  up  ten  of  them, 
but  twelve  having  been  seized  I  declined  to  re- 
ceive a  smaller  number.  He  then  forwarded  the 
twelve,  but  not  in  the  manner  required  in  my 
letter  of  the  8th  (see  Enclosure  No.  2),  and  de- 
manded that  I  should  at  once  return  two  of  them 
without  any  *' proper  officer"  being  deputed  to 
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cmdact  with  me  the  neeesaary  examinatioii.  I 
^guiii  dedin€d  to  receive  them  on  these  conditioii8» 
or  m  may  other  manner  than  that  described  in  my 
letter  oi  the  8th,  and  the  men  were  again  taken 
awaf. 
finally,  no  apology  of  any  kind  has  been  ten- 


Thos  yoar  Excellency  will  see  that,  although 
the  Imp^ial  Commissioner  may  be  said  to  have 
yielded  to  one  of  the  three  demands,  there  yet 
remain  two  which  he  has  not  complied  with ;  and 
it  cannol  therefore  be  maintained,  I  sabmit,  that 
he  has  offered  the  satisfaction  which  the  case 
reqnirea. 

It  appears  to  me,  therefore,  that  I  have  no 
alternative  bat  to  place  the  matter  in  the  hands  of 
yiMnr  Excellency,  and  as  my  letter  to  the  Imperial 
Commiasioner  was  circolated  among  the  British 
sad  foreign  commonity  of  Canton  last  evening, 
th^  are  already  apprized  of  the  resort  to  force 
whwh  the  violation  of  Treaty  rights  on  the  part  of 
the  Imperial  Commiasioner  may  at  once  occasion.

I  have  to  report  to  your  Excellency  the 
utiTal  at  this  city  of  his  Excellency  the  Naval 
Cominaiider-in -Chief,  and  to  inform  you  that  the 
forces  under  his  Excellency's  command  have  this 
morning  possessed  themselves  of  the  Four  Barrier 
Forts,  and  the  Macao  Forts,  and  have  completely 
dismantled,  and  rendered  them  wholly  unavailabk 
far  offensiTe  purposes. 

Hoiwever  much  he  may  regret  this  resort  to 
force,  which  your  Excellency,  by  your  violation 
of  ^e  Treaty  has  compelled,  his  Excellency 
win  proceed  to  the  destruction  of  all  the  defences 
and  public  buildings  of  this  city  and  government, 
onleaa  yon  at  once  comply  with  every  demand 
wfaadi  has  been  made. 

Should  these  movements  occasion  or  lead  to  the 
destruction  of  any  British  property,  the  British 
Goremment  will  demand  from  that  of  China  full 
compensation  for  the  same.

YEH,  Imperial  High  Commissioner,  Governor- 
General  of  the  Two  Ewang  Provinces,  Sec.,  &c., 
makes    this    Declaration  to  Mr.  Parkes,  the 
British  Ccmsul:— 

At  five  F-M.  on  the  23rd  instant,  I  received  your 
statement  informing  me  that  the  Naval  Com*' 
mander-in>Chief  of  your  honourable  nation  had 
arrived  with  his  forces  at  Canton,  having  the  same 
morning  taken  possession  of  the  Barrier  Forts, 
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and  Macao  Fort,  all  of  which  had  been  completely 
dismantled,  and  their  ammunition  destroyed. 

I,  the  Minister,  had  been  made  aware  of  these 
circumstances  before  your  communication  reached 
me. 

I  find  that  the  rules  of  propriety  have  hitherto 
been  invariably  observed  by  your  honourable 
country  in  your  commercial  intercourse  with 
China. 

Now,  when  the  twelve  men  or  criminals  were 
seized  on  board  the  lorcha  on  the  8th  October,  I 
at  once  deputed  a  special  officer  to  conduct  tbeir 
examination.  He  found  that  nine  of  their  num- 
ber had  committed  no  offence,  and  on  the  10th 
instant  they  were  returned  by  an  officer  to  the 
lorcha;  but  you,  the  Consul,  declined  to  receive 
them.  Early  on  the  morning  of  the  22nd  instant 
I  forwarded  to  you,  with  a  Declaration,  Leang- 
Mingtae,  and  Leang-keen-foo,  the  two  criminida 
concerned  in  the  case;  Woo- Agin,  the  witness, 
and  the  above-mentioned  nine  men—  in  all  twelve^ 
The  same  day  at  twelve  o'clock  I  received  a  state- 
ment, in  which  you  made  no  allusion  to  this  cir- 
Cum^Miance. 

This  lorcha  was  built  by  the  Chinese,  Loo- 
A-ching,  when  he  was  boarded  by  the  Chinese 
soldiers,  they  were  not  aware  that  she  was  a 
foreign  lorcha ;  she  was  anchored  near  the  Dntch 
Folly,  and  she  was  originally  a  Chinese  vesseL 

It  is  an  established  regulation  with  the  lorchas 
of  your  honourable  nation,  that  when  they  come 
to  an  anchor,  they  lower  their  colours  and  do  not 
rehoist  them  until  they  again  get  under  weigh;  we 
have  clear  proof  that  when  the  lorcha  was  boarded 
her  colours  were  not  tifying.  How  then  could  they 
have  been  taken  down  ?  Who  could  have  incited 
you,  the  said  Consul,  to  attack,  on  the  morning^  of 
the  2Srd.  instant,  the  Barrier  Fwts,  burning:  the 
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forli,  and  woundiog  or  killing  six  of  the  Chinese 
soldiers  ;  and  again  on  the  24th  instant  to  attack 
aad  bnm  the  Macao  Passage  Fort»  when  three  of 
our  soldiera  received  contasions.  It  was  because 
I*  the  Minister,  am  at  peace  with  jour  honourable 
natioQ  that  the  soldiers  in  no  instance  offered  re- 
Bstanoe ;  bnt  if  jou,  the  said  Consul,  should  of 
joor  own  will  again  resort  to  violence,  and  occa- 
dan  trouble  among  the  people  of  this  city,  who 
win  not  submit  to  such  proceedings,  then  I,  the 
Minister,  shall  find  it  difficult  to  employ  persuasion 
on  joor  account.  I  therefore  inform  you  of  this 
beforehand. 

Furthermore,  your  honourable  nation  has 
hitherto  reverenced  the  spirits  of  Heaven  and  the 
Sabbath  day,  and  justice  and  propriety  are  held 
by  you  in  esteem ;  but  does  the  destruction  of 
forts  correspond  with  such  professions  ?  You, 
the  said  Consul,  should  well  consider  this.

I  have  the  honour  to  inform  your  Excel- 
lency of  my  proceedings  since  my  letter  of  the 
23rd  instant. 

After  rendering  the  guns  in  the  forts  which  I 
had  taken  possession  of  useless,  I  set  fire  to  the 
buildings,  and  then  proceeded  to  Canton,  where 
I  found  the  Encounter  lying  off  the  factories. 
I  had  sent  the  Sampson  and  Barracouta  to  secure 
the  free  navigation  of  the  Blenheim  Reach,  and 
on  my  arrival  I  found  that  those  ships  had  taken 
possession  of   the  Blenhdm   and  Macao  Forts 
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irithout  resistance  ;  the  latter  I  retain  tiemporaxy 
possession  of. 

Yesterday  morning  I  proceeded  down  the  Macao 
Beach,  where  I  met  the  Barracouta ;  and  at  a 
given  signal,  the  fort  opposite  the  factory  and 
the  Bird's  Nest  Fort  were  taken  quiet  possession 
ofy  as  were  afterwards  the  two  forts  called  (I 
think)  Cha-min,  commanding  the  passage.  The 
guns  were  rendered  unserviceable.

Encounter^  at  Canton^ 
Sm,  October  26,  1856. 

I  beg  to  acquaint  your  Excellency  that  my 
proceedings  yesterday  were  confined  to  the  taking 
of  the  fort  called  the  Dutch  Folly  without  oppo- 
sition. 

To-day  being  Sunday  is  kept  as  a*  day  of  rest. 
I  purpose  resuming  offensive  operations  to- 
morrow.

I  have  recdved  your  Excdlency's  dedara- 
tioa  of  last  night,  and  have  laid  it  before  his 
Excellency  the  Naval  Commander-in-Chief. 

He  directs  me  to  inform  your  Excellency  that 
he  considers  such  a  communication  being  for  the 
most  part  a  repetition  of  previous  misstatementSy 
to  be  at  this  time  entirely  out  of  place. 

His  Excellency  having  been  compelled  to  take 
much  trouble  in  order  to  redress  a  wrong  com- 
mitted by  your  Excellency,  it  will  be  necessary  to 
guard  against  the  recurrence  of  such  difficulties  by 
providing  freer  means  of  communication  between 
your  Excellency  and  Her  M^esty's  officers. 

In  the  matter  of  the  Arrow  many  communica- 
tions were  addressed  to  your  Excellency  both  by 
Her  Miyesty's  Plenipotentiary  and  Consul,  of 
which  your  Excellency  took  no  notice.  They 
were  therefore  unable  to  convince  your  Excel- 
lency by  personal  argument  of  the  iigustice  you 
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were  persisting  in,  and  hence  the  present  difficul- 
ties have  been  brought  about 

The  twelve  men  sent  to  the  consalate  at  noon 
on  the  22nd,  together  with  the  communicatioii 
from  yonr  Excellency,  which  accompanied  them^ 
were  returned  because  the  demands  made  in  mj 
letters  of  the  8th  and  12th  October  had  not  been 
complied  with,  as  was  clearly  explained  at  the 
time  to  the  Nankee,  Assistant  Magistrate,  who 
brought  them. 

Cfm  it  be  possible  that  he  did  not  represent 
these  particulars  to  your  Excellency  ?  If  so^  it  is 
another  proof  of  the  dangerons  consequences 
which  the  want  of  direct  personal  communication 
between  Her  Majesty's  officers  entails,  and  how- 
indispensable  such  communication  has  become. 

His  Excellency  the  Naval  Commander-in-Chief 
directs  me  to  add,  that  when  your  Excellency  is 
prepared  to  arrange  these  questions  satisfactorily, 
and  to  furnish  the  reparation  demanded  for  the 
outrage  committed  on  the  Arrow,  he  will  then 
desist  from  further  operations ;  and  as  he  is  care- 
ful to  respect  the  property  of  the  people,  he  is  not 
apprehensive  that  these  movements,  which  are 
directed  solely  against  your  Excellency's  Govern- 
ment, will  incite  hostility  on  their  part.

Was  not  this  proceeding  m  perfect  accordance 
with  (the  demands  made  in)  jour  letters  of  the 
8th  and  12th  October  ?  Whj  then  did  yon  aa 
before  refoae  to  receive  them,  and  proceed  withont 
Teaaon  to  bum  and  destroy  the  forts  of  this  city  ?  - 

Bat  the  Minister  abo  knows  fuU  well  what  yoO) 
the  said  Consul,  have  in  view.  For  a  certainty 
it  is  nothing  less  than  a  desire  on  your  part  to 
terminate  the  course  taken  by  the  Envoy  Davis 
in  the  spring  of  1847.  Little,  indeed,  do  yon 
know  that  the  people  in  China  form  the  basis  of 
the  nation,  and  that  the  people  of  Kwangtnng  are 
very  different  from  other  communities. 

As  to  what  you  say  in  your  statement  under 
acknowledgment  abont  respecting  the  property  of 
the  people  (let  me  inform  yoo)  that  the  forts  yon 
destroyed  on  the  23rd  and  24th  October  were  all 
built  or  repaired  at  the  cost  of  the  people  to  guard 
against  the  attacks  of  thieves  or  rebels. 

The  destruction  you  have  committed  has  there- 
fore fallen  upon  the  people,  and  the  people  being 
enraged  at  these  proceedings,  trouble  wiU  inevit- 
ably ensue. 

But  yon,  the  said  Consnl,  mu^t  alone  decide 
whether  what  I  now  say  is  to  be  believed  or  not*

In  continuation  of  my  letter  of  the  26th  in- 
stant,  I  have  the  honour  to  inform  your  Excel- 
lency, that,  seeing  the  measures  which  had  been 
taken  to  compel  the  High  Commissioner  to  yield 
compliance  with  our  just  demands  having  proved 
of  no  avail,  I  opened  fire  at  1  p.il,  on  the  27th, 
on  the  Governor's  Compound  in  the  New  City, 
from  the  stem  pivot  gun  of  the  Encounter,  and 
continued  it  till  sunset,  at  intervals  of  from  five  to 
ten  minutes.  The  Barracouta  at  the  same  time 
also  shelled  the  troops  on  the  hUls  at  the  back  of 
the  city,  from  a  position  at  the  head  of  Sulphur 
Creek. 

No  change  in  the  state  of  affairs  having  fol«- 
lowed,  I  yesterday  resumed  offensive  operations 
from  the  Dutch  FoUy,  where  I  had  pkced  two 
guns  in  position,  having  previously  given  the 
fullest  warning  to  the  inhabitants  in  the  vicinity 
to  remove  their  persons  and  property,  an  occupa* 
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tkn  tfwj  were  engim^ed  in  daring  the  whoie  of  the 
prerioBs  night ;  our  fire  in  the  direction  of  the 
dtj  walls,  aided  by  a  conflftgration  of  a  large  por- 
tion of  the  houses  in  oar  line  of  attack,  has  mate- 
riallj  farthered  oar  object  of  opening  a  dear  pas- 
sage between  the  Dn^  Follj  and  the  walls  of  the 
city,  and  will,  I  have  reason  to  hope,  facilitate  oar 
farther  operations. 

Hie  fire  has  reopened  on  the  city  walls  this  morn- 
ing earlier  than  I  intended,  in  consequence  of  the 
Chinese  moanting  guns  on  the  walls  opposite  the 
Datdi  Folly.

Referring  to  my  letter  of  the  29th«  I  have 
the  honour  to  inform  your  Excellency  that  a  prac- 
ticable breach  haying  been  made  yesterday,  about 
2  p.x.,  in  the  new  city  wall,  from  the  guns  in  the 
Dutch  Folly,  a  strong  detachment  of  seamen  and 
Royal  Marines  took  possession  of  the  city  wall, 
destroyed,  by  blowing  up,  one  of  the  gates,  entered 
the  city,  and,  having  visited  and  inspected  the 
bouse  and  premises  of  the  Governor,  the  forces

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were  re-embariLed  at  sanset,  and  retired  to  their 
respective  quarters. 

Little  opposition  was  ofiered  bj  the  Chinese 
troops  beyond  a  scattered  fire  from  the  atreets  and 
houses,  ^m  which  we  sustained  a  loss  of  two 
marines  killed  and  twelve*  wounded.  . 

The  High  Commissioner  having  made  no  con- 
cession I  have  re-opened  fire  this  morning,  with  a 
view  to  maintain  the  breach,  and  preserve  the 
facilities  it  offers  for  re-entering  the  citj,  if 
necessary.

I  am  indeed  sorry  to  find  that  all  these  demon- 
strations do  not  move  the  Imperial  Commissioner 
to  enter  upon  becoming  negotiations.

Wlien  die  Prefect  of  Lay-chow-foo  was  sent 
jeaterdaj  to  the  Brilash  Consulate  by  your  Excel- 
iency,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  what 
demands  I  had  to  make,  I  instructed  the  British 
Coosnl  to  state  to  him  for  the  information  of  your 
ETcdlcney,  that  oonTined  as  I  am  that,  were  the 
right  of  aoeeas  to  the  anthorities  within  the  city, 
that  has  been  invariably  conceded  at  the  other 
portSy  similarly  in  force  at  Canton,  no  such  con- 
tiogeo^  oonld  arise  as  the  present,  in  which  the 
impQssibiKty  of  otherwise  effecting  any  satisfactory 
arrangement  had  rendered  necessary  the  proceed^ 
ings  of  the  last  few  days ;  what  I  had  now  to  insist 
upon  was  mmply  this,  that  the  foreign  representa- 
tiT^  flhoold  have  here,  the  same  access  to  the 
aothodties  as  at  the  other  ports. 

Tour  Excellency  sent  no  reply  to  my  message^ 
and  according  to  the  intention  of  which  I  had 
given  notice  to  your  deputy,  I  breached  the  wall 
of  the  city,  and  thus  obtained  access  to  your 
ExeeOency's  official  residence,  which  I  visited 
yesterday  afternoon.  This  object  accomplished,  I 
withdrew  my  troops. 

I  may  observe  that  it  has  been  wholly  with  a 
view  to  tiie  preservation  of  life,  that  my  operations 
have  been  hitherto  so  deliberately  conducted.  Even 
yesterday,  when  entering  the  dty,  no  blood  was 
died,  save  where  my  men  were  assailed,  and  the 
property  of  the  people  was,  in  every  case,  re- 
spected. The  fires  which  have  broken  out  during 
the  last  two  days  were  not,  either,  designedly 
caosed  by  us ;  they  were  but  a  lamentable  conse- 
quoice  of  the  measures  to  which  yoUr  Excellency's 
conduct  has  compelled  me,  reluctantly,  to  resort. 

I  have  now  one  remark  to  make,  to  which  I 
request  your   Excellency's  particular    attention.

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The  lives  and  property  of  the  entire  citj  popula- 
tion  are  at  mj  mercy,  and  could  be  destroyed  bj 
me  at  anj  moment,  that  any  event  might  impose 
upon  me  so  sad  a  necessity.  The  prevention  of 
any  such  necessity  is  entirely  in  the  hands  of  your 
Excellency. 

I  have  been  constrained  to  move  onward,  pro* 
ceeding  from  one  step  to  a  farther,  by  the  perti- 
nacity and  discourtesy  with  which  your  Excellency 
has  persisted  in  evading  the  just  and  simple  daim« 
advanced  by  us  in  the  first  instance. 

It  is  now  for  your  Excellency,  by  immediate 
consultation  with  me,  to  terminate  a  condition  of 
things  of  which  the  present  evil  is  not  slight,  but 
which,  if  not  amended,  can  scarcely  fail  to  be 
productive  of  the  most  serious  calamities.

I  have  this  day  received  your  Excellency's 
letter  of  the  30th  October,  and  have  acquainted 
myself  with  its  contents. 

The  relations  between  your  Excellency's  country 
and  the  Chinese,  ever  since  the  commencement  of 
commercial  intercourse  between  them,  have  been 
none  other  than  those  of  politeness ;  and  when 
on  the  8th  instant  twelve  prisoners  were  seized 
on  board  the  lorcha,  having  ascertained  from  the 
officer  deputed  to  conduct  the  investigation,  that 
nine  of  their  number  were  innocent,  I  directed 
an  officer,  on  the  10th  instant,  to  put  them  on 
board  their  vessel  again.  Mr.  Consul  Farkes 
refused  to  receive  them. 
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Eaify  on  the  morning  of  the  22nd  ultimo,  I 
wmMe  to  Mr.  Consal  Parfces,  and  at  the  same 
timefonrarded  to  him  twelve  men,  namely,  Leang- 
ming-tae,  and  Leang-keen-foo,  convicted  on  the 
ioqnirj  I  had  institated,  and  the  witness  Woo- 
a^in,  together  with  the  nine  men  previonalj 
tendered.  Bat  Mr.  Consul  Ptokes  would  neith^ 
reoeiTe  the  twdve  prisoners  nor  mj  letter. 

Hie  knreha,  it  appears,  was  built  by  Loo-a- 
ching a  Chinese.  She  was  not  a  foreign  vessel 
at  all,  and  her  British  flag  had  been  purchased 
throagh  the  merchant  Block,  as  was  clearly 
satablished  by  the  adnussion  of  the  prisoner  Woo- 
a-jin,  when  under  examination. 

It  waa  not  known,  at  the  time  that  my  execu- 
tive went  to  seize  persons  on  board  her,  that  the 
lorcha  was  a  foreign  vessel.  She  was  anchored  in 
the  neigfabonrhood  of  the  Dutch  Folly ;  she  was 
built  by  the  Chinese  Loo-a-ching. 

Aa  to  die  question  of  the  flag  it  has  been  the  in- 
variable role  with  lorcbas  of  your  Excellency's 
nation,  to  haul  down  their  ensign  when  they  drop 
anchor,  and  to  hoist  it  again  when  they  get  under 
wdgh. 

When  this  lorcha  was  boarded,  in  order  that  the 
prisoners  might  be  seized,  it  has  been  satisfactorily 
proved  that  no  flag  was  flying.  How,  then,  could 
a  flag  have  been  hauled  down  ?  Yet  Consul 
Parkea,  in  one  despatch  after  another,  pretends 
that  satisfaction  is  required  for  this  insult  offered 
to  the  flag. 

There  has  been,  in  truth,  no  breach  of  Treaty 
committed ;  and,  after  so  many  years  of  peaceful 
understanding  between  our  two  nations,  why, 
without  cause,  a  military  operation  should  be  un- 
dertaken, I  am  utterly  unable  to  explain. 

In  reference  to  the  admission  into  the  city  I 
most  observe  that,  in  April,  1849,  his  Excellenoy 
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the  Flenipotentiary  Bonham  iflsued  a  public  notice, 
at  the  factories  here,  to  the  eflfoct  that  he  thereby 
prohibited  foreigners  from  entering  the  city.  The 
notice  was  inserted  in  the  newspapers  of  ^  time, 
and  willy  I  presume,  have  been  read  bj  your  £x- 
Cfillency ;  add  to  this  that  the  exclusion  of 
foreigners  from  the  citj  is  by  the  unanimous  rote 
of  the  whole  population  of  Kwang*tung. 

It  may  be  supposed  how  little  to  their  liking  has 
been  this  storming  of  the  forts  and  this  destruction 
of  their  dwellings;  and  apprehensive,  as  I  am, 
that  evil  may  hence  befall  the  officials  and 
citixens  of  your  Excellency's  nation,  I  can  snggest 
nothing  better  than  a  continued  adherence  to  the 
policy  of  the  Plenipotentiary  Bonham,  as  the  cor- 
rect course  to  be  pursued. 

As  to  the  consultation  (proposed  by  your  £x<- 
cellency),  I  have  already  some  days  ago  deputed 
Tcheang,  Prefect  of  Luy-chow-foo. 

I  accordingly  reply,  availing  myself  of  the  ooca- 
sion  to  wish  your  Excellency  prosperity,  &c.

I  must  positively  decline  any  further  aigumeat 
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on  the  merito  «f  tin  ease  of  the  loreha  Arrow,  I 
—  perfectly  wtirfed  of  the  fecti  aa  represented  to 
jonr  Kzeelkncj  hj  Mr.  GodsoI  Parkefl»  mod  that 
the  jost  demaniia  of  the  Conanl  were  not  acoeded 
to  1^  jour  Excellencj.  The  men  who  had  been 
poMefy  aetaed  on  board  the  Arrow  were  not  pab- 
}kif  JBBtored  to  their  Teaael,  aa  he  had  requested, 
nor  was  the  required  ap^ogj  made  for  the  Tiobih 
tun  of  faia  joriadiction  by  yoor  execotlTe. 

Tka  wh^e  eonrae  and  iaane  of  the  lengthy  cor* 
reapondence  arising  oot  of  a  matter  which  mighft« 
in  the  first  instance  have  been  easily  ac()astedy 
Imre  determined  nie»  as  I  have  already  told  yoii« 
to  inaiat  on  behalf  of  the  foreign  representatives  of 
the  same  right  of  aecess  to  the  aathorities  within 
Canton  aa  has  been  inrariably  conceded  at  the 
other  ports ;  the  exercise  ot  this  right  being,  in 
my  b^ef,  oar  sole  security  against  recurrence  of 
miaonderstandings  like  the  present,  involying 
proeeodings  so  distasteful  to  myself  and  so  dia- 
astroua  to  yon. 

Yoiir  Exe^ency's  reply  refers  me  to  the  notifi" 
cation  of  the  British  Plenipotentiary  Bonham  in 
1949,  pvohtbiting  foreigners  from  entering  Canton. 

Now  I  most  renund  you,  that  althoagh  we  have 
Tsoeiyed  serious  matter  of  complaint  againat  the 
Chineae  Ckyvemment,  for  braach  of  the  promise 
given  in  1847,  to  admit  foreigners  ittfo  Canton,  at 
the  end  of  the  two  years ;  my  demand  now  made 
is  in  no  wkj  connected  with  the  former  negoein-* 
tiona  on  the  same  sobject,  neither  am  I  demanding 
the  admiasion  of  any  but  the  foreign  officials,  and 
thia  only  for  the  simple  and  sufficient  reason  abore 


On  mj  proposal  to  treat  personaMy  with  your 
ExceHency,  yon  do  me  the  honour  to  remark  that 
you  sent  a  prefect  some  dajra  ago.  I  am  com* 
peUed  therefore  to  regard  your  Exoellency'a  wfaolei 
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letter  as  unsatisfactory  in  the  extreme,  and  have 
only  to  add,  that  unless  I  immediately  receive  an 
explicit  assurance  of  your  assent  to  what  I  have 
proposed,  I  shall  at  once  resume  offensive  Q/pem- 
tions. 

The  deliherateness,  with  which  I  have  so  fmr 
proceeded,  should  have  convinced  yon  of  my  re- 
luctance to  visit  the  short-comings  of  their  autho- 
rities upon  the  inhabitants  of  Canton.  The 
responsibility  of  what  may  now  befall  them  rests 
on  your  Excellency ;  should  you  persist  in  your 
present  line  of  policy,  you  leave  me  but  one  course 
to  pursue,  and  you  will  learn,  when  it  is  too  late, 
that  we  have  power  to  execute  what  we  under- 
take.

YEH,  Imperial  Commissioner,  Governor-General 
of  the  Two  Kwang  Provinces,  &c,  &c.,  makes 
a  communication  in  reply. 

I  am  in  receipt  of  your  Excellency's  letter  of 
the  2nd  instant,  and  have  acquainted  myself  with 
its  contents. 

In  the  case  of  the  lorcha  you  say  that,  on  the 
representation  of  Consul  Parkes,  I  should  have 
caused  the  men  pnblidy  seized  on  board  that 
vessel,  to  have  been  publicly  returned  to  her,  and 
that  it  was  incumbent  on  me  to  admit  that  their 
capture  by  my  executive  was  a  mistake..  No 
foreign  flag  was  seen  by  my  executive  at  the  time 
of  the  capture,  and  as  in  addition  to  this  it  was 
ascertained  on  the  examination  of  the  prisoners 
by  the  officer  deputed  to  conduct  it,  that  the 
lorcha  was  in  no  respect  a  foreign  vessel,  I  main- 
tain that  there  was  no  mistake  committed.    In 
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the  next  place  the  twelve  men  were  all  banded 
back  to  the  Cooaal  when  the  examination  was  over, 
hut  he  declined  to  receive  them  ;  there  was  not 
then  either  any  refusal  to    retam  the  men  to 


As  to  what  is  said  in  the  letter  under  acknow- 
ledgnient  respecting  that  rule  of  intercourse 
between  foreign  officials  and  the  native  authori- 
ties^ that  has  always  obtained  at  the  other  ports, 
it  bBM  been  foond  that  the  people  of  Kwang-tung 
are  extremelj  fierce  and  violent,  differing  in  nature 
from  people  of  other  provinces. 

In  1848  there  was  a  long  controversial  corres* 
poodenoe  on  this  subject  between  mj  predecessor 
Leu  and  the  British  Plenipotentiary,  Mr.  Bonham  ; 
and  lir.  Bonham  being  satisfied  that  an  interview 
widiin  the  city  was  utterly  out  of  the  question, 
addressed  a  letter  to  Leu  on  the  April,  1849,  in 
whidi  be  said  **  At  the  present  time  I  can  have  no 
more*  (or  still  less  can  I  have)  discussion  with 
your  Excellency  on  this  subject."  He  further 
issoed  a  notice  from  the  factories  to  the  effect  that 
no  foreigner  wad  to  enter  the  city,  which  was 
Inserted  in  the  papers,  and  he  communicated  this 
to  the  British  Govemmentf.  There  was  not  a 
Chinese  or  foreigner  of  any  nation  who  did  not 
know  that  the  question  was  never  to  be  discussed 
again;  and  is  shewn  by  the  records.  His  Migesty 
the  Emperor  was  informed  in  a  memorial,  drawn 
up  by  myself  the  then  Governor  of  the  Province, 
togeth^  with  the  late  Commissioner  Leu,  that 
Mr.  Bonham  had  stated  in  his  correspondence  that 
this  question  could  not  be  discussed,  and  had 
issued  a  notice  prohibiting  loreigners  from  entering 
the  tatj»

AB8ttmiDg  that  your  fixeellencj  has  long  been 
aware  of  tliis,  I  am  utterly  unable  to  explain  what 
is  meant  in  the  letter  under  acknowledgment  hy 
th*'.  statement  that  the  present  denumd  is  in  no  way 
connected  with  the  negotiations  of  former  years, 
and  it  is  only  for  the  admission  o£  foreign  officials 
into  the  city. 

As  to  former  negotiations,  Mr.  Bonham  stated 
in  oorrespondenoe,  that  discussion  of  this  question 
could  not  be  renewed^  and  issued  a  prohibitory 
notice  on  the  subject. 

Your  Excellency's  proposition  having  reference 
to  the  very  same  question  (as  that  mooted-  by  Mr. 
Bonham),  how  can  it  be  said  to  have  no  oomeetion 
with  it  7  And  when  Mr.  Bonham  has  said  tiiat 
this  question  could  be  no  more  discussed  by  him, 
it  is  to  be  inferred  that  it  can  still  leas  be  discuaaed 
by  your  Excellency. 

To  conclude,  our  two  countries  have  been  many 
years  on  friendly  terms.  Without  cause  you  have 
in  one  day  come  upon  us  with  hcstilities,  the 
result  of  which  has  been  intolerable  misery  to  the 
people.  Let  your  Excellency  ponder  well  what  is 
no  vain  fiction  of  mine,  that  hundreds  and  thou- 
sands of  them  have  been  for  days  past  clamorously 
tendering  their  services,  ardent  and  united  for  the 
defence  of  the  city.

I  think,  under  present  circumstances,  it  is  de- 
sirable to  convey  to  your  Excellency  copy  of  a 
communication  drafted  at  the  Foreign  Office,  and 
sent  by  Sir  George  Bonham,  under  Lord  Palmer- 
ston's  instructions  to  the  Imperial  Commissioner 
on  the  21st  August,  1849. 

In  a  communreation  dated  6th  July,  made  to 
the  India  and  China  Association,  by  order  ot 
Lord  Palmerston,  it  is  stated  "Her  Miyesty's 
Government  have  no  intention  to  renounce  Uie 
right  of  entering  the  city  of  Canton.*'

THE  undersigned,  fcc,  has  been  instructed  by 
Her  Majesty's  Government  to  make  to  the  High 
Commissioner  the  following  communication. 
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The  BritiBh  GoTeriuneot  has  learnt  with  sur- 
prue  and  displeasure  that  the  Groyernment  of 
Cidna  has  declined  to  fnlfil  the  engagements  of  the 
Treaties  bj  which  British  subjects  were  to  be 
admitted  to  free  access  to  the  citj  of  Canton. 

In  the  Treaty  of  Nanking  of  the  29th  August, 
1842,  it  was  stated  that  '*  His  Majesty  the  Em- 
peror of  China  agrees  that  British  subjects,  with 
their  families  and  establishments  shall  be  allowed 
to  reside  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  their  mer- 
cantile porsaitSy  without  molestation,  or  restraint, 
at  the  cities  and  towns  of  Canton,  Amoy, 
Fooehow-foo,  Ningpo,  and  Shanghae.'' 

In  the  Supplementary  Treaty  of  Hoomnn-Chae 
of  the  8th  October,  1843,  it  was  again  recorded 
that  **  The  Treaty  of  perpetual  peace  and  friend- 
ahip  proTides  for  British  suljjects  and  their 
fiuniliea  residing  at  the  cities  and  towns  of  Canton, 
Fooehow,  Amoy,  Ningpo  and  Shanghae  without 
molestation  and  restraint.** 

In  the  further  Treaty,  signed  at  Bocca  Tigris  on 
die  4A  of  April,  1846,  it  was  said  *'  His  MBjesty 
the  Emperor  of  China  having  on  his  own  part 
distinctly  stated  that,  when  in  the  course  of  time 
mutual  tranquillity  shall  have  been  insured, 
it  win  be  safe  and  right  to  admit  foreigners  into 
thedty  of  Canton ;  and  the  local  authorities  being 
for  the  present  unable  to  coerce  the  people  of  that 
(Sty,  the  Plenipotentiaries  on  either  side  mutually 
agree  that  the  execution  of  the  above  measure 
shall  be  postponed  to  a  more  favourable  period  ; 
but  the  claim  of  right  is  by  no  means  yielded  or 
abandoned  on  the  part  of  Her  Britannic  Migesty." 

And,  finally,  in  the  Article  agreed  upon  at 
Canton,  on  the  6th  April,  18479  it  was  stated,  as 
recorded  in  Keying's  note  of  that  day  to  the 
British  Plenipotentiary,  *^  TbQ  intention  of  return- 
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lag  my  Tisit  in  the  citj  is  excellent,  but  the  time 
for  it  onght  still  somewhat  to  be  delayed. 

'<It  is  therefore  now  agreed,  that  two  years 
from  this  day's  date  British  officers  and  people 
shall  have  free  entrance  into  the  city.** 

These  engagements,   thus  solemnly  recorded, 
the  Chinese  Government  has  now  declined  to 
fiilflL    But  the  faithful  performance  of  Treaty 
engagements  by  sovereigns  is  the  security  for 
peace  between  nations.     The  Queen  of  England 
has  fulfilled  her  Treaty  engagements  to  the  Em* 
peror  of  China.     The  Emperor  of  China  has  not 
fuJbfilled  his  Treaty  engagements  to  the  Queen  of 
EIngland.      Why  has  the   Emperor  broken  his 
word  ?    Is  it  because  he  is  unwilling  to  keep  hia 
engagements,  or  because  he  is  unable  to  do  so  ? 
If  he    is    unwilling  to  keep  Ids  engagements* 
how  can   the  British  Grovemment  trust  to  the 
Emperor's  word,   and  how  can  there  be  lasting 
peace  between  the  two  Governments  ?     If  the 
Emperor  is   unable   to    keep  his  promise,  be- 
cause   his   word    and    his  orders  are    not    re- 
spected by  his  suljects,  how  can  he  expect  that 
foreign  Grovemments    should   show    him   more 
respect    than     his    own     subjects    are    willing 
to  show  him  ?    And  will    not  fmreign   Qm<tmi 
ments  be  obliged  to  inflict  on  the  Chinese  people* 
in  order  to  repress  their  violence,  those  punish- 
ments which  the  Emperor  is  too  weak  to  be  able 
to  award  ? 

But  is  this  the  way  to  secure  tranquillity  to  the 
Chinese  people  ? 

Let  the  Chinese  Government  well  consider 
these  things ;  and  whatever  may  happen  in  future 
between  the  two  countries  that  may  be  disagree* 
able  to  China,  let  the  Chinese  Government  re- 
member that  die  fault  thereof  will  be  upon  them. 
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Lei  the  High  Commiasioner  send  this  eoumiii* 
niestian  to  the  Imperial  Goyemmeiit  of  Pekin.

I  would  have  jou  ask  jouraelf, 
if  the  question  of  admission  to  which  the  KwaDg;- 
tung  people  were  opposed  before  be,  in  all  like- 
lihood, less  easy  now,  when  they  have  been 
subjected  to  grievous  affliction,  than  it  was  in 
1849. 

As  to  the  correspondence  of  which  your 
Excellency's  letter  says,  "  a  perusal  of  all  that  is 
on  record  will  show,  &c.,"  there  is  no  part  of  it 
with  which  I  am  not  conversant,  and  I  am 
regarding  as  final  the  latest  decision  arrived  at 
therein. 

In  the  administration  of  all  matters  in  China, 
the  rule  adhered  to  is  that  which  Heaven  (or 
Nature)  shows  is  the  right  one  to  pursue ;  the 
chief  consideration  is  the  people. 

It  is  said  in  the  Book  of  History,  '*  Heaven 
sees  as  my  people  see,  Heaven  hears  as  my 
people  hear  ;"  that  is  to  say,  that  what  the  people 
are  averse  to.  Heaven  (the  Deity)  is  averse  to. 

Is  not  this  an  additional  reason  why  I  should 
be  unable  to  constrain  (the  people)  ?  I  must  add, 
that  as  it  is  the  habit  of  your  Excellency's  nation 
to  adore  the  spirits  of  Heaven,  it  behoves  yon,  in 
my  opinion,  so  much  the  more  to  conform  in  your 
actions  to  the  principle  given  us  by  heaven.*

Since  my  communication  of  the  3rd  instant 
my  operations  have  been  limited,  1st,  to  showing 
the  authorities  that  it  is  in  our  power  to|  throw 
shot  and  shell  to  reach  the  most  distant  of  the  city 
forts  and  Grovemment  buildings ;  and  this  morning, 
in  consequence  of  a  most  menacing  number  of  war 
junks  having  collected  under  the  protection  of  the 
French  Folly  Fort,  it  appearing  absolutely  neces- 
sary, for  the  security  of  our  position,  that  they 
should  be  dispersed  or  destroyed,  the  Barracouta 
and  Coromandel,  steam  vessels,  with  our  armed 
boats,  successfully  accomplished  this  service,  though 
I  regret  to  state  not  without  the  loss  of  1  man 
killed  and  3  wounded. 

Considerable  resistance  was  ofiered,  and  the  fire 
from  the  junks  and  forts,  in  the  early  part  of  the 
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openlioii,  was  stontlj  maintaiiied.  The  Beenrity 
of  our  poiitian  here  will  now  be  the  main  object  of 
our  exertioiig.

I  have  received  your  Excellency's  despatch 
of  the  6th  instant,  informing  me  that  shot  and 
shell  had  been  thrown  into  the  most  distant  of  the 
city  forts  and  Government  buildings^  and  an- 
nouncing the  destruction  of  a  large  number  of 
Chinese  war  junks,  and  the  capture  of  the  French 
Folly  Fort. 
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I  bsTe  to  express  to  jour  Excellency  my  great 
and  admiring  sense  of  the  consummate  skill  and 
pmdeDoe  with  which  the  military  operations  have 
been  directed,  and  to  all  concerned  my  thorough 
appreciation  of  the  promptitude,  zeal,  and  bravery 
which  have  given  them  such  successful  results. 
Whatever  may  have  been  the  importance  of  the 
qoesdon  which  necessitated  the  first  appeal  to 
hostilities,  it  has  now  assumed  a  character  seriously 
involving  all  our  present  and  future  relations  with 
China  ;  and  I  am  of  opinion  that  everything  possi- 
ble ^ould  be  done  to  give  effect  to  Treaties  which 
have  been  pertinaciously  and  recklessly  violated-^— 
a  small  and  turbulent  fraction  of  the  population 
of  China  eannot  be  allowed  to  supersede  the  en- 
gagements of  their  £mperor  to  the  Sovereign  of 
Great  Britain.

voidable* Neither  is  it  creditable  to  your  Excel- 
lency that^  in  the  employment  of  force  on  your 
part,  you  should  have  recourse  to  measures  so  op* 
posed  to  civilized  practices,  as  that  of  offering  a 
reward  for  the  indiscriminate  murder  of  English- 
men.

The  seizure  of  some  criminals  on  the  part  of  the 
Chinoiw  Grovemment— a  small  matter — having 
been  saiarepreseoted  as  a  hauling  down  of  your 
ils^.  On  the  23rd,  24th,  and  25th  ultimo,  you 
opened  fire  on  the  different  forts  of  the  dty.  To 
thisy  in  consideration  of  the  peaceful  relations  so 
many  years  subsisting  between  us,  I  made  no  re- 
joinder whatever.  "HaA  I  not  referred  myself  to 
the  higher  principles  (which  your  letter  accuses 
me  of  not  keeping  in  view),  I  should  have  shewn 
o»  sach  forbearance.  But  when,  following  up 
thii^  on  the  27th  and  28th,  you  opened  a  fire  on 
the  city,  by  which  numberless  houses'were  con- 
sumed, with  considerable  loss  of  life,  the  whole 
population,  thus  subjected  to  calamity,  gnashed 
theb  teeth  in  anger.

Her  Britannic  Majesty's  Consul  has  received 
the  instructions  of  his  Excellency  Bear- Admiral 
Sir  Michael  Seymour,  KC.B.,  Naval  Commander- 
in-Chief,  &c.,  &c.,  to  issue  the  following  notice  to 
the  British  community. 

His  Excellency  feels  it  unnecessary  to  recapitu- 
late to  the  British  community  the  origin  and  pro- 
gress of  what  has  been  done  at  Canton  during  the 
last  few  weeks  by  Her  Majesty's  naval  forces 
under  his  command ;  their  loss  has  happily  been 
trifling,  and  their  operations,  now  including  the 
capture  of  the  Bogue  Forts,  eminently  successfuL 

His  Excellency  regrets  to  find  that  neither  the 
extreme  measures  to  which  the  Imperial  Commis- 
doner's  defiance  of  treaty  obligations  has  com- 
pelled him  to  resort,  nor  tne  plain  proof  given  that 
the  city  and  its  inhabitants  are  at  the  mercy  of 
Her  Majesty's  ships  of  war,  have  as  yet  indaced 
the  Imperial  Commissioner  to  make  the  concession 
demanded  by  his  Excellency,  as  a  guarantee  against 
future  misunderstandings  of  a  similar  nature  to 
the  present  The  concession  is  not  regarded  as 
unreasonable  by  Chinese,  who,  his  Excellenoy 
understands,  adequately  represent  the  feelings  of 
the  respectable  inhabitants  of  Canton ;  nor  is  any 
tangible  obstacle  alleged  to  it  by  these  except  the 
impracticability  of  the  Commissioner  himself,  who 
has  laboured  to  associate  the  people  with  him,  by

DESPATCHES,  of  which  tlie  following  are 
copies,  have  been  received  from  Rear-Admiral 
Sir  Michael  Seymoar,  K.C.B.,  Commander-in- 
Chief  of  Her  Majesty's  Ships  and  Vessels  on  the 
East  India  and  China  Station  : 

No.  116.  Niger,  ai  Canton^ 

Sir,  December  14,  1856. 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  report  proceedings  at 
Canton  since  mj  letter,  No.  f  06,  of  24th  ttltimo, 
for  the  information  of  tlie  Lords  Commissioners  of 
the  Admiralty. 

2.  On  the  25th  the  United  States  Commissioner 
informed  American  citizens,  that  the  Imperial 
High  Commissioner  having  failed  to  render  satis- 
faction for  the  recent  insult  to  their  flag.  Commo- 
dore Armstrong  would  not  desist  from  aggressive 
measures  till  ample  apology  should  be  made,  and 
a  guarantee  given  that  the  American  flag  should 
be  respected  for  the  future. 
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The  CoBnBodore  detexmined  on  the  demolitioa 
•of  the  Barrier  FortSy  the  capture  of  which  I  have 
alreadj  reported,  and  commenced  blowing  them 
op. 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day  tbirty^aeven 
var  junks  issued  from  a  creek,  and  anchored  in 
line  about  four  miles  from  the  Encounter,  in  shoal 
water.  Captun  O^Callaghan  endeavoured  to  get 
within  range  of  them  the  following  day,  but  with- 
out effect.  The  Chinese  fired  several  shot,  which 
fell  short.     These  junks  have  since  retired. 

3.  Reports  having  reached  me  that  the  Chinese 
were  busily  employed  in  re-arming  the  Blenheim 
Fort,  I  sent  the  Barracouta  down  the  Macao 
Passage  on  the  26th  with  Captain  Twiaa,  and  a 
party  of  Boyal  Artillery,  to  check  any  such  pro- 
ceediogi^  and  to  destroy  the  fort.  About  150 
soldiers  were  found  there,  and  15  guns  had  been 
mounted.  The  troops  were  driven  out,  and  the 
guns  rendered  useless  ;  a  few  mines  under  the 
wori^s  completely  destroyed  them.  Commander 
Forteacue,  before  leaving,  informed  the  head  man 
of  tbe  adjoining  village,  who  bad  superintended 
the  progress  of  the  works,  under  promise  of 
reward  from  the  Mandarins,  that  any  further 
attempt  to  restore  the  fort  would  result  in  the 
burning  of  the  pbice. 

4.  On  the  29th  two  10-inch  mortars  were 
mounted  on  the  Dutch  Folly,  and  their  range  was 
tried  on  the  French  Folly  Fort. 

5.  On  the  3rd  instant,  a  most  melancholy  oc- 
currence took  place.  Captain  Cow  per,  R.F^.,  who 
had  been  detached  for  service  at  Canton,  was 
superintending  the  pulling  down  of  some  Chinese 
bouses  outside  the  factory,  when  one  of  them  sud- 
denly fell  on  him,  from  which  he  sustained  such 
extensive  injuries  as  to  cause  his  death  in  less 
than  three  hours.     Captain  Cowper  had  been  of 
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the  greatest  assistance  in  strengthening  our  posi* 
tion,  and  I  cannot  too  highly  express  my  admiration 
of  the  zeal  and  professional  ability  he  displayed. 
Her  Majesty's  Service  has  sustained  a  severe  loss 
in  his  untimely  end.  I  sent  the  Coromandei  to 
Hong  Kong,  with  the  remains  of  the  deceased 
gallant  officer. 

6.  The  Chinese  authorities,  having  re- armed 
and  strengthened  the  French  Folly  Fort,  situated 
near  the  south-east  city  gate,  having  in  its  rear 
extensive  barracks,  occupied  by  troops,  and  erected 
flanking  sand -bag  batteries  on  either  side  of  it, 
notwithstanding  we  had  endeavoured  to  check 
them  by  the  fire  of  the  guns  and  mortars  in  the 
Dutch  Folly,  I  determined  on  its  destruction,  as 
threatening  a  hostile  concentration  of  force,  and 
being  an  obstacle  to  the  free  navigation  of  the 
river,  by  the  passage  through  the  Barrier  Forts. 
The  Encounter  and  Barracouta  accordingly  shifted 
their  positions  to  below  the  Dutch  Folly  on  the 
evening  of  the  3rd,  and  on  the  following  morning 
I  embarked  in  the  Encounter,  and  dropped  down 
to  the  fort,  accompanied  by  the  boats  of  the  squa- 
dron, having  on  board  about  350  small-arm  men 
and  Royal  Marines,  under  the  command  of  Cap- 
tains Wilson  and  the  Honourable  A.  A.  Cochrane. 
C.B.,  of  the  Winchester  and  Niger,  and  Captains 
Penrose  and  Boyle  of  the  Royal  Marines.  The 
ships  were  anchored  about  850  yards  from  the 
fort,  being  as  near  as  the  depth  of  water  per- 
mitted, and  at  seven  a.m.  a  heavy  and  effective 
fire  was  opened  from  them,  and  from  the  Dutch 
Folly  ;  the  boats  soon  after  pushed  on  shore,  and 
our  flag  was  planted  on  the  walls  of  the  fort, 
amidst  the  hearty  cheers  of  the  assailing  parties. 
The  Chinese  troops  twice  attempted  to  rally,  but 
were  quickly  driven  back,  and  the  affair  was  over 
within  one  hour  from  the  first  gun  being  fired. 
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The  fort  monnted  about  20  heavy  guns,  with 
others  of  various  calibre  in  the  sand-bag  batteries. 
Those  in  the  fort  were  mounted  somewliat  simiUir 
(o  ships'  gunsy  with  breechings  secured  to  spars 
across  the  outside  of  the  embrasures.  This  gives 
some  colour  to  the  report  that  many  of  the  gar- 
rison  had  served  in  European  ships. 

The  usual  official  placards  were  found  on  the 
walls  of  the  French  Follj,  offering  rewards  for 
the  murder  of  all  Englishmen,  and  of  Chinese  in 
their  employ. 

As  soon  as  resistance  had  ceased,  a  party  of 
Royal  Artillery,  under  command  of  Captain  6. 
Roltoo,  commenced  the  destruction  of  the  fort. 

18.  Mines  were  sunk  and  sprung  under  the 
worksy  which  laid  the  whole  of  the  mas^^ive  granite 
in  a  heap  of  ruins,  barely  one  stone  being  left  in 
Its  original  position.  The  guns  were  destroyed, 
and  their  new  carriages  burnt.  Throughout  the 
day  feeble  attempts  were  made  by  the  Chinese 
troops  to  disturb  our  operations,  rendering  it  ne- 
cessary for  our  covering  parties  and  boats'  guns 
to  keep  them  from  advancing.  Tliese  buildings 
ultimately  caught  fire,  and  were  burnt  to  the 
ground. 

During  our  operations  the  Dutch  Y^\\y  Fort,  in 
chaiige  of  Commodore  Honourable  C.  Elliot,  threw 
shells  from  the  ir-irtars  into  the  city,  where  troops 
had  be^^  previously  observed,  which  fortunately 
exploded  two  magazines. 

The  gallantry  and  promptitude  displayed  by  the 
officers  and  men,  and  the  rapid  success  which 
crowned  their  exertions,  deserve  my  warmest 
commeiidatie!!.  !  am  happy  to  be  able  to  state 
that  our  loss  only  amounted  to  one  private,  Royal 
Marines,  of  Her  Majesty's  ship  Winchester,  killed, 
and  one  seamen  slightly  wounded. 

The  ships  were  hulled  several  times — the  En- 
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counter  bj  a  68-potinder  shot.  The  ships  retarned 
to  the  Factory  Creek  on  the  6th, 

It  has  been  reported  that  the  Chinese  autho- 
rities placed  great  confidence  in  the  strength  of 
the  fort,  backed  as  it  was  hj  the  presence  of  a 
large  body  of  troops.  On  the  5th,  n  seaman  be« 
longing  to  the  Comus,  and  a  private  Rojal  Ma- 
rine, of  the  Sybille,  having,  contrary  to  orders^ 
strayed  from  their  post  in  the  Macao  Fort,  to 
Honam  Island,  were  attacked  hr  some  of  the 
inhabitants  of  the  village  of  Nan  Pien.  The 
marine  was  murdered,  and  his  head  carried  off ; 
the  seaman  jumped  into  the  river,  and  was 
drowned.  The  next  day  I  sent  the  Barracouta  to 
the  locality,  and  burnt  the  village,  which  was 
found  deserted.  I  also  issued  a  proclamation,  of 
which  I  inclose  a  copy,  pointing  out  the  cause  of 
this  punishment,  and  threatening  the  same  con- 
sequences should  any  Englishman  lose  his  life  in  a 
similar  manner. 

8.  The  American  ships  of  war  completed  the 
demolition  of  the  Barrier  Forts  on  the  6th,  and 
dropped  dcwn  to  Whampoa.     These  forts  were  of 
enormous  strength  and  solidity,  being  entirely 
built  of  large  blocks  of  granite,  with  walls  9  or  10 
feet  thick.     They  were  heavily  armed,  many  of 
the  guns  being  7*or  ff  t?«s  weight,  with  a  bore  of 
IS  inches  ;  one  brass  8|  incu  «un  was  over  21 
feet  long. 

The  Levant  arrived  yesterday  at  Canton. 

9.  A  party  of  90  officers  and  men,  belonging 
to  the  Calcutta,  came  up  on  the  7th  to  replace  the 
Winchester's  detachment. 

10.  I  visited  the  Bogue  Forts  on  tud  8th, 
They  have  been  effectually  dismantled,  under  the 
direction  of  Captain  the  Honourable  Keith  Stewart, 
of  the  Nankin. 

11.  A  seaman  belongifig  to  one  of  the  river

was  adbed  hj  some  of  the  officndsi  <m 
the  12th  instant,  who  attempted  to  kill  him.  He 
maaaged,  howerer,  to  effect  his  escape,  though 
scfferelj  woaoded.  I  immediatelj  despatched 
Captain  Hail  to  pull  down  the  Groyernment 
buildings  and  Ciisloni  House,  where  the  seianre 
was  made,  which  was  promptly  executed.  It  is 
oiilj  hf  smnmaij  proceedings  that  we  can  hope  to 
avert  the  ctiI  intent  of  the  High  Commissioiien? 
premiums  for  onr  heads* 

12.  Kmnerons  complaints  of  piracies  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  Hong  Kong  having  been  made 
to  me,  I  despatched  the  Sampson  to  check  them. 
In  her  first  cmisesi  she  captured  one  junk  and 
destrojed  fiye.  In  the  second  she  saw  no 
sn^icions  yessels,  and  is  now  at  Hong  Kong. 

1^1  have  had  no  commonieation  with  the  Im- 
perial Commissioner,  his  Excellencj  haying  with- 
drawn the  troops  from  the  neighbouring  districts, 
for  the  protection  of  Canton.  The  country  is  repre- 
sented to  be  in  the  most  disorganized  fftate,  bands  of 
robbers  eommittiDg  dquredations  and  murders  in 
eyery  Erection.  I  learn  that  there  are  from  17,000 
to  20,000  troops  and  militia  in  the  dty,  but  they 
haye  not  as  yet,  made  any  alB&mre  demonstration, 
and  eyen  were  they  to  attack  the  faotories,  I  should 
haye  no  fear  of  the  nesnlt. 

14.  The  stoppage  of  the  trnflSe  at  Oaoton  must 
canse  a  seyere  pressnrew  The  riyer,  which  used 
to  be  thronged  with  jnnks  and  boats,  is  now  com- 
paratiyely  eleac,  and  I  feel  a  confident  hope  that 
the  measures  which  haye  been  taken  wiH  proye 
snceessfuL 

When  the  proper  time  arriyes,  the  fulfilment  of 
stipvlations^  granted  by  treaty,  should  be  rigidly 
insisted  on. 

Compulaon  is  the  only  argument  to  convince 
the   Chinese.       Moderation   is   considered    but 
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another  name  for  the  want  of  means  to  enforce 
compliance. 

lo.  A  few  shells  were  thrown  into  the  city 
yesterday  from  the  Dutch  Folly,  in  the  direction 
of  the  Government  buildings. 

16.  It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  the  force 
continues  healthy  and  in  excellent  spirits. 

17.  I  enclose  copies  of  correspondence  relatire 
to  this  letter,  with  a  schedule  of  the  same.

A  DESPATCH  from  Commodore  James 
Armstrong,  of  this  day's  date,  informs  me  that  on 
the  6th  instant  the  demolition  of  the  Barrier 
Forts  was  completed,  and  the  ships  had  returned 
to  the  anchorage  at  Whampoa,  and  in  a  few  dajs 
the  damage  to  the  vessels  would  be  repaired. 
Endofiing  me  copies  of  his  correspondence  with  the 
Imperial  Commissioner,  he  observes — '*  Here  I 
presume  it  will  end,  and  so  long  as  he,  the  Imperial 
CommissioDer,  does  not  commit  anj  act  of  violence 
against  our  flag  or  citizens  we  should  rest  upon 
oar  arms."  His  Excellency  Yeh,  in  a  despatch 
of  the  oth  instant,  writes  Commodore  Armstrong 
— **  From  this  I  see  your  Excellency  has  a  clear 
knowledge  of  affiiirs — there  is  no  matter  of  strife 
between  oar  respective  nations.  Henceforth  let 
the  fisshion  of  the  flag  which  American  ships 
employ  be  clearly  defined,  and  inform  me  what  it 
is  beforehand.  This  will  be  the  verification  of  the 
friendly  relations  which  exist  between  the  two 
coantrics." 

I  have  this  day  resumed  correspondence  with 
the  Imperial  Commissioner  demanding  attention 
to  various  important  subjects  which  I  have  chosen 
to  place  in  abeyance,  pending  the  adjustment  of 
the  naval  question  ;  among  them  other  instances  in 
which  the  flii^  of  the  United  Sates  has  been  fired 
on  bj  ^e  Chinese,  and  the  rights  of  the  United 
States  citizens,  under  Treaty,  have  been  brought 
to  hia  Excellency's  notice,  who  has  been  informed 
that,  failing  to  render  the  satisfaction  demanded 
for  the  violation  of  the  Treaty  by  the  forts  of 
Kiang-Shan,  that  matter  will  also  be  handed  over 
to  the  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  United  States 
naval  forces  in  China  to  manage.

THE  operations  in  which  the  British  forces  are 
at  present  engaged,  having  been  occasioned  by  the 
anMeodly  acts  of  the  Chinese  Government,  and 
thereftne  intended  not  to  affect  the  people,  all  the 
Tillages  around  have  hitherto  being  preserved 
entirely  free  from  molestation  or  attack  of  any 
kind  on  the  part  of  onr  soldiery.  Yesterday, 
uovever,  two  of  our  men  landing  at  the  village  of 
Nan-plen  were  there  killed  by  some  Chinese,  who

Observing  a  suspieious*look1ng  row-junk  off 
Sawehow  at  anclu^,  I  sent  and  bad  her  brought 
aS,  when,  finding  sue  hid  no  n»«mber,  papers,  or 
flag,  with  a  larger  crew  than  a  trndins  ^^'^^^ 


would  have,  and  nothing  on  board  but  ammunition* 
for  several  small  guns  with  which  she  was  armed.

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I  had  no  doubt  but  she  was  there  waiting  an  op« 
portunitj  to  pounce  upon  some  market-boat  (tb 
island  being  perfectly  barren),  and  the  only  an 
swer  they  could  give  me  was,  that  tliej  werei 
rebelmen,  and  looking  after  mandarins.  I  ac** 
cordingly  took  her  into  Hong  Kong,  and  gave  her 
over  to  the  police,  leaving  the  second  lieutenant, 
the  boarding-officer,  to  appear  against  her. 

This  morning  I  left  Hong  Kong  again,  and 
communicated  with  a  small  squadron  of  junks, 
having  the  rebel  flag  flying,  lying  at  anchor  under 
Wan-Chow- Chow,  as  I  was  desirous  to  send  a 
proclamation,  which  I  had  received  on  board, 
stating  that  <'  if  any  boats  hoisting  the  rebel  flag 
committed  any  acts  of  piracy,  the  flag  would  not 
protect  them."  Having  done  so,  in  proceeding 
through  the  Mandarin  Channel,  some  junks  were 
observed  at  anchor  inside  Changhai  Island,  close 
in  the  north-east  corner.  My  pilot  not  being 
acquainted  with  the  channel,  I  got  a  fisherman's 
boat  to  go  up  with  one  of  the  Chinamen  that  I  had 
on  board,  to  see  whether  he  could  recognize  his 
property.  He  shortly  returned  on  board,  saying 
that  his  boat  was  there,  and  that  the  other  boats 
were  pirates.  I  immediately  stood  in  under  easy 
steam,  when  the  pirates,  seeing  my  intention,  made 
sail,  and  ran  through  the  channel  towards  Wan- 
Chow-Chow.  I  fired  a  few  shots  at  them,  but 
they  soon  got  under  the  cover  of  the  land.  Then 
sending  my  boats  after  them,  and  running  round 
outside  the  island,  I  had  the  satisfaction  of  driving 
them  on  shores  and  destroying  five,  as  well  oj^ 
liberating  two  market-boats,  with  several  passen- 
gers who  had  been  in  conSvieinent  for  several 
days* 

TllTce  captured  men  are  sworn  to  by  one  of  the 
Owners  of  the  boats,  and  I  have  sent  them  in  irons 
to  Hong  Kong. 
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These  piratical  boats  had  all  the  rebel  flags 
flying,  and  fired  apon  oar  boats,  without  however 
doing  aD  J  damage.

I  HAVE  the  hononr  to  acquaint  yon,  for  the 
infonnation  of  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  the 
Admiraltj,  that  last  night,  at  abont  eleven  o'clock, 
A  few  hours  after  the  departure  of  my  despatches 
for  Eorc^pe,  the  Chinese  set  fire  in  several  places 
iimultaneouslj  to  the  houses  immediately  sur<* 
rounding  the  factory,  which  soon  spread  to  the 
uctorj  itself ;  and  all  the  foreign  establishments, 
with  the  exception  of  the  EngUsh  factory,  have 
been  burnt  to  the  ground.  The  fire  appears  to 
^re  been  checked  by  the  blowing  down  of  the 
end  bouse  of  the  adjoining  block,  at  the  entrance  of 
Hog'lane. 

Incendiaries  were  perceived  by  the  officers 
placing  brands  in  the  various  houses  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  fire,  and  were  fired  at  bj  our  picquets. 
The  whole  of  Old  and  New  China*streets,  with  the 
contiguous  portions  of  the  suburbs,  have  been 
consumed. 

The  greatest  exertions  have  been  used  by  tlie 
officers  and  men  of  the  force  under  my  command, 
to  check  the  progress  of  the  fiames  ;  but  the  dry- 
ness of  the  houses,  and  the  absence  of  an  adequate 
supply  of  water,  with  the  peculiar  mode  in  which 
the  various  Hongs  are  constructed  over  vaulted 
passages,  rendered  their  efforts  unavailing. 
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The  oonflogrfttlon  will  oircumflcribe  oor  de- 
fences^  and  render  neeeaaary  a  new  arrangement 
of  them  ;  but  it  is  mj  intention  to  hold  the  Britiah 
factory,  as  I  have  hitherto  dooe  the  larger  area  on 
which  the  house*  haye  been  destroyed. 

I  write  this  hurried  despatch  to  go  by  a  prirate 
steam  vessel,  which  is  likely  to  overtake  the  paoket 
at  Singapore.

(Extract.) 

We  have  the  highest  satisfaction  in  reporting 
that  the  island  of  Karrack  in  the  Persian  Golf  waa, 
without  opposition*  oocupied  by  our  troops  on  the 
4th  instant,  and  that  Bushire  was  surrendered  to 
the  British  forces  on  the  10th  instant,  after  a  bom- 
bardment of  about  five  hours. 

We  have  the  honor  to  inclose  a  copy  of  a 
Government  Gazette  Extraordinary,  which  we 
caused  to  be  issued  on  ttie  27th  instant,  giving 
publicity  to  three  despatches  from  Major-General 
Stalker,  C.B.,  comroandiag  the  expedition  to  the 
Persian  Gulf,  from  Rear- Admiral  Sir  H.  Leeke, 
K.H.,  R.N.,  commanding  the  Naval  force  re- 
cently sent  to  that  quarter,  and  from  Commander 
Felix  Jones,  I.  N.,  Political  Agent  with  the  Field 
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Foretf,  reporting  the  particulars  connected  with  the 
lurender  of  Biuhire. 

We  also  b^  to  forward  a  copy  of  a  supplement 
of  oor  Official  Gasette,  published  yesterday,  con- 
tainmg  a  return  of  the  killed  aud  wounded  of  the 
Firid  Force,  nnder  the  command  of  Major-General 
telker,  in  an  attack  made  on  the  9th  instant,  on 
R«shire,  situated  at  a  short  distance  from  Bu shire, 
ud  a  list  of  the  ordnance  found  in  the  fort  at  the 
Utter  place  on  its  sarrender  on  the  day  following. 
At  Bosbire  itself  there  were  no  casualties  on  our

Sir, — I  have  the  honor  to  report,  for  the  infor- 
mation of  his  Eicellency  the  Commander-in-chief, 
the  complete  success  which,  under  the  protection  of 
Almighty    God,  has    attended   our  arms.      llie 
British  flag  waves  over  the  walls  of  Bushire.     The 
pUce,  infinitely  stronger  than  I  had  any  reason  to 
believe  from  tne  information  I  had  received,  sur- 
rendered on  the  appearance  of  our  troops  before  it 
on  the  lOth  instant.     The  previous  day  we  had  a 
snuut  affair  in  dislodging  the  enemy  from  a  strong 
position  they  occupied  in  the  old  Dntch  fort  of 
1857.  N 
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Reshire.     The  casualties  -on  this  oeeMion,  tboiigb 
mmiericidly    small,  were  prnrctpany    among    the 
fyficers,  and,  I  regret  to  saj ,  included  Brigadier 
Stopford»  and  Lieutenant-Colonel  Malet,  3rd  Light 
CavaW,  killed;  Captain  Wood,  Lieutenants  Utterson 
and  Warren,  20th   Regiment,   wounded,  the  two 
latter  since  dead.     Captain  Wood,  though  severely 
wounde49  is   doing  well.     The  lesson  the  enemy 
received  on  this  occasion,  together  with  the  bom- 
barding of  the  works,  the  imposing  appearance  of 
the  troops  in  line,  and  of  the  fleet,  was  doubtless  the 
cause  of  their  want  of  spirit  in  surrendering  the 
strongly  fortified  town  of  Bushire,  in  which  we  have 
found  59  guns,*  with  laree  <|uaiitities  of  ammuii- 
tion  and  warlike  stores.  The  Governor  of  the  place, 
and  the  Commander  of  the  troops,  came  out  and  gave 
up  their  swords.     They,  and  one  of  the  principal 
omeials,  are  now  in  my  camp,  and  will  be  sent  to 
Bombay.     The  garrison,  to  the  number  of  1,500  or 
2,000  men   (a  lairge  number    having   previously 
effected  their  escape,  and  very  many  others  having 
been  drowned  in  attempting  to  do  so),  grounded 
their  arms  in  front  of  our    line,  and  were  next 
morning  escorted  by  the  cavalry  some  distance  into 
the  country,  and  set  free.     Every  assistance  and 
cooperation  has  been  rendered  by  the  fleet ;  a  heavy 
fire  was  opened  in  the  early  morning,  and  kept  up 
spiritedly  for  some   hours,  till  the   place  surren- 
dered.    At  Reshire  also,  the  previous  day,  all  the 
cooperation    possible    was    rendered   by  the  fleet. 
And  my  very  best  thanks  are  due  to  Sir  Henry 
Ijeeke,  the  officers  and  seamen,  for  their  unwearied 
exertions  in  landing  the  troops,  which,  owin^  to 
the  absence  of  any  other  boats  than  those  of  the 
fleet,  was  a  work  of  much  labour,  occupying  the 
greater  part  of  three  days  and  two  nights.     The

My  Lord, — It  becomes  my  pleasing  duty  to  report 
^  your  Lordship  in  Council,  that  after  a  bombard- 
^>B^t,  which  commenced  this  morning  at  8  o'clock 
^waen  the  Persian  batteries  and  the  men-of-war 
or  the  Indian  navy,  and  lasted  on  both  sides  until 
nearly  an  hour  after  noon,  the  town  of  Bushire  has 
^^^^  taken,  and  the  flag  of  our  Sovereign  is  now 
flying  on  the  citadel. 

It  was  determined  that  the  disembarkation  of  the 
troops  should  take  place  in  Hallila  Bay,  about  ten 
raile«  south  of  the  town.  All  was  ready  on  the 
moniing  of  the  7th  instant,  and  the  gun-boats  in 
Advance  to  cover  the  Landing,  when  a  number  of 
^he  enemy  were  discovered  in  a  date  grove  about 
200  yards  to  the  left  of  the  beach ;  the  boats 
opened  fire,  and,  after  the  exchange  of  a  few  shots, 
^  eaetnj  retired.  Here  the  famous  Chief,  the 
son  of  Baucher  Khan,  was  killed  by  a  shell  from 
one  of  the  advanced  boats,  which,  I  trust,  gave  a 
check  to,  and  prevented  the  approach  of,  a  \9sge 
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number  of  Persian  troops,  who  would  have  ^ery 
much  harassed  the  army  while  landing. 

On  the  foUowing^  day,  I  paid  a  visit  to  General 
Stalker  at  the  camp,  and,  on  parting^,  I  promised 
him  that  I  would  keep  dose  to  the  shore  in  this 
ship,  and  support  the  left  of  the  army  on  its 
approach  to  the  Fort  of  Resliire  (about  four  miles 
from  this  place),  where  it  was  supposed,  from  the 
information  we  had  received,  the  enemy,  in  number 
from  1,600  to  2,000,  would  receive  our  troops,  and 
make  a  powerful  resistance.  On  my  neanng  the 
fort  thiii  iu formation  was  confirmed,  and  we  saw  it 
perf«H:tly  fail  of  Persian  soldiers,  who  were  drawn 
up  ready  for  the  attack.  At  this  mement  I  was 
about  1,700  yards  from  tliem,  when  we  commenced 
firing  shell;  many  dropping  within  the  trenches, 
and  commitiipg  much  slaughter,  obliged  the  Persian 
troops  to  fly,  with  the  exception  of  about  800,  who 
made  a  resolute  stand,  and  were  driven  out  by  the 
troops  in  one  of  the  most  brilliant  and  gallant 
charges  I  ever  witnessed.  Here  the  troops  halted 
for  the  night. 

I  then  pushed  on  for  this  roadstead,  and  at  day- 
light this  morning,  seeing  the  Persian  army  drawn 
up  near  the  wells  (their  centre  supported  by  a  hijrh 
fortified  tower  and  redoubt),  it  was  my  duty  to 
dislodge  them ;  and  for  this  service  I  ordered  the 
vessels,  named  in  the  margin,*  under  the  command 
of  Lieutenants  Tronson,  Worsley,  Chitty,  and 
Giles,  and  eight  heavy-armed  gun-boats  under 
Lieutenant  Stradling,  to  place  their  ships  in  posi- 
tion to  attack  it.  This  was  done  in  a  most  gallant 
way,  and,  in  the  course  of  an  hour,  I  had  the  satis« 
faction  to  see  the  whole  of  the  Persian  troops  in 
full  retreat  to  the  town,  but  in  perfect  order,  and 
with  great  coolness,  supported  bj  their  Artillery.

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A  kttt  vith  a  white  iag  was  now  teen  approaching 
the  M^  and,  on  one  of  the  chiefs  arriving  on  board, 
a  xe^oest  waa  mada  by  the  Govvmor  of  the  town 
for  a  delay  of  operations  for  twenty-four  hours,  ia 
offer  terms.  This  I  iostantly  refused,  in  consa- 
qocoee  of  his  having  fired  on  one  of  oar  small 
steaoKTs,  bearing  a  flag  of  tniee»  the  day  before. 
Half-an-hour  was  gireo  him  to  get  out  of  the  way 
of  our  shot ;  and,  the  ships  having  been  placed  in 
line  of  battle,  my  flag-ship  in  the  centre,  the  action 
cosmenoed,  and  continued  on  both  sides  for  two 
hoars,  when,  observing  two  batteries  outside  the 
town,  Qoe  a  kind  of  miniature  Malakhoff,  harassing 
the  **  Serairamis  ^  and  **  Feroze.**  I  directed  our 
fire  towards  them,  and  in  three  hours  they  were 
perfectly  silenced,  and  the  guns  dismounted.  A 
tower  on  the  north-west  angle  of  the  fort,  and  a 
masked  battery  below  the  residency  flag- staff  out- 
side the  walls,  kept  up  a  constant  and  steady  fire 
upon  the  **  Seroiiamis "  and  *<  Feroze."  It  was 
necessary  to  silence  them  also;  and  seeing  that 
both  ships  were  much  damaged  by  their  steady  aim, 
the  foremost  guns  of  this  ship  were  ordered  to  be 
directed  towards  them,  and  in  the  course  of  an  hour 
both  batteries  ceased  flring. 

I  was  now  anxious  to  make  an  opening  in  the 
wall  of  the  town,  that  the  troojw  might  have 
aothmg  in  their  way,  if  General  Stalker,  on  his 
arrival,  determined  upon  carrying  the  place  by 
assault.  Our  fire  was,  therefore,  directed  to  the 
sosth-west  angle,  and  the  breach  commenced  by 
knocking  down  a  part  of  the  tower  and  the 
embrasore,  in  which  a  gun  was  mounted,  as  well  as 
the  lower  part  of  the  wall.  The  fire  from  their 
batteries  at  this  time  gradually  slackened,  and  at 
this  moment  the  flagstaff  in  the  town  was  hauled 
down  in  token  of  submission,  and  the  place  surren- 
dered. 
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The  army  vas  by  this  time  close  to  the  towD,. 
and  it  was  a  source  of  the  greatest  pleasure  to  me 
to  feel  that  we  had  cleared  away  every  obstacle 
that  presented  itself  on  their  onward  march,  the 
more  so  as  they  had  lost  so  many  gallant  fellows- 
the  day  before  when  storming  the  fort  of  Reshire. 

The  ships  of  the  fleet  have  suffered  considerably 
in  their  hulls,  masts,  and  rigging,  from  the  fire  of 
the  enemy's  guns :  the  "  Semiramb "  and  the 
"  Feroze"  have  some  shot  through  them,  but  nothing' 
to  prevent  all  being  ready  for  sea  in  a  day  or  two. 
I  am  most  happy  to  add,  that  no  person  has  beeu 
touched,  nor  has  any  casualty  occurred  •  during  the 
four  hours  and  a-half  we  were  under  fire :  how  this 
has  happened  is  miraculous,  for  the  grape-shot, 
which  fell  at  every  instant  around  and  abreast  the 
gun-boats,  and  the  round-shot  over  and  about  our 
ships,  was  very  severe,  and  proved  that  our  enemy 
were  more  formidable  than  they  were  supposed  to 
be  even  by  those  who  had  known  the  town  years 
before,  there  being  fifty-nine  gruns  mounted  on 
the  batteries. 

It  now  becomes  a  pleasing  part  of  my  duty  to 
bring  to  the  notice  of  your  Lordship  in  Council 
the  very  great  assistance  I  have  received  from 
Commodore  Ethersey  (who  met  me  off  the  Isifind 
of  Kishm,  and  from  his  knowledge  of  this  place 
gave  me  much  valuable  information).  Captains 
Jenkins  and  Young,  Commanders  Macdonald  (in 
charge  of  all  the  transports)  and  Hennie,  and 
Acting  Commanders  Foulerton  and  Adams,  the 
latter  the  Captain  of  this  ship,  the  officers,  petty 
officers,  and  seamen,  ot  the  neet  under  my  com** 
mand ;  nor  can  I  ever  forg^et  their  gallant  conduct 
in  this  day's  battle,  or  their  cheerfulness  and 
activity  in  carrying  out  my  orders,  and  in  moving 
their  ships  into  position  abreast  of  the  batteriesy 
and  I  am  sure  the  Government  will  think  with  me

that  this  wu  no  easy  task  to  perfomiy  fbr  TDost  of 
the  TesaeU  drew  from  fifteen  feet  to  sixteen  feet 
water*  and  we  had  to  take  them  (at  high  water) 
some  waj  through  soft  mud  to  get  near  enough  to 
the  fortSy  and  this  under  a  heavy  fire. 

Where  all  have  so  ably  and  gallantly  performed 
their  datj,  it  is  diificnlt  to  particularize  individuals, 
bat  I  desire  to  express  my  warm  thanks  to  Captain 
Griffiths  Jenkins,  the  First  Captain  of  this  shipy  for 
the  retf  great  assistance  he  has  afforded  me  through- 
oat  the  whole  of  the  operations,  and  particularly 
during  the  action.  He  was  the  first  officer,  assisted 
by  Major  Hill,  of  the  Engineers,  and  Lieutenant 
Clarkson,  the  First  Lieutenant  of  my  fiag  ship,  to 
enter  the  town  and  hoist  the  British  flag. 

I  trust,  my  Lord,  it  will  not  he  taking  too  much 
QpK>n  myself  to  express  my  admiration  of  the  gallant 
condaet  of  General  Stalker  and  his  brave  army,  the 
more  bo  as  I  have  had  the  honor  of  being  associated 
with  them  fbr  many  weeks,  and  have  been  an  eye- 
witness of  all  their  proceedings  from  the  day' of 
landing,  as  well  as  on  their  advance  to  the  town. 
In  doing  so,  I  offer  the  humble  tribute  of  a  British 
Admiral  to  the  brave  General,  his  officers,  and 
soldiers,  whose  dashing  conduct  on  the  day  of 
storming  the  fort  of  Keshire  can  never  he  forgotten. 

I  cannot  deny  myself  the  satisfaction  of  bringing 
to  the  notice  of  your  Lordship  in  Council  the 
excellent  manner  in  which  the  commanders  and 
officers  and  crews  of  the  Peninsular  and  Oriental 
Company's  ships  (named  in  the  margin,*)  have 
condocted  their  ships  during  the  time  they  have 
been  with  the  fleet.  They  are  at  all  times  ready 
for  any  hard  work,  and  have  rendered  me  very 
essential  service,  and  I  beg  to  express  my  sincere 
thanks  to  them  collectively  and  individually. 

To  the  masters  commanding  the  merchant  ships

AU  did  their  duty,  and  vied  with  each  otheriday 
and  nighty  whidi  ship  should  do  the  most  in  landing 
the  troops,  horses,,  and  stores. 

In  conoliisioo,  may  I  again  request  your  Lord- 
ship's notice  of  the  gallant  officers  who  have  given 
me  so  much  assistance  and  support  during  the  time 
I  have  been  it  ting  out  thePersinn  Gulf  Expediiicm  : 
— ^by  their  exertions,  nearly  10,000  persons,  with  all 
,  f  their  camp  equipage,  provisions,  guns,  and  stores, 

and  1,100  horses,  have  been  landed  on  the  sh^Hrea 
of  Persia,  without  the  slightest  Occident,  and,  with 
^  exception  ef  five  horses,  without  a  casualty  of 
aiiy  sort ;  and,  by  to-morrow  evening,  the  troops 
willf  have  their  tents  pitched,  cooking  things  ready, 
and  every  arrangement  to  give  them  comfort  aikd 
shelter  from  the  cold  weather  and  rains  of  the 
Ihnter.  The  Indian  Navy  being  a  service  of 
seniority  precludes  promotion,  and,  unlike  their 
brethren  of  the  army,  tliey  can  gain  nothing  of 
advancement  to  a  higher  rank,  but  if,  in  bringing  to 
the  notice  of  your  Lordship  in  Couacil  their  good  and 
meritorious  conduct  upon  this  as  well  as  every  other 
occasion,  I  have  tlie  good  ft)rtttne  to  render  a  service 
to  those  who  have  so  thoroughly  done  their  duty,  it 
will  be  a  source  of  the  greatest  gratification  to  me.

Jiesidency  in  the  Pernan  Gulf,  JBushire^ 

December  13,  1856. 
Sca^ — My  last  despatch  made  kmiwa  my  retire* 
meat  from  Buahire*     I  now  continue  the  report  of 
my  proceedings  to  the  present  date,  in  connection 
with  the  Expeditionary  force  in  this  ^ulC 

2.  Oo  the  29th  of  Noveniher,  a  detachment  of 
*M  fleet*  as  per  margin,*  first  hove  in  sight  of 
Boahire,  and  dispelled  the  prevailing  idea  that  the 
foree  would  not  qiut  the  shores  of  India.  This 
UusuMi  I  had  heen  able  to  maintain  perfect  to  the 
last  mooieoty  though  the  object  I  had  contemplated 
of  an  tmniediate  descent  on  the  coast  failed,  from 
the  fleet  being  scattered  in  various  parts  of  the 
Gulf.  It  was  not,  indeed,  until  the  6th  instant, 
that  they  were  sufficiently  collected  to  admit  of 
direel  operations  being  commenced;  but,  in  the 
meao  dme,  the  Island  of  Karrack  was  occupied,  and 
formed  into  a  military  dejidt,  as  reported  in  my 
despatch  to  Major-General  Stalker,  under  date  the 
4th  instant. 

3.  The  day  subsequent  to  the  arrival  of  the  first 
ships,  the  Governor  of  Bushire  wrote  to  me  officially 
on  the  subject  of  the  display  before  the  town ;  but, 
as  I  was  then  about  proceeding  to  meet  the  General 
some  miles  off  at  sea,  an  answer  to  his  inquiries  was 
debyed,  as  ahown  in  the  accompanying  letters.  On 
the  3rd  of  December,  the  Governor -General's 
proclamations  were  sent  to  him  officially,  with  the 
sanction  of  the  Major-General  commanding  the 
force.    To  these  there  was  no  reply. 

*  **  Vena/t  *'  steam-frigate,  towing  two  merchant  ehips, 
sad  eorretto  "  FaHdand." 
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4.  On  the  6th  instant,  the  fleet  moved  down  to 
Hallila  Bay,  which  Commodore  Ethersey  had  pro- 
nounced  the  heat  suited  for  the  debarkation  of  the 
force,  and  no  spot  could  have  been  better  selected. 
Dispositions  were  made  for  landing  the  force  on  the 
following  morning,  when  it  was  effected  in  admirable 
order,  though  not  unobserved  by  the  enemy,  small 
parties  of  whom  were  driven  from  their  lurking-* 
places  in  the  date  groves  by  the  fire  of  the  gan- 
boats,  and  well  directed  shot  from  the  steam*frigaie 
"  Ajdaha."* 
6.  Shortly  after  noon,  the  force  was  enabled  to 
.  advance  from  the  beach,  and  take  up  an  extended 

■  f         '  front  before  the  enemy,  seen  at  intervals  watching 

our  movements,  a  few  miles  in  advance.      Great 

difficulties,  however,  had  to  be  contended  with  in 

!  landing  the  Cavalry  horses  and  Artillery  equipnge, 

'  from  a  paucity  of  native  boats,  which  1  had  failed 

t  in  procuring  from  the  Arab  coasts,  owing  to  the 

j  impracticability   of  dealing    with    the    people    in 

I  moments  of  emergency  and  need.     These  difficul* 

I  ties  were,  however,  readily  surmounted  by  the  skill 

and  activity  of  the  Indian  naval  officers  and  men, 

whose  exertions  on  this  occasion  merit  the  highest 

praise.     These  exertions  were  fully  appreciated  by 

their  associates  in  arms,  not  less  active  in  thef> 

endeavours  to  get  at  the  enemy  with    the  least 

possible  delay. 

6.  Forty-eighty  hours  sufficed  to  put  the  troops 
in  motion  northward  ;  the  ships  of  war,  led  by  the 
Admiral,  odvancing  along  the  coast  to  their  sup- 
port. This  was  on  the  morning  of  the  9th >  and, 
by  noon,  the  enemy  were  observed  to  be  in  some 
force  in  the  village  of  Reshire.  Here,  amid  the- 
ruins  of  old  houses,  garden-walls,  anil  steep  ra- 
vines, they  occupied  a  formidable  position.  But, 
notwithstanding  their  firmness,  wall  after  wall  was

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yanaomitedy  and  finally  they  were  driTen  from 
their  last  defence  (the  old  fort  of  Reshire),  bor« 
deriog  on  the  cliffs  at  the  margin  of  the  sea.  rhis 
vaa  carried  at  the  point  of  the  bayonet,  the  enemy 
taen  only  flying  in  despair  down  the  cliffs,  where 
many  met  dieir  death  in  their  endeavours  to  escape 
throii^  the  ravines  of  the  south.  The  nature  of 
the  ground,  however,  rendered  pursuit  difficult  to 
the  Horse,  though  many  were  cut  up  in  a  chase  of 
some  distance.  Details  of  this  spirited  affair  will 
be  given  by  the  proper  officers.  I  shall,  therefore, 
merely  c»bserve,  that  the  enemy  received  at  first  a 
lesson  he  will  not  readily  forget,  for  the  tribe 
Suailies  of  Dashti  and  Tungestoon  comprising  its 
Tanks  are  regarded  as  the  most  brave,  as  well  as 
the  most  skilled,  in  the  defence  of  posts  like  Re- 
ikire^  where  regular  troops  cannot  work  with  full 
eSttL,  Brigadier  Stoj^ford,  C.B.,  met  his  death 
here,  and  other  loss  was  experienced.  The  wounded 
were  received  into  the  ships  the  same  evening,  and 
proTiaions  were  thrown  into  the  camp  from  seaward 
during  the  night. 

7.  It  had  been  agreed  upon  that  I  should  pro- 
ceed  in  person  to  the  town  of  Bushire  in  a  small 
steamer  with  a  flag  of  truce,  bearing  the  accom- 
panying copy  of  a  summons  to  surrender,  with  the 
terms  offered  to  the  garrison.  While  the  above 
was  enacting,  1  proceeded  on  this  errand  with  the 
buraane  object  also  of  receiving  such  of  the  mer- 
chants and  townspeople  as  might  be  desirous  of 
shelter  in  the  fleet.  This  was  quite  in  accordance 
with  the  wishes  of  the  Government  of  India  in 
regard  to  the  inhabitants  of  Bushire ;  and  the 
iMajor-General,  the  Admiral,  and  myself  were  in* 
daeed  to  believe  that  my  presence  near  them  might 
tend  to  avert  much  bloodshed.  In  this,  however, 
we  were  disappointed ;  for,  on  passing  through  the 
intricate  channel  leading  to  the  town,  two  batteries. 
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at  a  distance  of  500  yards,  opened  npon  the 
•*  Assyria,"  bearing^  the  flag  of  truce,  in  defiance 
of  all  usage  of  war.  Deeming  it  might  be  a  mis- 
take, I  caused  the  vessel  to  stop ;  but,  a  second  and 
a  third  shot  passing  close  to  us,  I  was  compelled 
to  retrace  my  steps,  and,  even  then,  two  more  ^nns 
were  discharged.  I  could  scarcely  account  for  this 
conduct,  having  taken  some  pains  to  explain  the 
meaning  of  a  (lag  of  truce,  in  the  event  of  warfare, 
before  quitting  the  town ;  but,  while  re1atin|r  the 
circumstance  to  Rear- Admiral  Sir  Henry  Leeke,  a 
fiag  of  truce  from  the  shore  was  reported,  and  the 
bearer  (Mirza  Ismail,  Collector  of  Customs  in  the 
town)  came  off  with  a  written  apology  from  the 
Governor,  who,  with  the  chief  officers  of  the  garri- 
son, were  stated  to  have  been  outside  of  the  walls 
]f  examining  into  the  condition  of  the  exterior  defences 

at  the  time :  every  regret  was  expressed ;  the  act 
was  attributed  to  the  ignorance  of  an  artilleryman, 
with  hopes  that  it  would  be  overlooked.  To  this 
the  Admiral  and  I  replied  that,  so  far  as  we  were 
personally  concerned,  we  were  willing  to  CT*edit  the 
„  statements  of  the  Governor  and  accept  the  apology, 

r  though  the  act  itself,  in  whatever  way  originating, 

*  must  stigmatise  the  Persian  Government  and  its 

t.  officers  in  the  eyes  of  all  civilised  States.     Mirza 

Ismail  returned  with  a  summons  to  the  shore. 

8.  While  this  was  going  on,  a  note  from  the 
Major-General  commanding  announced  his  inten- 
tion of  advancing  on  the  town  the  following 
morning,  and  the  Admiral  disposed  his  fleet  in 
order  of  battle,  for  first  dismantling  the  newly- 
erected  outworks,  and  then  moving  with  the  view 
to  breaching  the  south  wall  of  the  town.  The 
following  morning,  as  the  tide  served,  the  ships 
'  were  in  the  positions  assigned  them.  A  second 
flag  of  truce  had  come  off,  hedging  twenty-four 
hours'  delay,  but  this  was  promptly  rejected ;  and. 
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aTMffSo'dMk,  tfa* signal  was  Msted  to  «ngife* 
Sk«t  and  shell  were  atned  at  the  redoubt  oouch  ef 
the  tovD,  hot  fPith  little  ef ect,  owing  to  the  great 
range,  tbengh  eventaally  the  enemy,  aflaeii^led 
tiKrelo  oppoee  the  troops,  were  dislodged,  and  heat 
1  retreat  with  their  gons  into  the  town.  l*he  ships, 
is  the  VHaatiBe,  had  moved  upon  the  town,  nd 
ncfa  wis  the  ardoor  dispb  jed  to  get  el«se  in  to  the 
works,  that  every  ehip  was  Uid  agroand  at  the  tttm 
«f  high  water,  and  for  four  hours  contiooed  to 
caooooade  the  defeaeea,  which  were  aetiye  in 
Tephrmg  tlM  whole  time.  Many  of  their  guns, 
lioverer,  were  not  of  safficioBt  calibre  to  reach  the 
dups,  hilt  the  peraeverance  of  the  Persian  gnnners 
ia  firing  from  the  more  heavy  pieees  was  admired 
br  efery  one.  Their  shot  told  very  often  on  the 
ndU  of  the  <«  Victoria,"  "  Falkland,"  «'  Semiramis," 
sx^  **  Feroae,"  which  latter  veasels,  mder  Captain 
Ishn  Yoong  and  Cooimandor  James  Rennie  (if 
cMipsrisons  tm  admisaible  where  all  everted  theai- 
se]?et  dike)  had  the  posts  of  honor  for  the  day. 
I)«kails  of  the  aflhtr  it  is  mineoessary  for  me  to 
enter  upon.  It  will  suffice  for  ne  to  report  that, 
*wie  of  the  gma  being  silenced,  on  the  approach 
|)f  the  army  under  Major-General  Stalker,  C.B^  to 
(>reach  the  wall  on  the  gate  side  before  assault,  the 
Pen*an  flagstaff  was  felled  in  token  of  submission* 
^is  was  at  noon,  The  Persian  flag  has  since  been 
recovered  by  myself,  and  presented,  as  a  joint 
(rophv,  to  the  Chiefs  conducting  the  combined 
operations  in  this  expedition,  who,  with  every  officer 
^^  man  in  it,  whether  soldier  or  sailor,  have 
certainly  won  for  themselves  an  honorable  name. 

9.  After  surrender,  some  little  hesitation  was 
shown  on  the  part  of  the  Governor  and  garrison  to 
coroe  out  of  the  town ;  an  assuring  note,  coupled 
^ith  the  threat  of  an  assauk  in  half  an  hour,  was, 
howerer,  sent  in  by  a  freed  captive ;  and,  on  the 
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e&piration  of  tbe  time  that  officer  was  seen  issuing 
with  his  suite  from. the  gate.  I  moved  forward 
with  a  party  to  receive  and  conduct  him  to  head- 
quarters, where,  after  tendering  his  sword,  he  met 
I  .  with  a  gracious  reception  from  the  Major-General 

and  Rear- Admiral  commanding  the  forces.  Shortly 
afterwards,  the  Sirhang,  or  Lieutenant-Colonel  and 
Commandant,  submitted ;  the  entire  garrison  at  the 
same  time  laying  down  their  arms,  on  my  proceed- 
ing into  the  town  with  assurances  of  safety  from 
the  Major-General  Commanding-in-chief.  The 
British  colours  were  then  hoisted  at  4'30  p.  m.  on 
the  Residency  flagstaff,  by  Lieutenant  Clarlcson,  of 
the  Indian  ^avy,  the  troops  under  orders  to  garri- 
son the  town  moving  at  sunset  into  the  place. 

10.  Since  the  occupation,  I  have  been  engaged 
with  my  Assistant,  Lieutenant  Disbrowe,  in  giving 
confidence  to  the  townspeople,  securing  the  maga- 
zines, granaries,  and  other  public  stores,  endeavour- 
ing to  reopen  the  bazaars,  and  in  adopting  measures 
for  the  public  safety,  as  well  as  in  taking  steps  for 
obtaining  supplies.  Owing  to  the  distrust  naturally- 
prevailing  amongst  suspicious  people  quite  new  to 
us,  and  generally  ignorant  as  to  our  usages  and 
institutions,  we  have  some  difficulty  to  contend 
with.  Time,  however,  will  aid  to  dispel  fears,  to 
restore  confidence,  and  eventually,  I  hope,  secure 
to  us  all  we  require.  I  must  not  conceal,  however, 
that  our  chief  local  supplies  of  fresh  meat,  grain, 
&e^  must  be  drawn  from  fiusreh  and  Bagdad,  and 

r  t  boats  are  not  readily  procurable.     A  large  quantitv 

of  coal  should,  therefore,  be  stored  both  here  and 
at  Busreh,  for  the  use  of  steamers,  those  of  small 
size  being  best  adapted  for  this  service ;  they  should 
not  fail  us,  for,  in  any  case  to  ensure  cattle  living-, 
.  I  the  voyage  should  be  shortened  as  much  as  possible 

by  their  taking  boats  in  tow. 

11.  No  intelligence  of  any  kind  has  come   in 
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froBi  the  interior ;  but  I  may  be  able  to  glean  some 
is  a  few  days.  All  is,  however,  quiet  in  the  town 
and  districts  at  the  present  time. 

12«  I  beg  to  inclose  a  copy  of  a  Proclamation, 
with  appended  Articles,  which  forms  the  basis  of 
onr  futare  administration  in  these  tracts.  These 
win  doubtless  require  emendation  as  we  progress  in 
the  government  of  a  strange  people,  but  ihey  seem 
to  me  at  present  best  adapted  to  work  upon,  and 
have  accordingly  received  the  sanction  of  the 
Major-General  Command] ng-in -chief  of  the  Force.

nayiug  no  Meerzas  on  board  the  strange  vessel,  I 
was  compelled  to  defer  the  answer  until  the  present 
moment,  for  which  excuse  me.  I  must  now,  how- 
ever, inform  you  that  my  functions  in  connection 
with  Persia  have  ceased,  by  order  of  my  Govern- 
ment, and,  therefore,  it  will  remain  for  the  Sirdar 
himself  to  reply  to  the  purport  of  your  note.

Aoxiofis  to  flmve  Bushire  from  the  horrors  of  wars 
ud  to  give  to  its  non-oonbatants,  women  and 
cbldreo,  ample  time  to  escape  from  its  wallsi  the 
Sirdar  General  Sahib,  and  the  Sirdar  Admiral  Sahib, 
commaodin^  the  Englisli  eombioed  military  and 
caTtl  forces  before  the  tovii«  have,  to  the  present 
tiiBe,  refrained  from  bombarding  it ;  otherwise,  the 
'-o^erful  ships  of  the  British  Government  could 
ate  laid  it  in  ashes  in  the  short  space  of  two  hours. 
The  dictates  of  humanity  having  therefore  been 
^  mpUed  with|  they  will  no  longer  delay,  unless  the 
Guremor,  seeing  the  inutility  of  opposition,  pru- 
^^3tlT  surrender  the  town  into  their  hands.

£t  sunrise  to  coosid^  his  position,  when,  should  he 
determine  on  surrender,  the  topmast  of  the  Persian 
Guremment  flagstaff  at  the  Chetar  Boorj  must  be 
'track  as  the  sij^al  of  submission. 

The  Sirdar  General  Sahib,  and  the  Sirdar  Admiral 
^;^ib,  commanding,  &c.,  offer  the  following  condi- 
'  03S,  in  case  of  nonn^stanoe  and  honorable  capi* 
'uiatioD : — 

Private  property  of  all  descriptioBS,  including 
'i veiling  houses  will  be  scrupulously  respected  ;  but 
[ublic  property  of  every  kind,  with  the  contents  of 
^uuiries,  magazines,  and  public  bnildings,  including 
snns,  ammunition,  and  public  treasure,  must  be 
trans^ferred,  with  official  lists,  into  their  hands. 

The  worship  of  Almighty  God,  according  to  the 
dictates  of  conscience,  is  tolerated  by  English  law. 
All  vecu  and  denominations,  therefore,  will  be  free 
Ja  the  exercise  of  their  religious  rights,  and  will  be 
■ 'Otected  against  the  least  molestation. 

Th(?  troops  forming  the  garrison,  and  all  other 
armed  retainers  of  the  Persian  Government,  will  be 
aWed  to  march  out  of  the  lowu-gate  with  the  full 
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honours  of  war, — ^that  is,  with  drums  beating',  flags 
flying,  &c.,  after  which  ther  will  pile  arms  imme- 
diately under  the  wall,  left  and  right  of  the  gate, 
and  deposit  all  military  equipments,  before  becoming- 
prisoners  of  war.  llie  superior  officers  will  then 
approach  and  surrender  their  swords  in  token  of 
submission.  All  captives  of  war,  if  not  set  free, 
will  receive  honorable  treatment,  clothing,  and 
food,  agreeably  to  the  usages  of  civilized  nations, 
which  admit  of  the  superior  officers  being  abroad  on 
"  parole." 

The  British  Government  wars  not  with  peaceful 
citizens  and  unarmed  men.  It  fights  only  against 
the  State.  All  such  are  protected  in  life  and  pro« 
perty»  and  in  the  exercise  of  their  religious  observ- 
ances, under  mild  British  rule.  For  these  classes 
conditions  are  unnecessary. 

Such  are  the  terms  without  evasion.  If  accepted 
by  the  display  of  the  proposed  signal,  peace  will 
continue  at  Bushire :  if  rejected,  war,  on  the  expi- 
ration of  the  time  named.

The  British  colours  were  hoisted  at  the  Residency 
ia^iaff  in  the  town  at  4.30  p.m.,  the  topmast  of 
Hii  Majesty  the  Shah  of  Persia's  flagstaff  having 
been  felled  in  token  of  submission. 

Tnis  occupation  of  Boshire,  on  the  main  land  of 
'')e  Persian  territories,  was  announced  officially  this 
jij,  with  a  salute  of  twenty-one  g^ns  from  the 
^eet,  the  ships  being  dressed  in  the  usual  form. 

GOD  SAVE  THE  QUEEN.

With  reference  to  the  above  Proclamation,  the 
town  of  Bushire  is  declared  to  be  a  military  post, 
coder  British  rule,  and,  for  the  present,  subject  to 
tbe  operations  of  martial  law.  All  parties,  there- 
fare,  liTing  under  British  protection,  are  warned  of 
the  bad  consequences  of  trespassing  upon  the  rights 
of  indiTiduals,  or  in  aiding  or  abetting  others  in 
•iesigns  against  the  State. 

2.  The  port  of  Bushire  is  declared  free  from  all 
daties  until  further  notice. 

3.  Warlike  stores  of  every  description,  comin? 
ioder  the  denomination  of  contraband  of  war,  will 
be  seised  and  confiscated;  as  also  wines,  beers, 
spirituous  liquors,  which  are  pronounced  unsaleable 
in  the  town  or  districts  without  especial  license. 

4.  All  other  articles,  whether  for  consumption 
or  trade,  may  be  imported  or  exported  at  will. 

5.  The  traffic  in  slaves  is  abolished.  Newly- 
imported  negroes  of  every  age  and  sex  will  be 
&etzed,  and  set  free. 

6.  Parties  desirous    of    settling    here   will    be 
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permitted,  so  long  as  they  continue  to  live  peaceably 
in  recognition  of  British  law 

7.  Wearing  arms,  except  by  the  military  and 
police,  is  declared  unlawful.  Weapons  will  therefore 
be  seized  wherever  found.  Parties  coming  in  from 
the  sea,  or  from  the  country,  such  as  muleteers, 
Arab  seamen,  or  travellers  in  pursuit  of  peaceful 
occupation,  are  required  only  to  deposit  their  arms 
at  the  bunders  or  at  the  gate.  They  will  be 
restored  again  on  quitting  the  town. 

8.  All  parties  living:  under  the  protection  of  the 
British  Government  may  pursue  their  lawful  occu- 
pation without  let  or  hindrance ;  and  the  free 
worship  of  Almighty  God,  according  to  eonr cience, 
is  tolerated  by  British  law.  Let  none,  therefore, 
fear  oppression  on  account  of  religious  opinions. 

9.  Petty  crimes  and  misdemeanours  aro  punish- 
able in  conformity  with  camp  and  garrison  usages ; 
but  graver  offences  must  be  referred  for  the  deci- 
sion of  the  M ajor-General  Commanding  the  Expe- 
ditionary Force.

Rear' Admiral  Sir  Henry  Leeke  to  the  Governor 
of  Bombay^  dated  Boinbay,  December  29, 1 856. 

(Extract.) 

I  left  the  anchorage  on  the  evening  of  the  16th 
instant,  and  on  bauUng  in  towards  Lingah,  a  small 
fortified  town  belonging  to  an  Arab  tribe,  and  under 
tie  dominion  of  the  Shah  of  Persia,  1  received  in< 
formation  of  an  army  of  5,000  Persian  troops  being 
in  the  neighbourhood  under  a  General  named  Moos- 
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taffah  Koolie  Khan  Ameerie  Panj,  on  the  road  to 
Bushire. 

I  kept  close  along  shore,  and,  at  noon  of  the  1 9th 
instant  saw  them  encamped  between  two  date 
groves,  on  a  commanding  situation,  about  200  yards 
from  the  beach,  with  their  Artillery,  six  guns 
(apparently  14-poander8)  in  their  front;  and  between 
them  and  the  shore  was  a  covered  way.  I  hauled 
close  in,  and  anchored  this  ship  with  a  spring  on  her 
cable  in  3)-  fathoms  water,  about  1,200  yards  from 
them,  and  commenced  action,  which  they  instantly 
returned  with  a  steady  fire,  the  troops  drawn  up  in 
line,  their  tents  in  the  rear. 

A  spirited  fire  was  kept  up  on  both  sides  for 
about  thirty-five  minutes,  when,  their  guns  being 
silenced,  the  Persian  army  retreated  in  great  con- 
fusion, leaving  their  tents,  guns,  and  killed  and 
wounded  behind ;  the  shot  and  shell  from  this  ship 
following  them  and  cutting  off  a  great  many  men, 
horses,  and  camels,  and  de8tro3nng  their  camp 
equipage.  I  gave  them  a  parting  shell  or  two,  and 
having  gained  my  object  of  making  them  change 
their  grcmnd,  I  got  under  weigh  and  stood  for  the 
anchorage  at  Bassadore. 

I  have  to  offer  my  best  thanks  to  Acting  Com- 
mander Adams,  the  Second  Captain  of  this  ship, 
who  from  his  knowledge  of  the  coast  placed  her  so 
close  to  the  enemy,  and  to  Captain  Jenkins,  my 
first  Captain,  the  officers,  and  ship's  company,  for 
their  steady  conduct  during  the  time  we  were 
engaged  with  the  enemy.

3rdly.  To  the  Commanders  and  Crews  of  the 
several  expeditions  which  originated  in  the 
zeal  and  humanity  of  Her  Majesty's  subjects. 
4thly.  To  persons  who  have  served  in  the  several 
land  expeditions,  whether  equipped  by  Her 
Majesty's  Government,  by  the  Hudson's  Bay 
Company,  or  from  private  resources.

Majesty's  Consul •Greneral  at  Hamburgh,  enclosing 
copy  of  an  ordinance  recently  issued  by  the  Han- 
seatic  Government,  containing  the  following  regu- 
lations respecting  the  performance  of  quarantine 
at  Cuxhaven. 

Sect.  2. — All  vessels  arriving  from  the  Black 
Sea,  the  ports  and  islands  of  Turkey  (excepting 
those  situated  on  the  shores  of  the  Adriatic  Sea), 
Asia  Minor,  Syria,  the  North  Coast  of  Africa, 
eastward  of  Algiers,  and  the  West  Coast  of  Africa, 
northward  of  Cape  Town,  as  far  as  the  Straits  of 
Gibraltar,  shall  be  placed  in  quarantine  before 
they  are  permitted  to  sail  up  the  River  Elbe,  or 
hold  communication  with  the  shore,  or  any  vessdi 
except  the  pilot  boat. 

Also,  vessels  shall  be  placed  in  quarantine  on 
board  of  which,  within  the  last  eight  days  of  the 
voyage,  cases  of  suspicious  disease  or  death  have 
occurred. 

Sect.  3.— .In  exceptional  cases  vessels  shall  also 
be  placed  in  quarantine  that  arrive  from  ports 
which,  on  account  of  dangerous  and  contagious 
diseases  that  may  have  broken  out  there,  have  been 
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declared  xnfectioiiB  for  a  time  bj  order  of  the 
Senate. 

Sect.  4. — ^AU  yesselfl  that  in  conformity  with 
tbe  enactments  of  Sects.  2  and  3  shall  be  placed 
ia  quarantine,  shall  not  be  permitted  to  sail  up  the 
rir^,  or  to  cast  anchor  without  having  hoisted 
the  qoarantine  flag.  This  flag  shall  be  a  green 
t^^ag  about  two  yards  square;  to  be  hoisted  at  the 
foremast.  Vessels  that  have  no  such  flag  on  board 
shall  hoist  a  yellow  flag  or  eventually  their 
national  flag  at  the  foremast.  The  pilots  shatt 
take  care  that  this  order  is  duly  attended  to. 

All  communication  with  vessels  hoisting  the 
quarantine  flag  is  prohibited  under  penalties 
according  to  circumstances. 

Persons  who  violate  this  prohibition  shall  like- 
wise be  treated  as  if  belonging  to  vessels  placed  in 
quarantine. 

Sect.  5. — The  master  and  mate  of  such  vessdft 
as,  in  conformity  with  Sects.  2  and  3,  are  to  be 
placed  in  quarantine  shall  answer  in  writing,  and 
on  their  oaths^  the  questions  that  are  stated  in  the 
appendix ;  for  which  purpose  the  pilot  will 
furnish  them  with  a  printed  paper.  This  paper 
with  tbe  answers  and  tiie  clean  bill  of 
health,  in  case  the  master  is  in  possession  of  such, 
s'hall  be  delivered  to  the  officer  of  quarantine,  who, 
if  possible,  shaU  board  the  vessel  sailing  up  the 
river.  This  officer  is  authorized,  in  case  no  sus- 
picions death  has  occurred  within  the  last  eight 
days  of  the  voyage  on  board  of  vessels  arriving 
from  ports  which,  in  conformity  with  Sect.  2,  or 
in  conformity  with  Sect.  8,  have  been  declared 
suspicions,  and  in  case  no  suspicious  disease 
prevails  on  board  of  such  vessels,  and  the  answers 
to  the  questions  are  regarded  as  satisfactory,  to 
sign  at  once  a  certificate  entitling  the  vessel  to 
pratique. 
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Sect.  6.— In  case  tho  officer  of  quarantine  has 
not  been  able  to  board  the  vessel  sailing  up  thd 
riycTy  or  in  case  he  should  hesitate  to  admit  her 
to  pratique,  then  such  vessels  shall  cast  anchor  in 
the  Roads  of  Cuxhaven. 

In  the  latter  case,  particularly  if  a  death  has 
occurred  within  the  time  mentioned  in  Sect.  5,  or 
if  a  suspicious  disease  prevails  on  board,  a  me- 
dical examination  shall  be  instituted  by  the  qua* 
rantine  physician. 

Should  the  physician  consider  the  death  that 
has  occurred,  or  the  disease  that  may  prevail,  in 
no  way  suspicious,  then  the  vessel  shall  imme- 
diately be  admitted  to  pratique. 

But  should  the  physician  not  consider  this  to  be 
the  case,  then  the  vessel  shall  lie  in  the  roads, 
and  no  communication  with  the  shore  or  other 
vessel  shall  be  permitted,  and  a  report  shall  forth- 
with be  sent  to  the  bailiff,  who,  eventually,  under 
instructions  from  the  Senate,  will  decide  upon 
further  measures. 

In  case  there  should  be  symptoms  of  a  dan- 
gerous infectious  disease,  such  as  the  plague  or 
the  yellow  fever,  then  the  vessel-  shall  be  taken 
from  the  roads  to  the  quarantine  station. 

In  uncertain  cases,  the  vessel  shall  remain 
under  surveillance  for  a  shorter  or  longer  period 
according  to  circumstances,  and  eventually,  other 
competent  persons  shall  be  consulted. 

With  reference  to  the  disenfection  of  the  pilot 
who  has  been  on  board,  the  quarantine  physician 
shall  direct  what  measures  are  necessary  to  be 
taken. 

SscT.  7.— Vessels  that  arrive  from  ports  men- 
tioned in  Sects.  2  and  3,  but  have  touched  at 
other  European  ports  where  they  have  been  ad- 
mitted to  pratique,  shall,  on  satisfactory  proof  of 
the  same  being  given,  be  cleared  at  once.

Whereas,  by    an    Order  of  Her  Majesty    in 
Council    ''for  the  government  of  Her  Majesty^s 
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"sobjecia,  being  within  the  dominions  of  the 
''£mperor  of  China,  or  being  within  any 
"  ship  or  vessel  at  a  distance  of  not  more  than  a 
"'  handred  miles  from  the  coast  of  China,"  bearing 
iate  the  thirteenth  daj  of  June,  one  thousand 
eight  handred  and  fifty- three,  Her  Majesty  was 
pleased,  amongst  odier  things,  to  order  that  if  any 
pirty  chaiged  with  an  offence  committed  against 
^^e  treaties,  or  rules  and  regulations  therein 
referred  to,  should  escape  or  remove  from  the 
coosaUr  district  within  which  such  offence  was 
committed,  and  should  be  found  within  another 
<^3alar  diStrict,  it  should  be  jawfol  for  the 
t'onsol  within  whose  district  the  party  should  be 
-ound  to  proceed  against  him  in  the  same  manner 
^?  if  the  offence  iiad  been  committed  within  'suck 
Uirict :  And  whereas,  in  and  by  the  >6aid  Order 
m  Council,  provision  was  made  for  the  manner  in 

^ch  British  sobjects,  convicted  of  crimes  and 
'  'fences  committed  within  the  dominions  of  the 
tmperor  of  China,  or  being  required  and  being 
-oable,  or  wilfully  omitting,  to  give  sufficient 
^Tority  to  keep  the  peace,  or  to  find  security  for 
^■ieir  good  behaviour,  might  be  sent  out  of  the 
'iomimons  of  the  Emperor  of  China  to  the  colony 
'  >*  Hong  Kong,  -and  also  for  the  manner  in  which 
t.^ie  expenses  of  so  sending  such  persons  to  the 
^4id  colony  of  Hong  Kong  should  be  defrayed  : 
And  whereas,  it  is  expedient  to  make  further 
•  roTision  in  respect  of  the  matters  aforesaid  : 

I- — Now,  therefore,  in  pursuance  of  the  several 
Acts  of  Parliament  in  the  said  Order  in  Council 
^t  the  thirteenth  day  of  June,  one  thousand  eight 
handred  and  fifty-three,  recited  and  referred  to, 
&>id  in  execution  of  the  powers  thereby  in  Her 
ilajesty  in  Council  vested.  Her  Majesty  is  pleased, 
»itii  the  advice  of  Her  rrivy  Council,  to  order, 
aad  doth  hereby  order,  tliat  the  Chief  Superin- 


tendent  or  Consul  within  whose  jorisdictioii  any 
partj  charged  with  having  committed  anj  oflfenco 
against  such  treaties,  or  such  rules  or  regulations 
as  aforesaid,  and  who  shall  have  escaped  or 
removed  from  the  consular  district  within  which, 
such  offence  was  committed,  shall  be  found,  xnaj 
lawfully,  if  such  Chief  Superintendent  or  Consul 
shall  think  fit,  cause  such  party  to  be  taken  into 
custody,  and  sent  back  to  the  consular  district 
from  which  he  shall  so  have  escaped  or  removed, 
to  be  there  dealt  with  according  to  the  provisions 
of  the  said  Order  in  Council  of  the  thirteenth  day 
of  June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fif^j- 
three. 

IL — ^And  it  is  further  ordered,  that  all  removals 
whatsoever  of  prisoners  or  other  parties  from  or 
to  the  said  colony  of  Hong  Kong,  or  from  or  to 
any  port  or  place  in  China,  under  the  authority 
of  the  said  Order  in  Council  of  the  thirteenth  day 
of  June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty- 
three,  shall  be  effected,  and  the  expenses  of  all 
such  removals  shall  be  defrayed  in  like  manner 
as  by  Articles  20,  21,  22,  and  23,  of  the  said 
Order  in  Council  of  the  thirteenth  day  of  June, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-three,  is 
provided  with  respect  to  the  embarking,  conveying, 
delivering,  commitment,  and  expenses  of  persons 
deported  under  the  authority  of  the  said  Articles 
respectively,  so  far  as  the  provisions  thereof 
respectively  shall  be  applicable  to  the  circum- 
stances of  each  particular  case. 

IIL — And  it  is  further  ordered,  that  this  Order 
shall  be  read  and  construed  with  and  as  being  a 
part  of  the  said  Order  in  Council  of  the  thirteenth 
day  of  June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
fifty-three, 

IV. — And  it  is  further  ordered  that  this  Order 
shall  take  effect  from  and  after  the  thirtieth  day 
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of  Aprily  one  tbooaand  eight  hundred  and  fifty*

BoDVABi,  Fliktshibs. — Li  the  parish  church 
and  within  three  yards  thereof,  and  in  the  rest 
of  the  churchyard^  except  in  graves  not  less  than 
five  feet  deep  ;  and  it  is  further  ordered,  that 
no  grave  previously  buried  in  be  reopened 
unless  free  from  undecom posed  remains,  nor 
except  to  bury  another  of  the  same  family. 
Mou>. — In  the  parish  churchy  and  in  Pant' 
bljfdden  Chapel  of  Ease ;  and  also  (except  in 
now  existing  family  vaults  and  walled  graves  in 
which  each  coffin  shall  be  imbedded  in  charcoal 
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and  separatelj  entombed  in  an  air-tight  manner^

Burial-ground,  within  three  yards  of  all  dwell- 
ing-houses ;   and  from  and  after  the  first  day  of 
December,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty- 
seTCo  (with  the  exception  of  now  existing  vaults 
and  brick  graves),  in  the  parish  churchyard,  and 
in  the  burial  grounds  of  the  Independent,  Bap' 
tut.  Unitarian,  and  Wesleyan  Chapels,      And 
it  is    further  ordered,   that  the  above-nsmed 
vaults    and    brick    graves    be    used    only    on 
the   following    conditions    viz.:     that,    when 
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required,  they  be    opened  without  disturbiDg 
soil    that  has   been   already  buried    in;    that 
each  coffin  be  imbedded  in  a  layer  of  powdered

Burial-grounds.     Willenhall. — In  the  parish 
churchyard  from  and  after  the  first  of  March, 
one  thousand  eight   hundred  and  fifty-seven, 
except  in  now  existing  vaults  and  walled  graves 
which  can  be  opened  without  the  disturbance  of 
soil  that  has  been  buried   in,  in  which  each 
coffin  shall  be  imbedded  in  powdered  charcoal 
and  separately  entombed  in  an  air  tight  manner.

Houses  of  Parliameni,  on  Tuesday^  February  3, 

1857. 

My  Lords^  and  Crentiefken,  . 

WE  are  C(miiiianded  to  assure  you,  that  Her 
Majestj  has  great  satisfaction  in  recurring  again 
to  the  advice  and  assistance  of  Her  Parliament. 

We  are  commanded  by  Her  Majesty  to  inform 
jou,  that  difficulties  which  arose  in  regard  to  some 
of  the  provisions  of  the  Treaty  of  Paris  delayed 
the  complete  execution  of  the  stipulations  of  that 
treaty. 

Those  difficulties  have  been  overcome  in  a  satis* 
factory  manner,  and  the  intentions  of  the  treaty 
have  been  fully  maintained. 

An  insurrectionary  movement  which  took  place 
in  September  last  in  the  Swiss  canton  of  Nea- 
chatel,  for  the  purpose  of  re-establishing  in  that 
canton  the  authority  of  the  King  of  Prussia  as 
Prince  of  Neuchatel,  led  to  serious  diffiarences  be- 
tween His  Prussian  Majesty  and  the  Swiss  Con* 
federation,  threatening  at  one  time  to  disturb  the 
general  peace  of  Europe.  But  Her  Miqesty 
commands  us  to  inform  you,  that,  in  concert  with 
Her  august  Ally  the  Emperor  of  the  French,  she 
is  endeavouring  to  bring  about  an  amicable  set- 
tlement of  the  matters  in  dispute,  and  Her  Miyeaty 
entertains  a  confident  expectation  that  an  honour^ 
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able  and  satisfactory  arrangement  will  be  oon- 
daded.  , 

In  consequence  of  certain  discussions  which 
took  place  during  the  conferences  at  Paris,  and 
which  are  recorded  in  the  protocols  that  were  laid 
before  jou,  Her  Mi^esty  and  the  Emperor  of  the 
French  caused  communications  to  be  made  to  the 
Government  of  the  King  of  the  Two  Sicilies,  for 
tbe  purpose  of  inducing  him  to  adopt  a  course  of 
policj  calculated  to  avert  dangers  which  might 
distarb  that  peace  wliich  had  so  recently  been 
restored  to  Europe.

with  His  Sicilian  Majesty,  and  they  have  aocord- 
mgly  withdrawn  their  missions  from  the  Court  of 
Naples. 

Her  Majesty  has  directed  that  papers  relating 
to  this  subject  shall  be  laid  before  you. 

Her  Majesty  commands  us  to  inform  you,  that 
she  has  been  engaged  in  negotiations  with  the 
Government  of  the  United  States,  and  also  with 
the  Government  of  Honduras,  which  she  trusts 
^  be  successful  in  removing  all  cause  of  misun- 
ckrstanding  with  respect  to  Centrul  America. 

Her  Majesty  has  concluded  a  treaty  of  friend- 
^ip  and  commerce  with  Siam,  which  will  be  laid 
before  you. 

Her  Majesty  commands  us  to  express  to  you 
Her  r^ret  that  the  conduct  of  the  Persian  Govern- 
ment has  led  to  hostilities  between  Her  Mfgesty 
and  the  Shah  of  Persia.

other  cause  which  makes  said  entry  involuntary  on 
the  part  of  those  controlling  the  said  vessel,  shall 
be  and  the  same  are  hereby  declared  from  and 
after  the  passing  of  this  Act,  exempt  from  the 
operation  of  an  Act  entitled  '*  An  Act  more 
effectually  to  prevent  free  negroes  and  other 
persons  of  colour  from  entering  into  this  State, 
and  for  other  purposes,"  passed  on  the  19th  day

of  the  city  or  town  ;  and  such  bonds  shall  be  de- 
posited with  such  mayor  or  chief  municipal  officer,

4.— That  it  shall  be  the  dutj  of  the  sheriff 

of  the  district  in  which  such  port  is  situated,  on 

the  arrival  of  any  such  vessel  as  aforesaid,  to  go 

on  board  the  same,   and  ascertain  whether    the 

above  provisions  have  been  complied  with,  and  in 

case  he  shall  find  that  such  requisitions  have  not 

been  complied  with,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  receive

THE  Qneen  has  been  f^ciooaly  pleased  to 
ti^ify  Her  intention  to  confer  the  Decoration 
of  the  Victoria  Cross  on  the  undermentioned 
Ol&oers  and  Itfen  of  Her  Majesty's  Navy  and 
Marines,  and  Officers,  Non-oomtnissioned  Officers, 
and  Men  of  Her  Majesty*8  Army,  who  have  been 
reeom  mended  to  Her  Majesty  for  that  Decoration, 
— ^in  accordance  with  the  rules  laid  down  in  Her 
Majesty's  Warrant  of  the  20th  of  January,  1856 — 
on  account  of  acts  of  bravery  performed  by  them 
before  the  Enemy  during  the  late  War,  as  re- 
corded against  their  sevenu  names^  viz.  :^ 

ROYAL  NAVY,  &c. 

Cecil  William  Buckley,  Commander.  —  Lord 
Lyons  reports  that  —  *'  Whilst  serving  as  junior 
Lieutenant  of  the  '  Miranda,'  tliis  Officer  landed  in 
presence  of  a  superior  force,  and  set  fire  to  the  Russian 
stores  at  Genitchi ;"  and  '*  he  also  performed  a  simi- 
lar dmperaie  service  at  Taganrog.' 

The  iirst  service  referred  to  occurred  after  the 
shelling  of  the  town  of  Genitchi,  on  the  29th  May, 
1 855«  After  mentioning  that  the  stores  were  in  a 
▼ery  fsTourable  position  for  supplying  the  Russian 
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Army,  &nd  tliat,  therefore,  their  destmction  was  of 
the  utmost  importance.  Captain  Lyons  writea  : 
"  Lieutenant  Cecil  W.  Buckley,  Lieutenant  Hugh 
T.  Burgoyne,  and  Mr.  John  Roberts,  jauntier,  Tulua- 
teered  to  land  alone,  and  fire  tlie  stores,  which  offer 
I  accepted,  knowing  the  imminent  risk  there  would 
be  in  landing  a  party  in  presence  of  such  a  superior 
force,  and  out  of  gun-shot  of  the  ships.  This  very 
dangerous  service  they  most  gallantly  performed, 
narrowly  escaping  the  Cussacka,  who  all  but  cut 
them  off  from  their  hont." 

(D.-apatch  TrotD  Ad  niral  Lord  Lyons,  2nd  June, 
1655,  No.  41D.) 

The  second  volunteerservice  was  performed  while 
the  town  of  Taganrog  was  being  bombarded'  by  the 
boats  of  the  Fleet,  and  is  thus  recorded  by  Captain 
Lyons  : — "  Lieutrnant  Cecil  Buckley,  in  a  four- 
oared  gig,  accompanied  by  Mr,  Henry  Cooper, 
Boatswain,  and  manned  by  Toluoteers,  repeatedly 
landed  and  fired  the  different  stores  and  Govern- 
ment building.  This  dangerous,  not  to  say  despe* 
rate  service  (carried  out  in  a  town  containing  up- 
wards of  3,0i'0  troops,  constantly  endeavouring  to 
prevent  it,  and  only-  checked  by  the  fire  of  the 
boats'  gunsi,  was  most  effectually  perrotmed."

Hugh  Talbot  Burgoyne,  Commander.  —  Lo/d 
Lyons  writes :  "  As  Senior  Lieutenant  of  the 
'Swallow,'  this  Officer  landed  with  Lientoiiant 
Buckley,  nnd  Mr.  J.  Rnberts,  Qunner,  in  presence 
of  a  superior  force,  and  set  fire  to  the  stores  at 
Genitchi,  a  service  of  imminent  rUk.' 

(Des|>atch  from  Admiral  Lord  Lyons,  2nd  June, 
1855,  No.  419.) 

N.B. — This  service  has  been  previously  described 
in  the  preceding  notice  of  Lieutenant  Buckley's 
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Jobn  Roberts,  Oanner. — This  Warrant  Officer 
landed  with  Lieutenants  Backlej  and  Burgoyne  at 
Genttchi,  in  presence  of  a  superior  force,  and  set 
file  to  the  Stores,  a  service  of  imminent  risk.

Henry  Cooper,  Boatswain.  —  Performed  the 
desperate  service  of  landing  at  Taganrog  in  pros3nce 
of  a  large  force,  to  set  fire  to  the  Government  Stores. 
See  preceding  Memoir  of  Commander  Backley. 

(Admiral  Lord  Lyons'  Despatch,  6th  June,  1855 
No.  429.) 

Joseph  Trewayas,  Seaman. — *^  Particularly  men- 
tioned as  having  cnt  the  hawsers  of  the  floating  bridge 
in  the  Straits  of  Genitchi,  under  a  heavy  fire  of 
musketry,  on  which  occasion  he  was  wounded." 
This  service  was  performed  by  the  crews  of  the 
Captain's  gig,  and  of  one  of  the  paddle-box  boats 
of  the  ^*  Beagle,"  under  a  heavy  fire  of  musketry  at 
about  a  distance  of  eighty  yards ;  the  beach  being 
completely  lined  with  troops,  and  the  adjacent 
houses  filled  with  Riflemen.  Josepli  Trewavas  is 
especially  mentioned  in  the  despatches  as  having 
been  the  person  who  cut  the  hawser. 

(Despatch  from  Admiral  Lord  Lyons  of  1 0th 
July,  1855,  No.  546.) 

Joseph  Kellaway,  Boatswain. — "Whilst  Boat- 
swain of  the  ^Wrangler,'  in  the  Sea  of  Azoff,  was 
taken  prisoner  after  a  stout  resislanc^^  whilst  endea- 
vouring to  rescue  Mr.  Odevaine,  Mate.'* 

This  g-illant  service  was  performed  on  shore  near 
MarionpoL  A  detachment,  consisting;  of  Mr.  Ode- 
vaine, 3fate;  Mr.  Kellaway,  Boatswain;  and 
three  S.'amen,  had  been  dispatched  from  the 
*' Wrangler"  to  endeavour  to  burn  some  boats, 
fishing  stations,   and  hay-stacks,  on  the  opposite 
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side  of  a  small  Uke.  They  had  nearly  reached 
the  spot,  when  they  were  fired  upon  by  a  party  of 
fifty  RuBsian  goldiers,  who  suddenly  rushed  m>tn 
their  ambiisli,  aod  endeaTOurud  to  cut  oflf  tbeir 
retreat.  One  man  f<^ll  into  the  enemy's  hands, 
but  Mr.  Kellavray,  and  the  two  other  Beamen,  had 
contrived  to  make  good  their  escape,  when 
Mr.  Odevaine  accidentally  fell.  Kellaway,  appa- 
rently imapning  him  to  be  wounded,  without  a 
moment's  licsitatton  returned  to  his  rescue,  risking 
his  own  life  to  succour  his  Commandinj;  Officer. 
Unfortunntely,  while  lifting  up  Mr.  Odevaiue, 
they  were  surrounded  by  the  enemy,  and,  notwith- 
standing a  j;  all  ant  but  hopeless  resistance  by 
Mr,  Kellaway,  they  were  both  made  prisoners. 
Commsnder  Burgoyne,  who  has  furnished  these 
particulars,  observes,  "  I  was  myself  an  observer  of 
the  zeal,  gnllnntry,  and  self-devotion  that  charac- 
terized Mr.  Kellaway's  conduct."

Georije  Fiott  Day.  Commander. — ^With  great 
enterprise  and  gallantry,  landed,  and  Baccessfullr 
carried  out  a  reconnoissance,  within  the  enemy  a 
lines  at  Genitchi. 

This  service  was  performed  by  Commander  Day, 
with  the  view  of  ascertainin;;  the  practicability* 
of  reaching  the  enemy's  gnn-vcsjels,  which  lay 
within  the  Straits  of  Genitchi,  close  to  the  town. 
It  was  perfiinned  by  Commander  Day  alone  on  a 
dark  but  fine  night,  with  tlio  assistance  of  a 
pocket-cumpnsj. 

After  traversing  four  or  five  miles  of  low 
swampy  ground,  occasionally  up  to  his  knees  in 
water,  he  at  length  advanced  to  within  about  20O 
yardd  of  tlie  vessels.  Prom  the  perfect  silence  on 
tioard  them,  it  was  his  conviction  that  they  were 
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without  crewa,  aod  when  he  returned,  it  was  with 
the  full  impression  that  the  expedition  was  » 
feasible  one.  This  opinion,  however,  he  was 
bduoed  to  change  on  the  foUowinj^^  day,  in  conse- 
quence of  the  increasing  activity  which  wa» 
apparent  in  the  direction  of  the  vessels^  and  there- 
fore he  determined  on  making  a  second  visit  to  the 
spot.  On  this  occasion  the  night  was  a  squally  one, 
and  the  jonmey  longer  and  more  difficult  than 
before.  On  reaching  the  spot,  finding  the  vessels 
manned,  and  their  crews  apparently  on  the  alert, 
he  decided  that  any  attempt  to  surprise  them  was 
out  of  the  question.

N.B.  —  It  was  while  attempting  a  reconnoissance 
on  the  same  ground,  that  Captain  L'Allemand,  of 
the  French  steam^Tessel  **  Mouette,"  lost  his  life. 

John  Edmund  Coromerell,  Commander. — "When 
commanding  the  ^Weser,'  in  the  Sea  of  Azoff, 
crossed  the  Isthmus  of  Arabat,  and  destroyed  large 
Quantities  of  forage  on  the  Crimean  shore  of  the 
Sivash." 

This  enterprise  was  performed  by  Commander 
Commerell,  at  nighty  accompanied  by  William 
Kickard.  Qnartennaster,  and  George  Milestone, 
A.B.  Having  hauled  their  small  bont  across  the 
Spit  of  Arabat,  they  traversed  the  Sivash  to  the 
Crimean  shore  of  the  Putrid  Sea.  The  magazine 
of  com,  of  which  they  were  in  search,  lay  about 
two  miles  and  a-half  off,  and  to  reach  it  they  had 
to  ford  two  rivers,  the  Kara-su  and  the  Salghir. 
The  forage  and  com,  amounting  to  400  tons,  were 
stacked  on  the  banks  of  the  latter  river,  in  the 
vicinity  of  a  guard-house^  and  close  to  from  twenty 
to  thirty  mounted  Cossacks,  who  were  encamped  in 
the  neighbouring  Tillage.  Commander  Cominerell 
and  his  two  compamona  contrived  to  igmte  the 
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fuard,  who  pursued  them  to  the  shore  with  a 
e&vy  fire  of  musketry,  and  very  Dearly  succeeded 
in  taking  them  prisoners.

William  Bickard,  Quartermaster — "  Accompa* 
nied  his  Commander,  Lieutenant  Commerell,  of 
the  '  Weser,'  to  the  Crimean  sliore  of  tlie  Sivash, 
and,  whilst  under  a  heavy  fire  of  musketry, 
temiunod  to  assist  George  Milestone,  who  had 
falli'D." 

(Despatch  from  Admiral  Lord  Lyons,  6th  No* 
vember,  1855,  No.  «99). 

The  service  performed  by  William  Rickard  ia 
thus  descrihei  by  Coinm.inder  Commerell,  in  bis 
degpntch  i — "  I  must  bring  to  your  notice  the 
excellent  conduct  of  the  small  party  who  accompa- 
nied me,  more  especially  that  of  Willi.im  Uickard, 
Quartermaster,  who,  though  much  fatigued  liimaelf, 
remained  to  assist  the  other  seaman,  wno,  from 
exhaustion,  had  fullcn  in  the  mud,  and  was  unable 
to  extricate  himself,  notwitlistandin^r  the  enemy 
were  keeping  up  a  heavy  fire  on  us,  at  the 
distance  of  thirty  or  forty  yards,  as  we  crossed  the 
mud." 

NAVAL  BRIGADE. 

William  Peel,  Captain — Sir  Stephen  Loshington 
recommends  this  Omeer : — 

lit  For  having  on  the  18th  October,  1854, 
at  the  greatest  possible  risk,  taken  up  a  live 
shell,  the  fuze  still  Ijurning,  from  amonn  several 
powiler  cases,  outside  tlie  niajrnxine,  and  thrown 
it  over  the  parapet  {the  shell  burstin;^  as  it  left 
his  hands),  thereby  saving  the  magazines,  and  the 
lives  of  those  immediately  round  it.

For  answering  a  call  for  volunteers  to*  bring 
in  powder  to  the  Battery,  from  a  waggon  in  a  very 
exposed  position  under  a  destructive  fire,  a  shot 
having  disabled  the  horses.  (This  was  reported  by 
Captain  Peel,  commanding  the  Battery  at  the  time.) 

ind.  For  accompanying  Captain  Peel  at  the 
Battle  of  Inkermann  as  Aide-de-camp.. 

9rd.  For  devotion  to  his  leader.  Captain  Peel,,  on 
the  18th  June,  1855,  in  tying  a  tourniquet  on  his 
arm  on  the  glacis  of  the  Redan,  whilst  exposed  to 
a  very  heavy  fire. 

(Diespatch  from  Sir  S.  Lushington  inclosed  in 
letter  firom  Admiral  Lord  Lyons,  10th  May,^  1856.) 

Wm.  Nathan  Wright  Hewett,  Lieutenant — 
Ist.  On  the  occasion  of  a  repulse  of  a  sortie  of 
Russians  by  Sir  De  Lacy  Evans'  Division  on  the 
26th  Oct<iber,  1854,  Mr.  Hewett,  then  Acting- 
Mate  of  Her  Majest/a  Ship  ^' Beagle,  "^  was  in 
charge  of  the  Riffht  Lancaster  Battery  before 
Sebastopol.  The  advance  of  the  Russians  placed 
the  gun  in  gseat  jeopardy,  their  skinniahem 
1857.  Y 
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advancing  within  300  yards  of  the  Battery,  and 
pouring  in  a  sharp  fire  from  tiieir  Mini^  rifles.  By 
some  misapprehciiision  the  word  was  passed  to 
spike  the  ;i;uii  and  retreat;  but  Mr.  Hewett^ 
taking  upon  iiiinself  the  responsibility  of  disregard- 
ing the  order,  replied,  that  *^  Such  order  did  not 
come  from  Captiiin  Lushiiigtcm,  and  he  would  not 
do  it  till  it  did."  Mr.  Hewett  then  pulled  down 
the  parapet  uf  the  Battery,  and  with  the  assistance  of 
some  S(»idiers,  got  his  gun  round,  and  poured  upon 
the  advancincr  cohimn  of  Russians  a  most  dcstmo- 
tive  and  effective  fire. 

For  the  gallantry  exhibited  on  this  occasion,  the 
Board  of  Admiralty  promoted  him  to  the  rank  of 
Lieutenant. 

2nd,  On  the  5th  November,  1854,  at  the 
Battle  of  Inkerman,  Captain  Lushing  ton  again 
brought  before  the  Commander-in-chief  the  services 
of  Mr.  Hewett,  saying,  "  I  have  much  pleasure  in 
again  bringing  Mr.  Hewett's  gallant  conduct  to 
your  notice." 

(Sir  S.  Lushington  to  Yioe* Admiral  Sir  J.  D. 
Dundas,  inclosed  in  despatches  of  Ist  November, 
1854,  and  8th  November,  1854). 

John  Sullivan^  Boatswain's  Mate — Recommended 
by  Sir  S.  Lushington,  '*  For  havin^r  on  or  about  the 
10th  April,  1855,  deliberately  placed  a  flag  on  a 
mound,  in  a  very  exposed  position,  under  a  heavy 
fire,  to  enable  Battery  No.  5  to  open  fire  upon  a 
concealed  Russian  Battery  that  was  doing  great 
execution  on  one  of  our  advanced  works  "  This 
was  reported  by  Commander  Kennedy,  comman- 
ding the  Battery. 

Commander  Kennedy  speaks  of  this  act  in  hij^h 
terms  of  praise,  and  observed  that  John  Sullivan's 
'*  gallantry  was  always  c(mt)picuous." 

(Despatches  from  Admiral  Lord  Lyons,  5ih 
December,  1855,  and  10th  May,  1856.) 
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John  Shepherd,  Boatswain — Recommended  by 
Cft|>tain  Kepp<*1,  for  on  the  15th  July,  1855, 
while  serving  as  Boatswain's  Mate  of  the  St.  Jean 
d'Acre  (attaclifd  to  the  Naval  Bn<(ade)  proceeding 
ia  a  punt  with  an  exploding  apparatus  into  tlie 
harbour  of  Sehastopol,  to  endeavour  to  blow  up 
ooe  of  tlie  Russian  line-of-battle  ships. 

This  service,  which  was  twice  attempted,  is 
described  by  Lord  Lyons  ^'as  a  bold  one,  and 
gallantly  exi'cuted."  On  the  first  occasion,  Mr.  Shep* 
herd  proceeded  past  the  enemy's  steam -boats,  at 
the  entrance  of  Careening  Bay ;  but  was  prevented 
penetrating  further  by  the  long  string  of  boats  that 
were  carrymg  troops  from  the  south  to  the  north 
side  or  Seba^topol.  The  second  attempt  wa^  made 
on  the  16th  August,  from  the  side  of  Careening 
Bay,  ID  the  possession  of  the  French.

Tbomns  Reeves,  Seaman,  James  Gorman,  Sea- 
man, Mark  Scholefield,  Seaman — At  the  Battle  of 
Inkennan,  5th  November,  1854,  when  the  Right 
Lancaster  Battery  was  attacked,  these  tliree 
seamen  mounted  the  banquette,  and,  under  a  heavy 
fire,  made  use  of  the  disabled  soldiers'  muskets, 
which  were  loaded  for  them  by  others  under  the 
parapet.  They  are  the  survivors  of  five  who  per- 
formed the  above  action. 

(Letter  from  Sir  S.  Lushington,  7th  June,  1856.) 
Henry  James  Raby,  Commander,  John  Taylor, 
Captain  of  the  Forecastle,  Henry  Curtis,  Boat- 
swain's Mate — On  the  18th  June,  1855,  imme- 
diately after  the  assault  on  Sebastopol,  a  soldier  of 
the  57th  Regiment,  who  had  been  shot  through 
both  legs,  wast  observed  sitting  up,  and  calling  for 
assistance.  Climbing  over  the  breastwork  of  the 
advanced    sap.  Commander  Raby   and  the  two 
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seamen  procpeded  npwarda  or  seventy  yuia  mtobs 
the  open  apnce  towards  the  salient  an|;le  of  the 
Kedan,  and  in  sfHte  of  the  henvy  liro  which  waa 
still  continuing;,  succeeded  in  carrying  the  wonnded 
soldier  to  a  place  of  safety,  at  the  imminent  risk  of 
their  own  lives.

George  Injcouville,  Captain  of  the  Mast— On  the 
I3th  of  Jnly,  1S.i5,  while  the  boatu  of  the  ''  Atrt>~ 
pint"  were  enjpiped  with  the  enemy's  gnn-boata 
and  h!itteri(>s  otF  Viliui^,  her  seuond  cutter  was 
swamped  by  the  blowing  up  of  her  maensinp,  and 
drifted  under  a  battery.  Notwitlisciii<hiij;  th.tt  be 
was  wounded  in  the  arm,  and  that  the  bo.it  was 
under  a  very  heavy  6ro,  Ingouville,  without  any 
order  to  do  so,  jumped  overboard,  caii<rht  hold  of 
ber  painter,  and  saved  her.

deapfttclies  fur  the  Russian  General,  Ccnnmander 
Bvtlicsea  olitained  permission  fur  liimseif  and 
William  Johnstone,  a  stoker,  to  proceed  on  shoK 
with  the  view  to  intercept  them.  Biine  disguised 
■nd  well  armed,  they  concealed  themselves  till  the 
nijrbtof  the  12th,  when  the  mail-ba^a  were  landed, 
etose  to  the  spot  where  they  lay  secreted  in  the 
bushes.  The  mails  were  accompanied  by  a 
military  escort,  which  passed  cliise  to  them.  Mid 
which,  as  soon  as  it  was  ascertained  that  the  road 
was  cJear,  took  its  departure.  Avnilinz  them- 
■elvea  of  this  opportunity,  Commander  Bythesea 
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ud  the  fltoiker,  attacked  the  five  men  in  charge 
of  the  mail,  took  three  of  them  prisuners,  and 
broa^^ht  them  in  their  own  hoat  on  board  the 
^  Arroj^rant.**  The  drapatches  were  carried  to 
General  Baraguay  d'Hilliers,  who  expressed  him- 
self in  the  highest  terms  of  approval.

Captain  Hall  writes  to  Sir  C, 
Napier: — ^  With  regard  to  Mr.  Lucas,  I  have  the 
pleasure  to  report  a  remarkable  instance  of  coolness 
tad  presence  of  mind  in  action,  he  having  taken 
npf  and  thrown  overboard,  a  live  shell  thrown  on 
boudthe  ^Uecla'  by  the  euemyi  while  the  fuae 
was  burning."

An  explosion  havincr  occurred  in  one  of  the 
rocket-boats  of  the  **  Arrogant,"  durinjj  the  attack 
on  some  fort^  near  Vihorg,  Lieutenant  Dowell  (who 
was  on  hoard  the  ^'  Ruby"  gunboat,  while  his  own 
boat  was  receivinor  a  supply  of  rockets)  was  the 
fir»»t  to  jump  into  the  quarter-boat  of  the  "Ruby," 
and  with  three  volunteers,  himself  pulling  the 
Btroke-oar,  proceeded  instantly,  under  a  heavy 
fire  of  grape  and  musketry,  to  the  assistance  of  the 
cutter  rt  crew.  The  Russi«ans  endeavoured  to  pre- 
vent his  object  of  saving  the  men  and  l)oat,  but 
Lieutenant  Dowell  succeeded  in  takmg  up  thrc*e 
of  the  boat  8  crew  and  placing  them  on  board  the 
"  Ruby ;"  and,  on  his  returning  to  the  spot,  was 
mainly  instrumental  in  keeping  afloat,  and  hrinnring 
off  the  sinking  cutter.

— Saved 
the  life  of  an  Officer,  in  the  Heavy  Cavalry 
Char^  at  Balaklava,  who  was  surrounded  by 
Russian  Cavalry,  by  his  ^lant  conduct  in  riding 
up  to  his  rescue  and  cutting  off  the  liead  of  one 
Russian,  disabling  and  dispersing  the  others.

No.  635  Private  Samuel  Parkes. — In  the  charge 
of  the  Liorht  Cavalry  Brigade  at  Balaklava, 
Trumpet-Major  Crawford's  horse  fell,  and  dis- 
mounted him,  and  he  lost  his  sword;  he  was 
attacked  by  two  Cossacks,  when  Private  Samuel 
Parkeft  (whoi>e  horse  had  been  shot)  saved  his 
life,  by  placing  himself  between  them  and  the 
Trumpet-Major,  and  drove  them  away  oj  his 
sword.  In  attempting  to  follow  the  Light  Cavalry 
Brigade  in  the  retreat,  they  were  attacked  by 
six  Russians,  whom  Parkes  kept  at  bay,  and 
retired  slowly,  fighting,  and  defending  the  Trumpet- 
Major  for  some  time,  until  deprived  of  his  sword 
by  a  shot.

Lieutenant  Alexander  Robert  Dunn. — For 
having  in  the  Light  Cavalry  charge  on  the  25th 
October,  1854y  saved  the  life  of  Serjeant  Bentley, 
11th  Hnssan*,  by  cutting  down  two  or  three 
Russian  Lancers  who  were  attacking  him  from  the 
rear,  and  afterwards  cutting  down  a  Russian 
Hnasnr,  who  was  attacking  Private  Levett, 
llthHonani.

Troop  SeTjeant-Mnjor  John  Berryrowi.  ■  Serred 
with  liii  Redment  the  whole  of  the  war,  wu 
pn»«nt  ftt  the  Battle  of  the  Ahna,  and  also 
enga^d  in  the  pursuit  at  Hackeiicie'8  Farm, 
where  he  sacc-eeded  ia  capturing  three  Rnsaian

Was  present  and  oharged  at  the  Battle  of  Bala- 
klava,  where,  his  hprae  being  ehot  under  him,  he

Land  Trantport  Corpt  flattj  Jtoyal  Ariilttry. 

Captain  Andrew  Heory. — For  defending  the 
guns  of  his  battery  against  oTerwbelming  numbers 
of  the  enemy  at  the  Battle  of  Inki-nnap,  and 
eontinuing  to  do  so  until  be  had  received  twelve 
bayonet  wounds.  He  was  at  the  time  ISeijeant- 
lliyur  of  G.  Battery,  Snd  Division. 

Soyat  ArtUUty. 
Brevet  Lieutenant-Colonel  Matthew  Charles 
Dixon— On  the  17th  April,  I8S5,  about  2  fm., 
when  the  battery  he  commanded  was  blown  up  by 
a  shell  from  the  enemy,  which  burst  in  the 
Ha^Bzine,  destroyed  the  parapets,  killed  and 
wounded  ten  men,  disabled  five  guns,  and  ciiTered 
a  sixth  witli  earth;  for  most  fialUntly  re-opening  fir* 
with  the  remaining  gnu  before  the  enemy  had 
eeased  cheering  from  their  parapets  (on  which 
they  had  mounted)  and   fighting  it  until  sunaet. 
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despite  the  heary  ooncratrated  fire    of  the  eoemj'* 
batteries,  and  the  ruined  state  of  hia  own. 

Gnnner  and  Driver  Thomaa  Arthur. — When  in 
ehaijse  of  the  magmane  in  one  of  the  left  advanced 
Batteries  of  the  Right  Attaek  on  the  7th  Jaaa, 
1^5,  when  the  Quarries  were  taken,  he,  of  his 
own  accord,  carried  barrels  of  Infantry  ammunition 
for  the  7th  Fusiliers  several  times  during  the 
evening  acroes  the  open. 

Volunteered  for,  and  formed  one  of  the  spiking 
party  of  Artillery  at  the  assault  on  the  Redan  on 
the  ISth  June,  1855.

Lieutenant  Gerald  Graham  — Determined  ga]« 
laatxy  at  the  head  of  a  Ladder  Party,  at  the 
sasault  of  the  Redan,  on  the  18th  June,  1855. 

Devoted  heroism  in  sallying  out  of  the  trenches 
on  namerons  occasions,  and  bringing  in  wounded 
Oflioeis  anil  Men. 

Lieutenant  D.  Lennox — Cool  and  gallant 
eonduct  in  establishing  a  lodgement  in  Tryon's 
Rifle  Pit,  and  assisting  to  repel  the  assaults  of  the 
enemy.  This  brilliant  operation  drew  forth  a 
q>ecial  order  from  General  Canrobert. 

No.  997  Corporal  John  Ross — Distinguished 
conduct  on  the  21  st  July,  1355,  in  connecting  the 
4th  Parallel  Right  Attack  with  an  old  Rubsian 
Rifle  Pit  in  front. 

Extremely  creditable  conduct  on  the  23rd 
August,  1855,  in  charge  of  the  advance  from  the 
5th  Parallel  Rig^ht  AtUck  on  the  Redan,  in 
placing  and  filling  25  gabions  under  a  very  heavy 
fire,  whilst  annoyed  by  the  presence  of  light  balls. 

Intrepid  and  devoted  conduct  in  creeping  to  the 
Redan  in  the  night  of  the  8th  September,  1855, 


Mid  reporting  its  eTacuation,  oq  which  its  occnpi- 
lion  by  tbe  English  took  place.

No.  854  Sappi-r  John  Perie. — CoinpicooD»  valonr 
in  leailing  tlie  Sailors  with  the  l.idd  'ra  to  the 
■tormin;!or  the  Kednn,  on  tbe  IStb  June,  1855. 
He  was  invalu;ible  on  that  day. 

Devoted  conduct  in  rescuing  a  wounded  man 
from  the  open,  although  Ue  bimsE^K  had  juat 
previously  been  wounded  by  a  bullet  in  tbe  side. 

Ortnadter  Guard*. 
Brevet  Majrir  Sir  Charles  Ru=sell,  Bart — 
Offered  to  diJodge  a  party  of  Riia-ians  from  the 
Sandbag  Battery,  if  any  one  would  follow  him; 
Serjea:it  Nunnan,  Priva'.es  Anthony  Palmer,  and 
Bailey  (who  was  killed)  volunteered  the  first. 
Tbe  attack  succeeded. 

3rd  Battalion  GrmaAler  Guard*. 
No.  3571  Private  Anthony  Palmer.— Present 
when  the  charge  was  made  in  defence  of  the 
Culonra,  and  al'io  charged  ain^rly  upon  the  enemy, 
OS  witnesxed  by  Sr  C.  Russell;  is  said  to  have 
saved  Sii  C.  Rnssell's  life. 
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No.  5872  Seijeant  Alfred  Ablett.— On  the  2nd 
September,  1855,  seeing  a  shell  fall  in  the  centre 
of  a  n amber  of  Ammunition-cases  and  Powder,  he 
instantly  seized  and  threw  it  outside  the  trench ; 
it  burst  as  it  touched  the  ppround. 

Coldstream  Guards. 

Brevet  Major  Gerald  Littlfhales  Goodlake. — 
For  d^st'naiiished  gallantry  whilst  in  command  of 
the  sharpshooters  furnished  by  the  Coldstream 
Ouardson  the  28th  October,  1854,  on  the  occahion 
of  *'the  powerful  sortie  on  the  2nd  Division,"  when 
be  held  the  Windmill  Ravine,  below  the  Picquet 
Hon^  against  a  much  larger  force  of  the  enemy. 
The  party  of  sharpshooters  then  under  his  command 
killed  thirty-eight  (one  an  officer)  and  took  three 
prisoners  of  the  enemy,  (of  the  latter,  one  an 
Officer)  Major  Goodlake  being  the  sole  Officer  in 
command. 

Also,  for  distinguished  gallantly  on  the  occasion 
of  the  surprise  of  a  picquet  of  the  enemy,  in 
November,  at  the  bottom  of  the  Windmill 
Ravine,  by  the  shnrpshooters,  under  his  sole 
leading  an/i  command,  when  the  knapsacks  and 
rifles  ot  the  enemy's  party  fell  into  his  hands. 

No.  3968  Private  William  Stanlock. — ^For  having 
volunteered,  when  employed  as  one  of  the 
sharpshooters  in  October  1854,  for  reconnoitring 
purposes,  to  crawl  up  within  six  yards  of  a 
Russian  sentrv,  and  so  enabled  the  Officer  in 
command  to  effect  a  surprise ;  Private  Stnnh)ck 
having  been  warned  before-hand  of  the  imminent 
risk  which  he  would  run  in  the  adventure. 

No.  4787  Private  George  Strong. — For  having, 
when  on  dnty  in  the  trenches  in  the  month  of 
September  1855,  removed  a  live  shell  from  the 
place  where  it  had  fallen.

Brevet  Mtijor  Robert  Jamea  Lindsay. — When 
the  fonnatiun  of  the  line  of  the  Regiment  wa« 
disordered  ax  Alma,  Captain  Lindsay  stood  firm 
with  the  Colours,  and  hy  his  example  nnd  energy, 
greatly  tended  to  restore  order. 

At  InkenDan,  at  a  most  tryinj:;  moment,  ha, 
with  a  few  men,  charged  a  party  ot  Sngararis, 
drivin?  them  hack,  ana  running  one  through  the 
body  LiiiiAcir. 

No.  3234  S.-rjeant  M'Kechnie  — When  the 
forniatinii  of  the  Regiment  was  disordered  at  .Mma, 
for  havinic  hchaved  gallantly,  and  rallied  the  men 
round  the  Colours. 

No  3368  Private  Wm.  Reynolds— AV hen  the 
formation  of  the  line  was  disord'Ted  at  Alma, 
for  having  behaved  in  a  conspicuous  manner  in 
rallying  the  men  round  the  Colours.

No.  1872  Private  Joseph  Prosser. — lat.  On  the 
16th  of  June,  1855,  when  on  duty  in  the  trenches 
before  Seliostopol,  for  pursuing  and  apprehending 
(while  ex|>0Bed  to  two  cross  Bres)  a  soldier  in  the 
ftot  of  deserting  to  the  enemy. 

2nd.  On  the  11th  Au^fust,  1855,  before  Sebasto- 
pol,  fjr  leaving  tho  must  advanced  trench,  and 
attsistinf;  to  carry  in  a  soldier  of  the  U5th  Regi- 
ment, wlio  lay  severely  wounded,  and  unahle  to 
move.  This  gallnnt  and  humane  act  wns  perfor- 
med under  a  very  heavy  fire  from  the  enemy. 

Bt.  Lient-Colunel  Frederick  Francis  Maude. — 
For  conspicuous  and  most  devoted  bravtry  on  the 
8th  September,    1855,  when   in  command  of  the 
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euyering  and  Ladder  Party  of  the  2nd  Division, 
on  the  assault  of  the  Redan,  to  which  he  gallantly 
led  hia  men. 

Havintr  entered  the  Redan,  he,  with  only  nine  or 
ten  men,  held  a  position  between  traverses,  and 
only  retired  when  all  hope  of  support  was  at  an 
end,  himself  dangerously  wonnded. 

No.  2649  .Private  John  Connors. — Distin- 
gnished  himself  most  conspicuously  at  tlie  assault 
on  the  Redan,  8th  September,  1855,  in  personal 
conflict  with  the  Russians:  rescued  an  OiRcer 
of  the  30th  Regiment,  who  was  surrounded  by 
Russians,  by  shooting  one  and  bayonetting  another, 
and  WAA  observed,  inside  the  Redan,  in  personal 
combat  with  the  Russians  for  some  time. 

Was  selected  by  his  Company  for  the  French

No.  1879  Private  Mathew  Haghes.-— Private 
Mathfw  Hughes,  7th  Royal  Fusiliers,  was  noticed 
by  Colonel  Campbell,  90th  Light  Infantry,  on  the 
7th  June,  1855,  at  the  storming  of  the  Quarries, 
for  twice  going  for  ammunition,  under  a  heavy 
fire,  across  the  open  ground ;  he  also  went  to  the 
front,  and  brought  in  Private  John  Hampton,  who 
was  lying  severely  wounded;  and  on  the  18th 
Jane,  1855,  he  volunteered  to  bring  in  Lieutenant 
Bobson,  7th  Royal  Fusiliers,  who  was  lying 
severely  wounded,  and,  in  tbe  act  of  doing  so,  was 
severely  wounded  himself. 

No.  3443  Private  William  Norman.-— On  the 
night  of  the  19th  December,  1854,  he  was  placed 
on  single  sentry,  some  distance  in  front  of  the 
advanced  sentries  of  an  ontlying  picouet  in  the 
White  Horse  Ravine,  a  post  of  much  danger,  and 
requiring  great  vigilance ;  the  Russian  picqn«t 


prated  nbiiut  300  yards  in  his  front,  three  RuuiaD 
Bi>ldiprd  adviint.'ed,  under  rover  of  tliti  brusliwimd, 
for  the  purpose  of  retonnoitring.  Private  William 
Norman,  ainfjle- banded,  toolc  two  of  diem  piteoners, 
without  alarming  the  Kussinn  picquut.

Ennign  Andrew  Moynihan. — When  Si-rjeant, 
BOth  Light  Iiifiintrv,  at  ihe  aeKuiU'of  the  Rediiii, 
8th  September,  185J,  lie  personally  encouotvred 
and  killed  five  Riieaiana. 

Rescued  from  near  the  Rodan  a  wounded 
Officer,  under  a  heavy  fire. 

nth  Regiment. 
Corporal  (Lance  Serjeant)  Philip  Smith  —For 
repe:)tedly  going  out  in  the  front  of  the  advanced 
trencher  njjrAinst  the  Great  Re'lnn,  on  the  18th 
Jnne,  1R55,  under  a  very  heavy  firp,  after  the 
column  had  retired  from  the  OiMault,  and  bringing 
in  wounded  comrades.

guns,  whiuii  was  limbered  up,  and  being  carried  o(F. 

He,  moreover,  succeeded  to  tlie  couininiid  of  that 
gallant  Regiment  which  he  brnught  out  of  action  ; 
all  his  Senior  Officers  having  been  killed  or 
wounded. 
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Lieatenant  Luke  O'Connor. — Was  one  of  the 
centre  Serjeants  at  the  Battle  of  the  Alma,  and 
advanced  between  the  Officers,  carrying  the 
colonni.  When  near  the  redoubt.  Lieutenant 
Anstnither,  who  was  carryin;^  a  colour,  w^as 
mortally  wounded,  and  he  was  shot  in  the  breast 
at  the  same  time,  and  fell ;  hut,  recovering 
himself,  snatched  up  the  colour  from  the  ground, 
and  continued  to  carry  it  till  the  end  of  the  action, 
althoticrh  urged  by  Captain  Granville  to  relinquish 
it,  and  go  to  the  rear,  on  accounb  of  his  wound ; 
was  recomraend.'d  for,  and  received  his  commission 
for  his  services  at  the  Alma.  Also  behaved  with 
great  gallantry  at  the  assault  on  the  Redan, 
8th  September,  1855,  where  he  was  shot  through 
both  thighs. 

No.  2945  Corporal  Robert  Shields. — For  volun- 
teering, on  the  8th  of  September,  1855,  to  go 
ODt  to  the  front  from  the  5th  parallel,  after  the 
attack  on  the  Redan,  to  bring  in  Lieutenant 
Dynelcy,  who  was  wounded,  and  found  afterwards 
to  be  mortally  so.

No.  3837  Private  William  Coffey. -For  having, 
on  the  29th  March,  1855,  thrown  a  lighted  shell, 
that  fell  into  the  trench  over  the  paruput. 

No.  3482  Private  John  J.  Sims. — ^For  having,  on 
the  18th  June,  1855,  after  the  Regiment  had 
letired  into  the  trenches  from  the  assault  on  the 
Redan,  gone  out  into  the  open  ground,  under  a 
heavy  fire,  in  broad  daylight,  and  brought  in 
ifoanded  soldiers  outside  the  trenches.

hy  Sliooja-ool-Moolk,  the  Persian  Commandei 
chief.

Sir, — I  have  the  honor  to  report,  for  your  Ex- 
cellency's information,  that  the  Persian  expedi- 
tionary force  obtained  a  signal  victory  over  the 
Persian  army,  commanded  by  Shooja-ool-Moolk  in 
person,  on  the  8th  instant. 

2.  The  enemy's  loss  in  killed  and  wounded  must 
have  been  very  great.  It  is  impossible  to  compute 
the  exact  amount,  but,  from  the  number  of  bodies 
which  strewed  the  ground  of  contest,  extending 
several  miles,  I  should  say  that  full  700  must  have- 
fallen.  Two  brass  9-pounder  guns,  with  their 
carriages  and  horses,  8  routes  laden  with  ammuni- 
tion, and  several  hundred  stand  of  arms,  were 
taken  ;  and  the  Persian  Commander-in-chief,  with 
the  remainder  of  his  army,  only  escaped  annihila- 
tion  owing  to  the  numerical  weakness  of  our 
cavalry. 

3.  The  loss  on  our  side  is,  I  am  happy  to  say, 
comparatively  small,  attributable,  I  am  inclined  to 
believe,  to  the  rapid  advance  of  our  artillery  and 
cavalry,  and  the  well-(Jirected  fire  of  the  former, 
which  almost  paralyzed  the  Persians  from  the  com- 
mencement. I  have,  however,  to  regret  the  loss 
of  Lieutenant  Frankland,  2nd  European  Regiment, 
who  was  acting  as  Brigade  Major  of  Cavalry,  and 
was  killed  in  the  first  cavalry  charge.  Captain 
Forbes  also,  who  commanded,  and  most  gallantly 
led,  the  3rd  Cavalry,  and  Lieutenant  Greentree, 
64th  Foot,  were  severely  wounded. 

4.  Returns  of  the  killed  and  wounded,  and  also. 
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a«  per  margin*  inarched  from  this  camp,  without 
t  J3  or  extra  clothing  of  any  sort,  each  man  ^r- 
rving  his  great  coat,  blanket,  and  two  days  cooked 
fioWsion^  the  Commissariat  being  P™''ded  wUh, 
kree  days'  in  addition ;  tlie  protection  of  the  camp 
and  town  of  Bushire  being  duly  provided  for  by  a 
detachment  of  troops  under  the  command  of  Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Shepheard,  reinforced  by  a  party 
of  seamen  from  all  the  ships  in  the  harbour,  which 
tlie  senior  naval  officer  was  so  good  as  to  place  at 

X'^'lfer  a  march  of  46  miles  in  41  hours^ 
during  which  the  troops  were  exposed  to  the  worst 
of  w,^ther.  cold  nights,  and  deluging  forms  of 
rain,  they  reached  the  enemy's  entrenched  position 
on    he  afternoon  of  the  5th,  and  found  it  aban- 
doned.   The  enemy,  on  hearing  of  our  «PFoacb, 
had  evacuated  his  entrenchments  the    previo« 
night  so  precipitately  that  his  tents  «nd  <:amp  e^m- 
page  and  ordnance  magazines  were  left  behind 
The  former  were  being  rapidly  carried  off  by 
village  plunderers  operating  for  some  tours^fore 
we   arrived.

our  hands,  it  will  be  impossible  they  can  be 
again  for  the  present. 

12.  At  midniglit,  an  attack  was  made  upo 
rear  guard  by  the  enemy's  horse,  and  p 
threatened  the  line  of  march  on  every  side, 
troops  were  halted,  and  so  formed  as  to  protei 
baggage,  and  resist  the  horsemen  in  whs 
direction  they  might  attempt  to  charge.  Fo 
the  enemy's  guns  of  heavy  metal  opened  theii 
upon  the  column,  wbilat  the  darkness  of 
night  prevented  any  steps  being  taken  to  ca; 
them. 

13.  I  should  here  state  that,  on  abandoning 
position,  Shooja-ool-Moolk,  with  his  force, 
taken  the  direct  road  to  Shirae  by  the  Mhak  I 
and  the  £ilkbanee  with  his  horse  had  retin 
the  one  leading  to  the  Uuft  Moolla ;  and, 
information  subsequently  received,  I  learn 
they  had  planned  a  combined  attack  upon 
camp  the  night  we  mnrched.  Indeed,  the  e 
uon  of  their  magazines  gave  them  the  first 
mation  of  our  departure,  when  they  hastened 
OS  in  tlie  expectation  of  being  able  to  attack  i 
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the  line  of  march,  and  possiblj  create  confusion 
and  panic  in  the  dark. 

14.  At  daybreak,  the  Persian  force,  amounting 
to  between  6,<K)0  and  7,00()  men,  with  some  guns, 
was  discovered  on  our  left  rear  (north-east  of  our 
line  of  march)  in  order  of  battle. 

15.  Our  artillery  and  cavalry  at  once  moved 
rapidly  to  the  attack,  supported  by  two  lines  of 
infantry,   a   third  protecting  the  baggage.     The 
firing  of  the  artillery  was  most  excellent,  and  did 
great  execution ;  the  cavalry  brigade  twice  charged 
with  great  gallantry  and  success ;  a  standard  (of 
the    Kashkai   Regular    Infantry    Regiment)   was 
captured  by  the  Foona  horse ;  and  the  3rd  Light 
Cavalry  charged  a  square,  and  killed  nearly  the 
whole  regiment;   indeed,  upon   the  cavalry  and 
artillery  fell  the  whole  brunt  of  the  action,  as  the 
enemy  moved  away  too  rapidly  for  the  infantry  to 
overtake  them.     By  ten  o'clock  the  defeat  of  the 
Persians  was  complete ;  two  guns  were  captured ; 
the  gun  ammunition,  laden  upon  mules,  fell  into 
our  hands ;  and  at  least  700  men  lay  dead  upon 
the  field.     The  number  of  wounded  could  not  be 
ascertained,  but  it  must  have  been  very  large. 
The  remainder  fled  in  a  disorganised  state,  gene- 
rally throwing  away  their  arras,  which  strewed 
the  field  in  vast  numbers,  and  nothing  but  the 
paucity   of   our    cavalry    prevented    their    total 
destruction   and   the  capture  of   the  remaining 
guns. 

16.  The  troops  bivouacked  for  the  day  close  to 
the  battle-field,  and  at  night  accomplished  a  march 
of  20  miles,  by  another  route,  over  a  country 
rendered  almost  impassable  by  the  heavy  rain, 
which  fell  incessantly.  After  a  rest  of  six  hours,

3.  The  said  Article  2  of  the  Law  does  not  for- 
bid vessels  coming  from  outside  the  capes,  bound 
for  the  ports  of  the  Confederation,  to  touch  at 
the  intermediate  ports  of  the  River  Plate. 

4.  The  said  vessels  can  bring  cargo  for  the 
ports  of  the  River  Plate  and  for  others  of  the 
Confederation,  without  the  fact  of  their  doing  so, 
or  of  the  discharge  dof  the  part  destined  for  them, 
involving  the  merchandize  directed  to  the  ports  of 
the  Confederation  in  the  payment  of  differential 
duties.

Art.  2.  Foreign  soap,  imported  through  any  of 
the  custom-houses  of  the  kingdom  and  adjacent 
islands,  shall  pay  the  following  duties  : 

Common  soap,  of  any  quantity,  one  mil  reis 

(4s.  6d.)per  100  lbs. 
Savonets,  six  mil  reis  (£1  Ts.)  per  100  lbs. 

Art.  3.  The  impost  levied  for  the  amortization 
of  the  notes  of  the  Bank  of  Lisbon,  by  virtue  ot' 
the  laws  of  13th  July,  1848,  25th  June,  1849, 
and  20ih  April,  1850,  shall  henceforth  be  at  the 
rate  of  12  per  cent,  payable  in  cash,  upon  all  the 
duties  levied  at  the  custom-houses  of  the  kingdom 
and  islands,  with  the  exception  of  those  levied  at 
the  municipal  custom-house  of  Lisbon,  which  will 
only  be  subject  to  an  impost  of  10  per  cent,  and 
the  fishery  tax  6  per  cent.

Lieutenant' General  Sir  James  Outram^  K,C.B., 
Commanding  Expeditionary  Force  in  Persia,  to 
His  Excellency  Lieutenant- General  Sir  H, 
Somerset,  K,C,B,,  and  K.  H.,  Commander-in- 
Chief,  Bombay, 

Camp  near  Mohumra, 
Sir,  March  27,  18o7, 

I  HAVE  the  honor  to  report,  for  your  Excel- 
lency's information,  the  successful  result  of  the 
operations  against  Mohumra.  The  Persian  Army 
evacuated  their  entrenched  position  and  camp 
yesterday,  about  mid-day,  leaving  behind  all  their 
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snta  stuiding,  with  nearlj'  the  whole  of  their  pro- 
ertj,  publip  and  private,  all  their  ammunitioD, 
nd  17  guns.  Aa  far  as  I  am  able  to  learn, 
oly  5"  guns  and  a  portion  of  the  personal  effects 
f  the  Shahxada  have  been  carried  ena^. 

2.  It  was  my  intention  to  have  proceeded 
gainst  this  place  immedialelj  apon  mj  return 
"om  the  Borazjoon  expedition  last  month ;  but, 
■ring  to  the  non-arrival  of  the  requisite  rein- 
n-oements,  caused  bj  the  tempestuous  weather  in 
le  Gulf,  together  with  unforeseen  causes  of  delay, 

was  not  able  to  leave  Bushire  until  the  IBth 
istant.  In  the  meantime,  however,  I  had  des- 
atched  the  transports  into  the  Shat-ool  Arab, 
■om  Bu>^hire,  as  the  troops  were  embarked,  so 
lat,  upon  mj  arrival  in  the  steamer  Ferooz,  no 
irlber  delay  occurred  beyond  what  was  neces- 
irily  caused  by  the  tides,  end  by  towing  so  many 
irge  vessels  up  the  rivt-r. 

3.  For  some  tnonlhs  past  the  Persians  bad  been 
lengthening  their  position  at  Mohumra.  Bat- 
mee  had  been  erected  of  great  strength,  of  solid 
srth,  20  feet  thick,  18  feet  high,  with  case- 
lated  embrasures,  on  the  northern  and  southern 
oints  of  the  banks  of  the  Esreon  and  Shat-ool 
Lrab,  where  the  two  rivers  join.  These,  with 
tlier  earthworks  armed  with  heavy  ordnance, 
□mmanded  the  entire  passage  of  the  latter  river, 
nd  were  so  skilfully  and  judiciously  placed,  and 
}  scientifically  formed,  as  to  sweep  the  whole 
tream,  to  the  extent  of  the  range  of  the  guns, 
p  and  down  the  river,  and  across  the  opposite 
bore ;  indeed,  everything  that  science  could  sug- 
est,  and  labour  accomplish  in  the  time,  appeared 
>  have  been  done  by  the  enemy  to  effectually  pre- 

■  Tba  renttad«r  inppOMd   to   have   been  thrown  into 
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vent  any  vessel  passing  up  the  river  above  their 
position :  the  banks,  for  many  miles,  were  covered 
by  dense  date  groves,  affording  the  most  perfect 
cover  for  riflemen  ;  and  the  opposite  shore,  being 
neutral  territory  (Turkish),  was  not  available  tor 
the  erection  of  counter  batteries. 

4.  The  accompanying  rough  sketch  will,  I  fear, 
give  your  Excellency  but  a  faint  idea  of  the  great 
strength  of  the  Persian  position,  and  the  ditficuitj 
of  successfully  attacking  them  in  it  without  very 
considerable  loss.     I  could  have  landed  my  tro«>{»5 
on   the   island   of  Abadan,   which   was    strongly 
occupied  by  the  Persians ;  and  there  is  no  doaot 
that,  after  defeating  them,  the  southern  battery 
eventually  would  have  fallen   to   us.      But  th^* 
several  batteries  on   the  northern   bank   of  the 
Karoon  commanded  the  entire  southern  bank,  a 
well  as  the  stream  of  the  Shat-ool  Arab;  and  itj 
would  have  been  a  serious,  and  an  extremely  (lit5-| 
cult,  operation  to  have  crossed  the  rapid  current  oi! 
the  Karoon  in  the  face  of  the  enemy,   had  tlit'i 
means  existed  of  doing  so.     But,   until  our  sinaii; 
steamers  and  boats  could  round  the  southern  point, 
and  join  us,  we  should  have  been  helpless. 

5.  After  mature  deliberation,  I  resolved  tcj 
attack  the  enemy's  batteriea  with  the  arm^d 
steamers  and  sloops  of  war,  and,  so  soon  as  tbij 
fire  was  nearly  silenced,  to  pass  up  rapidly  witlj 
the  troops,  in  small  steamers  towing  boats,  lai:'j 
the  force  two  miles  above  the  northern  point,  ai*^ 
immediately  advance  upon,  and  attack,  the  en 
trenched  camp. 

6.  I  have  now  the  very  great  satisfaction  a 
announcing  to  your  Excellency  the  complete  suc^ 
cess  of  the  first  two  operations  ;  the  third,  to  thtj 
regret  of  the  Army,  being  frustrated  by  the  pre^ 
cipitate  flight  of  the  enemy. 
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7.  The  Perdimn  axmj,  ascertained  from  credible 
report  to  amount  to  13,000'  men  of  all  arms, 
viib  SO.funs,  was  commanded  hj  the  Sbahzada, 
Prince  Khauler  Mirza,  in  person.  The  British 
force,  uider  inj  command,  composed  as  follows,! 
was  the  utmost  I  deemed  it  prudent  to  withdraw 
from  Bnahire  ;  but,  with  the  aid  of  four  armed 
iteamera  and  [wo  sloops  of  war  to  effect  my  land- 
ing, I  felt  confident  of  success,  although  I  antici- 
paled  some  loss  from  what  I  learnt  of  the  deter- 
mination expressed  by  the  enemy  to  oppose  our 
further  advance  to  the  utmost  of  their  power,  and 
their  extreme  confidence  of  succeeding,  as  evinced 
by  the  fact  of  their  having  sent  away  their  baggage 
cattle. 

S.  On  the  24th  instant,  the  steamers,  with 
tnuspoit  ships  in  tow,  moved  up  the  river   to

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within  three  miles  of  the  Southern  Battery,  oppo- 
site the  Arab  village  of  Hurteh ;  but,  as  some  of 
the  large  ships  shoaled  on  the  waj,  and  did  not 
reach  the  rendezvous  until  after  dark,  I  was 
obliged  to  defer  the  attack  for  another  day. 
During  the  night,  a  reconnoissance  was  made  in  a 
boat  to  ascertain  the  nature  of  the  soil  of  an  island 
west  of,  and  immediately  opposite,  the  Northern 
Battery,  where  I  wished  to  erect  a  mortar  batterj; 
but,  as  it  was  found  to  be  deep  mud,  I  detemiine»3 
to  place  the  mortars  upon  a  raft :  this  was  con- 
structed the  following  day,  under  the  superintend- 
ence of  Captain  Rennie,  LN.,  and  being  armed 
with  two  8-inch  and  two  S^-inch  mortars,  with 
a  party  of  artillery  under  Captain  Worgan,  was 
towed  by  the  steamer  Comet,  and  moored  in 
position  close  to  the  island  during  the  night, 
unobserved  by  the  enemy,  who,  from  our  prepara- 
tions at  the  rendezvous,  and  their  confidence  as  to 
the  impossibility  of  any  vessel  being  able  to  pass 
above  their  batteries,  apparently  expected  we 
should  land  on  the  southern  island  (Abadan). 
The  horses  and  guns  of  the  artillery,  a  portion  of 
the  cavalry,  and  the  infantry,  were  transshipped 
into  boats  and  small  steamers  during  the  day,  in 
readiness  for  landing  the  following  morning. 

9.  At  break  of  day,  on  the  26th,  the  mortars 
opened  their  fire  upon  both  the  Northern  and 
Southern  Batteries.  The  range  of  the  5^  inch 
proved  too  short,  but  the  8  inch  shells  were  very 
efficient,  bursting  immediately  over  and  inside  the 
enemy's  works  ;  whilst,  from  the  position  of  the 
raft,  but  few  of  the  Persian  guns  could  be  brought 
to  bear  upon  the  mortars.  At  seven  o'clock,  thf* 
several  vessels  of  war  moved  up  into  the  positions 
allotted  them  by  Commodore  Young,  and,  by 
nine  o'clock,  the  fire  of  the  heavy  batteries  was  sn 
reduced  that   the  small  steamers,  with  boats  in 
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toobly  earned  my  wannest  thanks.  From  Com- 
modore Young,  ably  seconded  by  Captain  Reoni^ 
and  the  other  officers  of  the  Fleet  and  masters  of 
transports,  I  have  throughout  received  everj 
possible  assistance. 

12.  With  exception  of  the  artillery,  with  th*? 
mortar  battery,  under.  Captain  Worgan,  no  portion 
of  the  military  force  was  actively  engaged  with 
the  enemy,  beyond  some  European  riflemen  sent 
on  the  war  vessels ;  but  I  am  not  the  less  indebted 
to  all  for  their  exertions  and  zeal,  and  especi:*!!; 
for  the  great  order  and  despatch  with  which  the 
landing  of  the  troops  was  eftected,  under  Brigadier- 
General  Havelock,   C.B.:  the  highest  spirit  pre- 
vailed,   and    had   the  large  Persian  amiv   onlv 
waited  our  approach,  out  of  the  range  of  the  sh'i]'>] 
guns,  I  feel  confident  that  it  would  have  receivti, 
a  lasting  lesson.  | 

13.  From  recent  information,  I  learn  that  thi 
Persian  force,  in  a  very  disorganized  state,  is  5ti».i 
in  full  retreat ;  and  I  propose  to  despatch  immtdii 
ately,  up  the  Karoon  to  Ahwaz,  three  small  arni'^  J 
steamers,  with  100  European  infantry  in  each,  l*- 
the  purpose  of  making  a  reconnoissance,  and,  i: 
practicable,  effecting  the  destruction  of  the  mnga^ 
zines  at  that  place.  | 

14.  I  take  this  opportunity  of  recommendinj 
to  your  Excellency's  notice  Colonel  Lugard,  C.ii.| 
the  chief,  and  the  several  officers  of  my  generrti 
and  personal  staff,  the  Brigadier-General,  tbrj 
Brigadiers,  and  their  respective  staff,  as  also  th*j

IN  continnation  of  my  letter.  No.  0,  of  the  25tb 
instant,  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that, 
having  observed  the  mortars  placed  on  the  raft, 
constructed  under  the  superintendence  of  Com- 
mander Bennie,  of  the  Ferooz,  and  anchored  on 
the  evening  of  the  26th  instant,  in  the  channel  to 
the  westward  of  the  Dubber  Island,  had  opened 
fire,  the  Indian  naval  squadron  under  my  com- 
mand, got  under  weigh,  and  ran  up  the  river  until 
opposite  the  forts  defending  the  channel  leading  to 
Mohumra,  in  the  following  order  :  the  Semiramia, 
with  the  Clive  in  tow,  followed  by  the  Ajdoha,  pro- 
ceeded up  the  western  channel  to  support  the 
mortar  battery,  the  Ferooz,  Assays,  and  Victoria, 
ihe  latter  with  the  Falkland  in  tow,  remaining  in 
reserve  until  the  fire  of  the  forts  was  deranged. 

This  was  soon  accomplished,  on  which  the 
vessels  in  reserve  entered  the  Eastern  Channel, 
the  Ferooz  opening  her  fire  on  the  South  Fort,  at 
less  than  point  bluik  range,  as  she  passed  to  take 
up  her  position  against  the  North  Fort,  and  suf- 
ficiently in  advance  to  receive  support  from  the 
Assaye,  immediately  astern  of  her.     The  division 
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of  the  ships  in  the  Western  Channel  was  then 
recalled,  and  joined  in  close  attack;  the  Semiramia 
and  Victoria,  the  latter  with  the  Falkland  in  tow, 
engaging  the  South  Fort,  as  well  as  the  inland  one 
on  the  north  side.  Besides  the  fire  maintained  oo 
the  forts,  frequent  discharges  of  shell  and  grap*^ 
\yere  mnde  in  the  direction  where  it  was  supposed 
the  enemy's  entrenched  camp  was  situated. 

So  effective  was  the  fire  from .  the  ships  that,  in 
less  than  three-quarters  of  an  hour  from  its  com- 
mencement, the  batteries  were  only  able  to  reply 
from  three  or  four  guns.  At  tliis  period  (7.4o  a.m.  ) 
of  the  engagement,  the  Ferooz,  Hying  my  pendant. 
hoisted  the  rendezvous  flag  at  her  mast  head, 
which  was  repeated  by  the  other  vessels  engagt:d, 
being  the  preconcerted  signal  for  the  troop  ihi\>i 
to  advance. 

This  movement  on  the  part  of  the  vessels  in 
question  not  being  made  with  such  celerity  as 
could  be  desired,  Commander  Rennie^  of  the 
Ferooz,  volunteered  to  proceed  through  the  fire  to 
accelerate  their  advance,  which  was  aecompUsht*«l 
in  admirable  order,  although  at  the  time  tlie  tire 
from  the  batteries  was  far  from  beiqg  silenced. 

From  between  nine  and  ten  o'clock,  five  ht-avy 
explosions,  in  different  parts  of  the  forti  jcatiims 
indicated  the  overw^helming  nature  of  the  attack, 
and  led  me  to  suppose  that  the  resistance  hitherto 
offered  could  not  much  longer  continue.  I  was 
therefore  anxious  to  have  the  troops  landed  as 
expeditiously  as  a  due  regard  to  tlieir  security 
would  allow,  so  that  a  combined  and  simultaneous 
movement  by  the  naval  and  military  forces  might 
be  made  with  the  certainty  of  a  successful  issue, 
and  with  this  view  passed  up  the  river,  until  close 
to  Jaber's  Fort,  where  the  disembarkation  was 
effected  easily,  and  witliout  interruption. 

After  the  batteries  had  ceased  tiring  artillery.

The  peculiar  nature  of  the  services  required  to 
be  performed,  rendered  unavoidable  the  exposure 
of  the  steam  transports  to  the  effects  of  musketry 
fire.  The  able  manner,  however,  in  which  the 
officers  in  command  of  these  vessels  brought  them 
through  the  ordeal,  with  all  but  immunity,  was 
highly  creditable  and  praiseworthy.

In   my   Despatch,  dated   the  27th  ultimo,    I 
announced  to  your  Excellency  mv  intention    ol

AhffKE,  an  armed  flotilla,  being  the  only  meaos 
I  had  of  effecdng  a  distant  reconnolsBance,  owing 
to  the  total  want  of  baggage -cattle  ;  but,  as  the 
Kteomen  bad  to  be  coaled,  and  seven  days'  pro- 
viuoDB  for  the  troops  put  on  board,  whilst  all 
were  buailj  engaged  disembarking  tenia  and 
stores  from  the  transports,  some  little  delajr 
occurred  ;  and  it  was  not  until  the  afternoon  of 
the  29th  that  the  party  could  be  despatched. 

2.  The  flotilla  I  placed  under  the  immediate 
command  of  Captain  Rennie,  Indian  Navy,  aided 
by  Captain  Kemball,  Political  Agent  in  Turkish 
Arabia,  who  zealously  undertook  the  political 
conduct  of  the  expedition  :  Captain  Hunt,  78th 
Highlanders,  commanded  the  military  detach- 
iDeot :  and  Captain  Wray,  Deputy  Quartermaster- 
General,  and  Captain  M.  Green,  my  Military 
Secretary,  accompanied  the  expedition,  for  the 
purpose  of  reporting  upon  the  country  in  the 
Tidnity  of  Ahwaz. 

My  instructions  to  Captain  Rennie  were  "to 
steam  up  to  Ahwaz,  and  act  with  discretion 
according  to  circumstances."  Should  tlio  Persian 
army  have  arrived,  and  apparently  be  prepared 
to  make  a  determined  stand,  the  party  was  to 
return,  after  effecting  the  reconnoissance  ;  but,  in 
the  event  of  the  enemy  having  prnceeded  beyond 
Ahwaz,  or  if  they  continued  their  flight  on  seeing 
oar  steamera  {as  1  fully  expected  they  would, 
under  the  impresrion  that  the  flotilla  was  the 
advance  guard  of  the  British  army),  it  was  my 
desire  tbst  the  party  should  land,  and  destroy  the

3.  By  the  annexed  reports  from  Captains 
Beanie  and  Wray,  which  I  have  the  honor  to 
sabmit,  your  Excellency  will  learn  how  admi- 
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rably  my  instructions  have  been  carried  out,  an«l 
the  complete  success  which  has  attended  the 
energetic  and  judicious  measures  adopted  bj  all 
concerned  :  indeed,  it  is  impossible  to  calculate 
upon  the  advantages  which  must  ensue  from  the

ciaity,  with  s  brief  account  of  the  tnilitary 
leratioDS  of  the  expedition. 
Ahwaz  is  situated  on  the  lefi  bank  of  the  Saroon 
irer,  at  about  100  miles  from  its  mouth.  The 
nm  is  in  mins,  and  not  more  than  one-third  of 
e  houses  appear  to  be  occupied.  There  is  no 
rt.  or  defences  of  anj  kind,  bejond  an  old 
inons  atone  wall  roond  part  of  it.  Tbe  inha- 
tanta  number  about  1,200,  chiefly  Arabs  of  the  ' 
liab  tribes.  Close  to  the  town  are  two  old 
'okeii'down  bunds  across  the  river,  throngh 
bich  the  water  rushes  with  great  rapidity  ;  one 
'these  ia  just  opposite  to  tbe  town,  the  other 
insiderably  below  it.  These  bunds  are  impass- 
lie  for  boats  drawing  more  than  a  few  feet  water, 
id  tbe  strength  of  the  current  renders  the  pas- 
ge  of  any  boats  a  matter  of  great  dithculty. 
ideed,  we  did  not  ascertain  satisfactorily  that 
Mtts  could  pass  at  all.  The  river  here  is  from 
5  to  140  yards  wide,  and  there  are  several  low 
lands  in  the  middle  covered  with  low  tamarisk 
ingle.  The  banks  of  the  river  are  generally 
igh,  and  the  water  so  deep  that  our  small 
earners  could  lie  close  alongside.  The  Country 
Q  tbe  town  side  of  the  river  is  a  bore  plain,  witti 
ery  slight  patches  of  cultivation  here  and  there, 
nd  on  the  south-east  side  of  the  town  is  a  range 
f  sandstone  hills,  perfectly  bare.  The  count^ 
D  the  opposite  side  of  the  river  is  much  the 
une,  A  barren  plain  without  a  tree,  and  tbe 
MMt  desolate  looking  place  imaginable.  A  few 
nndred  yards  above  the  bank  is  a  ridge, 
rbieh,  when  we  approached  Ahwaz,  we  found 
ecu  pied  by  the  Persian  army.  The  river 
>as9es  round  this  point,  rendering  tbe  posi- 
ton  very  strong  ;  bat,  at  the  same  time,  a  foroe 
Inven  out  of  it  by  an  enemy  attacking  at  A,  and 
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being  obliged  to  embark  and  retire  down  the  river 
in  boats  or  small  steamers,  would  be  exposed  to 
the  fire  of  batteries  or  musketry  from  the  river 
banks, from  any  point  which  an  active  enemy  might 
select.  The  advantages  of  this  site  for  a  canton- 
ment, are,  first,  that  our  commissariat  and  stores 
coming  by  land  from  Mohumra  could  join  our 
camp  without  having  to  cross  the  river  ;  second, 
the  strength  of  the  position. 

It  is  impossible  to  form  any  idea  of  the  healthi- 
ness of  this  place.  There  had  been  a  good  deal 
of  rain  when  we  were  there,  and  the  surface  of 
the  ground  was  very  heavy ;  but  there  is  no  rea- 
son to  suppose  that  troops  stationed  here  would  be 
otherwise  than  healthy.  At  present  the  climate 
is  very  pleasant  -  the  mornings  delightful,  an<i 
the  days,  though  warm,  quite  bearable.  TLe 
Arabs  furnished  us  with  sheep  in  abundance-, 
milk,  ghee,  &c. 

The  Karoon  river  has  already  been  reported  on 
by  Captain  Selby,  and  I  found  the  map  drawn  up  bj 
that  officer  perfectly  correct.  The  river  is  gene- 
rally from  90  to  180  yards  wide,  a  fine  strenrn 
with  very  rapid  current ;  the  banks  for  the  first 
few  miles  after  leaving  Mohumra,  covered  with 
date  trees,  afterwards  with  cypress  or  dwarf  poplar 
jungle,  for  a  hundred  yards  or  so  from  the  water's 
edge — the  interior  a  barren  desert.  We  passed  a 
few  Arab  villages  on  the  left  bank  at  long  in- 
tervals, and  anchored  for  the  night  at  two  of 
them  to  get  supplies.  Excepting  here,  we  did 
not  see  a  single  soul  the  whole  way;  the  country 
on  the  right  bank  appears  to  be  an  uninliabited 
wilderness.

P  ace.  It  was  evident  from  the  movement  amongst 
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them  tbat  our  approach  created  some  consterna- 
tion. Evei7  precaution  wai,  liowever,  taken  to 
remove  their  fears,  and,  on  landing,  I  succeeded,  I 
believe,  by  reading  and  explaining  to  them  a  not!- 
fication  under  your  signature,  of  which  I  enclose 
a  copy,  in  completely  reassuring  them.  From 
these  people  we  learnt  that  the  Persian  army 
had  passed  up  the  opposite  bank  on  their  way 
to  Ahwaz,  two  days  before  ;  that,  at  Subant, 
tfaey  buried  Agha  Jan  Khan  wounded  (or 
killed  ?)  at  Mobumra  ;  and  that,  one  of  their  gans 
being  disabled,  they  had  been  compelled  to  ship  it 
on  board  of  a  boat  they  found  there  for  convey- 
ance by  water.  They  likewise  conflrmed  our  sur- 
mises with  respect  to  the  private  carriage  of  the 
Shahzads.  At  Ismailiyeb  we  procured  a  sufficiency 
of  fresh  meat,  &c.,  for  the  use  of  the  force. 

Leaving  Ismailiyeh  at  Ave  a.m. (3 1  st),  we  reached 
Oomarra  about  three  P.H.,  without  any  incident 
worthy  of  notice  beyond  the  capture  of  a  Persian 
straggler,*  from  whom,  however,  we  failed  to 
elicit  any  information  whatever.  This  man,  who, 
but  for  our  timely  arrival,  must  inevitably  have 
^perished,  was  received  on  board  of  the  Comet, 
and  having  been  fed  and  supplied  with  provisions, 
was  released  at  Oomarra. 

At  Oomarra  we  ascertained  positively  that  the 
Persian  army  hod  reached  Ahwaz  the  previous 
morning,  and  that  the  boat  containing  the  disabled 
gun  had  passed  Oomarra  the  same  day.  It 
was  likewise  reported  that,  immediately  on  the 
recdpt  of  intelligence  of  the  fall  of  Mohumra, 
orders  bad  been  given  to  remove  across  the  river 
the  smalt  force  under  the  command  of  one  of  the

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■nd  intrepidity,  while  the  judicious  disposition  of 
the  snull  force  under  the  command  of  Captain 
Hnnt,  of  H.U'8  78tb  Highlanders,  insured  its 
saccaaerul  execution.  The  gun-boats  having  taken 
np  the  position  assigned  to  them  under  the  shelter 
of  an  island  iritfain  range  of  the  enemy's  camp,  the 
troops  landed,  and  were  formed  up  in  a  manner 
to  assume  the  appearance  of  1500  men,  rather 
than  of  300,  to  which  number  they  were  in  fact 
limited  ;  and,  at  the  same  time,  Captain  Bennie 
proceeded  in  person  in  the  Comet  (tiaptain  Selby 
eommaading)  to  support  the  former,  and,  as  far 
as  possible,  to  cover  the  march  of  the  latter. 

As  we  advanced,  the  last  of  the  enemy's  pickets 
were  seen  to  retire  on  the  main  body.  The 
battalions  on  the  heigiita  gradually  disappeared, 
and,  one  hour  later,  when  the  occupation  of  the 
town  had  been  effected,  we  descri^  the  whole 
Persian  army,  with  their  rear  nmi  1,200  yards 
distantTrom  us,  in  full  retreat  otuCizful.  Among 
the  wheeled  vehicles,  the  pr^te  carriage  of  th« 
Shahzada  was  clearly  discernible.  I  must  not 
amit  to  mention  that  twice,  as  the  troops  pro- 
Meded,  the  enemy  endeavoured  to  bring  a  gun  to 
bear  upon  tliem,  and,  as  often,  the  steady  and 
SGcarate  fire  of  the  gun-boats  compelled  him  to 
relinquish  the  attempt. 

On  our  approach  to  the  town*,  a  number 
of  the  inhabitants  came  out  to  meet  us,  with 
proffers  of  entire  submission  and  devotion  to  the 
British  Government.  I  lust  no  time  in  allaying 
the  alarm  which  so  manifestly  possessed  themt 
sad  the  assurance  I  couveyed  to  them  that,  pro- 
dded they  would  honestly  disclose  all  property 
belonging  to  the  Persians,  their  private  dwellings

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should  be  respected,  seemed  to  have  the  desired 
effect.  As  soon  as  leisure  permitted,  they  con- 
ducted us  to  the  different  stores  of  grain  and  flour, 
and  further  delivered  up  to  us  230  sheep,  some 
50  mules,  and  150  new  stand  of  arms  (in  cases), 
which  time  had  not  been  allowed  the  enemy  to 
remove.  The  sheep,  arms,  and  mules.  Captain 
Rennie  caused  to  be  shipped  on  board  of  the 
steamers,  but  the  grain,  after  removing  so  much 
as  was  required  for  the  subsistence  of  tiie  animals 
en  route,  and  reserving  two  boat  loads  of  wheat 
and  barley,  there  being  no  other  means  of  con- 
veyance available,  for  transmission  to  Mohumra, 
I  distributed  among  the  inhabitants  of  the  town 
and  the  outside  Arabs. 

While  engagt^d  in  inspecting  the  stores  of  grain, 
information  was  brought  to  me  that  several  stand 
of  arms  and  a  magazine  of  ammunition  had  been 
abandoned  by  the  Persians  on  the  ground  they 
occupied. 

Accordingly,  a  small  detachment,  under  the  super- 
intendence of  Major  Wray  and  Captain  Green, 
passed  on  to  take  possession ;  but,  having  been 
preceded  by  the  Arabs*,  whom  from  Ah  wax 
we  could  observe  covering  the  ground  immediately 
after  the  departure  of  the  Persians,  they  were 
enabled  to  discern  merely  powder  strewed  over 
the  ground,  port-fires,  shot,  shell,  &a,  and  empty 
pnd  broken  cases.  The  whole  were  collected  in 
a  heap  and  set  on  fircf 

With  advertence  to  the  Arabs  in  question,  I 
may  here  mention  that,  even  before  reaching  the

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w&Ua  of  Ahwoz,  we  could  perceive  crowds  of 
theae  marauders  gathering  on  the  hills  in  the 
immediate  neighbourhood,  ready  to  attack  the 
defeated  party,  and  anxious  of  courso  to  ahnre  in 
the  Persian  spoils  collected  in  the  town.  The 
inhabitants  did  not  conceal  their  apprehensions  of 
indiscriminaie  plunder  hj  these  people,  but,  an 
injuDction  from  me  to  retire  under  pain  of  cueT' 
cion,  coupled  with  my  refusal  to  receive  the  visit 
of  their  chiefs  then  present  among  them,  had  the 
effect  that  day  of  inducing  them  to  withdraw, 
while  a  voluutory  cootribution  of  grain  o-  the 
morrow  (wheu  no  doubt  could  be  entertained  of 
the  character  of  the  gift)  sufficed  to  conciliate 
them.  It  encouraged  the  hope  too  that,  under 
the  general  impression  which  prevails  of  the 
speedy  approach  of  the  British  army,  my  final 
remonatraoces  against  depredation  would,  afler 
the  departure  of  the  steamers,  continue  to  be 
respected. 

I  need  bordlj  remind  you,  however,  that  the 
word  of  the  Arab  is  only  to  be  trusted  when 
superior  force,  or  some  other  equally  strong 
motive,  is  present,  to  iuduce  its  observance. 

Situated  ae  tbey  were  in  a  position  remarkably 
itrong  by  nature,  the  precipitate  retreat  of  the 
Persian  army*  before  a  mere  handful  of  Briti^ 
troops,  can  only  be  explained  by  the  panic  in- 
spired by  the  defeat  at  Mohumra,  by  their  in- 
tbility,  from  the  want  of  bouts,  to  effect  the  passage 
of  the  river,  by  the  bold  front  assumed  by  ^e 
expedition,  and,  finally,  by  the  fact,  which  would 
have  weighed  probably  with  better  troops  than 
themselves  ignorant  of  our  deficiency  in  field  guns 
that  the  occupation  of  Ahwaz  enabled  us  to  turn 
their  flank,  and  thus  effectually  to  rake  their  position.

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The  advantages  accruing  to  us  cannot  I  think  be 
overrated.  Already  had  they  commenced  to  en- 
trench themselves,  and  had  made  arrangements 
for  the  arrival  of  reinforcements,  and  for  the 
supply  of  stores  and  provisions  from  Shuster  and 
Dizful :  as  it  is,  the  loss  of  their  grain  at  Ahwaz, 
which  in  the  interim  would  have  maintained  the 
army  for  15  or  20  days,  will  not  only  occasion 
much  loss  and  suffering  on  their  retreat,  hut,  by 
driving  them  to  a  distance,  will  destroy  their  poli- 
tical status  in  the  country,  and,  for  the  present  at 
least,  deprive  them  of  any  controul  over  the  in- 
habitants. To  enable  you  to  judge  of  the  feelings 
of  the  tribes  towards  them,  I  may  mention  that 
several  men  presented  themselves  wearing  Per- 
sian clothes  which  it  was  said  they  had  only  yester- 
day stripped  from  the  backs  of  stragglers.  It 
was  further  added  that  bodies  of  Arabs  from  every 
side  were  hanging  on  the  rear  and  flanks  of  the 
Persian  army,  and  assuredly  would  lose  no  oppor- 
tunity of  harassing  them.  Their  rancour  may 
indeed  be  ascribed  to  a  wish  to  retaliate  the 
oppression  and  extortion  practised  by  their  late 
masters,  but  I  believe  it  to  have  some  foundation 
in  the  innate  propensity  of  the  Arab  to  plunder, 
and  in  a  not  unnatural  desire  perhaps  to  gain 
favour  with  the  victorious  party. 

From  the  intelligence  derived  from  native.*  it 
would  seem  that  the  line  of  retreat  of  the  Persian 
army  is  on  the  direct  road  to  Dizful ;  that  they 
have  with  them  seven  guns,  of  which  three  were 
present  at  Ahwaz,  or  met  them  on  their  way 
thither  from  Mohumra  ;  and  tliat  the  Shahzada, 
attended  by  thirty  horsemen,  has  quitted  the 
army,  and  proceeded  in  advance. 

In  conclusion,  I  take  the  liberty  to  bring  to 
your  notice  the  steadiness  and  admirable  beha- 
viour of  the  military  portion  of  the  expedition

PORT  REGULATIONS— MARSEILLES. 

Notice  to  Shipowners  and  Mastees. 

Board  of  Trade^  June  5,  1857. 

THE  Lords  of  the  Committee  of  PriTj  Cooncil 
for  Trade  have  received  a  Despatch  from  Her 
Majesty's  Acting  Consul  at  Marseilles,  inclosing  a 
letter  from  the  Prdfet  of  that  Department,  nodfj- 
ing  that,  in  consequence  of  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce having  called  his  attention  to  the  abases 
which  exist  in  the  settlement  of  average  expenses, 
from  the  false  statements  often  made  by  masters 
of  merchant  vessels,  he  (the  Pr6fet)  has,  in  virtue 
of  a  law,  passed  on  the  2nd  July,  1836>  decided 
that  in  future  the  regulation  shall  be  enforced 
compelling  masters  of  all  vessels,  and  of  whatever 
flag,  if  called  upon,  to  submit  their  log  books  to  an 
officer  of  the  Customs,  immediately  on  arriving  at 
the  Port  of  Marseilles,  in  order  that  such  officer 
may  sign  the  page  where  the  writing  ends,  and 
thus  prjavent  the  master  from  making  any  further 
addition  thereto  aAer  his  arrival  in  port. 

Shipmasters  trading  to  the  port  of  Marseilles 
are  accordingly  hereby  cautioned  to  have  their 
log  books  properly  written  up  before  their  arrival 
in  port,  and  to  produce  them  when  asked  for,  as, 
in  case  of  damage  to  ship  or  cargo,  serious  diffi- 
culty may  otherwise  be  experienced  in  the  settle- 
ment of  average.

It  is  with  great  eatisfaction  that  the  Governor- 
General  in  Council  directs  the  publication  of  the 
accompanjing  Deepatchea*  received  from  the  Seat 
of  War  in  Peraia.  They  describe  fully  the  opera- 
tions of  the  firitish  Sea  and  Land  Forces  in  the 
attack  and  capture  of  Mohumra  on  the  26th  of 
March,  the  flight  of  the  Persian  Army,  thirteen 
thousand  strong,  and  the  complete  success  of  the 
British  Arms  at  every  point. 

Tlie  scheme  of  the  attack  was  chosen  by  Lien- 
tens  nt-General  Sir  James  Outram  with  excellent 
judgment ;  it  was  carried  through  with  steady 
preciaioa  ;  and  it  has  led  to  the  accomplishment 
of  the  object  in  view  at  a  small  cost  of  life.  The 
Goremor-General  in  Council  desires  to  offer  to 
Lieutenant- General  Sir  James  Outram  his  beat 
eongratolations  and  thanks  for  this  happy  result. 

The  engagement  was  on  the  side  of  the  British 
Arms  a  Naval  one, — no  Land  Force,  with  the  eix-. 
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oeption  of  one  mortar  battery^  having  taken  an 
active  share  in  it.  The  manner  in  which  the  task 
was  performed  is  most  honorable  to  the  Indian 
Navy. 

That  the  Officers,  Seamen,  Artinerymen, 
Marines,  and  others  of  the  Squadron  did  their 
duty  with  intrepidity  and  ardour,  is  the  smallest 
part  of  the  praise  which  is  owing  to  them.  The 
plan  of  the  Naval  attack,  which  was  to  be  carried 
out  in  shoal  and  narrow  waters,  and  in  a  rapid 
current,  by  steamers  of  heavy  draught,  some  of 
them  encnmbered  with  vessels  in  tow,  and  the 
thoroughly  successful  execution  of  every  part  of 
it,  without  miscarriage  or  confusion  of  any  kind, 
in  the  face  of  strong  defensive  works  at  point 
blank  range,  have  given  proof  of  a  cool  judgment, 
a  well-ordered  discipline,  and  a  skilful  manage- 
ment,  of  which  Commodore  Young  and  the  officers 
and  men  under  his  command  may  well  be  prood. 

The  cordial  thanks  of  the  Government  of  India 
are  eminently  due  to  Commodore  Young,  and  to 
those  who  shared  that  day's  work  wi^  him ;  and 
the  Govemor-Greneral  in  Council  will  hare 
pleasure  in  expressing  to  the  Honorable  Court  of 
Directors  his  hearty  approbation  of  the  conduct  of 
all  concerned.  It  will  be  his  agreeable  duty  to 
bring  to  the  especial  notice  of  Her  Majesty's 
Grovemment,  and  of  the  Honorable  Court  of 
Directors,  the  meritorious  services  of  those  ifrhom 
Commodore  Young  has  named  in  his  despatches  of 
the  27th  of  March. 

The  disembarkation  of  the  troops  above  the 
forts  took  place  under  the  able  direction  of  Briga* 
dier*G^end  Havelock,  C.B.,  rapidly,  and  in  good 
order;  but,  before  the  landing  was  e£fected, 
success  was  already  complete.  The  whole  Perdan 
Army  was  in  full  retreat,  leaving  in  our  hands 
seventeen  pieces  of  ordnance,  their  tents,  baggage,

TREASURY  WARRANT. 

Whereas  by  an  Act  of  Parliament,  paswd 
in  the  fourth  year  of  the  re'gn  of  Her  present 
Majesty,  intituled  *•  An  Act  for  the  regulation  of 
the  duties  of  postage,"  power  is  given  to  the  Com- 
missioners of  Her  Majesty *s  Treasury  from  time 
to  time,  by  Warrant  under  their  hands,  to  alto* 
and  fix  any  of  the  rates  of  British  postage  or 
inland  postage  payable  by  law  on  the  transmission 
by  the  post  of  foreign  or  colonial  letters  or  news- 
papers, or  of  any  other  printed  papers,  and  to 
subject  the  same  to  rates  of  postage  according  to 
the  weight  thereof,  and  a  scale  of  weight  to  be 
contained  in  such  Warrant,  and  from  time  to  time, 
by  Warrant,  as  aforesaid,  to  alter  or  repeal  any 
such  altered  rates,  and  to  make  and  establish  any 
new  or  other  rates  in  lieu  thereof. 

And  whereas  further  powers  are  given  to  the 
Commissioners  of  Her  Miyesty's   Treasary^   by 
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office  at  Constantinople, 
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ithority  of  the  Statute  in 
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that  case  made  and  provided,  order  and  direet  as 

follows : 

1.  That  on  every  letter  not  exceeding  one 
quarter  of  an  ounce  in  weight,  transmitted  hj  the 
post  between  Constantinople  and  anj  of  Her

"If  on  comparing  the  manifest  « 
ti£c«te  given  by  the  Consul,  it  ahi 
exact,  it  shall  hs  so  expreaeed,  the 
atfixing  the  dale  and  putting  his  signi 
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difference  should  appear,  the  collector  shall  exact 
from  the  captain,  or  master,  or  in  his  absence, 
from  the  ship's  owner,  or  from  the  legally  recog- 
nized consignee,  the  amount  of  the  duty  on  the 
goods  contained  in  each  bale,  which  being  found 
on  board,  is  in  excess  of  the  manifest,  and  a  sur- 
charge equal  in  amount  to  these  duties  to  be  dis- 
tributed between  the  Treasury  and  the  officers 
who  make  the  discovery  ;  but  if  the  difference 
should  consist  in  a  lesser  amount  being  found  on 
board  than  are  manifested,  there  shall  be  exacted 
from  the  captain,  or  in  his  default  from  the  owner 
or  consignees,  the  duties  corresponding  to  the 
goods  expressed  in  the  Consular  certiticate,  and  a 
surcharge  of  double  these  duties,  to  be  divided 
between  the  Treasury  and  the  officers  making  the 
discovery. 

"  This  regulation  shall  be  always  applied  when 
the  goods  which  the  bales  contain,  or  ought  to 
contain,  are  of  lawful  commerce,  but  with  the 
exception  of  luggage  when  not  subject  to  duty, 
and  of  the  goods  belonging  to  the  crew  of  the 
vessel,  the  value  of  which  does  not  exceed  1000 
reals  (£iO),  for  each  individual. 

"Whenever  in  cargoes  of  coal  or  any  other 
merchandize  in  bulk,  the  bill  of  lading,  the  de- 
claration of  the  consignee,  and  the  result  of  the 
search,  should  agree,  but  a  difference  m  excess  or 
default  should  appear  in  the  manifest,  a  fine  shall 
be  exacted  from  the  Captain  equivalent  to  the 
difference  between  the  merchandize  expressed  in 
the  manifest,  and  those  which  would  correspond 
to  the  quantity  declared  in  the  Consular  certificate. 

"  If  the  goods  in  which  a  difference  results  be 
prohibited,  the  same  penalties  shall  be  enforced  as 
are  established  for  errors  between  what  is  ex- 
pressed in  the  manifest  and  what  results  from 
the  search."

TREASURY  WARRANT. 

Whereas  by  an  Act  of  Parliament^  passed 
in  the  fourth  year  of  the  reign  of  Her  present 
Majesty,  intituled  ''An  Act  for  the  regulation  of 
the  duties  of  postage,''  power  is  given  to  the  Com- 
missioners  of  Her  Migesty's  Treasury,  from  time 
to  time,  by  Warrant  under  tlieir  hands,  to  alter 
and  hx,  any  of  the  rates  of  British  postage  or 
inland  postage  payable  by  law  on  the  transmission 
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by  the  post  of  foreign  or  colonial  letters  or  news- 
papers, or  of  any  other  printed  papers,  and  to 
sofaject  the  same  to  rates  of  postage  according  to 
the  weight  thereof,  and  a  scale  of  weight  to  be 
contained  in  such  Warrant,  and  from  time  to  time, 
by  Warrant  as  aforesaid,  to  alter  or  repeal  any 
soch  altered  rates,  and  to  make  and  establish  any 
new  or  other  rates  in  lien  thereof. 

And  whereas  farther  powers  are  given  to  the 
Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury  by 
another  Act,  passed  in  the  eleventh  year  of  the 
reign  of  Her  present  Majesty,  intituled  *'  An  Act 
for  giving  further  facilities  for  the  transmission  of 
letters  by  post,  and  for  the  regulating  the  duties  of 
postage  thereon,  and  for  other  purposes  relating  to 
the  Post-oflBce." 

And  whereas  certain  powers  are  also  given  to 
the  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury  by 
another  Act,  passed  in  the  eighteenth  year  of  the 
reign  of  Her  present  Majesty,  intituled  **  An  Act 
to  amend  the  laws  relating  to  the  stamp  duties  on 
newspapers,  and  to  provide  for  the  transmission 
by  post  of  printed  periodical  publications." 

And  whereas  Her  Majesty's  Postmaster- General. 
with  the  consent  of  the  Commissioners  of  Her 
Majesty's  Treasury,  did,  by  virtue  of  the  said  last- 
mentioned  Act,  make  and  issue  certain  orders, 
regulations,  conditions,  and  restrictions,  bearing 
date  the  24th  day  of  December,  1855,  for  the 
puipose  of  regulating  the  receipt,  transmission, 
and  delivery  by  post  of  printed  newspapers,  and 
certain  periodical  publications  under  the  provisions 
of  the  said  last- mentioned  Act. 

And  whereas  it  is  expedient  that  regulations 
should  be  made  for  the  transmission  by  the  post 
of  the  printed  newspapers  hereinafter  mentioned. 

Now  we,  the  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's 
Treasury,  in  exercise  of  the  powers  reserved  to  us 
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ID  and  by  the  said  hereinbefore  recited  Acts  of 
Parliament,  and  every  of  them,  and  of  all  other 
powers  enabling  us  in  this  behalf,  do,  bj  thi^ 
Warrant,  under  the  hands  of  two  of  ua  the  said 
Commissioners,  bj  the  authority  of  the  Statute  in 
that  case  made  and  provided,  order  and  diro^t  as 
follows : 

1.  That  every  British  newspaper,  not  exceedinf 
four  ounces  in  weight,  posted  in  the  United  King- 
dom, and  addressed  to  the  East  Indies,  may  be 
transmitted  by  the  post  from  the  United  Kingdom 
to  the  East  Indies  at  the  following  British  rates  of 
postage  (that  is  to  sny),  by  the  closed  mail,  vi& 
Marseilles,  at  a  rate  of  two  pence  each,  and  bj 
packet-boat,  vi&  Southampton,  at  a  rate  of  one 
penny  each. 

2.  That  on  every  newspaper  transmitted  under 
tliis  Warrant,  as  hereinbefore  is  mentioned,  ex* 
ceeding  four  ounces  in  weight,  there  shall  be 
charged,  taken,  and  paid  progressive  and  additional 
rates  of  postage  as  follows ;  that  is  to  say : 

On  every  such  newspaper  exceeding  four 
ounces  in  weight,  and  not  exceeding  ^ht 
ounces  in  weight,  two  rates  of  postage. 

And  for  every  additional  four  ounces  in  w^ght 
of  any  such  newspaper,  above  the  weight  of 
eight  ounces,  there  shall  be  charged,  taken, 
and  paid  one  additional  rate  of  postage,  and 
every  fractional  part  of  such  additional  four 
ounces  in  weight  shall  be  charged  as  an  ad- 
ditional  four  ounces  in  weight,  and  each  pro- 
gressive and  additional  rate  chargeable  under 
this  clause  shall  be  estimated  and  charged  at 
the  sum  which  any  such  newspaper  would  be 
charged  with  under  this  Warrant,  if  not  ex- 
ceeding four  ounces  in  weight 

3.  That  every  printed  supplement  or  additional 
sheet  to  any  newspaper  shall,  for  the  purpose  of 
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charging  the  pootage  under  this  Warrimt,  he 
deemed  a  distinct  newspaper,  unless  sent  in  the 
the  same  covers  or  together  with  ihe  newapaper  to 
which  it  is  a  supplement  or  addition. 

4.  That  every  newspaper  which  shall  be  trans- 
mitted by  the  post,  under  the  provisions  of  this 
Warrant,  shall  be  so  transmitted  in  conformity 
with  and  under  and  subject  to  the  several  regula- 
tions, orders,  directions,  conditions,  and  restric- 
tions made  by  Her  M^esty's  Postmaster-General, 
with  the  consent  of  the  Conmiissioners  of  Her 
Mijesty's  Treasury,  bearing  date  the  24th  day  of 
December,  1855,  so  far  as  the  same  are  applicable 
thereto,  and  also  to  the  several  further  orders  and 
directions  hereinafter-mentioned  and  contained. 

5.  That  Her  Majesty's  Postmaster-Greneral 
shall  and  may  charge,  all  or  any  such  newspapers 
sent  by  the  post,  otherwise  than  in  conformity 
with  the  terms,  conditions,  and  regulations  men- 
tioned or  referred  to  in  this  Warrant,  with  such 
rate  or  rates  of  postage  not  exceeding  in  amount 
such  rates  or  rate  as  would  be  chargeable  upon 
the  same  as  letters  or  a  letter,  as  to  him  shall  seem 
fit. 

6.  That  the  rates  of  postage  chargeable  on 
printed  newspapers  transmitted  by  the  post  under 
the  provisions  of  this  Warrant,  shall  be  in  lieu  of 
any  rates  of  British  postage  now  chargeable  by 
law  thereon. 

7.  That  the  respective  packets  transmitted  by 
the  post  under  the  provisions  of  this  Warrant, 
shall  be  subject  to  the  several  orders,  directions, 
regulations,  and  rates  of  postage,  respectively  con- 
tained in  a  certain  Warrant  of  the  Commissioners 
of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury,  bearing  date  the  19th 
day  of  February,  1855,  relating  to  redirected 
rates  of  postage  upon  letters  and  packets  which 
shall  he  redirected  and  again  forwarded  by  the 
post 
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8.  That  the  term  '*  British  Newspaper,"  used 
ia  this  Warrant,  shall  be  construed  to  have  the 
like  meaning  as  the  term  "  British  Newspaper," 
used  in  a  certain  Warrant  of  the  Commissioners 
of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury,  bearing  date  the  20th 
day  of  December,  1866  ;  and  that  the  term  '^East 
Indies,"  used  in  this  Warrant,  shall  be  construed 
to  mean  every  port  or  place  in  Asia  within  the 
limits  of  the  Charter  of  the  E^t  India  Company 
(China,  Hong  Kong,  Ceylon,  tiie  Mauritius,  Java, 
Borneo,  and  Australia'  excepted),  and  that  the 
several  other  terms  and  expressions  used  in  this 
Warrant  shall  be  construed  to  have  the  like 
meaning,  in  all  respects,  as  they  would  have  had 
if  inserted  in  the  said  Act  passed  in  the  fourth 
year  of  the  reign  of  Her  present  Majesty. 

9.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Commissioners 
for  the  time  being  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury,  by 
Warrant  under  their  hands,  duly  made  at  any  time 
hereafter,  to  alter,  repeal,  or  revoke  any  of  the 
rates  of  postage  hereby  fixed,  or  any  of  the  order^ 
regulations,  conditions,  and  restrictions  hereby 
made,  and  to  make  and  establish .  any  new  or 
other  rates,  orders,  regulations,  conditions,  and 
restrictions  in  lieu  thereof,  and  from  time  to  time 
to  appoint  at  what  time  the  rates  which  may  be 
payable  are  to  be  paid. 

10.  That  this  Warrant  shall  come  into  opera- 
tion  on  the  first  day  of  July,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  fifty-seven.

OBDINANCE  framed  by  the  Coxmibsiobxbs 

appointed  for  the  Purposes  of  the  SrATinrs 
17th  and  18th  Vict.,  c.  81,  in  relation  to

TSB,  otherwise  called  Nxw  Collbgs,  in  the 

UhIYSBSITT  of  OXFOBD. 

Wb,  the  Commissioners  appointed  for  the  pur- 
poses of  an  Act  passed  in  tne  sevente^ith  and 
eighteenth  years  of  the  reign  of  Her  Majesty 
Queen  Victoria,  intituled  "  An  Act  to  make  fur* 
**  ther  Provision  for  the  good  government  and 
"  extension  of  the  Universitv  of  Oxford,  of  the 

Colleges  therein,  and  of  the  College  of  Saint 
"  Mary  Winchester,"    do,  in  execution  of  the 
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powers  given  to  us  by  the  said  Act,  ordain  as  fol- 
lows in  relation  to  the  College  of  Saint  Mary  of 
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Winehester  in  the  said  TTniverBity,  otherwise  and 
hereinafter  called  New  College : — 

1.  The  seyentr  places  within  the  said  College 
now  held  by  perpetual  Fellows  or  Scholars  on 
two  years  of  probation,  shall,  as  vacancies  occur 
therein  respectiyelj,  not  be  filled  up  in  the  same 
manner  and  under  the  same  conditions  as  here« 
tofore,  but  so  that  there  shall  hereafter  be  main- 
tained within  the  College  the  thiity  Fellowships 
and  thirty  Scholarships  hereinafter  mentioned. 

2.  In  elections  to  fifteen  of  the  said  thirty 
Fellowships  (which  fifteen  aie  hereinafter  called 
"  Winchester  FeIlowshi|)8"),  no  person  shaU  be 
eligible  unless  he  shall  either  haye  been  educated 
during  two  years  at  least  in  the  school  of  the 
College  of  Saint  Mary  Winchester,  near  Win- 
chester (otherwise  and  hereinafter  called  Win- 
chester College),  or  shall  for  at  least  twelve 
Terms  have  been  a  member  of  New  College.  In 
elections  to  the  other  fifteen  (hereinafter  called 
"  Open  Fellowships"),  no  person  shall  be  either 
entitled  to  preference  or  ineligible  by  reason  of 
his  having  or  not  having  been  educated  at  any 
particular  school,  or  of  his  being  or  not  being  a 
member  of  New  College. 

3.  No  candidate  for  any  Fellowship  within  the 
College  shall  be  either  entitled  to  preference  or 
ineligible  by  reason  of  his  place  of  birth,  or  of  his 
being  or  not  being  of  the  blood  or  kindred  of 
William  of  Wykeham,  the  Founder  of  the  Col- 
lege, or  of  his  Deing  or  not  being  a  Scholar  of  the 
College,  or  of  his  pecuniary  circumstances,  and 
no  candidate  shall  be  ineligible  by  reason  of  his 
being  or  having  been  a  member  of  any  oth^ 
College,  or  of  his  having  any  bodily  imperfection 
which  might  operate  as  a  disquaUfieation  for 
Holy  Orders,  ox  of  his  having  attained  or  ez- 
ce^ed  his  twentieth  year:   F!roTi4ed^  that  uo

person  shall  be  eligible  to  an  Open  Feilowship 
who  shall  not  have  passed  all  the  ezaminatioDs 
required  J}v  the  University  for  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Arts,  and  no  person  shall  be  eligible 
to  a  Winchester  Fellowship  who  shall  not  either 
have  passed  all  the  examinations  required  bj  the 
University  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  or 
have  taken  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  in 
some  other  University  in  Great  Britain  or  Ireland, 
and  no  person  shall  be  eb'gible  to  any  Fellowship 
who  shall  be  possessed  of  any  benefice,  property, 
pension,  or  omce  which,  if  acquired  after  election, 
would  have  disqualified  him  for  continuing  a 
Fellow. 

4.  No  candidate  for  any  Scholarship  within  the 
College  shall  be  either  entitled  to  preference  or 
ineligible  by  reason  of  his  place  of  birth,  or  of  hi? 
being  or  not  being  of  the  blood  or  kindred  of 
William  of  Wykeham,  the  Founder  of  the  Col- 
lege; and  no  candidate  shall  be  ineligible  by 
reason  of  his  having  any  bodily  imperfection 
which  might  operate  as  a  disqualification  for  Holy 
Orders,  or  by  reason  of  his  being  entitled  to  any 
property  or  income  exceeding  five  marks  a  year. 

5.  The  emoluments  of  each  Scholarship,  in- 
clusive of  rooms  and  all  allowances,  shall  be  not 
less  than  eighty  pounds  per  annum.  The  Scholar- 
ships  shall  be  respectively  tenable  for  five  years, 
and  no  longer :  Provided  that,  in  the  case  oi  any 
Scholarship  the  election  to  which  may  have  been 
postponed  as  hereinafter  provided,  the  said  term 
of  five  years  shall  be  computed  from  the  dav  oii 
which  the  election  would  have  been  held  if  tber^ 
had  been  no  postponement.  Every  Scholar  whit 
shall  marry,  or  shall  be  elected  to  a  Fellowship  in 
New  College,  or  to  a  Fellowship  or  Scholarahip 
in  any  other  College,  shall  thereupon  vacate  hi^ 
Scholarship. 
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6.  The  Tacsnt  ScbolarahipB  aball  be  filled  up 
anuually,  at  a  stated  time  to  be  appointed  bj  the 
Warden  and  Fellows  of  New  College,  by  the 
election  of  boys  receiving  education  in  the  school 
of  Winchester  College,  no  distinction  being  made 
between  members  of  the  foundation  of  that  Col- 
lege and  boys  not  members  thereof.  The  con- 
ditions of  eligibility  in  respect  of  age  and  stand- 
ing in  the  school  shall  be  toe  same  for  all  persons, 
whether  of  the  blood  or  kindred  of  the  Founder 
or  not,  but  subject  to  this  proTision,  shall  be  such 
as  the  Warden  and  Fellows  of  New  College,  with 
the  consent  of  the  Warden  and  Fellows  of  Win- 
chester College,  shall  from  time  to  time  deter- 
mine, or,  in  default  thereof,  shall  be  such  as  are 
now  required  in  the  case  of  persons  elected  and 
admitted  to  probation  in  New  College,  being  not 
of  the  blood  or  kindred  of  the  Founder.  The 
election  of  Scholars  shall  be  held  at  Winchester 
College,  after  an  examination  of  the  candidates  in 
such  subjects,  and  conducted  in  such  manner,  as 
the  Warden  and  Fellows  of  New  College  shall 
from  time  to  time  determine,  and  the  candidate 
or  candidates  shall  be  elected  who,  after  such 
examination,  shall  appear  to  the  electors  to  be  of 
the  greatest  merit,  and  most  fit  to  be  a  Scholar  or 
Scholars  of  the  College.  Any  vacant  Scholarship 
for  which  there  shall  be  no  candidate  duly  quali- 
fied and  of  sufficient  merit  in  the  judgment  of  the 
electors,  shall  be  thrown  open  K>r  that  turn  to 
general  competition  as  an  Open  Scholarship,  and 
the  election  shall  be  postponed  to  a  day  to  be 
fixed  by  the  Warden  and  Fellows  of  New  College 
for  the  purpose,  and  shall  be  held  at  New  CoUeee 
by  the  same  persons,  and  after  public  notice  for 
the  same  period,  as  the  elections  to  Fellowships 
are  to  be  held  under  this  Ordinance,  and  after  a 
competive  examination  of  the  candidates  in  such 
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nubjecta,  and  conducted  in  such  manner  as  the 
Warden  and  Fellows  shall  from  time  to  time 
determine. 

7.  The  whole  number  of  thirty  Fellowships  and 
thirty  Scholarships  shall  be  completed  as  roeedilT 
as  the  occurrence  af  vacancies  in  existing?  felloir- 
ships,  and  the  amount  of  the  funds  thereby  made 
available,  will  permit.  The  number  of  the  fifteen 
Winchester  Fellowships  and  the  number  of  the 
fifteen  Open  Fellowships  shall  be  progressivdj 
completed,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  pari  passu.  As 
between  Fellowships  and  Scholarsnips,  the  whole 
number  of  the  Fellowships  and  the  whole  number 
of  the  Scholarships  shall  be  progressively  com- 
pleted at  such  a  relative  rate  as  the  Warden  and 
Fellows  of  New  College,  having  regard  on  the 
one  hand  to  the  continuance  of  due  encourage* 
ment  to  the  school  of  Winchester  College,  and  on 
the  other  to  the  interests  of  Xew  CoU^e  as  a 
place  of  education,  shall  deem  expedient. 

8.  So  soon  as  the  whole  number  of  thirty  Fel- 
lowships and  thirty  Scholarships  shall  have  been 
completed,  and  the  average  emoluments  of  each 
FeUow  (exclusive  of  rooms  or  any  aUowance  in 
respect  thereof,  but  inclusive  of  ail  other  allow- 
ances) shall  amount  to  two  hundred  pounds  per 
annum,  the  number  of  Open  Fellowships  and 
that  of  Winchester  Fellowsnips  respectively  shall 
be  progressively  increased  to  twenty  aa  speedily 
as  the  amount  of  the  corporate  revenues  of  the 
College  shall  allow  (but  not  so  as  at  an^  time  to 
reduce  the  emoluments  of  the  Fellowships  below 
two  hundred  pounds  per  annum).  And  no  Fellow 
shall  be  entitled  to  receive  more  than  two  hun- 
dred pounds  per  annum  in  respect  of  his  Fellow- 
ship, so  long  as  the  whole  numoer  of  Fellowships 
shall  be  less  than  forty. 

9.  The  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  aball  be 
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subject  to  any  Ordinance  or  Ordinances  whicli 
may  be  hereafter  duly  made  by  the  Commis- 
sioners exercising  the  powers  of  the  said  Act,  for 
appropriating  in  such  manner  as  may  be  thought 
fit  any  part  of  tlie  revenues  of  the  College  to 
purposes  for  the  benefit  of  the  University  at  Targe, 
in  connection  with  the  Professoriate  of  the  Up- 
▼ersity, 

10.  The  Fellows  of  the  GoUege  hereafter  to  be 
elected  shall  be  subject,  as  regards  qualification 
for  election  and  otherwise,  to  the  existing  Statutes 
of  the  College  relating  to  Fellows,  and  the 
Scholars  to  the  existing  Statutes  relating  to  per* 
sons  admitted  to  two  years  of  probation,  so  far 
as  the  same  are  consistent  with  the  provisions  of 
this  Ordinance  concerning  Fellows  and  Scholars 
respectively,  and  the  election  at  Winchester  Col- 
lege of  Scholars  of  New  College  shall  be  held  by 
the  same  persons  and  in  the  same  manner  (sub- 
ject to  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance)  as  the 
election  of  Scholars  on  two  years  of  probation 
is  by  the  existing  Statutes  directed  to  be  held : 
Provided  that  this  clause  shall  not  be  deemed  to 
limit  or  affect  the  power  of  repealing  and  altering 
Statutes  hereinafter  given  to  the  Warden  and 
FellowBL 

11.  This  Ordinance  shall  be  without  prejudice 
to  the  right  of  every  person  whose  name  shall  be 
m.  the  election  indenture  which  shall  be  in  force 
vlien  this  Ordinance  shidl  be  approved  by  Her 
Majesty  in  Council  to  be  admitted  as  a  FeUow,  if 
of  kin  to  the  Founder  or  as  a  Scholar  on  two 
years  of  probation,  in  ease  of  a  vacancy ;  and  to 
the  right  of  eveiy  person  who  shall  be  so  admitted, 
and  of  every  present  Scholar  on  two  years  of  pro- 
bation, to  be  admitted  an  actual  Fellow  of  the 
College. 

12.  No  person  shall  be  incapable  of  being 
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elected  or  appointed  Warden  of  the  College  bgr 
reason  of  his  not  being  or  not  having  been  a 
Pellow  thereof.  No  person  ahall  be  capable  pf 
being  elected  or  appointed  who  shall  not  be  a 
Priest  of  the  United  Chnrch  of  England  and 
Ireland,  and  either  a  Graduate  in  Theology  or 
Law,  or  a  Master  of  Arts.  The  electors  shall 
choose,  and  in  case  of  lapse  the  Bishop  of  Win- 
chester for  the  time  being  shall  appoint  the  per* 
son  (being  otherwise  duly  qualified  according  to 
the  Statutes  in  force  for  the  time  being),  who  ia 
their  or  bis  judgment,  as  the  case  may  be,  ahall 
be  most  fit  for  the  goremment  of  the  College  as 
a  place  of  religion,  learning,  and  education. 

13.  The  Warden  shall  be  required  to  reside  in 
the  College  seven  calendar  months  at  least  in  each 
year,  whereof  six  weeks  at  least  shall  be  in  each 
term,  Easter  and  Trinity  Terms  being  for  this 
purpose  considered  as  one  Term:  Provided  that 
in  case  of  the  Warden's  sickness,  or  for  any  other 
urgent  cause,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Visitor  to 
dispense  with  the  Warden's  residence  for  such  a 

geriod  as  may  seem  to«  the  Visitor  to  be  rea  aired 
y  the  necessities  of  the  case.  This  reguiatioD 
shall  take  efiect  in  lieu  of  the  provisions  of  the 
existing  Statutes  relating  to  the  residence  of  the 
Warden. 

14.  The  Warden  and  Fellows  may  at  any  time 
hereafter,  if  they  shall  thiok  fit,  commute  the 
emoluments  of  the  Wardenship,  wholly  or  par- 
tially, for  a  stipend  or  annual  sum  of  money 
payable  in  any  other  manner  out  of  the  revennee 
of  the  College,  or  for  a  certain  proportion  of 
the  said  revenues;  and  may  fix  the  time  at  which 
such  commutation  shall  take  efiect,  and  may  also 
from  time  to  time  regulate,  increase,  or  diminish 
the  Warden's  emoluments,  whether  commuted  or 
uncommutedy  as  they  shall  think  proper;  Provided

tkat  BO  exercise  of  this  power  shall  affect  the 
person  then  being  Warden  without  his  consent: 
P^yided  also,  that  the  Visitor,  upqn  the  petition 
of  the  Warden  or  of  any  one  or  more  of  the 
Fellows,  may  disallow  any  such  commutation, 
regulation,  increase,  or  diminution,  if  he  shall 
think  fit. 

15.  If  lit  any  time  it  shall  appear  that  the 
Warden  has  become  permanently  incapable  of 
performing  the  duties  of  his  office,  tfte  Sub- 
Warden  shall,  upon  the  request  of  any  three  or 
more  Fellows,  convene  a  meeting  of  the  Fellows, 
after  notice  sent  to  such  of  them  as  may  be 
within  the  United  Kingdom,  for  the  considera- 
tion of  the  matter;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  a 
majority  of  the  Fellows  present  at  such  meeting 
to  present  a  petition  to  the  Visitor  setting  forth 
the  circumstances  of  the  case,  and  praying  the 
Visitor  to  inquire  into  the  truth  of  them ;  and  the 
Visitor  shall  institute  such  inquiry  accordingly. 
And  if  upon  such  inquiry,  or  upon  a  petition  pre- 
sented by  the  Warden,  as  the  case  may  be,  it  snail 
appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Visitor  that  the 
Warden  has  become  permanently  incapable  of 
performing  his  duties,  then  the  Visitor  shall 
nominate  one  of  such  three  Fellows  as,  by  the 
vote  of  the  greatest  number  of  the  Fellows  pre- 
sent at  a  meeting  convened  by  the  Sub- Warden, 
shall  be  presented  to  him,  to '  be  Pro- Warden  of 
the  Colle^,  and  shall  assign  to  him  for  his  maiu- 
tenanoe,  in  addition  to  his  Fellowship,  so  much 
(not  exceeding;  one^third)  of  the  Warden's  emolu- 
ments as  the  Visitor  shall  think  fit;  provided  that 
the  Warden  shall  be  at  liberty  to  retain  his 
lodgings.  And  such  Pro- Warden  shall,  so  lonp: 
as  the  Warden  shall  retain  his  office  and  be  inca- 
pable of  performing  its  duties,  receive  the  propor- 
tion so  assigned  to  him,  and  shall  exercise  and

It  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
Visitor,  if  at  any  time  he  shall  be  satisfied  that 
the  Warden's  incapacity  has  ceased,  and  that  he 
is  capable  of  performing  the  duties  of  hk  office,  to 
reinstate  him  in  his  powers  and  functions,  and  in 
the  receipt  of  his  whole  emoluments. 

16.  The  election  of  Fellows  shall  be  vested  in 
the  Warden  and  the  Fellows  present  at  the  time 
of  election;  and  that  candidate  shall  be  deemed 
elected  for  whom  the  greatest  number  of  votes 
shall  have  been  given. 

17.  The  election  of  Fellows  shall  ^ake  plaoe  on 
a  stated  day  or  stated  days  in  each  year,  to  be  ap» 
pointed  by  the  Warden  and  Fellows;  and  thirty 
days  at  least  before  every  day  of  election,  notice 
of  such  intended  election,  of  the  number  of  vacan- 
cies to  be  filled  up,  and  of  the  conditions  of 
election,  shall  be  given  by  the  Warden  in  such 
manner  as  he  shall  deem  best  adapted  to  ensure 
publicity'. 

18.  The  intellectual  qualifications  of  the  can* 
didates  for  Fellowships  shall  be  tested  by  an 
examination  in  such  subjects  connected  with  the 
studies  of  the  University  as  the  Warden  and 
Fellows  shall  determine;  provided  that  the 
system  of  examinations  shall  be  such  as  shall 
render  Fellowships  accessible,  from  time  to  time, 
to  excellence  in  every  branch  of  knowledge  lor 
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the  time  being  recognized  in  the  Schools  of  the 
University ;  and  the  Warden  and  Tellows  shall 
elect  that  candidate  (being  otherwise  dulj  qualified 
according  to  the  Statutes  ia  force  for  the  time 
being)  who,  after  such  examination,  shall  appear 
to  them  to  be  of  the  greatest  merit,  and  most  fit 
to  be  a  Fellow  of  the  College  as  a  place  of  religioUi 
learning,  and  education, 

19.  Every  person  hereafter  elected  to  a  Fellow- 
ship shall,  berore  being  admitted  an  actual  Fellow, 
undergo  probation  for  one  year  from  the  day  of 
his  election  inclusive,  and  no  longer ;  and  at  the 
end  of  such  year  shall  be  admitted  to  an  actual 
Fellowship,  if  found  fit  to  be  a  Fellow  of  the 
College  in  the  judgment  of  the  Warden  and 
Fellows.  Every  person  admitted  to  such  pro- 
hation  shall  be  entitled  to  receive,  during  the  year 
of  probation,  the  same  emoluments  as  if  he  had 
been  admitted  an  actual  Fellow. 

20.  Every  Fellow  who  shall  be  instituted  to  an 
ecclesiastical  benefice,  or  shall  become  entitled, 
^ther  by  descent  or  devolution,  or  by  virtue  of 
any  testamentary  or  other  gift  or  settlement,  to 
property,  or  to  any  Government  pension,  or  be 
admitted  to  any  office  tenable  for  life  or  during 
good  behaviour  (not  beiug  an  academical  office 
within  the  University  of  Oxford),  and  who  shall 
retain  such  benefice,  property,  pension,  or  office 
for  twelve  calendar  months  from  the  day  of  his 
institution,  accession,  or  admission  thereto,  shall, 
if  the  annual  value  of  such  ecdesi  stical  benefice 
(being  a  benefice  with  cure  of' souls),  clear  of 
deductions  (except  for  property  or  income  tax), 
shall  exceed  three  hundred  pounds,  or  if  the 
annual  income  derivable  by  him  from  such  pro- 
perty, pension,  or  office,  or  from  any  ecclesiastical 
oenefice  without  cure  of  souls,  or  from  any  two 
or  more  of  the  above-mentioned  sources  (including 
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or  not  includittg  a  benefice  with  enre  of  bouIbX 
clear  of  deductions  as  aforesaid,  slmU  exceed  fire 
hundred  pounds,  yacate  his  Fellowship  at  the  ex- 
piration of  such  twelve  calendar  months;  and  for 
this  purpose  the  income  which  the  estimated  Talue 
of  any  pronerty  would  produce,  if  inyested  in 
Three  pounos  per  centum  Consolidated  Annuities, 
at  the  price  current  at  the  time  of  the  aoqnisition 
thereof,  shall  in  case  of  doubt,  be  considered  to  bo 
the  income  derirable  from  such  propaij.  The 
word  ''property*'  shall,  in  this  dause,  include 
any  estate  or  interest  in  possession  in  any  pro* 
perty  real  or  personal.  In  any  case  in  which  the 
property  or  sources  of  income  may  have  heea. 
acquired  at  seyeral  times,  the  latest  time  at  which 
any  part  of  such  property  or  an^  of  such  sources 
of  income  shall  hare  been  acquired  riiall,  in  con- 
struing this  clause,  be  considered  as  the  time  of 
the  acquisition  of  the  whole  thereof.  Bicept  la 
aforesaid,  no  Fellow  shall  be  disqualified  for  re- 
taining his  Fellowship  by  reason  of  his  having 
become  possessed  of  any  property  or  income,  or 
been  instituted  to  any  benefice. 

21.  In  certain  excepted  cases  Fallows  may  be 
elected  and  admitted  without  public  notice  of  the 
vacancy,  and  without  examination,  and  without 
any  period  of  probation,  and  although  the  per- 
sons elected  be  married,  and  although  they  be  in 
possession  of  any  benefice,  property,  pension,  or 
office,  which  would  in  ordinary  cases  render  the 
possessor  ineligible,  and  although  they  may  not 
have  taken  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  in  any 
University,  or  passed  the  examinations  reqoirecl 
for  that  degree  by  the  University  of  Oxford,  pro- 
vided such  persons  are  otherwise  qualified  for 
election.     The  excepted  caHCS  shall  be  as  fcdlows: 

«.  Any  Professor  or  Public  Lecturer  within  the 
XTniversity  of  Oxford  fat  whose  electton  a 
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majority  of  the  votes  of  the  Warden  and 
all  the  Fellows  shall  hare  been  given;  the 
Warden's  vote  being  counted  as  two  rotes. 
h.  Any  Principal  of  a  Hall  within  the  Univer- 
sity, not  being  a  private  Hall,  and   any 
person  of  eminence  in  literature,  science, 
or  art,  on  whom  the  University  in  Con- 
vocation shall  have  conferred  a  degree, 
either  by  diploma  or  decree  of  Convocation, 
or  any   honorary  degree:    Provided  that 
two-thirds  of  the  votes  of  the  Warden  and 
all  the  Fellows  shall  have  been  given  for 
the  election  of  such   Principal  or  other 
person  as  last  aforesaid;    the  Warden's 
vote  being  counted  as  two  votes. 
22.  The  election  in  such  excepted  cases  shall 
always  be  held  more  than  thirty  days  before  the 
asual  stated  day  of  election;  and  the  electors 
mar,  at  the  time  of  election,  determine  the  rank 
which  the  person  elected  shall  hold  in  the  College, 
without  rderence  to  the  date  of  his  election,  pro- 
vided that  such  rank  shall  confer  no  other  tnan 
honorary  privileges :  Provided  also,  that  no  mar- 
ried Fellow  shall  be  entitled  to  ];ooms  in  the 
College,  nor  to  any  allowance  in  respect  of  rooms. 
28.    Any  PeUow  who  shall  marry,  or  become 
possessed  of  any  benefice,  property,  pension,  or 
office,  which  would  in  ordinary  cases  disoualify 
him  for  continuing  a  Fellow,  may,  nevertheless, 
if  he  shall  then  be  a  Professor  or  Public  Lec- 
turer in  the  University,  be  retained  in  his  Fellow- 
ship by  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the  Warden 
ana  all  the  Fellows,  or  if  he  shall  be  Principal  of 
any  Hall  (not  being  a  private  Hall)  by  two-thirds 
of  the  votes  of  the  Warden  and  all  the  Fellows ; 
the  Warden's  vote  being  in  each  case  counted  as 
two  votes:    Provided  that  this    power  shall  be 
exenased,  if  at  all,  at  some  stated  general  meet- 
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ing  preyioufl  to  the  day  on  wfaick  the  FeUofwaiiip 
would  otherwise  be  vacated. 

24.  Every  Professor,  Public  Lecturer,  or  Prin- 
cipal of  a  Hall  elected  to  or  retained  in  a  F^ow- 
ship  by  virtue  of  either  of  the  foregoing  daoses 
numbered  21  and  23;  shall  upon  ceasing  to  hold 
such  Professorship,  Public  Lecturershipy.  or  Frin- 
cipalship,  vacate  his  Fellowship. 

25.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Warden  and  Fel- 
lows,  at  stated  general  meetings,  to  elect  distin- 
guished  persons  to  Honorary  Fellowships  within 
the  College.  Persons  so  elected  shall  be  termed 
Honorary  Fellows,  and  shall  not  be  entitled  to 
vote  on  any  occasion  as  Fetiows,  or  to  receire  an  j 
emolument  whatever,  but  shall  be  entitled  to 
e^oy  such  other  privileges  and  advantages  as  tbe 
Warden  and  Fellows  shall,  by  resolution,  fit>m 
time  to  time  determine.  The  conditions  of 
eligibility  to,  and  tenure  of.  Honorary  Fellow- 
ships, and  the  mode  of  election  thereto,  may  also 
be  determined  by  the  Warden  and  FeUowa  &om 
time  to  time  Honorary  Fellows  shall  not,  in  the 
construction  of  this  OrdinMice,  be  counted  among- 
the  Fellows  of  the  College,  nor  Honorary  Fellow- 
ships  amoi^  the  FeUowshioe  of  the  College. 

26.  No  Fellow  or  SclKuar  shall,  by  reason  of 
anything  contained  in  the  existing  Statutes,  be 
^ble  on  ceasing  to  be  a  Member  of  the  College 
to  refund  any  emoluments  previously  received  by 
him ;  but  every  Fellow  who  shall  be  elected  to 
and  accept  a  Headship  or  Fellowship  in  any  other 
College  within  the  University,  or  in  Winchester 
College,  shall  thereupon  vacate  his  Fetlowshipu 

27.  The  provisions  reelecting  the  residence  of 
Fellows  and  Scholars,  and  the  mode  of  grantiof 
leave  of  absence  from  the  University,  contained 
in  the  existing  Statutes,  shall  be  henceforth  void. 
The  Warden  and  Fellows  shall  at  the  first  stated 
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general  meeting,  or  as  soon  afterwards  as  con-* 
reniently  may  be,  make  such  regulations  respect* 
ing  the  residence  of  Fellows  and  Scholars  within 
the  University,  and  respecting  the  mode  in  which 
and  the  conditions  under  which  leave  of  absence 
may  be  granted  to  any  Fellow  or  Scholar,  as  they 
may  deem  expedient  for  the  interests  of  the 
CoUege  as  a  place  of  learning  and  education,  and 
may  vary  sucn  regulations  from  time  to  time,  and 
may  en&rce  such  regulations,  if  they  shall  think 
fit,  by  pecuniary  penalties,  and  in  case  of  con- 
tumacious non-compliance,  by  deprivation.  Such 
regulations  shall  be  made  and  varied  at  stated 
general  meetings  only.  In  the  meantime,  and 
until  such  regulations  can  be  made,  the  Warden 
and  Fellows  may,  at  any  ordinary  meeting  or 
meetings,  make  provisional  regulations  for  the 
same  purposes,  which  shall  be  binding  on  the 
members  of  the  College. 

28.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Warden  and 
Officers  of  the  College  for  the  time  being,  or  the 
major  part  of  them,  to  grant  an  exemption  from 
the  obligation  to  take  Holy  Orders  to  any  Fellow 
who  would  according  to  the  existing  Statutes  be 
required  to  do  so,  whenever  they  shall  judge  it  to 
be  consistent  with  the  interest  of  the  College  as 
a  place  of  religion  and  education  to  do  so. 

29.  No  Fellow,  being  a  Master  of  Arts,  shall 
be  required  by  reason  of  anything  contained  in 
the  existing  Statutes  to  proceed  to  any  degree  in 
law»  medicine,  or  theology. 

80.  No  Fellow  shall,  by  reason  of  anything 
contained  in  the  existing  Statutes,  be  disabled  from 
voting  at  any  election,  or  from  doing  or  taking 
part  in  any  act  or  proceeding  as  a  Fel£)Wy  or  from 
being  elected  to  any  office,  or  appointed  to  dis- 
charge any  duty,  on  account  of  his  faculty. 

31.  No  Fellow,  shall  be  precluded  by  anything 
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eontained  in  the  existing  Statutes  firom  applying 
for  or  taking  advantage  of  ^^races  granted  dt  the 
UniTersity,  or  firom  proceeding;  to  any  d^ree  at 
the  earliest  time  allowed  hj  the  Statutes  and  re- 
gulations of  the  University. 

82.  Suhject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance 
and  of  any  Ordinance  hereafter  to  be  made  in 
exercise  of  the  powers  of  the  said  Act,  the 
number  of  Fellowships  within  the  College  sball 
never  be  less  than  thirty,  unless  the  Visitor  shaD 
think  fit,  on  a  petition  in  writing  preeented  and 
subscribed  by  the  Warden  and  not  leea  than 
three-fourths  of  the  Fellows  of  the  College,  to 
direct  that  the  number  shall  be  diminished,  either 
permanently  or  during  any  limited  period,  by  not 
filling  up  vacancies,  for  the  purpose  either  of  in* 
creasing  the  emoluments  of  the  Warden  and 
FeUows,  if  the  same  shall  appear  to  be  insuiBcient, 
or  of  augmenting  the  number  or  emolumentB  of 
the  Schokrs,  or  of  improving  the  property  of  the 
College,  or  in  order  to  apply  the  surplus  ineome 
to  be  obtained  by  such  aimunition  to  any  pnr- 

Sose  specified  in  the  petition,  and  directly  expe- 
ient  ror  the  interests  of  the  College  as  a  place  of 
religion,  learning,  and  education. 

83.  The  Warden  and  Fellows  shall,  once  at 
least  in  every  ten  years,  lay  before  the  Yisitor  a 
statement  in  writing  of  the  annual  revenue  and 
expenditure  of  the  College  for  the  preceding  ten 
years,  or  for  the  period  which  shall  have  elapsed 
since  the  date  of  the  last  statement  (as  the  case 
may  be);,  and  shall  also  furnish  to  the  VisitcHr 
such  additional  information  (if  any)  as  he  shall 
require  for  enabling  him  to  form  a  judgment  of 
the  means  and  requirements  and  ^neral  state  and 
condition  of  the  College.  And  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  the  Visitor  thereupon,  if  it  shall  appear  to 
him  that  the  revenues  of  the  College  are  sufficient 
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to  afford  each  Fellow  an  average  income 
of  more  than  three  hundred  pounds  a  year  (ex- 
cluaive  of  rooms  or  any  allowance  in  respect 
thereof,  hut  indasive  of  all  other  allowances,)  to 
direct  either  that  the  number  of  Fellowships  shall 
be  increased  aboye  fort j,  or  that  any  part  of  such 
reyennes  shall  be  applied  in  increasing  the 
number  or  emoluments  of  the  Scholarships  or 
Exhibitions  within  the  College,  or  shall  be  set 
apart  for  general  College  purposes;  and  any  sums 
which  shall  be  so  set  apart  shall  be  applied  to 
such  College  purposes  as  the  Warden  and  Fellows, 
with  the  approbation  of  the  Visitor,  shall  deter- 
mine. This  dause  shall  be  without  prejudice  to 
the  proyisions  of  Clause  8  of  this  Ordinance. 

84.  The  Warden  and  Fellows  shall  not,  bj 
reason  of  any  clause  or  proyision  in  the  existing 
Statutes  of  toe  College,  be  prohibited  or  restrained 
from  dividing  amongst  themseWes  or  otherwise 
disposing  of  the  clear  surplus  of  the  corporate 
reyennes  of  the  College,  as  they  might  have  dono- 
if  the  Statutes  had  contained  no  such  clause  or 
proyision. 

35.  The  power  of  depriving  the  Warden  for 
such  causes  as  according  to  the  Statutes  of  the 
College  in  force  for  the  time  being  shall  require 
deprivation,  shall  be  vested  in  the  v  isitor  alone, 
and  shall  be  exercised  by  him  after  due  inquiry 
upon  the  petition  of  the  major  part  of  all  the 
Fellows ;  and  the  power  of  depriving  FeUows  for 
such  causes  as  according  to  tne  Statutes  of  the 
College  in  force  for  the  time  being  shall  require 
deprivation,  shall  be  vested  in  the  Warden  and 
Fellows,  and  shall  be  exercised  by  the  vote  of  the 
major  part  of  the  Warden  and  all  the  Fellows, 
subject  only  to  such  appeal  to  the  Visitor  as  is 
herein-after  provided ;  and  the  Warden  and  Fel« 
lowB  may  deprive  any  Scholar  of  his  Scholarship 
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fbr  any  misconduct  which  in  their  indgmeni  shall 
merit  deprivation :  Provided  that  this  clsoae  shall 
not  affect  the  Yiaitor's  power  (if  any)  of  depriving 
by  his  own  authority  any  member  of  the  College. 
d6.  Whenever  there  shall  be  no  candidate  for 
a  vacant  Winchester  Fellowship,  duly  qualified  in 
respect  of  his  place  of  education  and  othCTwiae 
according  to  the  foregoing  provisions,  and  whcmi 
the  electors  shall  judge  ot  sufficient  merit  for 
election,  the  election  thereto  shall  be  thrown  open 
for  that  turn,  and  shall  be  postponed  to  some 
other  day,  to  be  fixed  by  the  Waroen  and  Fellows 
for  the  purpose,  not  later  than  the  next  ensomg 
stated  day  of  election  to  Open  Fellowships,  and 
shall  be  held  and  conducted  in  the  same  manner, 
and  after  the  same  previous  notice,  as  an  ordinary 
election  to  an  Open  FeUowship. 

87.  Whenever  there  shall  be  no  duly  qualified 
candidate  for  a  vacant  Open  Fellowship  or  for  a 
Winchester  Fellowship  which  shall  nave  been 
thrown  open  under  the  foregoing  provision,  whom 
the  electors  shall  judge  of  sufficient  merit  for  elee- 
tion,  and  whenever  a  Fellowship  shall  fall  .vacant, 
and  there  shall  not  be  time  to  eive  the  notice 
hereinbefore  directed  before  the  day  of  election, 
the  election  shall  be  postponed  to  some  other  day, 
to  be  fixed  by*the  Warden  and  Fellows  for  the 

Surpose,  not  later  than  the  next  ensuing  stated 
ay  of  election  to  Open  Fellowships ;  and  every 
such  postponed  election  shall  be  held  and  oon* 
ducted  in  the  same  manner  and  after  the  same 
previous  notice  as  if  there  had  been  no  poetpone- 
ment. 

88.  The  Warden  and  Fellows  may  from  time 
to  time  regulate  as  they  shall  think  fit  the  duties 
and  emoluments  of  the  officers  of  the  College, 
and  the  mode  of  their  appointment  or  election, 
and  may  institute  such  new  offices  as  they  ahall 
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deem  expedient  for  the  better  maiiAgetnent  of  the 
afSura  of  the  College  and  the  instruction  and  dia* 
cipline  of  its  members,  and  may  assign  to  such 
new  offices  such  stipends  or  emoluments  as  the 
Warden  and  Fellows  shaU  think  proper :  Proyided 
that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Visitor,  upon  the 
petition  of  the  Warden  or  any  one  or  more  of  the 
^Fellows,  or  of  any  officer  of  the  College  whose 
stipend  or  emoluments  may  have  been  diminished 
in  exercise  of  the  foregoing  power,  to  disallow 
such  regulation  or  assignment,  if  the  Visitor  shall 
think  fit:  Provided  also,  that  the  Wardenship 
shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  an  office  within  the 
meaning  of  this  clause. 

39.  The  Warden  and  Fellows  shall  at  the  first 
stated  g;eneral  meeting,  or  as  soon  afterwards  as 
€X>nvemently  may  be,  make  regulations  for  the 
daily  performance  of  Divine  Service  according  to 
the  Liturgy  of  the  United  Church  of  England 
and  Ireland,  within  the  College,  during  full 
Term,  and  at  such  other  times  as  they  shall  think 
proper,  and  for  attendance  on  the  same,  and  may 
vary  such  regulations  from  time  to  time ;  but  such 
regulations  shall  be  made  and  varied  at  stated 
general  meetings  onlv,  and  the  Visitor  shall  have 
power  to  disallow  and  annul  any  such  regulations, 
or  any  variation  thereof.  In  the  tneantime,  and 
until  such  regulations  can  be  made,  the  Warden 
and  Fellows  may,  at  any  ordinary  meeting  <» 
meetings,  make  provisional  regulations  for  the 
same  purpose.  The  provisions  of  the  existing 
Statutes  relating  to  Divine  Service  shall  be  hence* 
forth  void. 

40.  In  case  the  Warden  or  any  Fellow  of  the 
College  shall  contumaciously  cease  to  conform  to 
the  £iturgy  of  the  United  Church  of  England 
and  Ireland,  as  by  law  established,  such  contu* 
macious  ceasing  to  conform  shall  be  a  cai^e  for 
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depriving  the  Warden  of  hia  Wardenahip  and 
any  Bach  Fellow  of  his  Fellowship. 

41.  The  oaths  prescribed  bv  the  existing 
Statutes  shall  not  hereafter  be  taken ;  but  every 
person  elected  or  admitted  to  any  place  or  office, 
on  election  or  admission  to  which  an  oath  is  now 
re<|uired5  shall,  at  the  time  of  his  election  or  ad* 
mission,  take  an  oath  or  make  a  declaration,  u 
the  Warden  and  Fellows  shall  by  resolation  de- 
termine,  to  the  effect  that  he  will  faithfully  per- 
form the  duties  of  such  place  or  office,  and  obey 
the  Statutes  and  Bye-laws  of  the  College  in  force 
for  the  time  being  so  far  as  they  may  concern 
him ;  and  the  electors  to  any  place  or  omce  before 
electing  to  which  an  oath  is  now  required  shall, 
before  ele<$ting,  take  an  oath  or  make  a  declara- 
tion, as  the  Warden  and  Fellows  shall  by  resolu- 
tion determine,  to  the  eftect  that  they  will  elect 
the  person  best  qualified  in  their  judgment  for 
such  place  or  office. 

4^.  There  shall  be  two  stated  general  meetings, 
at  least  of  the  Warden  and  F^ows  in  every  year, 
on  such  days  as  the  Warden  and  Fellows  shall 
appoint.  Any  stated  general  meeting  may  be 
adjourned  by  resolution  of  the  meeting  to  a  day 
to  be  specified  in  the  resolution.  The  vote  of  the 
Warden  shall  be  counted  as  two  votes  at  all  Col- 
lege meeting  and  in  the  election,  admission, 
and  deprivation  of  Fellows,  and  in  the  deprivation 
of  Scholars,  and  in  elections  to  open  SchcHarships. 
Subject  to  the  foregoing  provision,  and  except  in 
eases  in  which  the  concurrence  of  any  specifieil 
proportion  of  the  Warden  and  Fellows,  or  the 
consent  of  the  Warden,  is  hereby  made  requisite, 
every  question  arising  at  any  College  meeting 
shall  be  determined  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  ot 
those  present :  Provided  that  the  great  seal  of  the* 
College  shall  not  be  affixed  to  any  act  or  docu- 
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ment  except  in  the  presence  of  the  Warden  or 
his  Yice-G^rent  and  a  maioritj  of  all  the  Fellows. 
Whenever  the  votes  shall  be  equal,  the  Warden 
shall  have  an  occasional  casting  vote.  AU  the 
Fellows,  without  distinction  of  faculty  or  stand- 
ing in  the  College,  shall  be  entitled  to  be  present 
and  Yote  at  every  College  meeting.  Any  Statute, 
rule,  or  usage  of  the  College  wUch  prohibits  or 
restrains,  expressly  or  by  implication,  any  person 
present  at  any  College  meeting  from  brinffinff 
forward  thereat  any  question  which  he  may  toink 
proper,  or  from  having  such  question  put  to  the 
vote,  shall,  so  far  as  regards  such  prohibition  or 
restraint,  be  henceforth  void :  Provided,  that  the 
Warden  and  Fellows  may  make  from  time  to 
time  such  rules  for  regulating  the  proceedinss  at 
College  meetings,  and  for  determining  what  husi- 
ness  shall  be  transacted  thereat,  and  for  fixing  (if 
they  shall  think  fit)  the  notice  to  be  given  before 
bringing  forward  any  question,  as  they  shall  deem 
expedient. 

43.  The  power  which  is  given  by  the  existing 
Statutes  to  the  Sub- Warden  to  act  in  place  of  the 
Warden,  and  the  power  of  any  officer  of  the  Col- 
lege who  may  hereafter  be  authoritdd  by  any 
Statute  or  Byelaw  to  act  in  place  of  the  Warden, 
shall  be  deemed  to  extend  to  all  the  acts  which 
the  Warden  is  hereby  authorized  or  directed  to 
do,  except  the  giving  consent  to  any  commuta- 
tion, regulation,  or  £minution  of  the  Warden's 
emoluments. 

44.  All  provisions  of  the  existing  Statutes 
regulating  or  limiting  the  number  of  members  of 
the  College  required  or  permitted  to  stud^  or 
graduate  in  any  particular  faculty  shall  be  void. 

45.  No  member  of  the  College  who  may  be 
charged  with  any  offence  shall,  by  reason  of  any 
provision  in  the  existing  Statutes,  be  prohibited 
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or  restrained  from  calling  for  a  copy  of  tlie 
charges  made  against  him,  or  for  the  name  or 
names  of  the  person  or  persons  making  sach 
charges. 

46.  The  particular  provisions  of  the  existing 
Statutes  respecting  the  subjects  of  study  and  in- 
struction within  the  Collejro,  the  disputations  and 
other  exercises  to  be  performed  by  its  members, 
and  their  attendance  in  the  schools  and  at  the 
exercises  of  the  TTniversity ;  and  respecting  the 
deTotions,  dress,  conversation,  recreations,  and 
other  personal  habits  of  the  members  of  the  Col- 
lege, and  the  hours  and  conditions  of  their  goins; 
beyond  the  precincts  of  the  College ;  and  respect- 
ing the  meals  of  the  members  of  the  College,  &nd 
the  mode  of  serving  and  conducting  the  same: 
and  respecting  the  loans  to  be  made  and  other 
assistance  to  be  given  to  members  of  the  College 
on  taking  degrees  and  otherwise ;  and  respecting: 
the  inquiries  to  be  made  into  the  life  and  conduct 
of  the  members  of  the  College,  and  the  mode  of 
making  the  same ;  and  respecting  the  punishments 
for  offences  not  being  such  as  require  deprivation: 
and  respecting  the  treatment  and  support  of 
Fellows  and  Scholars  in  case  of  sickness  or  in- 
firmity; and  respectmg  the  dLstnbution  of  the 
rooms,  and  the  use  of  the  Common  Hall  and 
other  common  rooms  or  buildings  of  the  College ; 
and  respecting  the  use  of  the  Libranr ;  and  re- 
specting the  times  of  opening  and  closing  the 
gates  Bsxd  doors  of  the  College ;  and  respecting 
the  admission  of  strangers  into  the  precincts  of 
the  College ;  and  respecting  the  reading  of  the 
Statutes ;  and  respectmg  the  service  of  the  Col- 
lege, and  the  number,  duties,  and  payment  of  the 
servants  of  the  same ;  and  respecting  progmses 
and  other  matters  relative  to  the  supervision  of 
the  property  of  the  College ;  and  respecting  the 
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custody  and  ihspection  of  the  monies,  plate,  linen, 
and  other  gooas  of  the  College  other  than  the 
muniments  and  seals,  shall  he  henceforth  void. 
The  Warden  and  FeUows  shall  from  time  to  time 
make  such  regulations  as  they  may  deem  neces- 
sary or  desinwle  for  effecting  the  main  ohjects 
which  the  aforesaid  particular  provisions  or  any 
of  them  are  respectively  intended  to  effect ;  and 
may  enforce  such  regulations  by  such  penalties  as 
they  shall  think  fit,  subject  to  such  right  of 
appeal  to  the  Visitor  on  the  part  of  any  person 
who  msy  deem  himself  aggrieved  thereby,  as  is 
hereinafter  provided* 

47.  The  electors  to  Scholarships  in  Winchester 
College  shall  not,  in  electing  thereto,  be  bound  to 
observe  the  regulations  contained  in  the  existing 
statutes  of  New  College  relative  to  the  subjects 
of  examination  of  candidates  for  such  Scholar- 
ships, and  the  limit  of  eligibility  in  respect  of 
age. 

48.  If  in  any  case  it  shall  appear  to  the  Visitor 
that  by  reason  of  any  change  in  the  value  of 
money  any  specific  sum  fixed  by  this  Ordinance, 
or  wmch  may  be  hereafter  fixed  in  exercise  of  any 
power  given  by  this  Ordinance,  has  become  in- 
suflicient  or  excessive,  and  that  such  insufficiency 
or  excess  is  productive  of  injustice  or  hardship,  or 
is  injurious  to  the  general  interests  of  the  College, 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Visitor,  from  time  to 
time,  for  the  purpose  of  correcting  or  obviating 
such  injustice,  hardship,  or  injury,  to  direct  that 
such  annual  sum  shall  be  increased  or  diminished 
as  he  shall  think  fit,  and  the  increased  or  di- 
minished sum  shall  thenceforth  be  substituted  for 
and  stand  in  the  place  of  the  sum  origiiuilly  fixed 
aa  aforesaid. 

49.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Visitor  in  person, 
or  by  his  Commissary  or  Commissaries  duly  ap» 
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pointed,  once  in  eTciy  ten  years  (or  oftener,  if 
and  whenever  he  shall  deem  it  expedient  for  en* 
forcing  the  due  observance  of  the  Statutes  in 
force  for  the  time  being  to  do  soX  without  any 
request  or  application  by  the  College  or  any  of 
its  members,  to  visit  the  College,  and  to  ezerase 
at  such  visitation  all  the  powers  which  are  by  law 
ineideot  to  the  office  of  (general  Visitor  of  a  Col- 
lege, any  Statute  or  usage  of  the  College  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding.  It  shall  be  lawful  for 
the  Visitor  at  any  such  visitation,  or,  if  he  shall 
think  fie  at  other  times,  to  require  the  Warden 
and  Fellows  to  answer  in  writing  touchinc^  any 
matter  as  to  which  the  Visitor  may  deem  it  ex- 
pedient to  inquire,  for  the  purpose  of  satiating 
himself  whether  the  Statutes  in  force  for  the  time 
being  are  duly  observed. 

50.  As  often  as  any  question  shall  arise  on 
which  the  Warden  and  Fellows  shall  be  unable  to 
agree,  depending  wholly  or  in  part  on  the  con- 
struction of  any  of  the  Statutes  of  the  College,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  Warden  and  Fellows,  or 
for  the  Warden  or  any  three  of  the  Fellows,  to 
submit  the  same  to  tlie  Visitor ;  and  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  Visitor  to  declare  what  is  the  true 
construction  of  such  Statute  or  Statutes  with 
reference  to  the  case  submitted  to  him. 

51.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Warden,  or  for 
any  Fellow,  if  he  shall  conceive  himself  aggrieved 
by  any  act  or  decision  of  the  Warden  and  Fel- 
lows, and  for  any  Scholar  who  may  have  been 
deprived  of  his  Scholarship,  to  appeal  against 
such  act  or  decision  or  sentence  to  the  Visitor; 
and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Visitor  to  adjudicate 
on  such  appeal,  and  to  disallow  and  annul  such 
act  or  decision,  and  to  reverse  or  vary  such  sen- 
tence, as  he  shall  deem  just. 

52.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Visitor,  either 
proprio  motu  or  on  the  complaint  of  the  Wmrden 
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or  of  any  of  the  Fellows,  to  disallow  and  annul 
any  byeiaw  or  resolution  of  the  Warden  and 
Fellows  which  shall,  in  the  Visitor's  judgment,  be 
repugnant  to  any  of  the  Statutes  ot  the  College 
in  force  for  the  time  being. 

53.  The  Warden  and  Fellows,  by  a  majority 
consisting  of  not  less  than  two-thirds  of  the  votes 
of  those  present,  the  vote  of  the  Warden  being 
counted  as  two  votes,  may  from  time  to  time,  at 
any  stated  general  meeting,  subject  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the  section  numbered  XL.  in  the 
Queen's  Printer's  copy  of  the  said  Act,  amend 
the  Statutes  of  the  College  in  force  for  the  time 
being,  with  the  consent  of  the  Visitor. 

64.  Whenever  the  words  "  the  Fellows,"  or 
**  tbe  Warden  and  Fellows,"  are  used  in  this 
Ordinance,  the  word  "  Fellows"  shall  mean 
actual  Fellows.  Fellows  not  having  taken  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  in  some  University,  or 
passed  all  the  examinations  required  by  the  Uni- 
rersity  of  Oxford  for  that  degree  shall  not,  by 
virtue  of  this  Ordinance,  be  entitled  to  any  voice 
or  power  in  amending  Statutes  or  making  regula- 
tions under  this  Ordiuance,  nor  to  any  voice  or 
power  in  the  affairs  of  the  College,  or  in  the 
affairs  of  Winchester  College,  to  which  under- 
graduate Fellows  are  not  entitled  under  the 
existing  Statutes. 

65.  This  Ordinance  shall  be  without  prejudice 
to  any  existing  interest  (being  such  an  interest  as 
is  intended  to  be  saved  by  the  said  Act)  of  any 
member  of  the  College,  and  shall  be  construed  to 
speak  and  take  effect  as  if  framed  immediately 
before  the  approval  thereof  by  Her  Majesty  in 
Council.

Ordinance  has  been  submitted  to  the  said  College, 
and  the  ViaUor  thereof,  and  has  not  been  objected 
to  by  two-thirds  of  the  Gtoveming  Bodj  of  the 
said  College,  and  the  said  Ordinance  has  been  this 
day  laid  before  Her  Majesty  in  Council,  the  raroe 
is  published  in  pursuance  of  the  pnmsiona  of  the 
said  Act ;  And  ir oticb  is  hereby  given,  that  it 
is  lawful  for  the  bodies  or  persons  mentioned  in 
the  85th  section  of  that  Act,  within  one  month 
after  this  publication,  to  petition  Her  Majesty  in 
Council  against  the  approbation  of  the  said  Ordi- 
nance, or  of  any  part  thereof.

OEDIN  ANCE  framed  by  the  Comhibsioitsbs 
appointed  for  the  Purposes  of  the  Statitti 
17th  and  18th  Yict.  c.  81 ,  in  relation  to 
WOBCSSTSB  COLLEOB,  in  the  UvrrBBSiTT 
of  OXFOED. 

Wb,  the  Commissioners  appointed  for  the  pur- 
poses of  an  Act  passed  in  the  seventeenth  and 
eighteenth  years  of  the  reign  of  Her  Majesty 
Queen  Victoria,  intituled  '*  An  Act  to  make  for- 
"ther  Provision  for  the  good  government  aad 
•*  extension  of  the  Fniversity  of  Oxford,  of  the 
"  Colleges  therein,  and  of  the  CoUege  of  Saint 
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"  Maiy  Winchester,"  do,  in  execution  of  the 
powers  given  to  us  by  the  said  Act,  ordain  as  fol- 
lows in  relation  to  'W'orcester  College  in  the  said 
University : — 

1.  No  person  being  or  having  been  a  Fellow  of 
the  said  College  shaU  be  incapable  of  being;  ap- 
pointed Provost  thereof,  by  reason  of  his  being 
or  not  being,  or  having  been  or  not  having  been, 
a  member  of  any  particular  foundation  therein. 
The  Chancellor  of^  the  University  shall  choose 
the  person  (being  otherwise  duly  qualified  accord- 
ing; to  the  Statutes  of  the  College  in  force  for  the 
time  being),  who,  in  his  judgment,  shall  be  most 
fit  for  the  government  of  the  College  as  a  place  of 
religion,  learning,  and  education. 

2.  The  Provost  -shall  be  required  to  reside  in 
the  College  seven  calendar  months  at  least  in 
each  year,  whereof  six  weeks  at  least  shall  be  in 
each  Term,  Easter  and  Trinity  Terms  being  for 
this  purpose  considered  as  one  Term :  Provided 
that  m  case  of  the  Provost* s  sickness,  or  from  any 
other  urgent  cause,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
Visitors,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  to  dispense 
with  the  Provost's  residence  for  such  a  period  as 
may  seem  to  them  to  be  required  by  the  necessi- 
ties of  the  case.  This  regulation  shall  take  effect 
in  lieu  of  the  provisions  of  the  existing  Statutes 
relating  to  the  residence  of  the  Provost. 

3.  The  Provost  and  Fellows  may  at  any  time 
hereafter,  if  they  shall  think  fit,  commute  the 
enr^oluments  of  the  Prorostship,  wholly  or  par- 
tially, for  a  stipend  or  annual  sum  of  money  pay- 
able in  any  otner  manner  out  of  the  revenues  of 
the  College,  or  for  a  certain  proportion  of  the 
naid  revenues :  and  may  fix  the  time  at  which  such 
commutation  shall  take  effect,  and  may  also  from 
time  to  time  regulate,  increase,  or  diminish  the 
Provo8t*a   emoluments^    whether   commuted   or 
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an  commuted,  as  they  shall  th  Lok  proper:  IW 
Tided,  that  no  exercise  of  this  power  snail  affect 
the  person  then  being  Provost  without  his  con- 
sent: Provided  also,  that  the  YisitarB,  or  she 
major  part  of  them,  upon  the  petition  of  the  Pro- 
vost, or  of  any  one  or  more  of  the  Fellows,  maj 
disallow  any  such  commutation,  regulation,  in« 
crease,  or  diminution,  if  they  flhaU  think  fit, 

4.  If  at  any  time  it  shall  appear  that  the 
Provost  has  become  permaiiently  incapable  of 
performing  the  duties  of  his  office,  the  Vice- 
rrovost  shall,  upon  the  request  of  any  three  or 
more  Fellows,  convene  a  meeting  of  the  Fellows, 
afler  notice  sent  to  such  of  them  as  may  be  with- 
in the  United  Kingdom,  for  the  consideration  of 
the  matter;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  a  majority 
of  the  Fellows  present  at  such  meeting  to  prepent 
a  petition  to  the  Visitors,  setting  forth  the  cir- 
cumstances of  the  case,  and  praymg  the  Visitors 
to  inquire  into  the  truth  of  them :  and  the  Visit- 
ors shall  institute  such  inquiry  accordingly.  And 
if  upon  such  inquiry,  or  upon  a  petition  presented 
by  the  Provost,  (as  the  case  may  be,)  it  shall 
appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Visitors,  or  the 
major  part  of  them,  that  the  Provost  has  become 
permanently  incapable  of  performing  his  duties, 
then  the  Visitors,  or  the  major  part  of  them, 
shall  nominate  one  of  such  three  Fellows  as,  by 
the  vote  of  the  greatest  number  of  the  Fellows 

Present  at  a  meeting  convened  by  the  Vice- 
'rovost,  shall  be  presented  to  them,  to  be  Pro- 
Provost  of  the  College,  and  shall  ass^  to  him 
for  his  maintenance,  in  addition  to  his  Fellowship, 
so  much  (not  exceeding  one-third)  of  the  Provost's 
emoluments,  as  Ihey  shall  think  fit ;  provided  that 
the  Provost  shall  be  at  liberty  lo  retoin  his  lodg- 
ings. And  such  Pro- Provost  shall,  so  long  as  the 
Provost  shall  retain  his  office,  aud  be  incapable  of 
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performing  its  duties,  receive  the  proportion  so 
assigned  to  him,  and  shall  exercise  and  perform 
all  the  functions  and  duties,  and  have  all  the 
powers  and  authorities  of  Provost,  except  the 
power  of  consenting  to  anj  commutation,  regula- 
tion, or  diminution  of  the  Provost*s  emoluments, 
and  shall  be  bound  to  residence  in  the  same  man- 
ner, and  shall  be  liable  to  dr privation  for  the  same 
causes,  and  in  the  same  manner.  If  any  Fro- 
Provost  shall  die,  resign  his  office,  vacate  or  be 
deprived  of  his  Fellowship,  or  become  incapable, 
the  Visitors,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  shall 
appoint  a  new  Pro-Provost  in  the  same  manner. 
It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Visitors,  or  the  major 
part  of  them,  if  at  any  time  they  shall  be  satisned 
that  the  Provost's  incapacity  has  ceased,  and  that 
he  is  capable  of  performing  the  duties  of  his 
ofiSce,  to  reinstate  him  in  his  powers  and  functions, 
and  in  the  receipt  of  his  whole  emoluments. 

5.  The  first  and  third  Fellowships  of  the  foun- 
dation of  Sir  Thomas  Cookes,  the  second  Fellow- 
ship of  the  foundation  of  Mrs.  Sarah  Eaton,  and 
the  fourth  Fellowship  of  the  foundation  of  Dr. 
Oeorge  Clarke,  which  shall  become  vacant  after 
the  approval  of  this  Ordinance  by  Her  Majesty  in 
Council,  and  to  which  there  shall  be  no  Scholar 
entitled  by  virtue  of  an  interest  acquired  before 
the  passing  of  the  said  Act  to  succeed  or  be 
elected,  shall  not  be  filled  up.  The  emoluments 
of  such  four  Fellowships  shall  sink  into  the 
divisible  corporate  revenues  of  the  College,  but 
the  Provost  and  Fellows  shall  be  bound,  out  of 
the  divisible  revenues,  to  maintain  the  four  Exhi- 
bitions next  herein-after  mentioned,  and  also  to 
increase  the  value  of  the  Scholarships  within  the 
College  as  herein-after  directed.  From  and  after 
the  vacancy  of  the  aforesaid  third  Fellowship  of 
the  foundation  of  Sir  Thomas  Cookes,  the  corpo- 
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rate  rerennes  of  the  College  shftU  be  ehnged 
with  the  maintenance  of  four  Exhibitions,  to  be 
called  the  Exhibitions  of  Sir  Thomas  Cookea. 
Each  Exhibition  shall  be  tenable  for  four  years 
from  the  day  of  election  inclusiye :  ProTided,  that 
if  any  Exhibition  shall  be  Taeated  before  the 
expiration  of  the  said  term  of  four  yeara,  the 
person  elected  upon  such  raeancy  shall  hold  the 
Exhibition  for  the  residue  only  of  the  said  term. 
Each  Exhibitioner  shall  receive  thirty  pounds  per 
annum,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  rooms  within  ^ 
College  rent-free.  Elections  to  the  said  Exhibi- 
tions shally  as  regards  the  time,  place,  axMi  manner 
of  holding  the  same,  and  the  qualifications  to  be 
required  of  the  candidates  with  respect  to  their 
place  of  education,  be  conducted  in  all  respects 
as  elections  to  the  Scholarships  of  the  foundation 
of  Sir  Thomas  Cookes.  The  time  at  which  the 
first  election  to  each  Exhibition  shall  be  held, 
shall  be  in  the  discretion  of  the  Provost  and  Fd- 
lows. 

6.  The  Fellowships  of  the  foundation  of  Dr. 
James  Finney  shaU,  as  vacancies  occur  therein, 
to  which  there  shall  be  no  person  entitled  by 
virtue  of  an  interest  acquired  before  the  passing 
of  the  said  Act  to  succ^^  or  be  elected,  and  tiie 
Scholarships  of  the  same  foundation  shall,  when 
vacant,  not  be  filled  up.  All  the  emoluments  <^ 
those  Fellowships  and  Scholarships  shall  be  con- 
solidated and  applied  to  the  maintenance  of  one 
Scholarship  witlun  the  College,  to  be  called  the 
Finney  Scholarship,  to  be  filled  up,  so  often  as  it 
shaU  become  vacant,  by  the  election  of  a  person 
bom  in  the  county  of  Stafford,  if  any  such  be 
found  of  sufficient  merit  and  fit  to  be  a  Scholar  of 
the  College  in  the  judgment  of  the  electors. 
Except  as  above  mentioned,  no  person  shall,  in 
elections  to  the  Finney  Scholarship,  be  ineligibfe 
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or  entitled  to  preference  by  reason  of  the  place  of 
his  birth.  The  time  at  which  the  first  election 
shall  be  held  to  the  said  Finney  Scholarship  shall 
be  in  the  discretion  of  the  Provost  and  Fellows. 

7.  The  election  of  Fellows  of  the  College  shall 
be  rested  in  the  Provost  and  such  of  the  Fellows 
present  at  the  time  of  election  as  shall  have  been 
admitted  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts,  or  to 
any  superior  degree. 

8.  In  elections  to  Fellowships  within  the  Col- 
lege, no  person  shall  be  either  entitled  to  prefer- 
ence or  ineligible  by  reason  of  his  place  of 
birth  or  place  of  education,  or  of  the  condition  or 
place  of  residence  of  his  parents,  or  of  his  age  or 
pecuniary  circumstances :  or  of  his  being  or  not 
being  of  the  name  or  kindred  of  any  person 
named  in  any  Instrument  of  Foundation ;  or  of 
his  having  or  not  having  taken  any  degree,  or  of 
his  being  or  not  being,  or  having  been  or  not 
having  been  a  Scholar  of  the  College,  or  of  any 
particular  foundation  therein :  Provided,  that  no 
person  shall  be  eligible  who  shall  not  have  passed 
all  the  examinations  required  by  the  University 
for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts ;  or  who  shall 
be  in  possession  of  any  benefice,  property,  pension, 
or  office,  which,  if  acquired  after  election  would 
have  disqualified  him  for  continuing  a  Fellow: 
Provided  also,  that  no  person  shall  be  eligible  to 
any  of  the  Fellowships  of  the  foundation  of  Mrs. 
Sarah  Eaton,  who  shall  not  have  certified  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  electors  that  he  is  not  possessed 
of  any  property  or  income  exceeding  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  pounds  per  annum,  and  that  he  is 
the  son  of  a  clergyman  of  the  United  Church  of 
England  and  Ireland. 

9.  The  election  of  Fellows  shall  take  place  on 
a  stated  dav  in  each  year  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Provost  ana  Fellows,  subject  to  the  provision  for 
postponement    herein-after    contained.      Thirty 
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dftjB  at  least  before  the  day  of  election » notice  of 
eyerj  intended  election,  of  the  number  of  racan- 
ciea  to  be  filled  up,  and  of  the  conditions  of  dec* 
tion,  shall  be  given  by  the  Provost  in  such  manner 
as  he  shall  deem  best  adapted  to  secure  publicity . 

10.  The  intellectual  qualifications  of  the  candi* 
dates  for  Fellowships  shall  be  tested  by  an 
examination  in  such  subjects  connected  with  th^* 
studies  of  the  University  as  the  Provost  and 
Fellows  shall  determine ;  provided  that  the  system 
of  examinations  shall  be  such  as  shall  render 
Fellowships  accessible,  from  time  to  time,  to 
excellence  in  every  branch  of  knowledge  for  tie 
time  being  recognized  in  the  Schools  of  the  Uni- 
versity  ;  and  the  electors  shall  elect  that  candidate 
(being  otherwise  duly  qualified  according  to  the 
Statutes  in  force  for  the  time  being)  who,  after 
such  examination,  shall  appear  to  them  to  be  of 
the  neatest  merit,  and  most  fit  to  be  a  Fellow  of 
the  CoUego  as  a  place  of  religion,  learning,  and 
education. 

11.  Every  Fellow  who  shall  be  instituted  to  an 
ecclesiastical  benefice,  or  shall  become  entitled 
either  by  descent  or  devolution,  or  by  virtue  oi 
any  testamentaiy  or  other  gift  or  settlement,  to 
property,  or  to  any  Gbveniment  pension,  or  bo 
admitted  to  any  office  tenable  for  life  or  during 
good  behaviour  (not  being  an  academical  office 
within  the  University  of  Oxford),  and  who  shall 
retain  such  benefice,  property,  pension,  or  office 
for  twelve  calendar  months  ftom  the  day  of  hid 
institution,  accession,  or  admission  thereto,  shall. 
if  the  annual  value  of  such  ecclesiastical,  benedce 
(being  a  benefice  with  cure  of  souls),  clear  of 
deductions  (except  for  property  or  income  tax), 
shall  exceed  three  hundred  pounds,  or  if  the 
annual  income  derivable  by  him  from  such  pro- 
perty, pension,  or  office,  or  from  any  ecclesiastical 
benefice  without  cure  of  souls,  or  from  any  two  or 
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more  of  the  above-mentioned  sources,  (including 
or  not  including  a  benefice  with  the  cure  of  souls) ^ 
clear  of  deductions  as  aforeaaid,  shall  exceed  four 
hundred  pounds,  vacate  his  FsUowship  at  the 
expiration  of  such  twelve  calendar  mouths,  and 
for  this  purpose  the  income  which  the  estimated 
value  of  any  property  would  produce,  if  invested 
in  Three  pounds  per  centum  Consolidated  Annui- 
ties at  the  price  current  at  the  time  of  the  acqui- 
sition thereof,  shall,  in  case  of  doubt,  be  considered 
to  be  the  income  derivable  from  such  property. 
The  word  " property  "  shall  in  this  clause  include 
any  estate  or  interest  in  possession  in  any  pro-  * 
perty,  real  or  personal.  In  any  case  in  which  the 
property  or  sources  of  income  may  have  been 
acquired  at  several  times,  the  latest  time  at  which 
any  part  of  such  property  or  any  of  such  sources 
of  income  shall  have  been  acquired  shall,  in  con- 
struing this  clause,  be  considered  as  the  time  of 
the  acquisition  of  the  whole  thereof.  Except  as 
aforesaid,  no  Fellow  shall  be  disqualified  for 
retaining  his  Fellowship  by  reasbn  of  his  having 
become  possessed  of  any  property  or  income,  or 
been  instituted  to  any  benefice. 

12.  In  certain  excepted  cases  Fellows  may  be 
elected  and  admitted  without  public  notice  of  the 
vacancy,  and  without  examination,  and  although 
the  persons  elected  be  married,  and  although  they 
be  in  possession  of  any  benefice,  property,  pen- 
sion,  or  office  which  would,  in  ordinary  cases, 
render  the  possessor  ineligible,  and  although  they 
may  not  have  passed  the  examinations  required 
by  the  University  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Arts,  provided  such  persons  are  otherwise  qualified 
for  election.  The  excepted  cases  shall  be  as 
follows : — 

(fl.)  Any  Professor  or  Public  Lecturer  within 
the  u  niversity,  for  whose  election  a  majority 
of  the  votes  ot*  the  Provost  and  all  the  Fel- 
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lows  qualified  to  Tote  in  the  eleetioa  of  Fel- 
lows shall  have  been  given : 
(h.)  Any  Principal  of  a  Hall  witbin  the  Uni- 
versity, not  being  a  private  Hall,  and  anr 
person  of  eminence  in  literature,  science,  or 
art  on  whom  the  Universitj  in  Convocation 
shall  have  conferred  a  degree  either  by  diplo- 
ma or  bj  decree  of  Convocation,  or  anv 
honorary  degree;  provided  that  two-thin& 
of  the  votes  of  the  Provost  and  all  the  Fel- 
lows qualified  to  vote  in  the  election  of 
Fellows  shall  have  been  given  for  the  elecfeioD 
of  such  Principal  or  other  person  aa  last 
aforesaid. 

13.  The  election  in  such  excepted  cases  shall 
always  be  held  more  than  thirty  da3r8  before  the 
usual  stated  day  of  election,  and  the  electors  may, 
at  the  time  of  election,  determine  the  rank  which 
the  person  elected  shaU  hold  in  the  College,  with- 
out reference  to  the  date  of  his  elcnrtion,  provided 
that  such  rank  shall  confer  no  other  than  honorary 
privileges ;  provided  also  that  no  married  Fellow 
shall  be  entitled  to  rooms  in  the  College,  nor  to 
any  allowance  in  respect  of  rooms. 

14.  Any  FeUow  who  shall  marry,  or  become 
possessed  of  any  benefice,  property,  pension,  or 
o£Bce  which  would,  in  ordinary  cases,  disqualiAr 
him  for  continuing  a  Fellow,  may  nevertheless,  if 
he  shall  then  be  a  Professor  or  Public  Lecturer  in 
the  University,  be  retained  in  his  Fellowship  by  a 
majority  of  the  votes  of  the  Provost  and  bR  the 
Fellows  qualified  to  vote  in  the  election  of  Fellows, 
or  if  he  shall  be  Principal  of  any  Hall  (not  beings 
private  Hall),  by  two-thirds  of  the  votes  of  tne 
Provost  and  all  the  Fellows  qualified  as  aforesaid; 
provided  that  this  power  shall  be  exercised,  if  at 
all,  at  some  stated  general  meeting  previous  to  the 
day  on  which  the  Fellowship  woula  otherwise  be 
vacated. 
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15.  Not  more  than  one  Fellowship  shall,  at  any 
one  time,  be  held  bj  Professors  or  Public  Lec- 
tttrers  under  the  powers  conferred  by  Clauses  12 
and  14  of  this  Ordinance,  if  and  so  long  as  the 
whole  number  of  Fellowships  within  the  College, 
excluaive  of  suspended  Fellowships,  shall  not  ex* 
ceed  twelve. 

16.  Every  professor,  Public  Lecturer,  or  Prin- 
cipal of  a  Hall,  elected  to  or  retained  in  a  Fellow- 
ship by  virtue  of  either  of  the  foregoing  clauses, 
numbered  12  and  14,  shall,  upon  ceasing  to  hold 
such  Professorship,  Public  Lecturership,  or  Princi- 
palBbip,  vacate  his  Fellowship. 

17.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Provost  and  Fel- 
lows, at  stated  general  meetings,  to  elect  distin-  . 
guiahed  persons  to  Honorary  Fellowships  within 
the  College.     Persons  so  elected  shall  be  termed 
Honorary  Fellows,  and  shall  not  be  entitled  to 
vote  on  any  occasion  as  Fellows,  or  to  receive  any 
emolument  whatever,  but  shall  be  entitled  to  enjoy 
such  other  privileges    and   advantages    as    the 
Provost  and  Fellows  shall,  by  resolution,  from 
time  to  time  determine.    The  conditions  of  eligi- 
bility to  and  tenure  of  Honorary  Fellowships,  and 
the  mode  of  election  thereto,  may  also  be  deter- 
mined by  the  Provost  and  Fellows,  from  time  to 
time.     Honoraiy  Fellows  shall  not,  in  the  con- 
atructiou  of  this  Ordinance,  be  counted  among 
the  Fellows  of  the  College,  nor  Honorary  Fellow- 
shipa  among  the  Fellowships  of  the  College. 

IS.  Every  Fellow  who  shall  be  elected  to  and 
accept  a  Headship  or  Fellowship  in  any  other 
College  within  the  University,  shall  thereupon 
vacate  his  Fellowship. 

19.  The  provisions  respecting  the  residence  of 

Fellows  and  Scholars,  and  the  mode  of  granting 

i    leave  of  absence  from  the  University,  contained  in 

the  existing  Statutes,  shall  be  henceforth  void. 
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The  Provost  and  Fellows  shall,  at  the  first  stated 
general  meeting,  or  as  soon  after^'ards  as  cooTe- 
niently  may  be,  make  such regulationsrespecting the 
residence  of  Fellows  and  Scholars  within  the  Uni* 
▼ersity,  and  respecting  the  mode  in  which  and  the 
conditions  under  which  leave  of  absence  may  be 
granted  to  any  Fellow  or  Scholar,  as  they  may 
deem  expedient  for  the  interest  of  the  College  a$ 
a  place  of  learning  and  education,  and  may  vary 
such  regulations  from  time  to  time,  and  may  en- 
force  such  regulations,  if  they  shall  think  fit,  by 
pecuniary  penalties,  and  in  case  of  contumacious 
noncompliance,  by  deprivation.  Such  r^ulacions 
shall  be  made  and  varied  si  stated  general  meet- 
ings only.  In  the  meantime,  and  until  such  regu- 
lations can  be  made,  the  Provost  and  Fellows  may. 
at  any  ordinary  meeting  or  meetings,  make  pro- 
visional regulations  lor  the  same  purposes,  which 
shall  be  binding  on  the  members  of  the  College. 

20.  One-thijS  of  the  whole  number  of  Fefiom- 
ships  may  at  all  times  be  held  by  persons  not 
having  taken  and  not  liable  to  be  required  to  take 
Holy  Orders.  Such  Fellowships  shall  be  term^J 
Lay  Fellowships.  The  option  of  holding  a  Lay 
Fellowship  shall  be  giveu  to  the  Fellows  not  ii. 
Holy  Orders  successively,  acconling  to  seniority 
from  the  date  of  election.  The  power  vested  iu 
the  Provost  and  four  of  the  six  senior  Fellows  o* 
granting  an  exemption  from  the  obligation  t^' 
take  Holy  Orders  in  the  case  of  the  Libran' 
Keeper  shall  not  hereafter  be  exercised.  Xi 
Fellow  not  bein^  in  Holy  Orders  shall  be  re- 
quired, as  a  condition  of  retaining  his  Fellowshi|\ 
to  study  or  graduate  in  Theology. 

21.  No  Fellow  shall  be  disqualified  for  retaiii- 
ing.  his  Fellowship  bv  reason  only  of  his  havii.; 
held  it  for  any  perioa  of  time  mentioned  in  the 
Statutes  or  in  any  instrument  of  foundation. 
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22.  The  number  of  Fellowships  withjn  the  Col- 
lege (exclusive  of  suppressed  Fellowships)  shall 
never  be  less  than  fifboen,  unless  the  Visitors,  or 
the  major  part  of  them,  shall  think  fit,  on  a  peti* 
tion  in  writing  presented  and  subscribed  by  the 
Provost  and  not  less  than  three-fourths  of  the 
Fellows  of  the  College,  to  direct  that  the  number 
shall  be  diminished,  either  perroanentlj  or  during 
nny  limited  period,  by  not  nlling  up  vacancies,  for 
the  purpose  either  of  increasing  the  emoluments 
of  the  Provost  and  Fellows,  if  the  same  shidl  ap- 
pear to  be  insufficient,  or  of  augmenting^  tho 
number  or  emoluments  of  the  Scholars  or  Exhi* 
bitioners,  or  of  improving  the  property  of  the 
College,  or  in  order  to  apply  the  surplus  income 
to  be  obtained  by  such  diminution  to  any  purpose 
specified  in  the  petition,  and  directly  expecueht 
for  the  interests  of  the  College  as  a  place  of  re- 
li<^ion,  learning,  and  education. 

23.  The  Provost  and  Fellows  shall,  once  at 
least  in  every  ten  years,  lay  before  the  Visitors  a 
statement  in  writing  of  the  annual  revenue  and 
expenditure  of  the  College  for  the  preceding  ten 
years,  or  for  the  period  which  shall  have  elapsed 
since  the  date  of  the  last  statement  (as  the  case 
may  be);  and  shall  also  furnish  to  the  Yisitora 
such  additional  information  (if  any)  as  they  shall 
require  for  enabling  them  to  form  a  judgment  of 
the  means  and  requirements  and  general  state 
and  condition  o*'  the  College.  And  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  Visitors,  or  the  major  part  of  them, 
thereupon,  if  it  shall  appear  to  them  that  the 
revenues  of  the  College  are  sufficient  to  afford  to 
each  Fellow  an  average  income  of  more  than  three 
hundred  pounds  a  year  (exclusive  of  rooms  or  any 
allowance  in  respect  thereof,  but  inclusive  of  aU 
other  allowances),  to  direct  either  that  the  num- 
ber of  ^Fellowships  shall  be  increased,  or  that  any 
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part  of  such  revenues  shall  be  applied  in  increasing 
the  number  or  emoluments  of  the  Scholarships  or 
Exhibitions  within  the  College,  or  shall  be  &et 
apart  for  general  College  purposes ;  and  any  sums 
which  shall  be  so  set  apart  ahall  be  applied  to 
such  College  purposes  as  the  Provost  and  Fel- 
lowsy  with  the  approbation  of  the  Visitorsy  or  the 
major  part  of  them,  shall  determine. 

24i.  In  elections  to  Scholarships  within  the 
College  (other  than  the  Pinney  Scholarship),  no 
person  shall  be  either  entitled  to  preference  or 
ineligible  by  reason  of  hie  place  of  birth,  or  of  hia 
being  or  not  being  of  the  Kindred  of  any  person 
named  in  the  Statutes  or  in  any  instrument  of 
foundation.  In  elections  to  Scholarships  of  the 
foundation  of  Sir  Thomas  Cookes,  no  person  shajl 
be  entitled  to  preference  by  reason  of  his  being 
one  of  the  eleemosynary  or  foundation  Scholars  in 
iny  school  designated  in  the  Statutes,  or  by  reason 
of  nis  having  been  educated  at  anv  school  other 
than  the  schools  individually  named  in  the  exist- 
ing Statutes. 

25.  The  Scholars  of  the  foundation  of  Sir 
Thomas  Cookes  shall  be  elected  by  Examiners  to 
be  chosen  annually  by  the  Provost  and  such  of 
the  Fellows  then  present  as  shall  have  been  ad- 
mitted to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  or  to  anv 
superior  degree ;  provided,  that  the  Provost  shall 
always  be  one  of  such  Examiners,  if  he  shall 
think  fit.  The  expenses  of  the  said  Examinen 
shall  be  defrayed  out  of  the  corporate  revenues  of 
the  College. 

26.  The  Scholars  of  the  foundationa  of  Mrs. 
Sarah  Eaton  and  Dr.  Gieorge  Clarke  and  the 
Finney  Scholar  shall  be  elected  by  the  Provost 
and  such  of  the  Fellows  present  at  the  time  cf 
election  as  shall  have  been  admitted  to  the  degree 
of  Master  of  Arts  or  to  any  superior  degree,  afYer 
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an  examination  of  the  candidates  in  such  subjects, 
and  conducted  in  sucli  manner,  as  the  electors 
shskU  determine,  and  that  candidate  (being  other- 
wise duly  qualified  according  to  the  Statutes  in 
force  for  the  time  bein^  and  the  respective  instru- 
ments of  foundation)  shall  be  elected  who,  after 
such  examination,  shall  appear  to  the  electors  to 
be  of  the  oreatest  merit  and  most  fit  to  be  a 
Scholar  of  the  College. 

27.  The  election  of  Scholars  shall  take  place  on 
a  stated  day  or  stated  days  in  each  year,  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Provost  and  Pellows  (subject  to 
the  provisions  for  postponement  hereinafter  con- 
tained) ;  and  notice  of  every  intended  election  to 
Scholarships  (other  than  Scholarships  of  the 
foundation  of  Sir  Thomas  Cookes),  of  the  number 
of  vacancies  to  be  filled  up,  and  of  the  conditions 
of  election,  shall  be  given  by  the  Provost,  in  such 
manner  as  he  shall  cteem  best  adapted  to  ensure 
publicity,  thirty  days  at  least  before  the  day  of 
election. 

28.  The  Scholarships  of  the  foundation  of  Sir 
Thomas  Cookes  shall  be  tenable  for  six  years 
from  the  day  of  election  inclusive,  and  no  longer : 
Provided,  that  if  any  such  Scholarship  shaU  be 
vacated  before  the  expiration  of  the  said  term  of 
six  Tears,  the  person  elected  upon  such  vacancy 
shall  hold  the  Scholarship  for  the  residue  only  of 
the  said  term. 

29.  Every  Scholarship  within  the  College 
(other  than  the  Scholarships  of  the  foundation  of 
Sir  Thomas  Cookes^  shall  be  tenable  until  the 
holder  thereof  shall  have  completed  the  twenty- 
fourth  Term  firom  that  of  his  matriculation  in- 
cluaiye,  and  no  longer :  Provided,  that  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  Provost  and  Fellows  to  tenninato 
&nj  Scholar's  tenure  of  his  Scholarship  at  the  end 
of  eighteen  Terms  from  his  matriculation  indu- 
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part  of  such  revenues  shall  be  applied  in  increasiDg 
the  number  or  emoluments  of  the  Scholarships  or 
Exhibitions  within  the  College,  or  shall  be  set 
apart  for  general  College  purposes ;  and  any  sums 
which  shall  be  so  set  apart  ahall  be  i4>plied  to 
Mich  College  purposes  as  the  Provost  and  Fel- 
lows, with  the  approbation  of  the  Visitors,  or  the 
major  part  of  them,  shall  determine. 

ft^  In  elections  to  Scholarships  within  the 
College  (other  than  the  Pinney  Scholarship),  no 
person  snail  be  either  entitled  to  preference  or 
ineligible  by  reason  of  his  place  of  birth,  or  of  his 
being  or  not  being  of  the  kindred  of  any  person 
named  in  the  Statutes  or  in  any  instrument  of 
foundation.  In  elections  to  Scholarships  of  tbe 
foundation  of  Sir  Thomas  Cookes,  no  person  shall 
be  entitled  to  preference  by  reason  of  his  being 
one  of  the  eleemosynary  or  foundation  Scholars  in 
my  school  designated  in  the  Statutes,  or  by  reason 
of  nis  having  been  educated  at  any  school  other 
than  the  schools  individually  named  in  the  exist- 
ing Statutes. 

26.  The  Scholars  of  the  foundation  of  Sir 
Thomas  Cookes  shall  be  elected  by  Examiners  to 
be  chosen  annually  by  the  Provost  and  such  of 
the  Fellows  then  present  as  shall  have  been  ad- 
mitted to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  or  to  any 
superior  degree ;  provided,  that  the  Provost  shall 
always  be  one  oi.  such  Examiners,  if  he  shall 
think  fit.  The  expenses  of  the  said  Examinere 
shall  be  defrayed  out  of  the  corporate  revenues  of 
the  College. 

26.  The  Scholars  of  the  foundations  of  Mrs. 
Sarah  Eaton  and  Dr.  George  Clarke  and  tbe 
Finney  Scholar  shall  be  elected  by  the  P^vost 
and  such  of  the  Fellows  present  at  the  Ume  of 
election  as  shall  have  been  admitted  to  the  degree 
of  Master  of  Arts  or  to  any  superior  d^ree,  aAer 
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an  examination  of  the  candidates  in  such  subjects, 
and  condacted  in  such  manner,  as  the  electors 
shall  deterroinCy  and  that  candidate  (being  other* 
wise  duly  qualified  according  to  the  Statutes  in 
force  for  the  time  being  and  the  respective  instru- 
ments of  foundation)  shall  be  elected  who,  after 
such  examination,  shall  appear  to  the  electors  to 
be  of  the  ereatest  merit  and  most  fit  to  be  a 
Scholar  of  tne  College. 

27.  The  election  of  Scholars  shall  take  place  on 
a  stated  day  or  stated  days  in  each  year,  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Provost  and  Fellows  (subject  to 
the  proTisions  for  postponement  hereinafter  con- 
tained) ;  and  notice  of  every  intended  election  to 
ScholArshipS  (other  than  Scholarships  of  the 
foundation  of  Sir  Thomas  Cookes),  of  the  number 
of  vacancies  to  be  filled  up,  and  of  the  conditions 
of  election,  shall  be  given  by  the  Provost,  in  suck 
manner  as  he  shall  ieeta  best  adapted  to  ensure 
publicity,  thirty  days  at  least  before  the  day  of 
election. 

28.  The  Scholarships  of  the  foundation  of  Sir 
Thomas  Cookes  shall  be  tenable  for  six  years 
from  the  day  of  election  indusive,  and  no  loneer : 
Provided,  that  if  any  such  Scholiurship  shaU  be 
vacated  before  the  expiration  of  the  said  term  of 
six  years,  the  person  elected  upon  such  vacancy 
shall  hold  the  Scholarship  for  the  residue  only  of 
the  said  term. 

29.  Every  Scholarship  within  the  CoUege 
(other  than  the  Scholarships  of  the  foundation  of 
Sir  Thomaa  Cookes)  shall  be  tezuible  until  the 
holder  thereof  shall  have  completed  the  twenty- 
fourth  Term  from  that  of  his  matriculation  in- 
clusive, and  no  longer:  Provided,  that  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  Provost  and  Fellows  to  terminate 
any  Scholar's  tenure  of  his  Scholarship  at  the  end 
of  eighteen  Terms  from  his  matriculation  indu- 
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Are,  by  resolution  at  the  stated  general  mee^ng 
next  preceding  the  expiration  of  the  said  eighteen 
Terms. 

SO.  The  emoluments  of  ererj  Schoiarship 
within  the  College,  other  than  the  Finney  Sdio- 
larships,  shall,  as  rapidly  as  the  means  accruing 
from  the  suppression  of  the  said  four  Fellowships 
will  admit,  oe  augmented  to  a  sum  not  Ignbs  than 
fifly  pounds  per  annum,  and  the  Scholars  shall 
also  be  entitled  to  rooms  within  the  College  rent- 
free. 

31.  Ererj  Scholar  who  ehall  be  elected  to  a 
Fellowship  of  the  College,  or  to  a  Fellowship  in 
any  other  College  within  the  TJniTernt}%  soall 
thereupon  vacate  his  Scholarship. 

S2.  The  Provost  and  Fellows  may  deprive  anv 
Scholar  of  his  Scholarship  for  any  misconduct 
which  in  their  judgment  shall  merit  deprivation. 

88.  In  elections  to  Exhibitions  of  the  foonda* 
tion  of  Dr.  Thomas  Kay,  no  person  shall  be  entitled 
to  preference  by  reason  of  his  place  of  birth,  other- 
wise than  by  reason  of  his  being  a  native  of  the 
county  of  York.  Exhibitioners  of  the  foundations 
of  Dame  Elizabeth  Holford  and  Dr.  Thomaa  Kay 
shall  be  elected  by  the  persons  in  whom  the 
election  of  Scholars  of  the  College  (oth«r  than  the 
Scholars  of  the  foundation  of  Sir  Thomas  Cookes) 
is  hereby  vested.  The  Exhibitions  of  the  founda- 
tion of  Dr.  Thomas  Kay  shall  be  tenable  for  the 
same  period  as  the  Scholarships  of  the  College 
(other  than  the  Scholarships  of  the  foundatioa  o\ 
Sir  Thomas  Cookes),  and  no  longer,  and  shall  he 
determinable  in  the  same  manner,  and  notice  of 
every  intended  election  to  the  eaid  Exhibition:* 
shall  be  given  in  the  manner  hereinbefore  directed 
respecting  Scholarships  of  the  College. 

84.  Candidates  for  the  Exhibitiona  of  the 
foundation  of  Dame  Elizabeth  Holford  and  Dr. 
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Thomas  Kay  shall  be  examined  in  each  subjects 
and  in  such  manner  as  the  electors  shall  appoint, 
and  that  candidate  (being  otherwise  duly  qualified 
according  to  the  instruments  of  foundation  of 
those  Exhibitions  respectively)  shall  be  elected 
who  shall  appear  to  the  electors  to  be  of  the 
greatest  merit. 

85.  Every  Exhibitioner  shall  be  subject  to  such 
regolationa  respecting  residence,  attendance  on 
Divine  worship,  instruction  and  discipline,  as  the 
Provost  and  Fellows  shall  from  time  to  time  de- 
termine, and  may  be  deprived  of  his  Exhibition 
for  any  misconduct  which,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
ProToat  and  Fellows,  mav  merit  deprivation. 

36.  The  Provost  and  Fellows  may,  if  they  shall 
think  fit,  commute  the  stipend  and  allowances 
now  payable  by  Statute  or  custom  to  any  Fellow 
of  the  College,  or  any  part  thereof,  for  an  aliquot 
share  of  the  corpcvate  revenues  of  the  College. 
It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Visitors,  or  the  major 
part  of  them,  upon  the  petition  of  any  person  who 
shall  be  a  Fedlow  at  the  time  of  such  commuta- 
tion bein^  determined  on,  and  shall  conceive  him- 
self agi^eved  thereby,  to  disallow  such  commu- 
tation, if  they  shall  think  fit. 

37.  The  Provost  and  Fellows  shall  not,  by 
reason  of  any  clause  or  provision  in  the  existins 
Statutes  of  the  College,  be  prohibited  or  restrained 
froni  dividing  amongst  themselves  or  otherwise 
disposing  of  the  clear  surplus  of  the  corporate 
revenues  of  the  College,  as  they  might  have  done 
if  the  Statutes  had  contained  no  such  clause  or 
provision, 

38.  The  power  of  depriving  the  Provost  for 
such  causes  as  according  to  the  Statute  of  the 
College  in  force  for  the  time  being  shall  require 
deprivation,  shall  be  vested  in  the  Visitors,  or  the 
major  part  of  them,  and  shall  be  exercised  by 
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them  after  due  inquiry  uoon  the  petttion  of  the 
major  part  of  all  the  FeUowa ;  and  the  power  dT 
depriving  Fellows  for  such  causes  as  according  to 
the  Statutes  of  the  College  in  force  for  the  tune 
being  shall  require  deprivation  shall  be  vested  in 
the  Frovost  and  Fellows,  and  shall  be  exerdsed 
bv  the  vote  of  the  major  part  of  the  Provost  and 
all  the  Fellows,  subject  onlj  to  such  appeal  to  the 
Visitors  as  hereinafter  provided:  Provided  tiiat 
the  clause  shall  not  affect  the  YiaitorB'  power  (if 
any)  of  depriving  by  their  own  authority  any 
member  of  the  College. 

39.  Whenever  there  shall  be  no  candidate  for 
a  Fellowship  or  Scholarship  of  the  foundation  of 
Mrs.  Sarah  Eaton,  for  a  scholarship  or  Exhibi- 
tion of  the  foundation  of  Sir  Thomas  Cookee,  for 
a  Finney  Scholarship,  or  for  an  Exhibition  of  the 
foundation  of  Dame  Elizabeth  Holford  or  Dr. 
Thomas  Kay,  possessing  the  qualifications  re- 
quired in  each  case,  and  whom  the  electors  shall 
judge  of  sufficient  merit  for  election,  the  election 
shi^  be  thrown  open  for  that  turn,  and  shall  be 
postponed  to  some  other  day,  to  be  fixed  by  the 
Provost  and  Fellows  for  tnat  purpose,  not  later 
than  the  next  ensuing  stated  oay  of  dection  in 
the  case  of  a  Fellowship  of  Fellows  of  the  C(^- 
lege,  and  in  the  case  of  a  Scholarship  or  Exhibi* 
tion  of  Scholars  other  than  Scholars  of  the 
foundation  of  Sir  Thomas  Cookes. 

40.  Whenever  there  shall  be  no  duly  qualified 
candidate  for  a  vacant  Fellowship  of  the  fonnda- 
tion  of  Sir  Thomas  Cookes,  or  of  Dr.  Gteorge 
Clarke,  or  for  a  vacant  Scholarship  of  the  founds* 
tion  of  Dr.  Geoi^  Clarke,  or  for  any  Fellowship, 
Scholarship,  or  Exhibition  which  shall  have  been 
thrown  open  as  aforesaid,  whom  the  electors  shall 
judge  of  sufficient  merit  for  election,  and  when- 
ever a  Fellowship  or  Scholarship  shall  fiiU  vacant, 
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and  there  shall  not  he  time  to  give  the  notice 
herein-before  directed  before  the  day  of  election, 
the  election  shall  be  postponed  to  some  other 
day,  to  be  fixed  bj  the  Provoat  and  Fellows  for 
the  purpose,  not  later  than  the  next  ensuing 
stated  dajr  of  election  in  the  case  of  a  Fellow- 
ship of  Fellows  of  the  College,  and  in  the  case 
of  a  Scholarship  or  Exhibition  of  Scholars  others 
than  Scholars  of  the  foundation  of  Sir  Thomas 
Cookes ;  and  every  such  postponed  election  shall 
be  held  and  conducted  in  the  same  manner  and 
after  the  same  previous  notice  as  if  there  had 
been  no  postponement. 

41.  The  Provost  and  Fellows  may  from  time  to 
time  regulate  as  they  shall  think  'fit  the  duties 
and  emoluments  of  the  officers  of  the  College, 
and  the  mode  of  thrir  appointment  or  election, 
and  may  institute  such  new  offices  as  they  shall 
deem  expedient  for  the  better  management  of  the 
aSkm  of  the  College,  and  the  instruction  and 
discipline  of  its  members;  and  may  assign  to 
such  new  offices  such  stipends  or  emoluments  as 
the  Provost  and  Fellows  shall  think  proper ;  Pro- 
videdy  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Visitors,  or 
the  major  part  of  them  upon  the  petition  of  the 
Provoat  or  any  one  or  more  of  the  Fellows,  or  of 
any  officer  of  the  College  whose  stipend  or  emo« 
laments  may  have  been  diminished  in  exercise  of 
the  foregoing  power,  to  disallow  such  relation 
or  assignment,  if  the  Visitors  shall  thmk  fit: 
Provided  also,  that  the  Provostship  shall  not  be 
deemed  to  be  an  office  within  the  meaning  of  this 
clause. 

42.  The  Provost  and  Fellows  shall  at  the  first 
stated  general  meeting,  or  as  soon  afterwards  as 
conveniently  may  be,  make  regulations  for  the 
daily  performance  of  Divine  Service,  according  to 
the  Ijiturgy  of  the  United  Church  of  England 
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ftnd  Ireland,  within  tbe  College,  during  full  Term, 
and  at  such  6ther  times  as  they  shall  think  pro> 
per,  and  for  attendance  on  the  same,  and  may 
vary  such  regulations  from  time  to  time;  but 
such  regulations  shall  be  made  and  varied  at 
stated  general  meetings  only,  and  the  Vintors, 
or  the  major  part  of  them,  shall  have  power  to 
disallow  and  annul  any  such  regulations,  or  ^r 
variation  thereof.  In  the  meantime,  and  unal 
such  regulations  can  be  made,  the  P^vost  and 
Fellows  may,  at  any  ordinary  meeting  or  meet- 
ings, make  provisional  regulations  for  the  same 
purposes.  The  provisions  of  the  existing  statutes 
relating  to  Divine  service  shall  be  hencetorthx'oid. 

43.  The  oaths  prescribed  by  the  existing  Sta- 
tutes shall  not  hereafter  be  taken.  Bat  every 
person  admitted  to  any  place,  on  admiaaion  to 
which  an  oath  is  now  required,  shall,  at  tbe  time 
of  his  admission,  take  an  oath  or  make  a  declara- 
tion, as  the  Provost  and  Fellows  shall  by  resolu- 
tion determine,  to  the  effect  that  he  will  hUh- 
fully  perform  the  duties  of  such  place,  and  obey 
the  Statutes  and  Byelawa  of  the  College  in  force 
for  the  time  being  so  far  as  they  may  coneem 
him. 

44.  There  shall  be  two  stated  general  meet- 
ings at  least  of  the  Provost  and  Feuowa  in  every 
year,  on  such  days  as  the  Provost  and  Fellows 
shall  appoint.  Any  stated  general  meeting  may 
be  adjourned  by  resolution  of  the  meetiug  to  a 
day  to  be  specined  in  the  resolution.  The  rote 
of  the  Provost  shall  be  counted  as  one  vote  in  all 
Elections  and  College  meetings,  and  in  tbe  de- 
privation of  Fellows,  Scholars,  and  Exhibitioners. 
Whenever  the  votes  shall  be  equal  at  any  Collesre 
meeting,  or  in  any  election,  or  deprivaticm  the 
Provost  shall  have  an  additional  casting  vote. 
Subject  to  the  foregoing  proviBion,  and  except  in 
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cases  in  wliich  the  concurrence  of  any  specified 
proportion  of  the  Provost  and  Fellows,  or  the 
consent  of  the  Provost,  is  hereby  made  requisite, 
eYerv  question  arising  at  an^  College  meeting 
shall  be  determined  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  of 
those  present.  Every  Fellow  of  the  College  shall 
be  entitled  to  be  present  and  vote  at  every  Col- 
lege meeting.  Anv  Statute,  rule,  or  usage  of  the 
College  which  prohibits  or  restnuns,  expressly  or 
by  implication,  any  person  preeeut  at  any  College 
meeting  from  bringing  forward  thereat  any  ques- 
tion  which  he  may  think  proper,  or  from  having 
such  question  put  to  the  vote,  shall,  bo  far  as 
regards  such  prohibition  or  restraint,  be  hence- 
forth void:  Provided,  that  the  Provost  and 
Fellows  may  make  from  time  to  time  such  rules 
for  regulating  the  proceedings  at  College  meet- 
ings, and  for  determining  what  business  shall  be 
transacted  thereat,  and  for  fixing  (if  they  shall 
think  fit)  the  notice  to  be  given  before  bringing 
forward  any  question,  as  they  shall  deem  expe- 
dient. 

45.  The  power  which  is  given  by  the  existing 
Statutes  to  the  Vice- Provost  to  act  in  place  of 
the  Provost,  and  the  power  of  any  o£Scer  of  the 
College  who  may  hereafter  be  authorised  by  any 
Statute  or  Byelaw  to  act  in  place  of  the  Provost, 
shall  be  deemed  to  extend  to  all  the  acts  which 
the  Provost  is  hereby  authorized  or  directed  to 
do,  except  the  giving  consent  to  any  commuta- 
tion, regulation,  or  diminution  of  the  Provost's 
emoluments. 

46.  The  particular  provisions  of  the  existing 
Statutes  respecting  the  disputations  and  other 
exercises  to  be  performed  by  the  members  of  the 
College ;  and  respecting  their  meals ;  and  respect- 
ing the  punishments  for  offences  not  being  such 
as  require  deprivation ;  and  respecting  the  times 
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of  opening  and  closing  the  gates  of  the  CoDege; 
and  respecting  the  reamng  of  the  Statutes ;  and  re- 
specting the  seryice  of  the  College,  and  the  numher, 
dtutiee,  and  payment  of  the  servants  of  the  same : 
and  respecting  progresses  and  other  matters 
relatiTe  to  the  supervision  of  the  proper^  of  the 
College;  and  respecting  the  custodj  of  the 
monies,  plate,  and  other  goods  of  the  CoOeee, 
other  than  the  muniments  and  seal,  shaii  he 
henceforth  void.  The  ProTost  and  Fellows  shall 
from  time  to  time  make  such  regulations  as  ^ler 
ma^  deem  necessarj  or  desirahle  for  effecting  the 
mam  ohjects  which  the  aforesaid  particular  pn>> 
yisions  or  any  of  them  are  respectivelj  intended 
to  effect,  ana  may  enforce  such  regulations  hr 
stich  penalties  as  thej  shall  think  nt»  suljeet  to 
such  right  of  appeal  to  the  Yisitofs  on  the  part  of 
any  person  wno  may  deem  himself  aggnered 
thereoY,  as  is  hereint^er  provided. 

47.  If  in  any  case  it  shall  appear  to  ^e 
Visitors,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  that  hr 
reason  of  any  change  in  tne  value  of  money  anr 
specific  sum  fixed  hy  this  Ordinance,  or  which 
may  be  hereafter  fixed  in  exercise  of  any  power 
given  by  this  Ordinance,  has  become  insufficieDt 
or  excessive,  and  that  such  insufficiency  or  excess 
is  productive  of  injustice'  or  hardship,  or  is  in- 
jurious to  the  general  interests  of  the  College,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  Visitors,  or  the  mi^  psri 
of  them,  from  time  to  time,  for  the  purpose  of 
correcting  or  obviating  such  injustice,  hardship, 
or  injury,  to  direct  that  such  annual  sum  shall  be 
increased  or  diminished  as  they  shaU  think  fit, 
and  the  increased  or  diminished  sum  shall  thenes- 
forth  be  substituted  for  and  stand  in  the  place  of 
the  sum  originally  fixed  as  aforesaid. 

48.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Visitors,  once  tn 
erery  ten  years  (or  oftener,  if  and  whenerer  they 
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sball  deem  it  expedient  for  eniorcing  the  dae 
obsenrance  of  the  Statutes  in  force  for  the  time 
beinff  to  do  so),  without  any  request  or  applica- 
tion dj  the  College  or  any  of  its  members,  to  visit 
the  College,  and  to  exercise  at  such  visitation  all 
the  powers  which  are  by  law  incident  to  the  office 
of  General  Visitor  of  a  College,  any  Statute  or 
usage  of  the  Collie  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
standing. It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Visitors  at 
any  such  visitation,  or,  if  they  shall  think  fit  at 
other  times,  to  require  the  Provost  and  Fellows 
to  answer  in  writmg  touching  any  matter  as  to 
which  the  Visitors  may  deem  it  expedient  to 
inquire,  for  the  purposes  of  satisfying  themselves 
whether  the  Statutes  in  force  for  the  time  being 
are  duly  observed. 

40.  As  often  as  any  ouestion  shall  arise  on 
which  the  Provost  and  PeUows  shall  be  unable  to 
agree,  depending  wholly  or  in  part  on  the  con- 
struction of  any  of  the  Statutes  of  the  College  in 
force  for  the  time  being,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
Provost  and  Fellows,  or  for  the  Provost  or  any 
three  of  the  Fellows,  to  submit  the  same  to  the 
Visitors ;  and  it  shall  be  lawfid  for  the  Visitors, 
or  the  major  part  of  them,  to  declare  what  is  the 
true  construction  of  such  Statute  or  Statutes  with 
reference  to  the  case  submitted  to  them. 

50.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Provost,  or  for 
any  Fellow  if  he  shall  conceive  himself  ageriev^d 
by  any  act  or  decision  of  the  Provost  and  Fellows, 
and  for  any  Scholar  or  Exhibitioner  who  may  have 
been  deprived  of  his  Scholarship  or  Exhioition, 
to  appeal  against  such  act  or  decision  or  sen- 
tence to  the  Visitors ;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
the  Visitors,  or  the  major  part  of  them  to  adjudi- 
cate on  such  appeal,  and  to  disallow  and  annul 
such  act  or  decision,  and  to  reverse  or  vary  such 
sentence^  as  they  shall  deem  just. 
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said  CoQege,  no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  pre- 
ference by  reason  of  his  being  or  baTing  beeo  i 
Fellow  of  the  College.  The  electors  shaU  choose 
the  person  (being  otherwise  duly  qualified  accord- 
ing to  the  Statutes  of  the  College  in  force  for  the 
time  being),  who  in  their  judgment  shall  be  most  1 
fit  for  the  goremment  of  the  College  as  a  place 
of  relimon,  learning,  and  education. 

2.  The  Master  shall  be  required  to  reside  in 
the  College  seven  calendar  months  at  least  in  each 
year,  whereof  six  weeks  at  least  shall  be  in  each 
Term,  Easter  and  Trinity  Terms  being  for  this 
purpose  considered  as  one  Term :  Provided  that 
m  case  of  the  Master's  sickness  or  for  any  other 
urgent  cause  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Visitor  to 
dispense  with  the  Master's  residence  for  such  a 
period  as  may  seem  to  the  Visitor  to  be  required 
DY  the  necessities  of  the  case.  This  regulation 
shall  take  efifect  in  L'eu  of  the  provisions  of  the 
existing  Statutes  relating  to  the  residence  of  the 
Master. 

8.  The  Master  and  Fellovrs  may  at  any  time 
hereafter,  if  they  shall  think  fit,  commute  the 
emoluments  of  the  Masterflhip,  including  therein 
the  portion  of  the  Eectory  of  Huntspiil,  in  the 
county  of  Somerset,  annexed  to  the  office  of  Master, 
wholly  or  partially,  for  a  stipend  or  annual  sum  of 
money  payable  in  any  other  manner  out  of  the 
revenues  of  the  College,  or  for  a  certain  projDor- 
tion  of  the  said  revenues ;  and  may  fix  the  tiroe 
at  which  such  commutation  shall  take  effect,  and 
may  also  from  time  to  time  regulate,  increase,  or 
diminish  the  Master's  emoluments,  whether  com- 
muted oruncommuted,  as  they  shallthink  nr<mer; 
Provided,  that  no  exercise  of  this  power  shall  affect 
the  person  then  being  Master  without  his  con* 
sent:  Provided  also,  that  the  Visitor,  upon  the 
petition  of  the  Master  or  of  any  one  or  more  of 
the  Fellows,  may  disallow  any  such  commutation, 
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reflation,  inGrease,  or  diminution,  if  he  BhaU 
thmk  fit. 

4.  If  at  any  time  it  shall  appear  that  the  Mas- 
ter has  become  permanently  incapable  ofperform- 
ing  the  duties  of  his  Office,  the  oenior  Fellow  in 
residence  shall,  upon  the  request  of  any  three 
or  more  Eeliows,  convene  a  meeting  of  the 
Fellows,  after  notice  sent  to  such  of  them  as  may 
be  within  the  United  Kingdom,  for  the  consider- 
ation of  the  matter ;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  a 
Majority  of  the  Fellows  present  at  such  meeting 
to  present  a  petition  to  the  Visitor,  setting  forth 
the  circumstances  of  the  case,  and  praying  the 
Yiflitor  to  inquire  into  the  truth  of  them  ;  and 
the  Visitor  shaU  institute  such  inquiry  accord- 
ingly. And  if,  upon  such  inquiry,  or  upon  a  pe- 
tition presented  by  the  Master  (as  the  case  may 
be),  it  shall  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Visitor  that  the  Master  has  become  permanently 
incapable  of  performing  his  duties,  then  the 
Visitor  shall  nominate  one  of  the  three  Senior 
Fellows  for  the  time  being  in  Holy  Orders  to  be 
Vice-Master  of  the  College,  and  sh^l  assisn  to  him 
for  his  maintenance,  in  addition  to  his  Fellowships 
so  much  (not  exceeding  one-third)  of  the  Master  a 
emoluments  as  the  Visitor  shall  think  fit ;  pro- 
vided that  the  Master  shall  be  at  liberty  to  retain 
hia  lodgings.  And  such  Vice-Master  shall,  so 
long  as  the  Master  shall  retain  his  office,  and  be 
incapable  of  performing  its  duties,  receive  the 
proportion  so  assigned  to  him,  and  shall  ezercise 
and  perform  all  the  functions  and  duties,  and 
have  all  the  powers  and  authorities  of  Master, 
except  the  power  of  consenting  to  any  commu- 
tation, regulation,  or  diminution  of  the  Master's 
emoluments,  and  shall  be  bound  to  residence  in 
in  the  same  manner,  and  shall  be  liable  to  depri- 
vation for  the  same  causes  and  in  the  same  man- 
ner.   If  any  Vice-Master  shall  die,  resign  his 
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office,  vacate,  or  be  deprived  of  his  TeUovship. 
or  became  incapable,  the  Visitor  shall  wppciint 
fordiwith  one  of  the  three  Senior  P^ows  for  the 
time  being  in  Holy  Orders  (exclusire  of  the  Vice- 
Master  resigning  or  becoming  incapable)  to  be 
Vice- Master  in  his  room.  It  shall  oe  lawful  for 
the  Visitor,  if  at  any  time  he  shall  be  satisfied  thst 
the  Master's  incapacity  has  ceased,  and  that  he  is 
eapable  of  performing  the  duties  of  his  office,  to 
reinstate  him  in  his  powers  and  functions,  and  id 
the  receipt  of  his  whole  emoluments.  These  pro- 
visions shall  take  effect  in  lieu  of  the  provisions 
of  the  existing  Statutes  relating  to  the  incapacity 
of  the  Master. 

5.  In  elections  to  Fellowships  within  the  Col- 
lege, no  person  shall  be  either  entitled  to  prefer 
enee  or  ineligible  by  reason  of  his  place  of  educa- 
tion, or  pecuniary  circumstances,  or  of  his  benur 
or  not  being  a  Scholar  of  the  College,  or  a  Scbolar 
of  any  particular  foundation  therein,  or  of  hi? 
having  or  not  having  taken  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
or  Master  of  Arts  m  the  University  of  Oxford , 
and  no  person  shall  be  ineligible  by  reason  of  hi$ 
being  of  illegitimate  birth :  Provided  that  no  per- 
son shall  be  eligible  who  shall  not  have  taken  tbe 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  in  some  Uuiversitr  in 
G-reat  Britain  or  Ireland,  or  passed  all  the  eia- 
minations  required  by  the  University  of  Oxford  for 
the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  or  who  shall  be  in 
possession  of  any  benefice,  property,  pensiim,  or 
office,  which,  if  acquired  after  election,  would  hatre 
disqualified  him  for  continuing  a  Fellow. 

6.  Sixty  da^s  at  least  before  the  dav  of  election 
to  a  Fellowship,  notice  of  ev^ry  intenaed  election, 
of  the  number  of  vacancies  to  be  filled  up,  and  of 
the  conditions  of  election,  shall  be  given  by  the 
Master  in  such  manner  as  he  shall  deem'bei^ 
adapted  to  secure  publicity. 

7.  The  intelleotual  qualifications  of  the  candi- 
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dates  for  Fellowsbips  shall  be  tested  by  an  exaini- 
Bation  in  such  subjects  connected  with  the  studies 
of  the  Universitj  as  the  Master  and  Eelloirs  shall 
determine ;  proyided  that  the  system  of  ezamina« 
tions  shall  oe  such  as  shall  render  Fellowships 
accessible,  from  time  to  time,  to  excellence  m 
every  branch  of  knowledge  for  the  time  being 
recognized  in  the  Schools  of  the  University ;  and 
the  Master  and  Fellows  shall  elect  that  candidate 
(being  otherwise  duly  qualified  according  to  the 
Statutes  in  force  for  the  time  being,)  who  after 
such  examination,  shall  appear  to  uiem  to  be  of 
the  greatest  merit,  and  most  fit  to  be  a  Fellow  of 
the  Ck>llege  as  a  place  of  religion,  learning  and 
education. 

8.  Eveiy  person  elected  to  a  Fellowship  shall 
be  entitled  to  receive,  during  the  year  of  proba- 
tion, the  same  emoluments  as  if  he  had  been 
admitted  an  actual  Fellow. 

9.  The  rank,  privileges,  and  advantages  which 
every  person  hereafter  to  be  elected  to  a  Feliow- 
ship  mudl  hold  and  enjoy  in  the  College  shall 
(except  so  far  as  is  otnerwise  herein-after  pro- 
vided)  be  determined  according  to  the  date  of  his 
admission  to  such  Fellowship. 

10.  Every  Fellow  who  shall  be  instituted  to  an 
eocleaiastical  benefice,  or  shall  become  entitled 
mther  by  descent  or  devolution,  or  by  virtue  of 
any  testamentary  or  other  gift  or  settlement,  to 
property,  or  to  any  G-ovemment  pension,  or  be 
admitted  to  any  office  tenable  for  life  or  during 
good  behaviour  (not  being  an  academical  office 
within  the  University  of  Oxford),  and  who  shall 
retain  such  benefice,  property,  pension,  or  office  for 
twelve  calendar  months  from  the  day  of  his  insti- 
tution, accession,  or  admission  thereto,  shall,  if 
the  annual  value  of  such  ecclesiastical  benefice, 
(being  a  benefice  with  enre  of  souls,)  dear  of  de* 
doetione,  (^cept  for  property  or  income  tax,) 
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shall  exceed  three  hundred  pounds,  or  if  the 
annual  income  derivable  by  him  from  sudi  pro 

gerty,  pension,  or  office,  or  from  any  ecdesiartical 
enefioe  without  cure  of  souls,  or  from  any  two  or 
mor)9  of  the  above  mentioned  sources  (indudlng 
or  not  including  a  benefice  with  cure  of  souls), 
clear  of  deductions  as  aforesaid,  shall  exceed  five 
hundred  pounds,  vacate  his  Fellowship  at  the 
expiration  of  such  twelve  calendar  months,  and 
for  this  purpose  the  income  which  the  estimated 
value  of  any  property  would  produce,  if  invested 
in  Three  pounds  per  centum  Consolidated 
Annuities,  at  the  price  current  at  the  time  of  the 
acquisition  thereof,  shall,  in  case  of  doubt,  be 
considered  to  be  the  income  derivable  from  such 
property.  The  word  ''  property  "  shall  in  this 
clause  include  any  estate  or  mterest  in  possession 
in  any  property,  real  or  personal.  In  any  case  in 
which  the  property  or  sources  of  income  majhare 
been  acquired  at  seversl  times,  the  latest  tune  at 
which  any  part  of  such  property,  or  any  of  such 
sources  of  income,  shall  have  been  acquired  shall, 
in  construing  this  clause,  be  considered  as  the 
time  of  the  acquisition  of  the  whole  thereo£  Ex- 
cept as  aforesaid,  no  Fellow  shall  be  disqualified 
for  retaining  his  Fellowship  by  reason  of  his 
having  become  possessed  of  any  property  or  in- 
come, or  been  mstituted  to  any  benefice.  No 
Fellow  shall  be  so  disqualified  ij  reason  of  his 
having  become  possessed  of  any  beoiefioe,  property, 
pension,  or  office,  so  long  as  he  shall  continue  to 
reside  in  the  University,  and  to  hold  the  office  of 
Dean,  Tutor,  Lecturer,  or  senior  Bursar,  within 
the  College. 

11.  Every  Fellow  who  shall  marry  shall  there- 
upon vacate  his  Fellowship. 

12.  In  certain  exceptea  cases  Fellows  mar  be 
elected  and  admitted  without  public  notice  of  the 
vacancy,  and  without  examination,  and  without 
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the  period  of  probation  reauired  by  the  Statutes, 
and  altboueb  the  persons  elected  be  married,  and 
although  they  be  in  possession  of  any  benefice,  ^ 
property,  pension,  or  office  which  would  in  ordi- 
nary cases  render  the  possessor  ineligible,  and 
although  they  ma^  not  have  taken  the  degree  of 
Bachekr  of  Arts  in  any  TJniyersity,  or  passed  the 
examinations  reqmred  by  the  Uniyersity  of 
Oxford  for  that  degree,  provided  such  persons  are 
otherwise  qualified  for  election.  The  excepted 
cases  shall  be  as  follows : — 

(a)  Any  Professor  or  Public  Lecturer  within 
the  Uniyersity  of  Oxford  for  whose  election 
a  majority  of  the  yotes  of  the  Master  and 
all  the  EeUows  shall  have  been  given;  the 
Master's  vote  being  counted  as  two  votes. 
(h,)  Any  Principal  of  a  Hall  within  the  Uni- 
yersity, not  being  a  Private  Hall,  and  any 
person  of  eminence  in  literature,  science, 
or  art  on  whom  the  University  in  Convo- 
cation shall  have  conferred  a  degree  either 
by  diploma,  or  by  decree  of  Convocation, 
or  any  honorary  degree,  provided  that  two- 
thirds  of  the  votes  of  the  Master  and  all 
the  Fellows  shall  have  been  given  for  the 
election  of  such  Principal  or  other  person 
as  last  aforesaid;  the  Master's  vote  being 
counted  as  two  votes. 
13.  The  election  in  such  excepted  cases  shall 
always  be  held  more  than  sixty  days  before  the 
usual  day  of  election,  and  the  electors  may  at  the 
time  of  election  determine  the  rank  which  the 
person  elected  shall  hold  in  the  College,  without 
reference  to  the  date  of  his   election,  provided 
that  such  rank  shall  confer  no  other  than  bono* 
rary  privileges:    Provided  also,  tliat  no  married 
Fe&ow  shall  be  entitled  to  rooms  in  the  College, 
nor  to  any  allowance  in  respect  of  rooms. 
1857.  '  3  R 
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14.  Anj  Pellow  who  shall  many,  or  beoome 
possessed  of  any  benefice,  property,  penaion,  or 
office  which  would  in  orduiaTy  cases  diaqualify 
him  for  continuing  a  Fellow,  maj,  nereiineless, 
if  he  shall  then  be  a  Professor  or  Public  Lec- 
turer in  the  UniTersitj,  be  retained  in  his  Fel- 
lowship by  a  majority  of  the  Totee  of  the  Master 
and  all  the  Fellows,  or  if  he  shall  be  PHncipal  of 
any  Hall  not  being  a  Private  Hall),  by  two-uiirds 
of  the  votes  of  the  Master  and  all  the  Fellows, 
the  Master's  vote  being  in  each  case  counted  as 
two  votes:  Provided  that  this  power  shall  be 
exercised,  if  at  all,  at  some  stated  general  meeting 
previous  to  the  day  on  which  the  Fellowship 
would  otherwise  be  vacated. 

15.  K  anv  Fellow  elected  under  danse  12,  or 
retained  under  clause  14,  shall  (except  in  the  case 
hereinafter  mentioned)  be  deemed  entitled  there- 
after to  hold  his  Fellowship,  although  he  may 
afterwards  marry  or  become  possessed  of  any 
property,  pension,  or  office,  or  of  any  ben^oe 
(not  being  a  benefice  in  the  gift  of  the  College, 
the  possession  of  which  would  in  ordinary  caaea 
be  incompatible  with  the  retention  of  a  Fellow- 
ship.) 

16.  Not  more  than  one  Fellowship  shall  at  any 
one  time  be  held  under  the  powers  conferred  by 
clauses  12  and  14  of  this  Ordinance,  if  and  so 
long  as  the  whole  number  of  Fellowships  within 
the  College,  exclusive  of  suspended  Fellowahipa, 
shall  not  exceed  twelve. 

17.  Any  person  elected  under  dause  12,  or 
retabed  under  dauae  14,  and  being  a  Professor 
or  Public  Lecturer  within  the  Universitv,  who  ait 
the  time  of  his  election  or  retention  shall  hold  a 
benefice  with  cure  of  souls,  and  who  shall  con- 
tinue to  hold  such  benefice  for  six  ^^y^iay 
months    afterwards,    shall    thereby  vaeata    hia 
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FettowBhip;  and  no  person  elected  or  i^etsined 
under  eitner  of  the  said  clauses  shall  hy  virtue 
thereof  be  enabled  to  hold  with  his  Fellowship 
naay  benefice  in  the  gift  of  the  College,  the  pos- 
session which  would,  in  ordinary  cases,  be  incom* 
patible  with  the  retention  of  a  Fellowship.  'Every 
Frofessor,  Public  Lecturer,  or  Principal  of  a  Hail, 
elected  or  retained  under  either  of  the  said 
elauses,  who  shall  cease  to  hold  such  Professop- 
ship,  Public  Lecturership,  or  Principakhip,  and 
ererj  P)rofessor  or  Pubbc  Lecturer,  elected  or 
retamed  as  aforesaid,  who  shall  be  instituted  to 
anj  benefice  with  cure  of  souls,  shall  thereby 
vacate  his  Fellowship. 

18.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Master  and 
FeUows,  at  stated  general  meetings,  to  elect  dis* 
tinffuished  persons  to  Honorary  Fellowehips 
within  the  Cfollege.  Persons  so  elected  shall  be 
termed  Honorary  Fellows,  and  shall  not  be 
entitled  to  vote  on  any  occasion  as  Fellows,  or  to 
receive  any  emolument  whatever;  but  shall  be 
entitled  to  enjoy  such  other  privileges  and  ad- 
vantages as  the  Master  and  Fellows  shall  by 
resolution  from  time  to  time  determine.  The 
conditions  of  eligibility  to  and  tenure  of  Hono- 
rary Fellowships,  and  the  mode  of  election  thereto, 
may  also  be  determined  by  the  Master  and  F^- 
lows  from  time  to  time.  Honorary  Fellows  shall 
not,  in  the  construction  of  this  Ordinance,  be 
counted  among  the  Fellows  of  the  OoUeee,  nor 
Honorary  Fellowships  among  the  Fellowships  of 
the  College. 

19.  Every  Fellow  who  shall  be  elected  to  and 
aecept  a  BUBadship  or  Fellowship  in  any  other 
College  within  the  University  snail  thereupon 
vacate  his  Fellowship. 

20.  No  Fdlow  hereafter  to  be  elecfced  (except 
any  Scholar   of  the  foundation  of  Mr.  Peter 
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Blundell  who  may  be  elected  a  Fellow  bj  Tirtue 
of  an  interest  acquired  before  the  paaadng  of  the 
said  Act^  shall  vacate  his  Fellow»iip  by  reaaon 
only  of  nis  having  held  the  sune  for  any  period 
of  time  mentioned  in  any  instrument  of  founds* 
tion. 

21.  The  provisiona  respecting  the  reBidenoo  of 
Fellows  and  Scholars,  and  the  mode  of  granting 
leave  of  absence  from  the  University  contained  in 
the  existing  Statutes  shall  be  henceforth  voad. 
The  Master  and  Fellows  shall,  at  (he  first  stated 
general  meeting,  or  as  soon  afterwarda  as  con- 
^en%  may  1^,  make  such  reeulatioim  lenpert. 
ing  the  residence  of  Fellows  and  Scholars  within 
the  University,  and  respecting  the  mode  in  which 
and  the  conditions  imder  which  leave  oi  absence 
may  be  granted  to  any  Fellow  or  Scholar,  as  they 
may  deem  expedient  for  the  interests  of  the  Col* 
lege  as  a  place  of  learning  and  education,  and 
may  varv  such  regulations  urom  time  to  time,  and 
may  enmrce  such  regulations,  if  they  shall  think 
fit,  by  pecuniary  penalties,  and,  in  case  of  con* 
tumacious  non-compliance,  by  deprivation.  Such 
regulations  shall  be  made  and  varied  at  stated 
general  meetings  only.  In  the  meantime,  and 
until  such  regmations  can  be  made,  the  Master 
and  Fellows  may,  at  any  ordinary  meeting  or 
meetings,  make  provisional  regulations  for  the 
same  purposes,  which  shall  be  binding  on  the 
members  of  the  College. 

22.  The  number  of  Fellowships  within  the 
College  shall  never  be  less  than  eleven,  unless  the 
Visitor  shall  think  fit,  on  a  petition  in  writing 
presented  and  subscribed  by  the  Master  and  not 
less  than  three^fourths  of  the  Fellows  of  the  Col* 
lege,  to  direct  that  the  number  shall  be  diminiiriied 
either  permanently  or  during  any  limited  period, 
by  not  filling  up  vacancies,  for  the  pmpose  either 
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of  incteasiiiR  the  emoluments  of  the  Master  and 
Jj^ellows,  if  the  same  shall  appear  to  be  insufficient, 
or  of  auCTienting  the  number  or  emoluments  of 
the  Scholars  or  Exhibitioners,  or  of  improving  the 
propertjr  of  the  College,  or  in  order  to  apply  the 
surplus  income  to  be  obtained  by  such  diminution 
to  any  purpose  specified  in  the  petition,  and 
directly  expedient  for  the  interests  of  the  College 
as  a  place  of  religion,  learning,  and  education. 

23.  The  Master  and  Fellows  shall  once  at  least 
in  every  ten  years  lay  before  the  Visitor  of  the 
College  a  statement  in  writing  of  the  annual  re- 
venue and  expenditure  of  the  College  for  the  nre- 
ceding  ten  years,  or  for  the  period  which  snail 
have  elapsed  since  the  date  of  the  last  statement 
(as  the  case  may  be),  and  shall  also  furnish  to  the 
Visitor  such  additional  information  (if  any)  as  he 
shall  require  for  enabling  him  to  form  a  ju(upnent 
of  the  means  and  requirements  and  general  state 
and  condition  of  the  College.  And  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  Visitor  thereupon,  if  it  shall  appear 
to  him  that  the  revenues  of  the  College  are  suf- 
ficient to  afibrd  to  each  Fellow  an  average  income 
of  more  than  three  hundred  pounds  a  year  (exclu- 
sive of  rooms  or  any  allowance  in  respect  thereof, 
but  inclusive  of  all  other  allowances),  to  direct 
^ther  that  the  number  of  Fellowships  shidl  be 
increased,  or  that  any  part  of  such  revenues  shall 
be  applied  in  increasing  the  number  or  emolu- 
ments of  the  Scholarships  or  exhibitions  within 
the  College,  or  shaU  be  set  apart  for  eenend 
College  puiposes;  and  any  sum  which  shall  be  so 
set  apart  shall  be  applied  to  such  College  pur- 
poses as  the  Master  and  Fellows,  with  the  ftppro- 
oation  of  the  Visitor,  shall  detennine.  The 
power  given  by  the  existing  Statutes  to  the 
Visitor,  the  Master,  and  three  Senior  Fellows,  to 
detennine  that  the  number  of  Fellowships  shall 
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be  increased  or  diminished  shall  not  heieafter  be 
exerrised. 

24.  The  two  Scholarships  of  the  fonndatioo.  of 
Mr.  Peter  Blundell  within  the  College,  when 
vacant,  and  the  first  Fellowship  of  the  said  foun- 
dation becoming  vacant  after  this  Ordinanoe  shall 
have  been  approved  by  Her  Majestj  in  Council, 
or  being  vacant  at  the  time  of  such  ^provai,  to 
which  there  shall  be  no  Scholar  of  the  same  foun- 
dation entitled  by  virtue  of  an  interest  acquired 
before  the  passing  of  the  said  Act  to  succeed  or 
be  elected,  shall  not  be  filled  up.  In  lieu  of  the 
said  Eellowship,  and  of  the  said  two  Scholarships^ 
the  corporate  revenues  of  the  CoDege  shall  be 
charged  with  the  maintenance  of  five  Scholarships 
withm  the  College,  to  be  called  Blundell  Schdar- 
ships,  to  each  of  which  an  annual  stipend  of  not 
less  tiian  sixty  pounds  shall  be  attached,  fMiyable 
out  of  such  corporate  revenues  pari  passu  with  the 
stipends  of  the  other  Scholaramps  of  the  College. 

25.  The  said  five  Scholarships  shall  be  respec- 
tively tenable  for  five  years,  and  no  longer;  and 
any  Scholar  who  shall  marry,  or  be  elected  to  a 
Fellowship  within  the  College,  or  shall  cease  to 
be  a  member  of  the  College,  shall  thereupon 
vacate  his  Scholarship. 

26.  This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  without 
prejudice  to  the  rights  of  the  Schdars  or  Scholar 
of  the  said  foundation  who  shall  be  sudi  at  the 
time  of  the  approval  thereof  by  Her  Majesty  in 
Council  to  receive,  in  respect  of  their  or  his 
Scholarships  or  Scholarship,  the  same  emoluments, 
and  during  the  same  periods  or  period,  as  if  thia 
Ordinance  had  not  been  made. 

27.  The  first  election  shidl  be  held  to  each  of 
the  said  five  Scholarships  as  soon  as  the  occur- 
rence of  vacancies  in  the  said  Fellowship  and  the 
said  two   existing  Scholarshipa   shaU  rmder  it 
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practicable  to  do  bo  without  imposing  upon  the 
corporate  revenues  of  the  College  a  greater 
charee  than  the  same  would  have  oeen  liable  to 
lor  the  time  being,  in  respect  of  the  said  Fellow- 
ship and  two  Scnolarshipa,  if  this  Ordnance  had 
not  been  made.  The  Master  and  Eellows  shall 
not  be  bound  to  fill  up  more  than  one  Blundell 
Scholarship  in  any  one  year. 

28.  The  elections  to  the  said  five  Scholarships 
shall  be  held  at  Mr.  Peter  Blundell's  School  at 
Tiverton,  in  the  county  of  Devon,  on  such  day  in 
each  year,  between  the  fifteenth  and  twenty-ninth 
days  of  June,  both  inclusive,  as  the  Master  and 
fellows  shall  appoint,  after  a  competitive  examina- 
tion of  the  candidates  in  subjects  connected  with 
the  studies  of  the  said  School.  Such  examina* 
tion  shall  be  conducted  by  three  Examiners,  one 
to  be  appointed  by  the  Master  and  Pellows,  ano- 
ther (not  being  a  Master  of  Tiverton  School)  by 
the  Feoffees  of  Mr.  Blundell's  estate,  and  the 
third  by  the  Master  and  FeUows  of  Sidney  Sussex 
CoUese,  in  the  University  of  Cambridge,  or  in 
default  of  appointment  by  them,  by  the  Master 
and  Fellows  of  Balliol  College.  The  excuses  of 
the  Examiner  or  Examiners  to  be  appointed  by 
Balliol  College  shall  be  defrayed  out  of  the  corpo^ 
rate  revenues  of  the  College.  The  Examiners 
shall  elect  that  candidate  (being  a  Scholar  of  the 
said  School  educated  therein  for  the  three  years 
inunediateiy  preceding  the  election)  who  after 
snch  examination  shaU  appear  to  them  to  be  of 
the  greatest  merit,  and  most  fit  to  be  a  Scholar 
of  the  College.  The  Examiners  shall  immediately 
after  each  etection  notify  to  the  Head  Master  of 
the  School  the  subjects  of  examination  for  the 
ensuing  year.  Notice  of  the  day  appointed  for 
the  election  shall  be  given  not  less  than  thirty 
days  previously  by  the  Master  of  the  College  to 
the  Head  Master  of  the  School 
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29.  No  person  aliall  be  admitted  to  be  a  candi- 
date who  Biiall  have  attained  the  age  of  nineteen 
years,  or  whom  the  said  Feoffeea  for  the  time 
being  shall  not  deem  proper  to  be  a  candidate, 
having  regard  to  his  moral  character  and  peon- 
niaiy  circumstances. 

30.  Whenever  there  shall  be  no  duly  qualified 
candidate  whom  the  Examiners  shall  judge  of 
sufficient  merit  for  election,  the  vacant  Scholar- 
ship shall  be  thrown  open  for  that  turn  to  geneial 
competition,  and  the  election  shall  be  postponed 
to  the  next  ensuing  day  of  election  to  the  Sdidar- 
ships  ot  the  College  (other  than  Blundell  Scholar- 
ships), and  shall  be  conducted  in  all  respects  aa  if 
such  Scholarship  had  been  one  of  those  Scholar^ 
ships. 

81.  The  holders  of  the  said  five  ScholaiBhipa 
shall  be  liable  to  deprivation  by  the  same  autiio- 
rity,  for  the  same  causes  and  in  the  same  m^nn^r 
as  the  other  Scholars  of  the  College,  and  shall  be 
subject  to  such  regulations  aa  to  their  instructioD, 
discipline,  and  attendance  on  Divine  Worship,  aa 
the  Master  and  Fellows  may  from  time  to  time 
prescribe. 

32.  The  election  of  Exhibitioners  of  the  foun- 
dation of  John  Newte,  Clerk,  shall  be  held  after  a 
competitive  examination  of  the  candidates  in  saeh 
subjects  connected  with  the  studies  of  the  said 
Mr.  Peter  Blundell's  School  aa  the  electors  ahaU 
irom  time  to  time  determine.  The  electors  shall 
elect  that  candidate  (being  a  Scholar  of  the  said 
School  educated  therein  for  the  two  years  imme- 
diately preoedine  the  election^  who  after  snch 
examination  shau  appear  to  tnem  to  be  of  the 
greatest  merit. 

83.  The  four  Exhibitions  of  the  foundation  of 
John  Warner,  bishop  of  Hochester,  shall  be  con* 
soltdated  into  two  Exhibitions,  the  holders  of 
which  shall  receive  bj  equal   shares  the  whole 
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emohiments  now  payable  to  the  four  Exhibitioners. 
The  election  of  Eichibitioners  of  the  said  founda* 
tion  shall  be  held  after  a  competitiye  examination 
of  the  candidates  in  such  subjects,  and  conducted 
in  snch  manner  as  the  electors  shall  from  time  to 
time  appoint,  and  that  candidate,  being  otherwise 
duly  qualified  according  to  the  instrument  of 
foundmon,  shall  be  elected,  who  after  such  exa- 
mination shall  appear  to  be  of  the  greatest  merit. 

34.  In  elections  to  the  Exhibitions  of  the  foun- 
dation of  Eichard  Greaves,  Clerk,  no  person  shall 
be  entitled  to  preference  on  account  of  his  having 
been  educated  at  any  School,  other  than  the  Free 
School  of  Ludlow,  in  the  county  of  Salop,  and 
no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  preference  on 
account  of  his  having  been  educated  at  the  said 
Eree  School  of  Ludlow,  imless  he  shall  have  been 
educated  therein  for  the  two  yetirs  immediately 
preceding  the  election.  Whenever  there  ^hall  be 
no  dulv  qualified  candidate  for  a  vacant  Exhibi* 
tion  of  this  foundation,  whom  the  electors  shall 
judge  of  sufficient  merit  for  election,  the  Exhibi- 
tion shall  for  that  turn  be  thrown  open  to  general 
competition,  and  the  election  to  it  shall  be  held  at 
some  time  within  three  months  from  the  day 
originally  fixed  for  that  purpose,  from  which  day 
the  five  vears  shall  in  that  case  be  computed. 

35.  The  Exhibitions  of  the  foundations  of  John 
Newte,  John  Warner,  and  Bichard  Greaves,  shall 
be  tenable  for  five  years,  and  no  longer.  The 
holders  of  the  same  shall  be  liable  to  deprivation 
by  the  same  authority,  for  the  same  causes,  and 
in  the  same  manner  as  the  Scholars  of  the  Col- 
lege, and  shall  be  subject  to  such  regulations  aa 
to  their  instruction,  discipline,  and  at^ndance  on 
Divine  Worship,  as  the  Master  and  Fellows  may 
from  time  to  time  prescribe. 

86.   The   Master   and  Fellows  shall  not,  by

reason  of  any  clanse  or  provision  in  the  tmtfiting 
Statutes  of  the  College,  be  prohibited  or  re- 
strained from  diyiding  amongst  themseWea,  or 
otherwise  disposing  of  the  dear  surplus  of  the 
corporate  revenues  of  the  College^  as  they  might 
have  done  if  the  Statutes  had  contained  no  soeh 
clause  or  provision. 

87.  The  power  of  depriving  the  Master  for 
such  causes  as,  according  to  the  Statutes  of  the 
College  in  force  for  the  time  being,  shall  reqoire 
deprivation,  shall  be  vested  in  the  Visitor  atone, 
'Bind  shall  be  exercised  by  him  after  due  inquiry 
upon  the  petition  of  the  major  part  of  all  the 
Fellows ;  and  the  power  of  deprivmg  Fdlows  for 
such  causes  as,  according  to  sach  Statutes,  shall 
require  deprivation,  shaliDe  vested  in  the  Master 
and  FellowB,  and  shall  be  exercised  by  the  vote  of 
the  major  part  of  the  Master  and  all  the  Fellowa, 
subject  only  to  such  appeal  to  the  Visitor  as  is 
hereinafter  provided:  Provided  that  this  cknae 
shaU  not  affect  the  Visitor's  power  (if  any)  of 
depriving  by  his  ovm  authority  any  Member  of 
the  CoUege. 

38.  Whenever  there  shall  be  no  duly  qualified 
candidate  for  a  vacant  Fellowship  or  ^sholarship 
whom  the  electors  shall  judge  of  sufficient  merit 
for  election,  and  whenever  a  FeUowship  or 
Scholarship  shall  fall  vacant,  and  there  shall  not 
be  time  to  give  the  notice  hereinbefore  directed 
before  the  day  of  Section,  the  election  shall  be 
postponed  to  the  usual  day  of  election  in  the  ease 
of  a  Fellowship  of  Fellows,  and  in  the  case  of  a 
Scholarship  of  Scholars,  in  the  ensuing  year ;  and 
every  such  postponed  election  shall  be  held  and 
conducted  in  the  same  manner  and  after  the  same 
previous  notice  as  if  there  had  been  no  pos^Nme* 
ment. 

39.  The  Master  and  Fellowa  may  from  time  to 
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time  zegukte  as  they  shall  think  fit  the  duties 
and  emoluments  of  the  officers  of  the  College, 
and  the  mode  of  their  appointment  or  election, 
and  may  institute  such  new  offices  as  they  shall 
deem  expedient  for  the  better  management  of  the 
afibirs  of  the  CoUege,  and  the  instruction  and 
discipline  of  its  Members,  and  may  assign  to  such 
new  offices  such  stipends  or  emoluments  as  the 
Master  and  FeUows  shall  think  pro{>er :  Provided, 
that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  V  isitor,  upon  the 
petition  of  the  Master  or  any  one  or  more  of  the 
Fellows,  or  of  any  officer  of  the  College,  whose 
stipend  or  emoluments  may  hare  been  diminished 
in  exerdse  of  the  foregoing  power,  to  disallow 
such  regulation  or  assignment,  if  he  shall  think 
fit ;  provided  also,  that  the  Mastership  and  the 
Catechetical  Lectureship  shall  not  be  deemed 
offices  within  the  meaninff  of  this  clause. 

40.  The  Master  and  fallows  shall,  at  the  first 
stated  general  meeting,  or  as  soon  afterwards  as 
conveniently  may  be,  make  regulations  for  the 
appointment  and  payment  of  Chaplains,  and  for 
the  daily  performance  of  Divine  service  according 
to  the  Liturgy  of  the  United  Church  of  England 
and  Ireland,  within  the  College  during  full  Term, 
and  at  such  other  times  as  they  shall  think  proper, 
and  for  attendance  on  the  same,  and  may  vary 
such  regulations  from  time  to  time;  but  such 
regulations  shall  be  made  and  varied  at  stated 
general  meetings  only,  and  the  Visitor  shall  have 
power  to  disallow  and  annul  any  such  reeulations, 
m  any  variation  thereof.  In  the  mean&me,  and 
until  such  regulations  can  be  made,  the  Master 
and  Fellows  may,  at  any  ordinary  meeting  or 
meetings,  make  provisional  regulations  for  the 
same  purposes.  The  provisions  of  the  existing 
Statutes  relating  to  Divine  service  and  Chaplain 
FellowB  shall  be  henceforth  void. 
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41.  In  case  the  Master  or  anj  Fellow  of  the 
Colle^  shall  contumacioualy  cease  to  eonform  to 
the  Liturgy  of  the  United  Church  of  Bngland  and 
Ireland  as  by  law  established,  such  oontumsiciotis 
ceasing  to  conform  shall  be  a  cause  for  depriTmg 
the  Master  of  his  Mastership  and  any  such  Fel* 
low  of  his  Fellowship. 

42.  The  oaths  prescribed  by  the  existiziff  Sta- 
tutes to  be  taken  before  electing  to  the  office  of 
Master  and  on  admission  to  the  same  shall  not 
hereafter  be  taken.  But  eyery  person  dected  to 
the  office  of  Master  shall  take  an  oath  at  the  time 
of  his  admission,  to  the  effect  that  he  will  faith* 
fully  perform  the  duties  of  the  office,  and  obey 
the  Statutes  and  Byelaws  of  the  College  in  force 
for  the  time  being,  so  far  as  they  may  concern 
him;  and  the  electors  to  the  office  of  Master  shall, 
before  electing,  take  an  oath  to  the  effect  that 
they  will  elect  the  person  best  qualified  in  their 
judgment  for  the  same. 

&.  There  shall  be  two  stated  general  meetings 
at  least  of  the  Master  and  Fellows  in  every  year, 
on  such  days  as  the  Master  and  Fellows  shall 
appoint.  Any  stated  general  meeting  may  be 
adjourned  by  resolution  of  the  meeting  to  a  day 
to  be  specified  in  the  resolution*  The  vote  of  the 
Master  shall  be  counted  as  two  votes  at  aU  College 
meetings,  and  in  the  election,  admission,  and 
deprivation  of  Fellows,  and  in  the  election  and 
deprivation  of  Scholars  and  Exhibitioiiers.  Sub- 
ject to  the  foregoing  provision,  and  except  in  cases 
in  which  the  concurrence  of  any  specified  pn>poi> 
tiou  of  the  Master  and  Fellows,  or  the  consent  of 
the  Master,  is  hereby  made  requisite,  every  oneo* 
tion  arising  at  any  College  meeting  shall  be 
decided  by  a  majori^  of  the  votes  of  those  pre- 
sent. Whenever  the  votes  shall  be  equal,  the  vote 
of  the  Junior  Fellow  present  shall  not  be  ooonted. 
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Any  Statute,  rule,  or  usage  of  the  College  whiofa 
prokibitB  or  restrains,  expressly  or  by  implication^ 
anv  person  present  at  any  College  meetiug  from 
bringing  forward  thereat  any  question  which  he 
may  thmk  proper,  or  from  haymg  such  question 
put  to  the  vote,  shall,  so  far  as  regards  such  pro" 
nibition  or  restraint,  be  henceforth  void :  Froridedy 
that  the  Master  and  Eellows  may  make  from  time 
to  time  such  rules  for  regulating  the  proceedings 
at  College  Meetings,  and  for  determining  what 
business  shall  be  transacted  thereat,  and  for  fiziug 
(if  they  shall  think  fit)  the  notice  to  be  given 
before  Dringing  forward  any  question,  as  they  shall 
deem  expement. 

44.  Tne  power  which  is  given  by  the  existing 
Statutes  to  the  Vicegerent  to  act  in  place  of  the 
Master,  and  the  power  of  any  officer  of  the  Col* 
lege  who  may  hereafter  be  authorized  by  any 
Statute  or  Byelaw  to  act  in  place  of  the  Master, 
shall  be  deemed  to  extend  to  all  the  acte  which 
the  Master  is  hereby  authorized  or  directed  to  do, 
except  the  giving  consent  to  any  commutetiony 
regtuation,  or  diminution  of  the  Master's  emolu«t 
mente. 

45.  The  particular  provisions  of  the  existing 
Statutes  respecting  the  subjecto  of  study  within 
the  Colleffe,  the  disputations  and  other  exercises 
to  be  performed  by  its  members,  and  their  attends 
ance  in  the  Schools  and  at  the  exercises  of  the 
University;  and  respecting  the  dress,  conversa* 
tion,  and  other  personal  habite  of  the  members  of 
the  College ;  and  respecting  the  conditions  of  their 
going  beyond  the  precincts  of  the  College ;  and 
respecting  the  mode  of  conducting  the  meals -of 
the  members  of  the  College ;  and  respecting  the 
assistance  to  be  given  to  members  of  the  College 
on  taking  degrees  and  otherwise ;  and  respecting 
the  punishments  for  offence  not  being  such  as 
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require  depriyation ;  and  respecting  the  distriba* 
tion  of  the  rooms  of  the  College ;  and  reqiecting 
the  use  of  the  library ;  and  respecting  the  times 
of  opening  and  closing  the  gates  and  doors  of  the 
College ;  and  respecting  the  admission  of  Stadents, 
not  being  Fellows  or  Scholars,  into  the  College; 
and  respecting  the  reading  of  the  Statutes ;  mnd 
respecting  the  service  of  the  College,  and  the 
number,  duties,  and  payment  of  the  aenrants  €i 
l^e  same,  shall  be  henceforth  void.  The  Master 
and  Fellows  shall  from  time  to  time  make  aneh 
regulations  as  they  may  deem  necessary  or  desb- 
able  for  effecting  the  main  objects  which  the  afore^ 
said  particular  provisions,  or  any  of  them,  are 
respectively  intended  to  effect ;  and  may  eodforce 
aucn  regulations  by  such  penslties  as  they  shall 
think  fit,  subject  to  such  right  of  appeal  to  the 
Visitor  on  the  part  of  any  pwson  who  may  deem 
himself  aggrieved  thereby,  as  is  hereu-sfter 
provided. 

46.  If  in  case  it  shall  appear  to  the  Visitor,  that 
by  reason  of  any  change  in  the  value  of  money, 
any  specific  sum  fixed  by  this  Ordinance,  or  which 
may  he  hereafker  fixed  in  exercise  of  any  power 
given  by  this  Ordinance,  has  become  insumcient 
or  excessive,  and  that  such  insuflBciency  or  excess 
is  productive  of  injustice  or  hardship,  or  is  inju- 
i^UB  to  the  general  interests  of  the  College,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  Visitor  from  time  to  time, 
for  the  purpose  of  correcting  or  obviating  such 
injustice,  hardship,  or  injury,  to  direct  that  such 
annual  sum  shall  be  increased  or  diminished  as  he 
shall  think  fit,  and  the  increased  or  diminished 
sum  shall  thenceforth  be  substituted  for  and  stand 
in  the  place  of  the  sum  originally  fixed,  as  afhrs- 
said. 

47.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Visitor  in  penon, 
or  by  his  Commissary  or  Commissaries  duly  ap- 
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pointed  once  in  ererj  ten  yean  (or  oftener  if  and 
whenever  he  ehall  deem  it  expedient  for  enforcing 
the  due  obserrance  of  the  Statutes  in  force  for  the 
time  being  to  do  bo),  without  anj  request  or 
application  by  the  College,  or  any  of  its  members, 
to  visit  the  College,  and  to  exercise  at  such  visita- 
tion all  the  powers  which  are  by  law  incident  to 
the  office  oi  general  "Visitor  of  a  College,  any 
Statute  or  usage  of  the  College  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
Visitor  at  anv  such  visitation,  or  if  he  shall  Uiink 
fit  at  other  times,  to  require  the  Master  and  Eel- 
lows  to  answer  in  writing  touching  any  matter  as 
to  which  the  Visitor  may  deem  it  expedient  to 
inquire,  for  the  purpose  of  satisfying  himself 
whether  the  Statutes  in  force  for  the  tune  being 
are  duly  observed. 

48.  As  often  as  any  Question  shall  arise  on 
which  the  Master  and  Feliows  shall  be  unable  to 
agree,  depending  wholly  or  in  part  on  the  con- 
struction of  any  of  tbe  Statutes  of  the  College, 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Master  and  Fellows,  or 
for  the  Master  or  any  three  of  the  Fellows,  to 
submit  the  same  to  the  Visitor ;  and  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  Visitor  to  declare  what  is  the  true 
construction  of  such  Statute  or  Statutes  with 
reference  to  the  case  submitted  to  him.  The 
authority  to  interpret  the  Statutes  given  by  the 
existing  Statutes  of  the  College  to  the  Visitor, 
the  Master,  and  two  senior  Fellows,  shall  not 
hereafter  be  exercised. 

49.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Master,  or  for 
any  Fellow,  if  he  shall  conceive  himself  aggrieved 
by  any  act  or  decision  of  the  Master  and  lellows, 
and  lor  any  Scholar  or  Exhibitioner  who  may 
have  been  deprived  of  his  Scholarship  or  Exhibi- 
tion, to  appeal  against  such  act  or  decision,  or 
sentence  to  the  Visitor,  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
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the  Yisitor  to  adjudicate  on  such  appeal,  and  to 
disallow  and  annul  such  act  or  decision,  and  to 
reyerse  or  vary  such  sentence,  as  he  shall  deem 
just. 

60.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Yisitor,  either 
proprio  motu,  or  on  the  complaint  of  the  Master 
or  any  of  the  Fellows,  to  disallow  and  annul  anj 
bye-law  or  resolution  of  the  Master  and  F^lows, 
which  shall,  in  the  Visitor's  judgment,  be  repug- 
nant to  any  of  the  Statutes  of  the  Ck>Uege  in  force 
for  the  time  being. 

51.  The  Master  and  Fellows,  by  a  majority  con- 
sisting of  not  less  than  two-thiros  of  the  yotes  of 
those  present,  the  yote  of  the  Master  being 
countea  as  two  yotes,  may  from  time  to  time,  at 
an;^  stated  general  meeting,  subject  to  the  pro- 
yisions  of  the  section  numbered  XL.  in  the 
Queen's  Printers'  copy  of  the  said  Act,  amend 
the  Statutes  of  the  Coueffe  in  force  for  the  time 
being  with  the  consent  of  the  Visitor. 

52.  Wheneyer  the  words  "the  Fellows,"  or 
^'  the  Master  and  Fellows,"  are  used  in  this  Ordi* 
nance,  the  word  "Fellows"  shall  mean  actual 
Fellows,  and  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be 
construed  to  giye  to  Probationers  any  power 
which  they  would  not  have  hod  if  this  Ordinance 
had  not  been  made. 

58.  This  Ordinance  shall  be  without  prejudii^ 
to  any  existing  interest  (beine  such  an  interest 
as  is  intended  to  be  sayed  by  the  said  Act)  of  any 
member  of  the  College,  and  shall  be  construed  to 
speak  and  take  effect  as  if  framed  immediately 
before  the  approyal  thereof  by  Her  Majesty  iu 
Council.

Ordinance,  dated  the  28th  day  of  March,  1867, 
in  relation  to  Obiel  College,  in  the  Uniter- 
siTT  of  Oxford  ;  and  whereas  the  said  Ordi- 
nance has  been  submitted  to  the  said  College, 
and  to  the  Visitor  thereof,  and  has  not  been 
objected  to  by  two-thirds  of  the  Governing  Body 
of  the  said  College,  and  the  said  Ordinance 
has  been  this  day  laid  before  Her  Majesty  in 
Council,  the  same  is  published  in  pursuance  of  th»i 
X>ro visions  of  the  said  Act ;  And  notice  is  hereby 
given,  that  it  is  lawful  for  the  bodies  or  persons 
mentioned  in  the  3dth  section  of  that  Act,  within 
one  month  after  this  publication,  to  petition  Her 
Majesty  in  Council  against  the  approbation  of  the 
said  Ordinance,  or  of  any  part  thereof.

ORDINANCE  framed  by  the  Commissioners 
appointed  for  the  purposes  of  the  Statute 
17th  and  18th  Vict.,  c.  81,  in  relation  to 
Oriel  College  in  the  University  of 
Oxford. 

We,  the  Commissioners  appointed  for  the  pur- 
poses of  an  Act  passed  in  the  seventeenth  and 
eighteenth  years  of  the  reign  of  Her  Majesty 
Queen  Victoria,  intituled  "  An  Act  to  make  fur- 
'*  ther  Provision  for  the  good  government  and 
**  extension  of  the  University  of  Oxford,  of  the 
*'  Colleges  therein,  and  of  the  College  of  Saint 
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for  the  Lord  Chancellor  to  appoint  a  new  Tice- 
Fi:oyoBt  in  the  same  manner.  It  shall  be  lawful 
for  the  Lord  Chancellor,  if  at  any  time  he  shall  be 
satisfied  that  the  ProTost*s  incapacity  has  ceased, 
and  that  he  is  capable  of  performing  the  duties  of 
his  office,  to  reinstate  him  in  his  powers  and  func- 
tions, and  in  the  receipt  of  his  whole  emoluments. 

4.  In  elections  to  Fellowships  within  the  Col- 
lege, no  person  shall  be  either  entitled  to  prefer* 
ence  or  ineligible  by  reason  of  his  place  of  birth, 
or  by  reason  of  any  Statute  or  rule  limiting  the 
number  of  Fellowships  tenable  at  any  one  time  by 
natives  of  the  same  town,  city,  county,  diocese^  or 
other  place,  or  by  reasoti  of  his  pecuniary  circum- 
stances ;  and  no  person  shall  be  ineligible  by 
reason  of  his  being  in  Holy  Orders,  or  of  his  not 
having  determined  :  Provided  that  no  person  shall 
be  eligible  who  shall  not  have  taken  the  d^ree  of 
Bachelor  of  Arts  in  some  University  in  Great 
Britain  or  Ireland,  or  who  shall  have  attained  the 
age  of  twenty-six  years,  or  who  shall  be  in  pos- 
session of  any  benefice,  property,  pension,  or  office, 
which,  if  acquired  after  election,  would  have  dis- 
qualified him  for  continuing  a  Fellow. 

5.  Thirty  days,  at  least,  before  the  day  of  elec- 
tion to  a  Fellowship,  notice  of  every  intended 
election,  of  the  number  of  the  vacancies  to  be 
filled  up,  and  of  (he  conditions  of  election,  shall  be 
given  by  the  Provost  in  such  manner  as  he  shall 
deem  best  adapted  to  secure  publicity. 

6.  The  intellectual  qualifications  of  the  candi- 
dates for  Fellowships  shall  be  tested  by  an  ex- 
amination in  such  subjects  connected  with  the 
studies  of  the  University  of  Oxford  as  the  Provost 
and  Fellows  shall  determine  ;  provided  that  the 
system  of  examinations  shall  be  such  as  shall 
render  Fellowships  accessible,  from  time  to  time, 
to  excellence  in  every  branch  of  knowledge  for  the 
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time  being  recognized  in  the  Schools  of  the  Uni- 
versitj  ;  and  the  Provost  and  Fellows  shall  elect 
that  candidate  (being  otherwise  duly  qualified  ac- 
cording to  the  Statutes  in  force  for  the  time  being), 
whoy  after  such  examination,  shall  appear  to  them 
to  be  of  the  greatest  merit,  and  most  fit  to  be  a 
Fellow  of  the  College,  as  a  place  of  religion, 
learning,  and  education. 

7.*  Every  Fellow  who  shall  be  instituted  to  an 
ecclesiastical  benefice,  or  shall  become  entitled, 
either  by  descent  or  devolution,  or  by  virtue  of 
any  testamentary  or  other  gift  or  settlement,  to 
prpperty,  or  to  any  Government  pension  or  be 
admitted  to  any  office  tenable  for  life  or  during 
good  behaviour  (not  being  an  academical  office 
within  the  University  of  Oxford),  and  who  shall 
retain  such  benefice,  property,  pension,  or  office 
for  twelve  calendar  months  from  the  day  of  his 
institution,  accession,  or  admission  thereto,  shall, 
if  the  annual  value  of  such  ecclesiastical  benefice 
(being  a  benefice  with  cure  of  souls),  clear  of  de- 
ductions (except  for  property  or  income  tax),  shall 
exceed  three  hundred  pounds,  or  if  the  annual 
income  derivable  by  him  from  such  property,  pen- 
sion, or  office,  or  from  any  ecclesiastical  benefice, 
without  cure  of  souls,  or  from  any  two  or  more  of 
the  above-mentioned  sources  (including  or  not  in- 
cluding a  benefice,  with  cure  of  souls),  clear  of 
deductions  as  aforesaid,  shall  exceed  the  twice  the 
annual  value  of  a  Fellowship  on  an  average  of  the 
seven  years  then  last  past,  vacate  his  Fellowship 
at  the  expiration  of  such  twelve  calendar  months, 
and  for  this  purpose  the  income  which  the  esti- 
mated value  of  any  property  would  produce,  if 
invested  in  Three  pounds  per  centum  Consolidated 
Annuities,  at  the  price  current  at  the  time  of  the 
acquisition  thereof,  shall,  in  case  of  doubt,  be  consi- 
dered to  be  the  income  derivable  from  such  property. 
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The  word  ''  property"  shall  in  this  daose  indode 
any  estate  or  interest  in  possession  in  any  prop^tj, 
real  or  personaL  In  any  case  in  whidi  the  pro- 
perty or  sonrcc'^  of  income  may  have  been  acqarred 
at  several  times,  the  latest  time  at  which  any  pan 
of  such  property,  or  nny  of  such  sources  of  income 
shall  have  been  acquired,  shall,  in  construing  this 
clause,  be  considered  as  the  time  of  the  acqusition 
of  the  whole  thereof.  Except  as  aforesaid,  no 
Fellom  shaU  be  disqualified  for  retaining  his  Fel- 
lowship by  reason  of  his  having  become  possessed 
of  any  property  or  income,  or  been  instituted  to 
any  benefice. 

8.  Every  Fellow  who  shall  marry,  shall  vacate 
his  Fellowship  at  the  expiration  of  twelve  calendar 
months  from  the  day  of  his  marriage. 

9.  In  certain  excepted  cases  Fellows  may  be 
elected  and  admitted  without  public  notice  of  the 
vacancy,  and  without  examination,  and  without 
the  period  of  probation  required  by  the  Statutes, 
and  although  they  may  have  attained  or  exceeded 
the  age  of  twenty-six  years,  and  although  the 
persons  elected  be  married,  and  although  they  be 
in  possession  of  any  benefice,  property,  pension, 
or  office  which  would  in  ordinary  cases  render  the 
possessor  ineligible,  and  although  they  may  not 
have  taken  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  pro- 
vided such  persons  are  otherwise  qualified  for 
election.    The  excepted  cases  shall  be  as  follows : — 

(a,)  Any  Professor  or  PuUic  Lecturer  within 
the   (Jniversity  for  whose  election  a  ma- 
jority of  the  votes  of  the  Provost  and  sU 
the  Fellows  shall  have  been  given. 
(d.)  Any  Principal  of  a  Hall  within  the  Uni- 
versity, not  being  a  Private  Hall^  and  any 
person  of  eminence  in  literature,  science, 
or  art,  on  whom  the  University  in  Codto- 
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cation  shall  have  conferred  a  degree  either 
by  diploma,  or  by  decree  of  Convocation, 
or  any  honorary  degree,  provided  that  two- 
thirds  of  the  votes  of  the  Provost  and  all 
the  Fellows  shall  have  been  given  for  the 
election  of  such  Principal  or  other  person 
as  last  aforesaid. 

10.  The  el<*ction  in  such  excepted  cases  shall 
always  be  held  more  than  thirty  days  before  the 
usual  day  of  election,  and  the  electors  may  at  the 
time  of  election  determine  the  rank  which  the 
person  elected  shall  hold  in  the  College,  without 
reference  to  the  date  of  his  election ;  provided  that 
such  rank  shall  confer  no  other  than  honorary 
privileges ;  provided  also  that  no  married  Fellow 
shall  be  entitled  to  rooms  in  the  College,  nor  to 
any  allowance  in  respect  of  rooms. 

1 1.  Any  Fellow  who  shall  marry,  or  become 
possessed  of  any  benefice,  property,  pension,  or 
office,  which  would  in  ordinary  cases  disqualify 
him  for  continuing  a  Fellow,  may  nevertheless,  if 
he  shall  then  be  a  Professor  or  Public  Lecturer  in 
the  University,  be  retained  in  his  Fellowship  by  a 
m^ority  of  the  votes  of  the  Provost  and*  all  the 
Fellows,  or,  if  he  shall  be  Principal  of  any  Hall 
(not  being  a  Private  Hall),  by  two-thirds  of  the 
votes  of  the  Provost  and  all  the  Fellows :  provided 
that  this  power  shall  be  exercised,  if  at  all,  at 
some  stated  general  meeting  previous  to  the  day 
on  which  the  Fellowship  would  otherwise  be 
Tttcated. 

12.  Any  Fellow  elected  under  Clause  9,  or  re- 
tuned  under  Clause  1 1,  shall  (except  in  the  case 
herein-after  mentioned)  be  deemed  entitled  to 
hold  his  Fella«7ship,  although  he  may  afterwards 
marry  or  become  possessed  of  any  property,  pea- 
sioHf  or  office^  or  of  any  benefice  (not  being  a 
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benefice  in  the  gift  of  the  College,  the  possesaon 
of  which  would  in  ordinary  cases  be  incompatible 
with  the  retention  of  a  Fdlowship). 

13.  An  J  person  elected  under  Clause  9,  or  re- 
tained under  Clause  11,  and  being  a  Profeaaor  or 
Public  Lecturer  within  the  Univeraitj,  who  at  the 
time  of  his  election  or  retention  shall  hold  a  bene- 
fice with  cure  of  souls,  and  who  shall  continue  to 
hold  9uch  benefice  for  six  calendar  months  after- 
wards, shall  thereby  vacate  his  Fellowship;  and 
no  person  elected  or  retained  under  either  of  the 
said  Clauses  shall  by  virtue  thereof  be  enabled  to 
hold  with  his  Fellowship  any  benefice  in  the  gift 
of  the  College,  the  possession  of  which  would  in 
ordinary  cases  be  incompatible  with  the  retention 
of  a  Fellowship.  Every  Professor,  Public  Lec- 
turer, or  Principal  of  a  Hall»  elected  or  retained 
under  either  of  the  said  Clauses,  who  shall  oease 
to  hold  such  Professorship,  Public  Lecturerahip, 
or  Principal  ship,  and  every  Professor  or  Public 
Lecturer  elected  or  retained  as  aforesaid,  who 
shall  be  instituted  to  any  benefice  with  cure  of 
aouls,  shall  thereby  vacate  his  Fellowship. 

14.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Provost  and  Fel- 
lows, at  stated  general  meetings,  to  dect  dis- 
tinguished persons  to  Honorary  Fellowships  within 
the  Collie.    Persons  so  elected  shall  be  termed 
Honorary  Fellows,  and  shall  not  be  entitled  to 
vote  on  any  occasion  as  Fellows,  or  to  receive  any 
emolument  whatever,  but  shall  be  entitled  to  enjoy 
such  other  privileges  and  advantages  as  the  Pro- 
vost and  Fellows  ^all,  by  resolution,  from  time  to 
^ime  determine.     The  conditions  of  eligibili^  to 
and  tenure  o£  Honorary  Fellowships,  and  the  aaode 
of  election  thereto,  may  also  be  det^mined  by  the 
Provost  and  Fellows  mm  time  to  time*    Honorary 
Fellows  shall  not,  in  the  construction  of  this  Ordi- 
nance^ be  counted  among  the  Fellows  of  tbe  Ool* 
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lege,  nor  Honorary  Fellowships  among  the  FeU 
lowships  of  the  College. 

15.  Every  Fellow  who  shall  be  elected  to  and 
accept  a  Headship  or  Fellowship  in  any  other 
College  within  the  University,  shall  thereupon 
vacate  his  Fellowship. 

16.  The  provisions  respecting  the  residence  of 
Fellows,  and  the  mode  of  granting  leave  of  ab- 
sence from  the  University,  contained  in  the  ex* 
isting  Statutes  shall  be  henceforth  void.  The 
Provost  and  Fellows  shall,  at  the  first  stated 
general  meeting,  or  as  soon  afterwards  as  conve- 
niently may  be,  make  such  regulations  respecting 
the  residence  of  Fellows  within  the  University, 
and  respecting  the  mode  in  which,  and  the  con- 
ditions under  which,  leave  of  absence  may  be 
granted  to  any  Fellow,  as  they  may  deem  expe- 
dient for  the  interests  of  the  College  as  a  place  of 
learning  and  education  ;  and  may  vary  such  regu- 
lations from  time  to  time,  and  may  enforce  such 
regulations,  if  they  shall  think  fit,  by  pecuniary 
penalties,  and  in  case  of  contumacious  non-com- 
pliance, by  deprivation.  Such  regulations  shall 
be  made  and  varied  at  stated  general  meetings 
only.  In  the  meantime,  and  until  such  regulations 
can  be  made,  the  Provost  and  Fellows  may,  at  any 
ordinary  meeting  or  meetings,  make  provisional 
regulations  for  the  same  pui*poses  which  shall  be 
binding  on  the  members  of  the  College. 

17.  Every  Fellow  shall  be  re<|uired  to  take 
either  the  Degree  of  Master  of  Arts,  or  the 
degrees  of  Bachelor  and  Doctor  of  Civil  Law,  or 
those  of  Bachelor  and  Doctor  of  Medicine,  within 
one  year  after  the  time  at  which  he  shall  be  of 
sufficient  standing  to  take  those  degrees  respec- 
tively by  the  Statutes  of  the  University,  and  in 
case  of  non-compliance  shall  vacate  his  Fellowship : 
provided  that  the  Provost  and  Fellows  may,  when- 
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ever  they  shall  deem  it  just  or  expedient  to  do  ao, 
allow  the  taking  of  any  such  degree  to  be  post* 
poned  for  a  period  not  exceeding,  except  in  case 
of  unsoundness  of  roind,  one  additional  year. 
Subject  to  this  provision,  no  Fellow  not  being  in 
Holy  Orders  shall  by  reason  of  anything  in  the 
existing  Statutes  be  required  as  a  condition  of 
retaining  his  Fellowship  to  study  or  gradnate  in 
any  particular  fnculty,  and  no  Fellow  being  in 
Holy  Orders  shall  be  required  to  study  or  graduate 
in  any  faculty  other  than  Theology. 

18.  No  present  or  future  Fellow  shall  be  bound, 
as  a  condition  of  retaining  his  Fellowship,  to  enter 
into  Holy  Orders.  But,  if  at  the  time  d^  h<dding 
an  election  to  a  Fellowship  there  shall  not  be  five 
Fellows  in  Holy  Orders,  no  person  shall  be  eligible 
to  such  vacant  Fellowship  who  shall  not  then  be  a 
priest  or  deacon  of  the  United  Church  of  England 
and  Ireland.  A  person,  being  such  priest  or 
deacon,  may  in  that  case  be  elected,  notwitfa* 
standing  his  having  attained  or  exceeded  the  age 
of  twenty-six  years. 

19.  No  Fellow  shall  be  disqualified  for  retaining 
his  Fellowship  by  reason  of  permanent  or  incn* 
rable  sickness  or  infirmity. 

20.  The  election  to  the  first  Fellowship  which 
shall  become  vacant  after  this  Ordinance  shall 
have  been  approved  by  Her  Miyesty  in  Cooncil 
shall  be  suspended  for  a  period  not  exceeding  ten 
years  from  the  time  at  which  it  would,  but  for 
such  suspension,  have  taken  place ;  and  the  emolu- 
ments of  such  Fellowship,  during  the  suspension, 
shall  be  applied,  in  such  manner  as  the  Provost 
and  Fellows  shall  determine,  in  maintaining, 
augmenting,  or  establishing  Sdiolarships  within 
the  College. 

21.  The  third  FeUowship  which  shaH  become 
vacant  after  the  approval  aforesaid  shall  not  be 
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filled  up,  and  the  emoluments  tbereof  shall  be  paid 
to  the  Re^ns  Professor  of  Modem  History  for 
the  time  being,  provided  he  shall  reside  within  the 
University  for  six  months  between  the  first  day 
of  October  in  every  year  and  the  first  day  of  the 
next  ensaing  July.  Any  Professor  failing  to  re- 
side during  that  period  shall  forfeit  one  year's 
payment  of  the  said  emoluments,  unless  leave  of 
absence  shaU  have  been  granted  to  him  on  account 
of  sickness  or  for  any  other  very  urgent  cause  by 
or  by  authority  of  the  University.  It  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  Provost  and  Fellows,  at  any  time 
vrithin  five  years  after  the  time  at  which  the  said 
Fellowship  would,  but  for  this  Clause,  have  been 
filled  up,  to  commute  the  emoluments  of  the  same 
for  a  fixed  annual  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty 
pounds,  payable  out  of  the  corporate  revenues  of 
the  College.  The  Provost  and  Fellows  may  at 
any  time,  if  they  shall  think  fit,  restore  the  said 
Fellowship  without  prejudice  to  the  annual  pay- 
ment of  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  pounds 
to  the  purposes  above-mentioned.  The  Provost 
and  Fellows  may,  if  they  shall  think  proper,  elect 
the  Professor  to  be  a  Fellow  of  the  College 
without  notice,  examination,  or  probation  ;  and 
although  married,  and  although  he  may  have 
attaint  or  exceeded  the  age  of  twenty-six  years, 
and  although  he  may  be  in  possession  of  any  bene* 
fice,  property,  pension,  or  ofSce  which  would,  in 
ordinary  cases,  render  the  possessor  ineligible,  and 
although  he  may  not  have  taken  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Arts,  provided  he  be  otherwise  quali- 
fied for  election*  and  be  not  a  Fellow  of  any  other 
College  within  the  Univ^sity  ;  but  any  Professor 
ao  elected  a  Fellow  shall  not  be  entitled  in  right 
of  bis  Fellowship  to  any  emoluments  besides  those 
herein-before  made  payable  to  him,  nor  if  married 
to  rooms  within  the  College  or  any  allowance  in 
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respect  of  rooms,  and  if  he  shall  cease  to  hold  the 
Professorship  shall  vacate  his  Fellowship. 

22.  The  election  to  the  fifth  Fellowship  which 
shall  become  vacant  after  the  approval  of  this 
Ordinance  shall  be  suspended  for  so  long  a  period 
as  may  seem  necessary  to  the  Provost  and  Fellows, 
and  the  emolnments  of  such  Fellowship  daring  the 
suspension  shall  be  applied  in  such  manner  as  the 
Provost  and  Fellows  shall  determine  in  establishing 
and  maintaining  Exhibitioub  within  the  CoDege. 
From  and  af^er  the  vacancy  of  the  said  fifth  Ftd- 
lowship  four  Exhibitions  shall  be  maintained 
within  the  College,  to  be  called  the  Exhibitions  of 
Adam  de  Brome,  and  to  be  filled  up  by  the  elec- 
tion of  deserving  persons  whom  the  electors  shall 
have  ascertained  to  be  in  need  of  support  at  the 
University.  Each  Exhibitioner  shall  receive  not 
less  than  sixty  pounds  per  annum  out  of  the  cor- 
porate revenues  of  the  College  (the  emoluments  of 
the  said  fifth  Fellowship  being,  in  the  first  place, 
applicable  to  that  purpose),  and  shall  be  entitled 
to  rooms  within  the  College  rent-free.  The  Ex< 
hibitioners  shall  be  elected  by  the  Provost,  Dean, 
and  Tutors  of  the  College,  or  the  major  part  of 
them,  with  or  without  examination,  and  with  or 
without  public  notice,  as  the  electors  shall  think 
fit.  The  Exhibitions  shall  be  tendble  till  the  end 
of  the  twentieth  term  from  that  of  matriculation 
inclusive,  and  no  longer.  It  shall  be  lawful  for 
the  Provost  and  Fellows  to  regulate  from  time  to 
time  the  elections  to  the  said  Exhibitions,  with  a 
view  to  securing' a  regular  succession,  and  to  sus- 
pend elections  so  often  and  for  such  periods  as 
may  be  necessary  for  that  purpose. 

28.  The  emoluments  of  the  Fellowships  hereby 
directed  to  be  suspended  or  not  filled  up  shall  be 
the  sums  which  would  in  each  year  have  been 
payable  to  the  holders  of  the  same  if  the  same  had 
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been  filled  up,  and  if  the  persons  elected  had 
redded  in  the  University  during  the  period 
required  of  them  by  the  Statutes  and  regulations 
of  the  College  in  force  for  the  time  being.  If  any 
Fellowship  or  Fellowships  shall  be  vacant  at  the 
time  when  this  Ordinance  shall  be  approved  as 
aforesaid,  such  Fellowship  or  Fellowships  shall, 
for  the  purposes  of  this  Ordinance,  be  considered 
as  having  become  vacant  immediately  after  such 
approval. 

'  24.  The  Provost  and  Fellows  shall  not  be 
bound,  by  virtue  of  anything  contained  in  the 
existing  Statutes,  to  increase  the  number  of  Fel- 
lows above  seventeen.  The  number  of  Fellow- 
ships within  the  College  shall  never  be  less  than 
seventeen  (inclusive  of  suspended  Fellowships  but 
exclusive  of  any  Fellowship  held  by  the  Regius 
Professor  of  Modem  History  under  the  power 
conferred  by  Clause  21),  unless  the  Lord  Chan- 
cellor shall  think  fit,  on  a  petition  in  writing  pre- 
sented and  subscribed  by  the  Provost  and  not  less 
than  three-fourths  of  the  Fellows  of  the  College, 
to  direct  that  the  number  shall  be  diminished, 
either  permanently  or  during  any  limited  period, 
by  not  filling  up  vacancies,  for  the  purpose  either 
of  increasing  the  emoluments  of  the  Provost  an^ 
Fellows,  if  the  same  shall  appear  to  be  insufficient, 
or  of  augmenting  the  number  or  emoluments  of 
the  Scholars  or  Exhibitioners,  or  of  improving  the 
property  of  the  College,  or  in  or<ier  to  apply  the 
surplus  income  to  be  obtained  by  such  diminution 
to  any  purpose  specified  in  the  petition,  and 
directly  expedient  for  the  interests  of  the  College 
ns  a  place  of  religion,  learning,  and  education. 

25.  The  Provost  and  Fellows  shall,  once  at 
least  in  every  ten  year^,  lay  before  the  Lord  Chan- 
cellor a  statement  in  writing  of  the  annual  revenue 
and  expenditure  of  the  College  for  the  preceding 
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ten  years,  or  for  the  period  which  shall  hare 
elapsed  since  the  date  of  the  last  statement  (as  the 
case  may  be)  ;  and  shall  also  famish  to  the  Lord 
Chancellor  such  additional  information  (if  any)  as 
he  shall  require  for  enabling  him  to  form  a  judg- 
ment of  the  means  and  requirements  and  general 
state  and  conditions  of  the  CoUc^.  And  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  the  Lord  Chancellor  thertmpon,  if  it 
shaU  appear  to  him  that  the  revenues  of  the 
College  are  sufficient  to  aflTord  to  each  Fellow  an 
average  income  of  more  than  three  hundred  pounds 
a  year  (exclusive  of  rooms  or  any  allowance  in 
respect  thereof,  but  inclusive  of  all  other  allow- 
ances), to  direct,  either  that  the  number  of  Fellow- 
ships shall  be  increased,  or  that  any  part  of  such 
revenues  shall  be  applied  in  increasing  the  number 
or  emoluments  of  the  Scholarships  or  £xhibiti<»is 
within  the  College,  or  shall  be  set  apart  for  general 
College  purposes  ;  and  any  sums  which  shall  be  so 
set  apart  shall  be  applied  to  such  College  purposes 
as  the  Provost  and  Fellows,  with  the  approbation 
of  the  Lord  Chancellor,  shall  determine. 

26.  Ten  Scholarships  shall  always  be  main- 
tained within  the  College,  or  more,  if  the  Provost 
and  Fellows  shall  think  fit  to  increase  the  number; 
and  each  Scholar  shall  receive  not  le«>s  than  nxty 
pounds  a  year  out  of  the  corporate  revenues  of  tho 
College^  and  shall  be  entitled  to  rooms  within  the 
College,  rent  free. 

.  27.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  a  Scholarship 
who  shall  have  attained  the  age  of  twenty  year:s 
or  who»  being  a  Member  of  the  University,  shall 
have  exceeded  two  years  from  his  matriculation. 
And  every  candidate  shall  be  required  to  produce 
testimonials  of  his  moral  character  satisfactory  to 
the  Provost 

28.  The  Scholars  shall  be  elected  by  the  Pro* 
vest  and  Fellows  after  an  examination  of  the  can> 
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didates  in  such  subjects,  and  conducted  in  such 
manner  a^the  Provost  and  Fellows  shaU  deter- 
mine,  and  tnat  candidate  shall  be  elected  who  after 
such  examination  shall  appear  to  the  electors  to 
be  of  the  greatest  merit  and  most  fit  to  be  a 
Scholar  of  the  College. 

29.  The  election  of  Scholars  shall  take  place  on 
a  stated  day  in  each  year  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Provost  and  Fellows  (subject  to  the  provision  for 
postponement  herein -after  contained) ;  and  notice 
of  such  intended  election  shall  be  given  by  the 
Provost  in  such  manner  as  he  shall  deem  best 
adapted  to  ensure  publicity  thirty  days  at  least 
before  the  day  of  election. 

30.  The  Scholarships  shall  be  tenable  for  five 
years,  and  no  longer ;  and  the  Provost  and  Fel- 
lows shall  not  be  required  to  elect  to  more  than 
two  Scholarships  in  any  one  year. 

31.  No  person  shall  be  incapable  of  being 
elected  Bishop  Robinson's  Exhibitioner  by  reason 
of  his  not  having  determined  or  not  having  taken 
the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  and  no  person 
shall  be  ineligible  by  reason  of  his  not  having  been 
entered  and  kept  his  ordinary  residence  in  the 
College  from  his  first  entrance  in  the  University, 
provided  he  be  a  Scholar  or  Exhibitioner  of  the 
College. 

32.  Every  Bishop  Robinson's  Exhibitioner  who 
shall  reside  in  the  University  six  weeks  at  least  in 
each  Term  (Easter  and  Trinity  Terms  being  for 
this  purpose  considered  as  one  Term),  shaU  be 
entitled  to  receive  the  whole  of  his  allowance, 
although  he  may  have  been  absent  from  the  Uni- 
versity more  than  sixteen  weeks  in  the  year. 
And  any  Bishop  Robinson's  Exhibitioner  who 
shall  fail  to  reside  during  those  periods  shall 
thereby  forfeit  his  Exhibition.  Provided  that  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  Provost|  the  Dean,  and  the 
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being,  or  the  major  part  of  those  five,  to  graoC 
leave  of  absence  from  the  Universitj  to  any  Exhi- 
bitioner, so  often  and  for  so  long  as  thej  maj 
think  fit. 

33.  Every  Scholar  or  Exhibitioner  who  shall 
marry,  or  shall  be  elected  to  a  Fellowship  in  any 
College  within  the  university,  or  shall  cease  to  be 
a  member  of  the  College,  shall  thereby  vacate  bis 
Scholarship  or  Exhibition. 

34.  Every  Scholar  or  Exhibitioner  shall  be 
subject  to  such  regulations  as  to  residence,  instruc- 
tion, discipline  and  attendance  on  Divine  worship 
as  the  Provost  and  Fellows  shall  from  time  to 
time  determine,  and  may  be  deprived  of  bis 
Scholarship  or  Exhibition  by  the  Provost  and  Fd- 
lows  for  any  misconduct  which  shall  in  their  judg- 
ment deserve  deprivation,  subject  to  such  right  of 
appeal  as  is  herein-afler  provided. 

35.  The  Provost  and  Fellows  shiill  not,  by 
reason  of  any  clause  or  provision  in  the  existing 
Statutes  of  the  College,  be  prohibited  or  restrained 
from  dividing  amongst  themselves,  or  otherwise 
disposing  of  the  clear  surplus  of  the  corporate 
revenues  of  the  College,  as  they  might  have  done 
if  the  Statutes  had  contained  no  such  danse  or 
provision. 

36.  The  power  of  depriving  Fellows  for  audi 
causes  as,  according  to  the  Statutes  of  the  College 
in  force  for  the  time  being,  shall  require  deriva- 
tion, shall  be  vested  in  the  Pi*ovost  and  FeUows, 
and  shall  be  exercised  by  the  vote  of  the  migor 
part  of  the  Provost  and  all  the  Fellows,  sulgect 
only  to  such  appeal  to  the  Lord  Chancellor  as  is 
herein-after  provided :  Provided,  that  thia  dacue 
shall  not  affect  the  Visitor's  power  (if  amy)  of 
depriving  by  his  own  authority  any  memlMer  ^tbe 
College.  / 
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37.  Whenever  there  shall  be  no  duly  qualified 
candidate  for  a  vacant  Fellowship  or  Scholarship 
whom  the  electors  shall  judge  of  sufficient  merit 
for  election,  and  whenever  a  Fellowship  or 
Scholarship  shall  fall  vacant,  and  there  shall  not 
be  time  to  give  the  notice  hereinbefore  directed 
before  the  daj  of  election,  the  election  shall  be 
postponed  to  some  other  day,  to  be  fixed  by  the 
Provost  and  Fellows  for  the  purpose,  not  later 
than  the  next  ensuing  stated  day  of  election,  in 
the  case  of  a  Fellowship  of  Fellows,  and,  in  the 
case  of  a  Scholarship  of  Scholars  ;  and  every  such 
postponed  election  shall  be  held  and  conducted  in 
the  same  manner,  and  after  the  same  previous 
notice,  as  if  there  had  been  no  postponement. 

t38.  The  Provost  and  Fellows  may  from  time  to 
time  regulate  as  they  shall  think  fit  the  duties  and 
emoluments  of  the  officers  of  the  College,  and  the 
mode  of  their  appointment  or  election,  and  may 
institute  such  new  offices  as  they  shall  deem 
expedient  for  the  better  management  of  the  affairs 
of  the  College  and  the  instruction  and  discipline  of 
its  members,  and  may  assign  to  such  new  offices 
such  stipends  or  emoluments  as  the  Provost  and 
Fellows  shall  think  proper  :  Provided  that  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  the  Lord  Chancellor,  upon  the  peti- 
tion of  the  Provost  or  any  one  or  more  of  the 
Fellows,  or  of  any  officer  of  the  College  whose 
rt4>t;i\d  or  emoluments  may  have  been  diminished 
in  exercise  of  the  foregoing  power,  to  disallow 
such  regulation  or  assignment,  if  he  shall  think 
fit :  Provided  also,  that  the  Provostship  shall  not 
be  deemed  an  office  within  the  meaning  of  this 
clause. 

39.  The  P^vost  and  Fellows  shall,  at  the  first 
stated  general  meeting,  or  as  soon  aflerwards  'as 
conveniently  may  be,  make  regulations  for  the 
daily  performance  of  Divine  Service,  according  to 
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the  Litargy  of  the  United  Church  of  England  and 
Ireland,  within  the  College,  during  fall  Term  and 
at  such  other  times  as  they  shidl  think  proper, 
and  for  attendance  on  the  same,  and  maj  vary 
such  regulation  from  time  to  time ;  but  such  re- 
gulations shall  be  made  and  varied  at  stated 
general  meetings  only,  and  the  Visitor  shall  hare 
power  to  disallow  and  annul  any  such  regulations, 
or  any  variation  thereof.  In  the  meantime,  and 
until  such  regulations  can  be  made,  the  Provost 
and  Fellows  may,  at  any  ordinary  meeting  or 
meetings,  make  provisional  r^ulations  for  the 
same  purposes.  The  provisions  of  the  existing 
Statutes  relating  to  Divine  Service  shall  be  hence- 
forth void. 

40.  In  case  the  Provost  or  any  Fellow  of  the 
Cdlege  shall  contumaciously  cease  to  conform  to 
the  Liturgy  of  the  United  Church  of  Ejigland  and 
Ireland  as  by  law  established,  such  oontunuidou? 
ceasing  to  conform  shall  be  a  cause  for  depriving 
the  Provost  of  his  Provostship,  and  any  such 
Fellow  of  his  Fellowship. 

41.  The  oaths  prescribed  by  the  existing  Sta- 
tutes shall  not  hereafter  be  taken,  but  every  per- 
son elected  or  admitted  to  aiiy  place  or  office  on 
election  or  admission  to  which  an  oath  is  now  re- 
quired, shall  at  the  time  of  his  election  or  admis- 
sion, make  a  declaration  to  the  efiect  that  he  will 
faithfully  perform  the  duties  of  such  place  or  office 
and  obey  the  Statutes  and  Byelaws  of  the  Colle<re 
in  force  for  the  time  being  so  far  as  they  may  con- 
cern him. 

42.  There  shall  be  two  stated  general  meetings 
at  least  of  the  Provost  and  Fellows  in  every  year, 
on  such  days  as  the  Provost  and  Fellows  shall 
from  time  to  time  appoint.  Any  stated  general 
meeting  may  be  adjourned  by  resolution  of  the 
meeting  to  a  day  to  be  specified  in  the  resolution. 
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Except  in  cases  in  which  the  concurrence  of  any 
specified  proportion  of  the  Provost  and  Fellows, 
or  the  consent  of  the  Provost,  is  hereby  made  re* 
qoisite,  eve^y  question  arising  at  any  College 
meiBting  shfdl  be  decided  by  a  migority  of  ^e 
votes  of  those  present.  In  ill  College  meetings, 
elections,  and  admissions,  and  in  tlie  deprivation 
of  Fellows,  Scholars,  and  Exhibitioners,  the  Pro- 
vost shall,  if  the  voteu  are  equal,  have  an  addi* 
lional  casting  vote.  Any  Statute,  rule,  or  usage 
of  the  College  which  prohibits  or  restrains,  ex- 
pressly or  by  implication,  any  person  present  at 
any  College  meeting  from  bringing  forward 
thereat  any  question  which  he  may  think  proper, 
or  from  having  such  question  put  to  the  vote, 
shall,  so  far  as  regards  such  prohibition  or  re- 
straint, be  void :  Provided  that  the  Provost  and 
Fellows  may  make  from  time  to  time  such  rules 
for  regulating  the  proceedings  at  College  meet- 
ings, and  for  determining  what  business  shall  be 
transacted  thereat,  and  for  fixing  (if  they  shall 
think  fit)  the  notice  to  be  given  before  bringing 
forward  any  question,  as  they  shall  think  proper. 

43.  The  power  which  is  given  by  the  existing 
Statutes  to  tlie  Dean  to  act  in  place  ox*  the  Pro- 
vost, and  the  power  of  any  officer  of  the  College 
who  may  hereafter  be  authorized  by  any  Statute 
or  Byelaw  to  act  in  place  of  the  Provost,  shall  be 
deemed  to  extend  to  all  the  acts  which  the  Provost 
is  hereby  authorized  or  directed  to  do,  except  the 
giving  consent  to  any  commutation,  regulation,  or 
diminution  of  the  Provost's  emoluments. 

44.  The  particular  provisions  of  the  existing 
Statutes  respecting  the  subjects  of  study  within 
the  College ;  and  respecting  the  dress,  conversa- 
tion, and  other  personal  habits  of  its  members ; 
and  respecting  the  meals  of  the  members  of  the 
College,  and  the  mode  of  conducting  the  same ; 
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and  respecting  the  inquiries  to  be  made  into  the 
life  and  conduct  of  the  members  of  the  CoO^;e, 
and  the  mode  of  making  the  same ;  and  respecting 
the  punishments  for  offences  not  being  such  as  re* 
qaire  deprivation  ;  and  respecting  the  service  of 
the  College  ;  and  respecting  the  inspection  of  the 
estates  and  other  matters  relating  to  the  super- 
Tision  of  the  property  of  the  College,  shall  be 
Toid.  The  Provost  and  Fellows  shall  from  time 
to  time  make  such  regulations  as  thej  maj  deem 
necessary  or  desirable  for  effecting  the  main 
objects  which  the  aforesaid  particular  provisions 
or  any  of  them  are  intended  to  effect ;  and  may 
enforce  such  regulations  by  such  penalties  aa  they 
shall  think  fit,  subject  to  such  right  of  appeal  to 
the  Lord  Chancellor  on  the  part  of  any  person 
who  may  deem  himself  aggrieved  tliereby,  aa  is 
hereinafter  provided. 

45.  The  power  given  by  the  existing  Statutes 
to  the  Provost  and  ten  or  eight  Senior  Fellows  of 
making  Statutes,  Rules,  or  Byelaws  shall  not  here- 
after be  exercised. 

46.  If  in  any  case  it  shall  appear  to  the  Lord 
Chancellor  that,  by  reason  of  any  change  in  the 
value  of  money,  any  specific  sum  fixed  by  this 
Ordinance,  or  which  may  be  hereafter  fixed  in 
exercise  of  any  power  given  by  this  Ordinance, 
has  become  insufficient  or  excessive,  and  that  snch 
insufficiency  or  excess  is  productive  of  iryustice  or 
hardship,  or  is  injurious  to  the  general  interests  of 
the  College,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  him  from  time 
to  time,  for  the  purpose  of  correcting  or  obviating 
such  injustice,  hardship,  or  injury,  to  direct  that 
such  annual  sum  shall  be  increased  or  diminished 
as  he  shall  think  fit,  and  the  increased  or  dimin- 
ished sum  shaU  thenceforth  be  substituted  for  and 
stand  in  the  place  of  the  sum  originally  fixed  as 
aforesaid. 
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47.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Visitor  once  in 
every  ten  years  (or  oftener,  if  and  whenever  it 
shall  be  expedient  for  enforcing  the  doe  obser- 
vance of  the  Statutes  in  force  for  the  time  being 
to  do  so),  without  any  request  or  application  by 
the  College  or  any  of  its  members,  to  visit  the 
College,  and  to  exercise  at  such  visitation  all  the 
powers  which  are  by  law  incident  to  the  office  of 
General  Visitor  of  a  College,  any  Statute  or 
usage  of  the  College  to  the  contrary  notwithstand- 
ing. The  Provost  and  Fellows  shall,  so  often  as 
they  may  be  required  to  do  so,  answer  in  writing 
touching  any  matter  as  to  which  the  Visitor  may 
deem  it  expedient  to  inquire,  for  the  purpose  of 
ascertaining  whether  the  Statutes  in  force  for  the 
time  being  are  duly  observed. 
.  48.  As  often  as  any  question  shall  arise  on 
which  the  Provost  and  Fellows  shall  be  unable  to 
agree,  depending  wholly  or  in  part  on  the  con- 
struction of  any  of  the  Statutes  of  the  College,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  Provost  and  Fellows,  or  for 
the  Provost  or  any  three  of  the  Fellows,  to  submit 
the  same  to  the  Lord  Chancellor ;  and  it  shall  be 
lawfal  for  him  to  declare  what  is  the  true  con« 
struction  of  such  Statute  or  Statutes  with  refer- 
ence to  the  case  submitted  to  him. 

49.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Provost  or  for  any 
Fellow  if  he  shall  conceive  himself  aggrieved  by 
any  act  or  decision  of  the  Provost  and  Fellows, 
and  for  any  Scholar  or  Exhibitioner  who  may 
have  been  deprived  of  his  Scholarship  or  Exhibi- 
tion, to  appeal  against  such  act  or  decision  or  sen- 
tence to  the  Lord  Chancellor ;  and  it  shall  be  law- 
ful for  the  Lord  Chancellor  to  adjudicate  on  such 
appeal,  and  to  disallow  and  annul  such  act  or 
decision,  and  to  reverse  or  ywry  such  sentence  as 
he  shall  deem  just 

50.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Lord  Chancellor 
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on  ^  complaint  of  the  Pkovost  or  of  waj  of  the 
Fellows  to  disallow  and  annul  any  bjelaw  or  re- 
solution of  the  Prorost  and  Fellows  which  shall, 
in  his  judgment,  be  repngnant  to  any  cvf  the  Sta- 
tutes of  the  College  in  force  for  the  time  being. 

51.  The  Provost  and  Fellows,  bj  a  majoritj 
consisting  of  not  less  than  two-thirds  of  the  votes 
of  those  present,  may  from  time  to  time,  at  an j 
stated  general  meeting,  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  the  section  numbered  XL.  in  the  Qaeen's  Prin* 
ters'  copy  of  the  said  Act,  amend  the  Statutes  ci 
the  College  in  force  for  the  time  being,  with  the 
consent  of  the  Visitor. 

52.  In  the  construction  of  this  Ordinance  the 
words  "  Lord  Chancellor "  shall  mean  the  Lord 
High  Chancellor  of  Great  Britain,  and  shall  in* 
elude  the  Lord  Keeper  and  Lords  Commissioners 
for  the  custody  of  the  Great  Seal  of  Great  Britain 
for  the  time  being. 

53.  Wherever  the  words  '*the  Fellows'*  or 
"the  Provost  and  Fellows"  are  used  in  this  Ordi- 
nance, the  word  "  Fellows"  shall  mean  actual  Fd- 
lows,  and  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  con- 
strued to  give  to  Probationers  any  power  which 
they  would  not  have  had  if  this  Oi^inancehad  not 
been  made. 

54.  This  Ordinance  shall  be  withont  prgndioe 
to  the  right  of  Her  Majesty,  Her  heirs  and  socoes- 
sors,  to  visit  the  College,  and  to  any  existing  in- 
terest (being  such  an  interest  as  is  intended  to  be 
saved  by  the  said  Act)  of  any  member  of  the  Col- 
lege, and  shall  be  construed  to  speak  and  take 
ei^t  as  if  framed  immediately  before  the  approval 
thereof  by  Her  Majesty  in  CounciL 
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CouneU-Office,  WhUehaU,  June  25,  1857. 

WHEREAS  the  Commissioners  appointed  for 
the  purposes  of  the  Act  of  the  17th  and  18th 
Vict.»  cap.  81,  intituled  ''An  Act  to  make 
*'  further  provisions  for  the  good  government  and 
extension  of  the  University  of  Oxford,  of  the 
Colleges  therein,  and  of  the  College  of  Snint 
Mary,  Winchester,"  have  framed  the  following 
Ordinance,  dated  the  28th  of  March,  1857,  in 
relation  to  Brasbkose  College,  in  the  Univer- 
8ITT  OF  OxFOBD ;  and  whereas'the  said  Ordinance 
has  been  submitted  to  the  said  College,  and  the 
Visitor  thereof,  and  has  not  been  objected  to  by 
two-thirds  of  the  Groverning  Body  of  the  said 
College,  and  the  said  Ordinance  has  been  this  day 
laid  before  Her  Majesty  in  Council,  the  same  is 
published  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  the 
said  Act ;  And  notice  is  hereby  given,  that  it  is 
lawful  for  the  bodies  or  persons  mentioned  in  the 
35th  section  of  that  /i.cU  within  one  month  after 
this  publication,  to  petition  Her  Mfgesty  in  Coun- 
cil against  the  approbation  of  the  said  Ordinance, 
or  of  any  part  thereof.

ORDINANCE  framed  by  the  Commissionehs 
appointed  for  the  Purposes  of  the  Statute 
17th  and  18th  Vict.  c.  81,  in  relation  to 
Brasenose  College,  in  the  University  of 
Oxford. 

Wb,  the  Commissioners  appointed  for  the  pur- 
poses of  an  Act  passed  in  the  seventeenth  and 
eighteenth  years  of  the  reign  of  Her  Migesty 
Qneen  Victoria,  intituled  '^  An  Act  to  make  fur- 
ther Provision  for  the  good  government  and 
extension  of  the  University  of  Oxford,  of  the 
<*  Colleges  therein,  and  of  the  College  of  Saint 
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"Mary  Winchester,'*  do,  in  execution  of  the 
powers  given  to  us  by  the  said  Act,  ordain  as 
follows,  in  relation  to  the  Bang's  Hall  and  CoQege 
of  Brasenose  in  Oxford,  commonly  called  **  Brase- 
**  nose  College :" — 

1.  No  person  shall  be  incapable  of  being  elected 
Principal  of  the  said  College  by  reason  ot  his  not 
being  or  not  having  been  a  Fellow  of  the  CoU^c 
The  electors  shall  choose  the  person  (being  other- 
wise duly  qualified  according  to  Statutes  of  the 
College  in  force  for  the  time  being),  who,  in  their 
judgment,  shall  be  most  fit  for  the  government  of 
the  College  as  a  place  of  religion,  learning;  and 
education.  All  actual  Fellows  being  Graduates 
shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in  elections  to  the  office  of 
Pt^incipaL 

2.  The  Principal  shall  be  required  to  reside  in 
the  College  seven  calendar  months  at  least  in  each 
year,  whereof  six  weeks  at  least  shall  be  in  each 
Term,  Easter  and  Trinity  Terms  being  for  this 
purpose  considered  as  one  Term:  Provided  that  in 
case  of  the  Principal's  sickness,  or  for  any  other 
urgent  cause,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Visitor  to 
dispense  with  the  Principal's  residence  for  such  a 
period  as  may  seem  to  the  Visitor  to  be  required 
by  the  necessities  of  the  case.  This  r^ulation 
shall  take  effect  in  lieu  of  the  provisions  of  the 
existing  Statutes  relating  to  the  residence  of  the 
Principal. 

3.  From  and  after  the  time  when  this  Ordinance 
shall  have  been  approved  by  Her  Miyesty  in  Coan« 
cil  the  Principal  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  oat  of 
the  revenues  of  the  College,  in  addition  to  the 
allowances  which  are  now  payable  to  him  by  Sta- 
tute or  custom,  an  annual  sum  of  six  hundred 
pounds,  to  commence  immediately  (snfajeet  to 
abatement  in  the  case  specified  in  Clause  21  of 
this  Ordinance;;  and  except  as  aforesatd»  or  by 
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Tii*tue  of  any  commutation  effected  under  Clause  4, 
he  shall  cease  to  be  entitled  to  any  share  or  interest 
in  the  corporate  revenues  of  the  College,  or  any 
part  thereof. 

4.  The  Principal  and  Fellows  may  at  any  time 
hereafter,  if  they  shall  think  fit,  commute  the 
stipend  and  allowances,  or  other  the  emoluments 
for  the  time  being,  of  the  Principalship,  wholly  or 
partially,  for  a  stipend  or  annual  sum  of  moniay 
payable  in  any  other  manner  out  of  the  revenues 
of  the  College,  or  for  a  certain  proportion  of  the 
aaid  revenues;  and  may  fix  the  time  at  which  such 
commutation  shall  take  effect,  and  may  also  from 
time  to  time  regulate,  increase,  or  diminish  the 
Principal's  emoluments,  whether  commuted  or  un- 
commuted,  as  they  shall  think  proper :  Provided, 
that  no  exercise  of  this  power  shall  affect  the  per- 
son then  being  Principal  without  his  consent:  Pro- 
Tided  also,  that  the  Visitor,  upon  the  petition  of 
the  Principal  or  of  any  one  or  more  of  the  Fellows, 
may  disallow  any  such  commutation,  regulation, 
increase,  or  diminution,  if  he  shall  think  fit. 

5.  If  at  any  time  it  shall  appear  that  the  Prin- 
cipal has  become  permanently  incapable  of  per- 
forming the  duties  of  his  office,  the  Vice-Principal 
shall,  upon  the  request  of  any  three  or  more  Fel- 
lows, convene  a  meeting  of  the  Graduate  Fellows 
of  the  College^  after  notice  sent  to  such  of  them  as 
may  be  within  the  United  Kingdom,  for  the  con- 
sideration of  the  matter;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
a  majority  of  the  Fellows  present  at  such  meeting 
to  present  a  petition  to  the  Visitor,  setting  forth 
the  circumstances  of  the  case,  and  praying  the 
Visitor  to  inquire  into  the  truth  of  them ;  and  the 
Visitor  shall  institute  such  inquiry  accordingly. 
And  if  upon  such  inquiry,  or  upon  a  petition  pre- 
sented by  the  Principal,  (as  the  case  may  be,)  it 
shall  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Visitor  that 
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the  Principal  has  become  permanently  incapable  of 
performing  his  duties,  then  the  Visitor  shall  nomi- 
nate one  of  sach  three  Fellows  as,  by  the  vote  of 
the  greatest  number  of  the  Fellows  present  at  a 
meeting  convened  by  the  Vice-Principal,  shall  be 
presented  to  him,  to  be  Pro- Principal  of  the  Col* 
lege,  and  shall  assign  to  him  for  his  maintenance, 
in  addition  to  his  Fellowship,  so  much  (not  ex- 
ceeding one-third)  of  the  Principal's  emoluments 
as  the  Visitor  shall  think  fit ;  provided  that  the 
Principal  shall  be  at  libertj  to  retain  his  lodgings. 
And  such  Pro-Principal  shall,  so  long  as  the  Prin- 
cipal shall  retain  his  oiRce  and  be  incapable  of  per- 
forming its  duties,  receive  the  proportion  so  assigned 
to  him,  and  shall  exercise  and  perform  all  the  func- 
tions and  duties,  and  iiave  all  the  powers  and 
authorities  of  Principal,  except  the  power  of  con- 
senting to  any  commutation,  r^ulation,  or  dimi- 
nution of  the  PrincipaFs  emoluments,  and  shall  be 
bound  to  residence  in  the  same  manner,  and  shall 
be  liable  to  deprivation  for  the  same  causes,  and  in 
the  same  manner.  If  any  Pro-Principal  shall  die, 
resign  his  office,  vacate  or  be  deprived  of  his  Fel- 
lowship, or  become  inci^iable,  the  Visitor  shall 
appoint  a  new  Pro-Principnl  in  the  same  manner. 
It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Visitor,  if  at  any  time  he 
shall  be  satisfied  that  the  Principal's  incapacity  has 
ceased,  and  that  he  is  capable  of  performing  the 
duties  of  his  ofiftce,  to  reinstate  him  in  his  powers 
and  functions,  and  in  the  receipt  of  his  whole 
emoluments. 

6.  £very  actual  Fellow  of  the  College,  being  t 
Graduate,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in  electicms  and 
admissions  to  Fellowships. 

7.  In  elections  to  Fellowships  within  the  CoOegf*, 
no  person  shall  be  either  entitled  to  preference  or 
ineligible  by  reason  of  his  having  or  not  having 
taken  any  degree ;  or  by  reason  of  his  pecuniary 
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circumstances,  and  no  person  shall  be  ineligible  by 
reason  of  his  not  being  in  Holy  Orders:  Providedy 
that  no  person  shall  be  eligible  who  shall  not  have 
passed  all  the  examinations  required  by  the  Uni- 
versity for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  or  who 
shall  be  in  possession  of  any  benefice,  property, 
pension,  or  office  which,  if  acquired  after  election, 
would  have  disqualified  him  for  continuing  a 
FeUow. 

8.  The  election  of  Fellows  shall  take  place  on  a 
stated  day  in  each  year,  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Principal  and  Fellows  (subject  to  the  provision  for 
postponement  herein-after  contained),  and  notice 
of  every  intended  election,  and  of  the  number  of 
vacancies  to  be  filled  up,  shall  be  given  by  the 
Principal,  in  such  manner  as  he  shall  deem  best 
adapted  to  secure  publicity,  thirty  days  at  least 
before  the  day  of  election. 

9.  The  intellectual  qualifications  of  the  candi- 
dates for  Fellowships  shall  be  tested  by  an  exami- 
nation in  such  subjects  connected  with  the  studies 
of  the  University  as  the  Principal  and  Fellows 
shall  determine ;  provided  that  the  system  of  ex- 
aminations shall  be  such  as  shall  render  Fellow- 
ships accessible,  from  time  to  time,  to  excellence 
in  every  branch  of  knowledge  for  the  time  being 
recognized  in  the  Schools  of  the  University ;  and 
the  Principal  and  Fellows  slisU  elect  that  candidate 
(being  otherwise  duly  qualified  according  to  the 
Statutes  in  force  for  the  time  being)  who,  after 
such  examination,  shall  appear  to  them  to  be  of 
the  greatest  merit,  and  most  fit  to  be  a  Fellow  of 
the  College  as  a  place  of  religion,  learning,  and 
education. 

10.  £very  person  elected  to  a  Fellowship  shall 
be  entitled  to  receive,  during  the  period  of  proba« 
tion,  the  same  emoluments  as  if  he  had  been 
admitted  an  actual  Fellow. 
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11.  The  rank  which  Fellovs  decied  tfter  tW] 
passing  of  the  said  Act  shall  hold  in  the  CoU^-.m 
shall  (except  so  far  as  is  otherwise  heran-ai': 
provided)  be  determined  according  to  the  date  o{ 
their  election. 

12.  Every  Fellow  who  shall  be  institated  to  u 
ecclesiastical   benefice,  or  shall  become  entitle  <i 
either  bj  descent  or  devolution,  or  by  virtue  \f> 
any  testamentary  or  other  gift  or  settlement,  t 
property,  or  to  any  Grovernment  pension,  or  b^ 
admitted  to  any  office  tenable  for  life  or  daring 
good  behaviour  (not  being  an  academical  office  i 
within  the  University  of  Oxford),  and  who  shiil 
retain  such  benefice,  property,  pension,  or  office 
for  twelve  calendar  months  from  the  day  of  hi« 
institution,  accession,  or  admission  thereto,  studl 
if  the  annual  value  of  such  ecclesiastical  benefice 
(being  a  benefice  with  cure  of  sonlsX  dear  of 
deductions  (except  for  property  or  income  taxV 
shall  exceed  three  hundred  pounds,  or  If  the  annual 
income  derivable  by  him  from  such  property,  pen- 
sion, or  office,  or  from  any  ecclesiastical  benefice 
without  cure  of  souls,  or  from  any  two  or  more  at 
the  above-mentioned   sources  (including  or  not 
including  a  benefice  with  cnre  of  souls),  clear  of 
deductions  as  aforesaid,  shall  exceed  five  hundred 
pounds,  vacate  his  Fellowship  at  the  expiration 
of  such  twelve  calendar  months  (or,  in  case  such 
benefice  shaU   be  a  benefice  in  the  gift  of  the 
College,  at  the  expiration  of  eighteen   calendar 
months  from  the  day  of  the  avoidance  thereof) ; 
and  for  this  purpose  the  income  which  the  esii* 
^-»ted  value  of  any  property  would  produce,  if 
'^^''ted  in  Three  pounds  per  centum  Consolidated 

'  *  -"^'es  at  the  price  current  at  the  time  of  the 
no  peraon  sn%^^^^f^  ghall,  in  case  of  doubt,  be  con- 
iaebgible  by  rei.  ,ncome  derivable  from  such  i>n>- 
taken  any  degree^  "property,*'  shaU  in  thia  clause 
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idude  any  estate  or  interest  in  possession  in  any 
roperty  real  or  personal.     In  any  case  in  which 
le  property  or  sources  of  income  may  have  been 
cquired  at  several  times,  the  latest  time  at  which 
ny  part  of  such  property  or  any  of  such  sources 
f  income  siiall  have  been  acquired  shall,  in  con- 
truing  this  clause,  be  considered  as  the  time  of 
he  acquisition  of  the  whole  thereof.     Except  as 
.foresaid,  no  Fellow  shall  be  disqualified  for  re* 
aining  his   Fellowship  by  reason  of  his  having 
>ecome  possessed  of  any  property  or  income,  or 
>eea  instituted  to  any  benefice. 

13.  In  certain  excepted  cases  persons  may  hold 
Fellowshipd  within  the  College  dtbough  married, 
ind  although  possessed  of  any  benefice,  property, 
pension,  or  office  which  would  in  ordinary  cases 
rendelr  the  possessor  ineligible,  and  may  be  elected 
and  admitted  without  public  notice  of  the  vacancy, 
and  without  examination,  and  without  the  period 
of  probation  required  by  the  Statutes,  and  without 
having  passed  the  examinations  required  by  the 
University  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts, 
provided  such  persons  are  otherwise  qualified  for 
election.   The  excepted  cases  shall  be  as  follows,*— 
(a.)  Any  Professor  or  Public  Lecturer  within 
.  the  University  for  whose  election  a  majority 
of  the  votes  of  the  Principal  and  all  the 
Fellows  qualified  to  vote  in  the  election  of 
Fellows  shall  have  been  given,  the  Prin- 
cipal's vote  being  counted  as  two  votes: 
(5.)  Any  Principal  of  a  Hall  within  the  Uni- 
versity, not  being  a  private  Hall,  and  any 
person  of  eminence  in  literature,  science, 
or  art,  on  whom  the  University  in  Convo- 
cation shall  have  conferred  a  degree,  either 
by  diploma  or  by  decree  of  Convocation, 
or  any  honorary  degree ;    provided  that 
two-thirds  of  the  votes  of  the  Principal  and 
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all  the  Fellows  qualified  to  vote  in  tlie 

election  of  Fellows  shall  have  been  given 

for  Ihe  election  of  such  Principal  or  other 

peri«on   as  last  aforesaid,    the  Frineipal^a 

vote  being  counted  as  two  votes : 

Provided  that    any  person   elected    under    this 

Clause  and  being  a  Professor  or  Public  Leeturer 

within   the   University,  who  at  the  time  of  his 

election  shall  hold  a  benefice  with  core  of  sods 

and  who  shall  continue  to  hold  such  benefice  for 

six    Calendar    months  afterwards,   shall   therebj 

vacate  his  Fellowship  ;  and  diat  no  persoii  dected 

under  thi»  Clause  shall  bj  virtue  thereof  be  en* 

abled  to  hold,  with  his  Fellowship,  any  benefice  in 

the  gi^t  of  the  Collie,  the  possession  of  which 

would  in  ordinary  cases  be  inoompatible  with  the 

retention  of  a  F«dlowship. 

14.  The  election  in  such  excepted  cases  shall 
always  be  held  more  than  thirty  days  before  the 
usual  stated  day  of  election,  and  the  electors  may 
at  the  time  of  election  determine  the  rank  which 
the  person  elected  shall  hold  in  the  College,  with- 
out reference  to  the  date  of  his  election,  provided 
that  such  rank  shall  confer  no  other  than  hono- 
rary privileges;  provided  also  that  no  married 
Fellow  shall  be  entitled  to  rooms  in  the  College, 
nor  to  any  allowance  in  respect  of  rooms. 

15.  Not  more  than  one  Fellowship  shall  at  any 
one  time  be  held  under  Clause  13  of  this  Ordi- 
nance. 

16.  £very  Proiesaor,  Public  Lecturer,  or  Prin- 
cipal of  a  Hall,  elected  to  a  Fellowship  by  virtue 
of  Clause  13,  who  shall  cease  to  hold  such  Pro- 
fessorship, Public  Lecturership,  or  Principalship, 
and  every  Professor  or  Public  Lecturer,  elected  as 
aforesaid,  who  shall  be  instituted  to  any  benefice 
with  cure  of  souls,  shall  thereby  vacate  his 
Fellowehip. 
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17.  It  shaU  be  lawful  for  the  Principal  and 
Fellows,  at  stated  general  meetings,  to  elect  dis- 
tinguished persons  to  Honorary  Fellowships  within 
the  College.  Persons  so  elected  shall  be  termed 
Honorary  Fellows,  and  shall  not  be  entitled  to 
▼ote  on  any  occasion  as  Fellows,  or  to  receive  any 
emolument  whatever,  but  shall  be  entitled  to  enjoj 
such  other  privileges  and  advantages  as  the  Prin- 
cipal and  Fellows  shall,  by  resolution,  from  time 
to  time  determine.  The  conditions  of  eligibility 
to  and  tenure  of  Honorary  Fellowships,  and  the 
mode  of  election  thereto,  may  also  be  determined 
by  the  Principal  and  Fellows  from  time  to  time. 
Honorary  Fellows  shall  not,  in  the  construction  of 
this  Ordinance,  be  counted  among  the  Fellows  of 
the  CoUege,  nor  Honorary  Fellowships  among  the 
Fellowships  of  the  CoUege. 

18.  Every  Fellow  who  shaU  be  elected  to  and 
accept  a  Headship  or  Fellowship  in  any  other 
College  within  the  University  shall  thereupon 
vacate  his  Fellowship. 

19.  The  provisions  respecting  the  residence  of 
Fellows,  and  the  mode  of  granting  leave  of  ab- 
sence from  the  University,  contained  in  the  ex- 
isting Statutes  shall  be  henceforth  void.  The 
Principal  and  Fellows  shall,  at  the  first  stated 
general  meeting,  or  as  soon  afterwards  as  conve- 
niently may  be,  make  such  regulations  respecting 
the  residence  of  Fellows  within  the  University, 
and  respecting  the  mode  in  which  and  the  con- 
ditions under  which  leave  of  absence  may  be 
granted  to  any  Fellow,  as  they  may  deem  expe- 
dient for  the  interests  of  the  College  as  a  place  of 
learning  and  education,  and  may  vary  such  regu- 
lations from  time  to  time,  and  may  enforce  such 
regulations,  if  they  shall  think  fit,  by  pecuniary 
penalties,  and,  in  case  of  contumacious  non-com- 
pliance, by  deprivation.      Such  regulations  shall 
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be  made  and  varied  at  stated  general  meetings 
only.  In  the  meantime,  and  until  such  regulations 
can  be  made,  tlie  Principal  and  Fellows  maj  at 
any  ordinary  meeting  or  meetings  make  provi* 
sional  regulations  for  the  same  purposes,  which 
shall  be  binding  on  the  members  of  the  College. 

20.  No  Fellow  elected  after  the  pnssing  of  the 
said  Act  shall  be  bound,  as  a  condition  of  retaining 
his  Fellowship  to  enter  into  Holy  Onlers  until  ten 
years  after  the  time  at  which  he  might,  according 
to  the  Statutes  of  the  University,  have  been  ad- 
mitted to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts. 

21.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  everv  Fellow  of  the 
College  elected  before  the  passing  of  the  5«id  Act, 
nt  any  time  within  six  calendar  months  from  the 
day  on  which  this  Ordinance  shall  have  been  ap- 
proved by  Her  Majesty  in  Council,  to  declare  in 
writing  that  he  accepts  the  commutation  hereby 
offered.  Every  Fellow  who  shall  so  declare  shall 
continue  thereafter  entitled  to  receive  the  stated 
allowances  which  by  Statute  or  custom  are  now 
paid  or  allowed  to  the  Fellows  of  the  College  (not 
including  any  share  of  fines),  and  he  shall  also  be 
entitled  to  receive .  out  of  the  clear  corporate 
revenues  of  the  College  an  annual  sum  of  three 
hundred  pounds,  to  commence  and  become  pay- 
able, in  the  case  of  any  |>erson  who  at  the  time  of 
signing  the  declaration  shall  be  one  of  the  six 
Senior  Fellows  of  the  College,  from  the  day  of  his 
signing  the  same ;  and  in  the  case  of  any  other 
person,  from  the  day  of  his  becoming  one  of  the 
six  Senior  Fellows ;  but  (except  as  aforesaid)  he 
shall,  irom  and  after  the  signing  of  such  declara- 
tion, be  entitled,  in  respect  to  his  Fellowship,  to 
no  share  or  interest  whatever,  in  such  corporate 
revenues,  or  any  part  thereof.  The  words  "  Senior 
Fellows"  shall  in  the  remainder  of  this  dause 
mean  Senior  Fellows  for  the  time  being  baving 
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signed  the  aforesaid  declaration.  Eyery  Fellow 
elected  after  the  passing  of  the  said  Act  shaU  he 
entitled  to  receive  out  of  the  clear  corporate  reve- 
nnea  emoluments  amounting  (inclusive  of  stated 
allowances)  to  one  hundred  and  thirtj-five  pounds 
per  annum,  until  after  the  vacancy  of  the  first 
Fellowship  which  shall  hecome  vacant  subsequently 
to  the  approval  of  this  Ordinance,  not  being  one 
of  the  four  Fellowships  converted  into  Scholar- 
ships by  an  Ordinance  bearing  date  the  twenty- 
second  day  of  May,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  fifty-six,  and  after  that  vacancy  to  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  pounds  per  annum.  The  foregoing 
directions  shall  be  without  prejudice  to  the  right 
of  Fellows  elected  before  the  passing  of  th&  Act 
who  shall  not  have  signed  the  declaration  to  re- 
ceive the  aforesaid  stated  allowances,  and  without 
pr^ndice  also  to  the  right  of  the  Principal  and 
Fellows  to  apply  any  part  of  the  corporate  reve- 
nues to  any  corporate  purposes.  If  in  any  year 
the  corporate  revenues  shall  be  insufficient  for 
payment  in  full  to  the  Fellows  elected  before  the 
jMissing  of  the  Act  of  their  stated  allowances,  and 
to  the  Principal,  the  Senior  Fellows,  and  the 
Fellows  elected  after  the  passing  of  the  Act,  of  the 
emoluments  (including  allowances)  herein -before 
allotted  to  them  respectively,  then  the  whole 
emoluments  of  the  Principal,  the  Senior  Fellows, 
and  the  Fellows  elected  after  the  passing  of  the 
Act  shall  abate  rateably.  If  in  any  year  the  cor- 
porate revenues  shall  be  more  than  sufficient  for 
payment  of  the  said  allowances  and  emoluments, 
the  Principal  and  Fellows  shall  apply  the  excess, 
in  the  first  place,  in  makinfi;  good  any  deficiency 
which  may  have  arisen  in  any  preceding  year  or 
years,  and  subject  thereto  shall  set  apart  and 
reserve  such  excess,  or  so  much  thereof  as  shall 
appear  reaaonable»  to  meet  any  deficiency  which 
1857.  3  U 
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may  arise  in  rdj  succeeding  jear  or  years.  Sub- 
ject to  this  direction,  and  to  the  other  provisions 
of  this  Or  finance,  the  excess  shall  be  at  the  dis- 
position of  the  Principal  and  FeUows ;  proTided 
that  Fellows  elected  before  the  passing  of  the  Act 
shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  share  therein.  The 
corporate  revenues  of  the  College  shall  include 
fines,  rents,  and  all  other  profits  which  inaj  arise 
or  be  receivable  from  or  in  respect  of  the  property 
of  the  College. 

22.  From  and  after  the  approval  of  this  Ordi- 
nance by  Her  Majesty  in  Council  there  shall  be  no 
election  to  a  Fellowship  within  the  College,  unless 
at  the  time  of  such  election  it  shall  appear  that  the 
revenues  of  the  College  are  sufiicient  for  payment 
in  full  to  the  Principal  and  Fellowa,  including  the 
Fellow  about  to  be  elected,  of  the  allowances  and 
emoluments  payable  to  them  respectively  under 
Clause  21  of  this  Ordinance,  and  for  providing  a 
competent  reserve  fund,  pursuant  to  the  same 
Clause  :  Provided,  however,  that  the  Principal 
and  Fellows  may  at  any  time  fill  up  one  or  more 
vacant  Fellowship  or  Fellowships,  if  in  their  judg- 
ment it  shall  be  urgently  required  for  the  educa- 
tional efilciency  of  the  College,  although  it  may 
not  then  appear  that  the  revenues  of  the  C<^lege 
are  sufiicient  as  aforesaid. 

23.  The  Principal  and  Fellows  may,  if  they 
shall  think  fit,  commute  the  stated  allowances  now 
payable  to  Fellows,  or  any  part  thereof  for  anooal 
stipends  or  aliquot  shares  of  the  clear  corporate 
revenues  of  the  College.  It  shaU  be  lawftd  for 
the  Visitor,  upon  the  petition  of  any  Fellow  who 
shall  conceive  himself  aggrieved  thereby,  to  dis- 
allow such  commutation,  if  the  Visitor  shall  think 
fit. 

24.  No  Fellow  elected  after  the  passing  of  the 
said  Act  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  iaz^ger  emola- 
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meats  in  respect  of  his  Fellowship  than  any  other 
Fcdlow  so  elected,  saving  rights  of  preference  iif 
regard  to  the  distribution  of  rooms  within  the  Col- 

25.  The  fourth  Fellowship  which  shall  become 
Vacant,  and  which  would,  according  to  the  fore- 
going provisions,  be  tilled  up,  shall  not  be  filled 
ap ;  bat  all  the  emoluments  shall  be  applied  to 
such  purposes  conaected  with  the  Professoriate  of 
the  Universitj  as  the  Commissioners  exercising 
the  powers  of  the  said  Act  shall  bj  Ordinance 
direct,  and  in  default  thereof,  and  subject  thereto, 
as  the  Univ»^rsity  shall  by  Statute,  with  the  con- 
sent of  the  Principal  and  Fellows  determine.  The 
emoluments  of  the  said  Fellowship  shall  be  the 
sum  which  would  in  each  year  have  been  payable 
to  the  holder  of  the  same,  if  the  same  had  been 
filled  up,  and  if  the  person  elected  had  resided  in 
the  University  during  the  period  required  of  him 
by  the  Statutes  and  rfgulalions  of  the  College  in 
force  for  the  time  being :  Provided  that  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  the  Principal  and  Fellows,  at  any 
time  within  ten  years  after  the  time  at  which  the 
aaid  Fellowship  would,  but  for  this  clause,  have 
been  filled  up,  to  commute  the  emoluments  of  the 
same  for  a  fixed  annual  sum  of  two  hundred 
pounds,  payable  out  of  the  clear  corporate  revenues 
of  the  College. 

26.  The  number  of  Fellowships  within  the 
College  shall  never  be  less  than  fifteen,  exclusive 
of  the  Fellowship  hereinbefore  directed  to  be  not 
filled  up,  and  of  the  four  Fellowships  converted 
into  Scholarships  by  an  Ordinance  bearing  date 
the  twenty-second  day  of  May,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  fifty-six,  unless  the  Visitor 
shall  think  fit,  on  a  petition  in  writing  presented 
and  subscribed  by  the  Principal  and  not  less  than 
three-fourths  of  the  Graduate  Fellows,  to  direct 
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that  the  number  shall  be  diminishedf  either  per* 
manentlj  or  daring  anj  limited  pmod«  bj  not 
filling  up  vacancies,  for  the  purpose  either  of  in* 
creasing  the  emoluments  of  the  Principal  and 
Fellows,  if  the  same  shall  appear  to  be  insufficient, 
or  of  augmenting  the  number  or  emolamenis  of 
the  Scholars  or  Exhibitioners,  or  of  improving  the 
property  of  the  College,  or  in  order  to  applj  the 
surplus  income  to  be  obtained  by  such  dinunaticm 
to  any  purpose  specified  in  the  petition,  and 
directly  expedient  for  the  interests  of  the  College 
as  a  place  of  religion,  learning,  and  educatioa. 

27.  The  Scholarships  of  the  several  foanda- 
tions  of  Joyce  Frankland,  John  Claymond,  Hum* 
phrey  Ogle,  James  Binks  (otherwise  called  James 
Stoddard),  Hugh  Henley,  Thomas  Church,  and 
Thomas  Yate,  shall,  when  vacant,  not  be  filled  op  ; 
and  the  emoluments  thereof  respectively  shall  be 
consolidated  with  and  treated  as  part  of  the  oofr- 
porate  revenues  of  the  Collie  :  Provided,  that 
if  at  any  time  the  Scholarships  which  by  the  said 
Ordinance  of  tlie  twenty-second  day  of  May  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty*six,  are  directed 
to  be  established  within  the  College,  shall  cease  to 
be  maintained  therein,  the  consolidation  directed 
by  this  clause  shall  thereupon  cease  and  deter- 
mine, and  the  said  emoluments  shall  be  thenceforth 
applied  to  the  purposes,  and  in  the  manner,  to  and 
in  which  they  are  now  applicable,  unless  it  shall 
be  otherwise  provided  by  Statute. 

28.  The  Principal  and  Fellows  shall,  once  at 
least  in  every  ten  years,  lay  before  the  Visitmr  a 
statement  in  writing  of  the  annual  revenoe  and 
expenditure  of  the  College  for  the  preceding  ten 
years,  or  for  the  period  which  shall  have  dapaed 
since  the  date  of  the  last  statement  (as  the  case 
may  be) ;  and  shall  also  furnish  to  the  Visitor 
such  additional  information  (if  any)  as  he  shall 
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require  for  enabling  him  to  form  a  judgment  of 
the  means  and  requirements  and  general  state  and 
condition  of  the  College.  And  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  the  Visitor  thereupon,  if  it  shall  appear  to  him 
that  the  revenues  of  the  College  are  sufficient  to 
aflbrd  to  each  Fellow  an  average  income  of  more 
than  three  hundred  pounds  a  jear  (exclusive  of 
rooms  or  any  allowanoea  in  respect  thereof,  but 
inclusive  of  all  other  allowances,)  to  direct,  either 
that  the  number  of  Fellowships  shall  be  increased, 
or  that  any  part  of  such  revenues  shall  be  applied 
in  increasing  the  number  or  emoluments  of  the 
Scholarships  or  Exhibitions  within  the  College,  or 
fihall  be  set  apart  for  general  College  purposes ; 
and  anv  sums  which  shall  be  so  set  apart  shall  be 
applied  to  such  College  purposes  as  the  Principal 
and  Fellows,  with  the  approbation  of  the  Visitor, 
shall  determine. 

29.  The  power  of  depriving  the  Principal  for 
such  causes  as  according  to  the  Statutes  of  the 
CMege  in  force  for  the  time  being  shall  require 
deprivation,  shall  be  'vested  in  the  Visitor  alone, 
and  shall  be  exercised  bj  him  after  due  inquiry 
upon  the  petition  of  the  major  part  of  all  the 
Graduate  Fellows ;  and  the  power  of  depriving 
Fellows  for  such  causes  as  according  to  the  Statutes 
of  the  College  in  force  for  the  time  being  shall 
require  deprivation,  shall  be  vested  in  the  Princi- 
pal and  Fellows,  and  shall  be  exercised  by  the 
vote  of  the  rai^or  part  of  the  Principal  and  all 
the  Graduate  Fellows,  f^ubject  only  to  such  appeal 
to  the  Visitor  as  is  herein-after  provided :  Pro- 
vided that  this  clause  shall  not  affect  the  Visitor's 
power  (if  any)  of  depriving  by  his  own  authority 
any  member  of  the  College. 

30.  Whenever  there  shall  be  no  duly  qualified 
candidate  for  a  vacant  Fellowship  whom  the 
electors  shall  judge  of  sufficient  merit  for  election. 
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and  whenever  a  Fellowship  or  ScholazBhip  shaQ 
fallvacant>  and  there  shall  not  be  time  to  give  the 
notice  herein-before  directed  before  the  day  of 
election,  the  election  shall  be  postpooed  to  some 
other  day,  to  be  fixed  by  the  Principal  and  Fellows 
for  the  purpose,  not  later  than  the  next  enaning 
stated  day  of  election  in  the  case  of  a  Fellowship 
of  Fellows,  and  in  the  case  of  a  Scholarship  of 
Scholars  ;  and  every  such  postponed  election  shall 
be  held  and  conducted  in  the  same  mancer,  and 
after  the  same  previous  notice,  as  if  there  had 
been  no  postponement, 

31.  The  Principal  and  Fellows  may  from  time 
to  time  regulate  as  they  shall  think  fit  the  daties 
and  emoluments  of  the  ofiicers  of  the  College,  and 
the  mode  of  their  appointment  and  election,  and 
may  institute  such  new  offices  as  tbey  shall  deem 
expedient  for  the  better  management  of  the  affiiirs 
of  the  CoUege  and  the  instruction  and  discipline  of 
its  members,  and  may  assign  to  such  new  offices 
such  stipends  or  emoluments  as  the  Principal  and 
Fellows  shall  think  proper :  Provided,  that  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  Visitor,  upon  the  petition 
of  the  Principal  or  any  one  or  more  of  the  Fellows, 
or  of  any  officer  of  the  CoUege  whose  stipend  or 
emoluments  may  have  been  diminished  in  exercise 
of  the  foregoing  power,  to  disallow  sneh  regula- 
tion or  assignment,  if  he  shall  think  fit :  Pro- 
fided  also,  that  the  Principalship  shall  not  be 
deemed  an  office  within  the  meaning  of  this 
clause. 

32.  The  Principal  and  FeUows  shall,  at  the 
first  stated  general  meeting,  or  as  soon  afterwards 
as  conveniently  may  be,  make  regulations  far  the 
daily  performance  of  Divine  Service,  aceording  to 
the  Litui^y  of  the  United  Church  of  En^and  and 
Ireland,  within  the  College,  during  full  Term,  and 
at  such  other  times  as  they  shall  think  proper,  and 
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for  attendance  on  the  same,  and  may  varj  such 
regulations  from  time  to  time  ;  but  such  reguhi- 
tions  shall  be  made  and  varied  at  stated  general 
meetings  onlj,  and  the  Visitor  shall  have  power  to 
disallow  and  annul  anj  such  regulations,  or  any 
variation  thereof.  In  the  meantime,  and  until  such 
regulations  can  be  made,  the  Principal  and  Fellows 
may  at  any  ordinary  meeting  or  meetings  make 
provisional  regulations  for  the  same  purposes. 
The  provisions  of  the  existing  Statutes  relating  to 
Divine  Service  shall  be  henceforth  void. 

33.  In  case  the  Principal  or  any  Fellow  of  the 
College  shall  contumaciously  cease  to  conform  to 
the  Liturgy  of  the  United  Church  of  England  and 
Ireland  as  by  law  established,  such  contumacious 
ceasing  to  conform  shall  be  a  cause  for  depriving 
the  Principal  of  his  Principalship,  and  any  such 
Fellow  of  his  Fellowship. 

34.  The  oaths  prescribed  by  the  existing  Sta- 
tutes sh  d\  not  hereafter  be  taken ;  but  every 
person  elected  or  admitted  to  any  place  or  office, 
on  election  or  admission  to  which  an  oath  is  now 
required,  shall  at  the  time  of  his  election  or  admis- 
aion  take  an  oath  or  make  a  declaration,  as  the 
Principal  and  Fellows  shall  by  resolution  deter- 
mine^  to  the  effect  that  he  will  faithfully  perform 
the  duties  of  such  place  or  office  and  obey  the 
Statutes  and  byelaws  of  the  College  in  force  for 
the  time  being  so  far  as  they  may  concern  him  ; 
and  the  electors  to  any  place  or  office,  before  elect- 
ing to  which  an  oath  is  now  required  (not  being 
an  annual  office,)  shall,  before  electing,  take  an 
oath  or  make  a  declaration,  as  the  Principal  and 
Fellows  shall  by  resolution  determine,  to  the  effect 
that  they  will  elect  the  person  best  qualified  in 
their  judgment  for  such  place  or  office. 

35.  There  shall  be  two  stated  general  meetings 
at  least  of  the  Principal  and  Fellows  in  every  year, 
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on  such  dajs  as  the  Principal  and  FeDows  AmJH 
appoint.  Any  stated  general  meeting  maj  be 
adjourned  by  resolution  of  the  meeting  to  a  day 
to  be  specified  in  the  resolution.  The  Tote  of  the 
Principal  shall  be  counted  as  two  votes  9t  all 
College  meetings.  Subject  to  the  foregoing  pro- 
vision, and  except  in  cases  in  which  the  conenr- 
rence  of  any  specified  proportion  of  the  Principal 
and  Fellows,  or  the  consent  of  the  Principal,  is 
hereby  made  requisite,  every  question  arising  at 
any  College  meeting  shall  be  determined  by  a 
majority  of  the  votes  of  those  present :  Provided, 
that  the  seal  of  the  College  shall  not  be  affixed  to 
any  act  or  document,  except  by  authority  of  a 
meeting  at  wbich  the  Principal  or  his  Vioegerent 
nnd  a  majority  of  all  the  Fellows  shall  have  been 
present.  Whenever  the  votes  shall  be  equal  the 
Principal  shall  have  an  additional  casting  vote. 
Every  actual  Fellow  of  the  College  being  a  Gra- 
duate shall  be  entitled  to  be  present  and  vote  at 
every  College  meeting.  Any  Statute,  rule,  or 
usage  of  the  College  which  prohibits  or  restrains, 
expressly  or  by  implication,  any  person  prescaot  at 
any  College  meeting  from  bringing  forward  thereat 
any  question  which  he  may  think  proper,  or  from 
having  such  question  put  to  the  vote,  shall,  so  far 
as  regards  such  prohibition  or  restraint,  be  hence* 
forth  void:  Provided,  that  the  Principal  and  Fel- 
lows may  make  from  time  to  time  such  rules  for 
regulating  the  proceedings  at  College  meetiiig8» 
and  for  determining  what  business  shall  be  trans* 
acted  thereat,  and  for  fixing  (if  they  shall  think 
fit)  the  notice  to  be  given  before  bringing  forward 
any  question  as  they  shall  deem  expedient. 

36.  The  power  which  is  given  by  the  existing 
Statutes  to  the  Vice -Principal  to  act  in  place  of 
the  Principal,  and  the  power  of  any  ofiicer  of  the 
College  who  may  hereafter  be  authorised  by  any 
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Statute  or  Byelaw  to  act  in  place  of  the  Principal, 
diall  be  deemed  to  extend  to  all  tbe  acts  which  the 
PrincipLl  is  hereby  autliorized  or  directed  to  do, 
except  the  giving  consent  to  any  commutation, 
regulation,  or  diminution  of  the  Principal's  emo^ 
loments. 

37.  The  provisions  of  the  Chapters  in  the  exist- 
ing Statutes,  intituled  **  De  admissione  Scholarium 
**  non  Sodorum  in  Collegium  nostrum,''  and  '^  De 
**  Concordia  Sociorum  et  non  Sociorum  in  elec* 
"  ticmibus  officiariorum  Universitatis,"  shall  be 
▼Old. 

88.  The  particular  provisions  of  the  existing 
Statutes  respecting  the  subjects  of  study  and  in- 
struction within  the  College,  the  disputations  and 
other  exercises  to  be  performed  by  its  members, 
and  their  attendance  in  the  schools  and  at  the  ex- 
ercises of  the  University ;  and  respecting  the 
devotions,  dress,  conversation,  recreations,  and 
other  personal  habits  of  the  members  of  the  Col- 
lege, and  the  conditions  of  their  going  beyond  the 
precincts  thereof;  and  respecting  the  meals  of  the 
members  of  the  College,  and  the  mode  of  conduct- 
ing the  same ;  and  respecting  the  punishments  for 
offences,  not  being  such  as  require  deprivation ; 
and  respectini^  the  treatment  of  FeUows  in  case  of 
sickness ;  and  respecting  the  distribution  of  the 
rooms,  and  the  use  of  the  common  hall  and  other 
common  rooms  or  buildings  of  the  College ;  and 
respecting  the  times  of  opening  and  closing  the 
gates  and  doors  of  the  College  ;  and  respecting  the 
admission  of  strangers  into  the  precincts  of  the 
College ;  and  respecting  the  reading  of  the  Sta- 
tutes ;  and  respecting  the  service  of  the  College, 
and  the  number,  duties,  and  payment  of  the  ser- 
vants of  the  same  ;  and  respecting  progresses  and 
other  matters  relative  to  the  supervision  of  the 
property  of  the  College ;  and  respecting  the  cnsr 
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tody  and  inspection  of  the  monies,  pUte,  and  other 
g^oods  of  the  College,  other  than  the  monimeats 
and  seals,  shall  be  henceforth  void.  The  Prin- 
cipal  and  Fellows  shall  from  time  to  time  make 
such  regulations  as  they  may  deem  neoeasarj  or 
expedient  for  effecting  the  main  objects  whidi  the 
aforesaid  particular  provisions  or  any  of  them  are 
respectively  intended  to  effect ;  and  may  oiforce 
such  regulations  by  sach  penalties  as  they  shall 
think  fit,  subject  to  such  right  of  appeal  to  the 
Visitor  on  the  part  of  any  person  who  may  deem 
himself  aggrieved  thereby,  as  is  herein-after 
provided. 

39.  If  in  any  case  it  shall  appear  to  the  Visitor 
that  by  reason  of  any  change  in  the  value  of  nooney 
any  specific  sum  fixed  by  this  Ordinance,  or  which 
may  be  hereafter  fixed  in  exercise  of  any  power 
given  by  this  Ordinance,  has  become  insufficient 
or  excessive,  an*)  that  such  insufficiency  or  excess 
is  productive  of  injustice  or  hardship,  or  is  inja- 
rious  to  the  general  interests  of  the  CoU^e,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  Visitor,  from  time  to  time, 
for  the  purpose  of  correcting  or  obviating  aiich 
injustice,  hardship,  or  injury,  to  direet  that  auch 
annnal  snm  shall  be  increased  or  diminished,  as  he 
shall  think  fit,  and  the  increased  or  diminished 
sum  shall  henceforth  be  substituted  for  and  stand 
in  the  place  of  the  sum  originally  fixed  as  aforesaid. 

40*  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Visitor  in  pef8on« 
or  by  his  Commissary  or  Commissaries  duly  ap- 
pointed, once  in  every  ten  years  (or  oftener,  if 
and  whenever  he  shall  deem  it  expedient  for  en* 
forcing  the  due  observance  of  the  Statutes  in  force 
for  the  time  being  to  do  so),  without  any  request 
or  application  by  the  College  or  any  of  its  mem- 
bers, to  visit  the  College,  and  to  exercise  at  such 
visitation  all  the  powers  which  are  by  law  incident 
to  the  office  of  General  Visitor  of  a  College,  any

Statute  or  usage  of  the  College  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Visitor 
at  any  such  visitation,  or,  if  he  shall  think  fit  at 
other  times^  to  require  the  Principal  and  Fellows 
to  answer  in  writing  touching  any  matter  as  to 
which  the  Visitor  may  deem  it  expedient  to  in- 
quire, for  the  purpose  of  satisfying  himself  whe- 
ther the  Statutes  in  force  for  Uie  time  being  are 
duly  observed* 

4).  As  often  as  any  question  shall  arise  on 
which  the  Principal  and  Fellows  shall  be  unable 
to  agree,  depending  wholly  or  in  part  on  the  con- 
struction of  any  of  the  Statutes  of  the  College,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  Principal  and  Fellows,  or 
for  the  Principal  or  any  three  of  the  Graduate 
Fellows,  to  submit  the  same  to  the  Visitor ;  and  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  Visitor  to  declare  what  is 
the  true  construction  of  such  Statute  or  Statutes 
with  reference  to  the  qase  submitted  to  him. 

42.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Principal  or  for 
any  Fellow,  if  he  shall  conceive  himself  aggrieved 
hj  any  act  or  decision  of  the  Principal  and  Fel- 
lows, and  for  any  Scholar  or  Exhibitioner  who 
may  have  been  deprived  of  his  Scholarship  or 
Exhibition,  to  appeal  against  such  act  or  decision 
or  sentence  to  the  Visitor ;  and  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  the  Visitor  to  adjudicate  on  such  appc^,  and 
to  disallow  and  annul  such  act  or  decision,  and  to 
reverse  or  vary  such  sentence  as  he  shall  deem  just* 

43.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  4he  Visitor,  either 
proprio  motu  or  on  the  complaint  of  the  Principal 
or  of  any  of  the  Fellows,  to  disallow  and  annul  any 
byelaw  or  resolution  cf  the  Principal  and  Fellows 
which  shall,  in  the  Visitor's  judgment,  be  repug- 
nant to  any  of  the  Statutes  of  the  Collie  in  force 
for  the  time  being. 

44.  The  Principal  and  Fellows,  by  a  majority 
CQDaisting  of  not  less  than  two-thirds  of  the  rotes 
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of  those  present,  the  Tote  of  the  Principal  being 
counted  as  two  votes,  may  from*  time  to  time,  at 
anj  stated  general  meeting,  subject  to  the  provi* 
sions  of  the  section  numbered  XL.  in  the  Queen's 
Printers'  copj  of  the  said  Act,  amend  the  Statutes 
of  the  College  in  force  for  the  time  being,  with  die 
consent  of  the  Visitor. 

45.  Whenever  the  words  *'the  Principal  and 
**  Fellows,"  are  used  in  this  Ordinance,  the  word 
**  Fellows'*  shall  mean  actual  Fellows  being  ixra- 
duates ;  and  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be 
construed  to  give  to  Probationers  any  power  which 
they  would  not  have  had  if  this  Ordinance  had  not 
been  made. 

46.  This  Ordinance  shall  be  without  prejudice 
to  any  existing  interest  (being  such  an  interest  as 
is  intended  to  be  saved  by  the  said  Act)  of  any 
member  of  the  College,  and  shall  be  construed  to 
speak  and  take  effect  as  if  framed  immediatdy 
before  the  approval  thereof  by  Her  Majesty  in 
Council.

ORDINANCE  framed  by  the  Commissioners 
appointed  for  the  purposes  of  the  Statute 
17th  and  18th  Vict.,  c.  81,  in  relation  to 
Wadhim  College,  in  the  Uniyebsitt  of 
Oxford. 

We,  the  Commissioners  appointed  for  the  pur- 
poses of  an  Act  passed  in  the  seventeenth  and 
eighteenth  years  of  the  reign  of  Her  Majesty 
Queen  Victoria,  intituled  '^  An  Act  to  make  fur- 
ther provision  for  the  good  government  and 
extension  of  the  University  of  Oxford,  of  the 
Colleges  therein,  and  of  the  College  of  St.  Mary, 
'*  Winchester,**  do,  in  execution  of  the  powers 
given  to  us  by  the  said  Act,  ordain  as  follows  in 
relation  to  Wadham  College  in  the  said  Univer- 
sity : — 

1.  No  person  shall  be  incapable  of  being  elected 
Warden  of  the  said  College  by  reason  of  his  not 
having  been  born  in  Great  Britain,  or  otherwise 
on  account  of  his  place  of  birth,  or  by  reason  of 
his  not  being  or  not  having  been  a  Fellow  of  the 
College.  The  electors  shall  choose  the  person 
(being  otherwise  duly  qualified  according  to  the 
Statutes  of  the  College  in  force  for  the  time  being), 
who  in  their  judgment  shall  be  most  fit  for  the 
government  of  the  College  as  a  place  of  religion, 
learning,  and  education.     The  election  of  a  War* 
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den  maj,  on  e%*ery  vacancj,  be  held  at  anj  time 
not  less  than  fifteen,  nor  more  than  thirt j,  dajs 
aftt^r  the  vacancy  shall  have  become  known. 

2.  The  Warden  and  Fellows  may  at  anj  time 
hereafter,  if  they  ^hall  think  fit,  co!*!mute  the 
emoluments  of  the  Wardenship,  wholly  or  partiallj, 
for  a  stipend  or  annual  sum  of  money  payable  in 
any  other  manner  out  of  the  revenues  of  the 
College,  or  for  a  certain  proportion  of  the  said 
revenues  ;  and  may  fix  the  time  at  which  6uch 
commutation  shall  take  effect,  and  may  also^  from 
time  to  time,  regulate,  increase,  or  diminish  the 
Warden's  emoluments,  whether  commuted  or  un- 
commutedy  as  they  shall  think  proper :  ProTideu. 
that  no  exercisA  of  this  power  shall  affect  the 
person  then  being  Warden  without  his  consent : 
Provided  also,  that  the  Visitor,  upon  the  petition 
of  the  Warden  or  of  any  one  or  more  of  the 
Fellows,  may  disallow  any  such  commutation, 
regulation,  increase,  or  diminution,  if  he  shall 
think  fit. 

3.  If  at  any  time  it  shall  appear  that  the  Warden 
has  become  permanently  incapable  of  |>erfonning 
the  duties  of  his  office,  the  Sub- Warden  shalL 
upon  the  request  of  any  three  or  more  Fellows^ 
eonvene  a  meeting  of  the  Fellows,  after  notice 
sent  to  such  of  them  as  may  be  within  the  Unite«l 
Eangdom,  for  the  consideration  of  the  matter ; 
and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  a  m^ority  of  the  Fellows 
present  at  such  meeting  to  present  a  petition  to 
the  Visitor,  setting  forth  the  drcumstanees  of  tht> 
case,  and  praying  him  to  inquire  into  the  troth  ol 
them  ;  and  the  Visitor  shall  institute  such  inqairr 
accordingly.  And  if  upon  such  inquiry,  or  upon 
a  petition  presented  by  the  Warden  (as  the  cast' 
may  be),  it  shall  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Visitor  that  the  Warden  has  become  permaoentlj 
incapable  of  performing  his  duties,  then  the  Visitor 
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aixall  nominate  one  of  such  three  Fellows  as,  by 
the  vote  of  the  greatest  number  of  the  Fellows 
present  at  a  meeting  convened  by  the  Sub- Warden, 
tfball  be  presented  to  him,  to  be  Pro- Warden  of 
the  College,  and  shall  assign  to  him  for  his  main- 
tenance, in  addition  to  his  Fellowship,  so  much 
(not  exceeding  one-third)  of  the  Warder's  emolu- 
ments as  the  Visitor  shall  think  fit ;  provided  that 
the  Warden  shall  be  at  liberty  to  retain  his 
lo^ngs.  And  such  Pro- Warden  shall,  so  long  as 
the  Warden  shall  retain  his  office  and  be  incapable 
oi  performing  its  duties,  receive  t.  e  proportion  so 
assigned  to  him,  and  shall  exercise  and  perform 
ail  the  functions  and  duties,  and  have  all  the 
powers  and  authorities  of  Warden,  except  the 
power  of  consenting  to  any  commutation,  regu- 
lation, or  diminution  of  the  Warden's  emoluments, 
and  shall  be  bound  to  residence  in  the  same 
manner,  and  shall  be  liable  to  deprivation  for  the 
ftfune  causes  and  in  the  same  manner.  If  any 
Pro-Warden  shall  die,  resign  his  office,  vacatey 
or  be  deprived  of  his  Fellowship,  or  become  inca- 
pable, the  Visitor  shall  appoint  a  new  Pro- Warden 
in  the  same  manner.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
Visitor,  if  at  any  time  he  shall  be  satisfied  that 
the  Warden's  incapacity  has  ceased,  and  that  he 
is  capable  of  performing  the  duties  of  his  office, 
to  reinstate  him  in  his  powers  and  functions,  and 
in  the  receipt  of  his  whole  emoluments. 

4.  In  elections  to  Fellowships  within  the  College 
no  person  shall  be  either  entitled  to  preference  or 
ineligible  on  account  of  his  being  or  not  being  of 
the  kindred  of  Nicholas  Wadharo,  or  of  his  being 
or  not  being  a  Scholar  of  the  College,  or  of  his 
having  or  not  completed  his  twentieth  year,  or  of 
his  being  or  not  being  a  Master  or  Bachelor  of 
Arts,  or  on  account  of  his  pecuniary  circumstanees  ; 
provided  that  so  person  shall  be  eligible  who  shall 
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not  have  passed  all  the  examinations  reqoind  by 
the  University  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts, 
or  who  shall  be  in  possession  of  anj  benefiee, 
property,  pension  or  office  which,  if  acquired  after 
election,  would  have  disqualified  him  for  con- 
tinuing a  Fellow. 

5.  The  election  of  Fellows  shall  take  place  on  a 
stated  day  in  each  year,  to  be  appointed  hj  the 
Warden  and  Fellows  (subject  to  the  provision  for 
postponement  hereinafter  contained)  ;  and  notice 
of  every  intended  election,  and  of  the  number  of 
vacancies  to  be  filled  up,  shall  be  given  by  the 
Warden,  in  such  manner  as  he  shall  deem  best 
adapted  to  secure  publicity,  thirty  days  at  least 
before  the  day  of  election. 

6.  The  intellectual  qualifications  of  the  candi- 
dates for  Fellowships  shall  be  tested  by  an  examin- 
ation in  such  subjects  connected  with  the  studies 
of  the  University  as  the  Warden  and  Fellows  shall 
determine  ;  provided  that  the  system  of.  examina- 
tions shall  be  such  as  shall  render  Fellowabips 
accessible,  from  time  to  time,  to  excellence  in 
ererj  branch  of  knowledge  for  the  time  bein? 
recognissed  in  the  Schools  of  the  University  ;  and 
the  Warden  and  Fellows  f^hnll  elect  that  candidate 
(being  otherwise  duly  qualified  according  to  the 
Statutes  in  force  for  the  time  being)  who,  after 
such  examination,  shall  appear  to  them  to  be  of 
the  greatest  merit,  and  mo6t  fit  to  be  a  Fellow  of 
the  College  as  a  place  of  religion,  learning,  and 
education. 

7.  Every  Fellow  who  shall  be  instituted  to  an 
ecclesiastical  benefice,  or  who  shall  become  entitled 
either  by  descent  or  devolution,  or  by  virtue  of 
any  testamentary  or  other  gift  or  settlement  to 
property,  or  to  any  Grovemment  pension,  or  be 
admitted  to  any  office  tenable  for  life  or  duriDg 
good  behaviour  (not  being  an  academical  oflkt 
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within  the  University  of  Oxford),  and  who  shall 
retain  such  beneflce,  property,  pension,  or  office 
for  twelve  calendar  months  from  the  day  of  his 
inatitation,  accession,  or  admission  tl>ereto,  shall, 
if  the  annual  value  of  such  ecclesiastical  benefice 
(being  a  benefice  with  cure  of  souls),  clear  of 
deductions  (except  for  property  or  income  tax), 
shall  exceed   three   hundred     pounds,   or  if  the 
annual  income  derivable  by  him  from  such  pro* 
perty,  pension,  or  office,  or  from  any  ecclesiastical 
benefice  .without  cure  of  souls,  or  from  any  two 
or  more  of  the  above-mentioned  sources  (including 
or  not  including  a  benefice  with  cure  of  souls), 
clear  of  deductions  as  aforesaid,  shall  exceed  four 
hundred  pounds,    vacate  his   Fellowship   at    the 
expiration  of  such  twelve  calendar  months,  and 
for  this  purpose  the  income  which  the  estimated 
▼alue  of  any  property  would  produce,  if  invested 
in  Three  pounds  per  centum  Consolidated  Annui- 
ties at  the  price  current  at  the  time  of  the  acqui- 
sition thereof,  shall,  in  case  of  doubt,  be  considered 
to  be  the  income  derivable  from  such  property. 
The  word  '*  property  "  shall  in  this  clause  include 
any  estate  or  interest  in  possession  in  any  property 
real  or  personaL     In  any  case  in  which  the  pro- 
perty or  sources  of  income  mnj  have  been  acquired 
at  several  times,  the  latest  time  at  which  any  part 
of  such  property,  or  any  of  such  sources  of  income, 
shall  have  been  acquired,  shall,  in  construing  this 
dause,  be  considered  as  the  time  of  the  acquisition 
of  the  whole  thereof.     Except  as  aforesaid,  no 
Fellow   shall    be  disqualified    for   retaining    his 
Fellowship  by  reason  of  his  having  become  pos- 
aessed  of  any  property  or  income,  or  been  instituted 
to  any  bendice. 

8.  In  certain  excepted  cases  persons  may  hold 
Fellowships  within  the  College,  although  married, 
and  although  possessed  of  any  benefice,  property, 
1857.  3  X 
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pension,  or  office  which  would,  in  ordinaij  ctses, 
render  the  possessor  ineligible,  and  maj  be  elected 
and  admitted  without  public  notice  of  the  TacancTr 
and  without  examination,  and  without  the  period 
of  probation  required  by  the  Statutes,  and  without 
having  passed  the  examinations  required  bj  the 
University  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts, 
provided  such  persons  are  otherwise  qualified  for 
election.  The  excepted  cases  shall  be  aa  follows  :— 

(a.)  Any  Professor  or  Public  Lecturer  within 
the  University  for  whose  election  a  majority 
of  the  votes  of  the  Warden  and  all  the 
Fellows  shall  have  been  given,  the  Warden's 
vote  being  counted  as  two  votes. 

(6.)  Any  person  of  eminence  in  literature. 
science,  or  art,  on  whom  the  University 
shall  have  conferred  a  degree,  either  by 
diploma  or  by  decree  of  Convocation,  pro- 
vided that  two-thirds  of  the  votes  of  the 
Warden  and  till  the  Fellows  shall  have 
been  given  for  the  election  of  such  person 
as  last  aforesaid,  the  Warden's  vote  being 
counted  as  two  votes  : 

Provided  that  any  person  elected  under  this  clause, 
and  being  a  Professor  or  Public  Lecturer  within 
the  University,  who  at  the  time  of  his  election 
shall  bold  a  benefice  with  cure  of  souls,  and  who 
shall  continue  to  hold  such  benefice  for  six  calen- 
dar months  afterwards,  shall  thereby  vacate  hia 
Fellowship  ;  and  that  no  person  elected  under  this 
clause  shall,  by  virtue  thereof,  be  enabled  to  hold 
with  his  Fellowship  any  benefice  in  the  gift  of  the 
College,  the  possession  of  wliich  would  in  ordinary 
cases  be  incompatible  with  the  reteatioD  of  a 
Fellowship. 

9.  The  election   in  such  expected  eases  shall 
always  be  held  more  than  thirty  days  before  tint 
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usual  stated  daj  of  election,  and  the  electors  may, 
at  the  time  of  election,  determine  the  rank  which 
the  person  elected  shall  hold  in  the  College,  with* 
out  reference  to  the  date  of  his  election,  provided 
tbat  such  rank  shall  confer  no  other  than  honorary 
privileges  ;  provided  also  that  no  married  Fellow 
shatt  be  entitled  to  rooms  in  the  College,  nor  to 
any  allowance  in  respect  of  rooms. 

10.  Not  more  than  one  Fellowship  shall  at  any 
one  time  be  held  by  persons  elected  under  Clause 
8  of  this  Ordinance. 

1 1.  Every  Professor  or  Public  Lecturer,  elected 
to  a  Fellowship  under  Clause  8,  who  shall  cease 
to  hold  such  Professorship  or  Public  Lecturership, 
or  shall  be  instituted  to  any  benefice  with  cure  of 
sonlst  shall  thereby  vacate  his  Fellowship, 

12.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Warden  and  Fel- 
lows, at  stated  general  meetings,  to  elect  distin* 
guished  persons  to  Honorary  Fellowships  within 
the  College.  Persons  so  electt^d  shall  be  termed 
Honorary  Fellows,  and  shall  not  be  entitled  to 
▼ote  on  any  occasion  as  Fellows  or  to  receive  any 
emoloment8  whatever ;  but  shall  be  entitled  to 
enjoy  such  other  privileges  and  advantages  as  the 
Warden  and  Fellows  shall  by  resolution  Jrom  time 
to  time  determine.  The  conditions  of  eligibility 
to  and  tenure  of  Honorary  Fellowships,  and  the 
mode  of  election  thereto,  may  also  be  determined 
by  the  Warden  and  Fellows  from  time  to  time. 
Honorary  Fellows  shall  not,  in  the  construction  of 
this  Ordinance,  be  counted  among  the  Fellows  of 
the  College,  nor  Honorary  Fellowships  among  the 
FtsUowships  of  the  College. 

13.  Every  Fellow  who  shall  be  elected  to  and 
accept  a  Headship  or  Fellowship  in  any  other 
College  within  the  University  shall  thereupon 
vacate  his  Fellowship. 

1 4.  No  pi'esent  or  future  Fellow  shall  vacate 

3X2 
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his  Fellowship  by  reason  of  his  having  held  the 
same  during  any  period  of  time  mentioned  in  the 
existing  Statutes. 

1 5.  The  proviMons  respecting  the  residenee  of 
Fellows  and  Scholars,  and  the  mode  of  granting 
leave  of  absence  from  the  Universityy  eontaioed  in 
the  existing  Statutes  shall  be  henceforth  Tcnd. 
The  Warden  and  Fellows  shall,  at  the  first  stated 
general  meeting,  or  as  soon  after  as  conveniently 
may  be,  make  such  regulations  reelecting  the 
residence  of  Fellows  and  Sch^dars  within  the 
University,  and  respecting  the  mode  in  which  and 
the  conditions  under  which  leave  of  absence  may 
be  granted  to  any  FpUow  or  Scholar,  as  th^  nay 
deem  expedient  for  the  interests  of  the  College  as 
a  place  of  learning  and  education,  and  may  vary 
such  regulations  from  time  to  time,  and  may 
enforce  such  regulations*  if  they  shall  think  fit,  by 
pecuniary  penalties,  and  in  case  of  contumactons 
non-compliance,  by  deprivation.  Such  regulations 
shall  be  made  and  varied  at  stated  general  meetings 
only.  In  the  meantime,  and  until  such  regulations 
can  be  made,  the  Warden  and  Fellows  may,  at 
any  ordinary  meeting  or  meetings,  make  provi- 
siomil  regulations  for  the  same  purposes,  which 
shall  be  binding  on  the  Members  of  the  College. 

16.  The  first  Fellowship  which  shall  become 
vacant,  in  relation  to  which  Uiere  shall  be  no 
Scholar  having  a  right  of  preference  acquired 
before  the  passing  of  the  said  Act  and  qaalified 
for  election,  shall  not  be  filled  up,  and  the  emolu- 
roents  thereof  shall  in  ev  *ry  year  be  paid  to  the 
Reader  in  Experimental  Philosophy  for  the  time 
being,  provided  he  shall,  during  that  year,  reside 
within  the  University  for  eight  weeks  in  each 
ttrm  (E^ter  and  Trinity  Terms  being  far  this 
purpose  considered  as  one  Term).  Any  Reader 
to  \\  bom  leave  of  absence  shall  have  been  granted  on 
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account  of  sicknesa,  or  for  anj  other  very  urgent 
cause,  hj  or  by  authority  of  the  University,  shall 
be  entitled  to  payment  as  if  he  had  kept  the  full 
period  of  residence  herein-before  required.  It 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  Warden  and  Fellows,  at 
any  time  within  five  years  after  the  time  at  which 
the  said  Fellowship  would,  but  for  this  clause, 
have  been  filled  up,  to  commute  the  emoluments 
of  the  same  for  a  fixed  annual  sum  of  two  hun- 
dred pounds,  payable  out  of  the  corporate  revenues 
of  the  College.  The  Warden  and  Fellows  may, 
if  they  shall  think  proper,  elect  the  said  Header 
to  be  a  Fellow  of  the  College  without  notice,  ex- 
amination, or  probation,  and  although  married, 
and  although  he  may  be  possessed  of  ony  benefice, 
property,  pension,  or  office,  which  would  in  ordi- 
nary cases  render  the  possessor  ineligible,  and 
although  he  may  not  have  passed  the  examinations 
required  by  the  University  for  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Arts,  provided  he  be  otherwise  quali- 
fied for  election,  and  be  not  a  Fellow  of  any  other 
College  in  the  University ;  but  any  Reader  so 
elected  a  Fellow  shall  not  be  entitled  in  right  of 
his  Fellowship  to  any  emoluments  besides  those 
herein-before  made  payable  to  him,  nor,  if  mar- 
ried, to  rooms  within  the  College,  or  any  allowance 
in  respect  of  rooms,  and  if  he  shall  cease  to  hold 
the  Readership  shall  vacate  his  Fellowship.  The 
emoluments  of  the  Fellowship  hereby  directed  to 
be  not  filled  up  shall  be  the  sum  which  would  in 
each  year  have  been  payable  to  the  holder  of  the 
same  if  the  same  had  been  filled  up,  and  if  the 
person  elected  had  resided  in  the  University 
dufing  the  period  required  of  him  by  the  Statutes 
and  regulations  of  the  College  in  force  for  the 
time  being.  This  clause  shall  continue  in  force 
80  long  only  as  the  appointment  or  election  of  the 
Reader  shall  be  vested  either  in  the  Vice-

Chancellor  of  the  UniTersity  for  the  time  heisg, 
or  in  a  Board  of  Electors,  not  exceeding  five  in 
number,  and  including  the  Warden. 

17.  The  number  of  Fellowships  within  the 
College  shall  never  be  less  than  fourteen,  exdnsive 
d  anj  Fellowship  held  by  the  Reader  in  Experi- 
mental Philosophy  under  the  power  conferred  bj 
Clause  16,  unk»s  the  Visitor  shall  think  fit^  on  a 
petition  in  writing  presented  and  subeeribed  by 
the  Warden  and  not  less  than  three-fourths  of  the 
Fellows  of  the  College,  to  direct  that  the  number 
shall  be  diminished,  either  permanently  or  during 
any  limited  period,  by  not  filling  up  vacancieb,  for 
the  purpose  either  of  increasing  the  emoluments  <^ 
the  Warden  and  Fellows,  if  the  same  shall  appear 
to  be  insufficient,  or  of  augmenting  the  numb^  or 
emoluments  of  the  Scholars  or  Exhibitioners,  or  <^ 
improving  the  property  of  the  College,  or  in  order 
to  apply  the  surplus  income  to  be  obtained  by 
such  diminution  to  any  purpose  specified  in  the 
petition,  and  directly  expedient  for  Uie  interests  of 
die  College  as  a  place  of  rdigion,  learning  and 
education. 

IS.  The  Warden  and  Fellows  shall,  oooe  at 
least  in  every  ten  year%  lay  before  the  Visitor  a 
statement  in  writing  of  the  annual  reyenoe  and 
expenditure  of  the  College  for  the  precedii^  ten 
years,  or  for  the  period  which  shall  have  elapaed 
since  the  date  of  the  last  statement  (as  the  ease 
may  be) ;  and  shall  also  furnish  to  the  Visitor 
such  additional  information  (if  any)  as  he  riiall 
require  for  enabling  him  to  form  a  judgment  €if 
the  means  and  requirements^  and  general  state  and 
condition  of  the  College.  And  it  shall  be  lawfol 
for  the  Visitor  thereupon,  if  it  shall  appear  to  him 
that  the  revenues  of  the  CoII^e  are  sufficioit  to 
afibrd  to  each  Fellow  an  average  income  of  more 
than  three  hundred  pounds  a  year  (exdusive  of 
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rooms  or  anj  allowance  in  reapeet  thereof,  but 
inclusive  of  all  other  allowances),  to  direct,  either 
that  the  number  of  Fellowships  shall  be  increased, 
or  that  any  part  of  such  revenues  shall  be  applied 
in  increasing  the  number  or  emoluments  of  the 
Scholarships  or  Exhibitions  within  the  College, 
or  shall  be  set  apart  for  general  College  purposes  ; 
.  smd  any  sums  which  shall  be  so  set  apart  shall  be 
applied  to  such  College  purposes  as  the  Warden 
mnd  Fellows,  with  the  approbation  of  the  Visitor, 
shall  determine. 

19.  In  election  to  Schc^rships  within  the  Col- 
lege, no  person  shall  be  either  entitled  to  prefer- 
ence or  ineligible  on  account  of  his  place  of  birth, 
or  of  his  being  or  not  being  of  the  kindred  of 
Nicholas  Wadham  ;  and  no  person  shall  be  ineli- 
gible on  account  of  his  being  of  illegitimate  birth, 
or  of  hia  possessing  property  or  income  exceeding 
eight  ponnds  a  year,  or  of  his  age,  provided  that 
«o  person  shall  be  eligible  who  shall  have  attained 
the  age  of  twenty  years. 

20.  The  Scholars  shall  be  elected  after  an  exa- 
mination of  the  candidates  in  such  subjects,  and 
conducted  in  such  manner,  as  the  Warden  and 
Fellows  shall  determine,  and  that  candidate,  being 
otherwise  duly  qualified  according  to  the  Statutes 
in  force  for  the  time  being,  shall  be  elected  who, 
after  such  examination,  shall  appear  to  the  electors 
to  be  of  the  greatest  merit  and  most  fit  to  be  a 
Scholar  of  the  College. 

21.  The  election  of  Scholars  shall  take  place 
on  a  stated  day  in  each  year,  to  be  appointed  by 
the  Warden  and  Fellows  (subject  to  the  provision 
for  postponement  herein-after  contained) ;  and 
notice  of  every  intended  election  shall  be  given  by 
the  Warden  in  such  manner  as  he  shall  deem  best 
adapted  to  ensure  publicity  thirty  days  at  least 
before  the  day  of  election. 
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22.  Each  Scholar  shaU  receive  not  lea  than 
fortj-siz  pounds  per  annain  (iQcluaiTe  of  aU 
allowances)  oat  of  the  corporate  revennes  of  the 
College,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  rooma  within  the 
College  rent-free. 

28.  The  Scholarships  ^11  be  tenaUe  for  Are 
years  from  the  day  of  election  indoaiTey  and  no 
longer ;  and  no  scholar  shall  be  disqualified  for 
retaining  his  Schc^arship  by  reason  of  hia  having 
become  possessed  of  property  or  inoome  exceeding 
eight  pounds  a  rear. 

24.  The  Warden  and  FeUows  shall  not  be 
required  to  elect  to  more  than  three  Scbolarabips 
in  any  one  year. 

25.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Waiden  and  Fel- 
lows to  add  to,  diminish,  or  otherwise  alter  from 
time  to  time,  as  they  shall  deem  expedient,  the 
Board  appointed  for  the  election  of  Scholars,  pro- 
vided that  the  Warden  shall  always  remain  a 
member  of  the  Board. 

26.  The  Exhibiticns  of  the  fonndation  of  Sr 
Benjamin  Maddox.  the  Exhibitions  of  the  foanda- 
tion  of  Mr.  Gvoodrich  for  three  Scholars  of  the 
College  and  the  Exhibition  of  the  foundation  of 
Mr.  Gerard,  shall,  as  the  same  become  vacant,  not 
be  filled  up,  but  all  the  emoluments  thereof  respec- 
tively shall,  from  and  after  the  next  vacancy,  be 
divided  equally  in  every  year  among  the  Scholars 
of  the  College. 

27.  The  Exhibitions  of  Dr.  Hody^s  foandatioo 
shall  be  tenable  for  four  years  from  the  day  of 
election  inclusive,  and  no  longer,  and  the  inteUee- 
tual  qualifications  of  the  candidates  shall,  before 
every  election,  be  tested  by  a  competitive  exami- 
nation in  such  subjects  connected  with  the  porpoaes 
of  that  foundation  as  the  electors  shall  determine* 

28.  The  Warden  and  Fellows  shall  not,  by  rea- 
son of  any  clause  or  provision  in  the  »-ietitf»^g 
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Statotes  of  the  College,  be  prohibited  or  restrained 
from  dividing  amongst  themselves,  or  otherwise 
disposing  of  the  clear  surplus  of  the  corporate 
revenues  of  the  College,  as  thej  might  have  done 
if  the  Statutes  had  contained  no  such  clause  or 
provision. 

29.  The  power  of  depriving  the  Warden  for 
such  causes  as  according  to  the  Statutes  of  the 
College  in  force  for  the  time  being  shall  require 
deprivation,  shall  be  vested  in  the  Visitor  alone, 
and  shall  be  exercised  by  him,  after  due  inquiry, 
upon  the  petition  of  the  major  part  of  all  the 
Fellows  ;  and  the  power  of  depriving  Fellows  for 
such  causes  as  according  to  the  Statutes  of  the 
College  in  force  for  the  time  being  shall  require 
deprivation,  shall  be  vested  in  the  Warden  and^ 
Fellows,  and  shall  be  exercised  by  the  vote  of  the 
xxuQor  part  of  the  Warden  and  all  the  Fellows, 
subject  only  to  such  appeal  to  the  Visitor  as  is 
herein -after  provided  ;  and  the  power  of  depriving 
Scholars  for  such  causes  as  according  to  the  Sta* 
tutes  of  the  College  in  force  for  the  time  being 
shall  require  deprivation,  shall  be  vested  in  the 
persons  in  whom  the  election  of  Scholars  is  or 
shall  be  vested,  and  shall  be  exercised  by  the  vote 
of  the  miyor  part  of  such  persons,  subject  only  to 
such  appeal  to  the  Visitor  as  is  herein-  aft«r  pro- 
vided :  Provided,  that  this  clause  shall  not  affect 
the  Visitor's  power  (if  any)  of  depriving  by  his 
own  authority  any  member  of  the  College. 

30.  The  Warden  and  Fellows  may  deprive  any 
Exhibitioner  of  his  Exhibition  for  any  misconduct 
which,  in  their  judgment,  shall  merit  deprivation. 

81.  Whenever  there  sh>ill  be  no  duly  qualified 
candidate  for  a  vacant  Fellowship  or  Scholarship 
whom  the  electors  shall  judge  of  sufficient  merit 
for  election,  and  whenever  a  Fellowship  or  Scholar- 
ship shall  fall  vacant,  and  there  shall  not  be  time 
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to  gire  the  notice  herein-before  directed  beftwe 
the  day  of  election,  the  Section  shell  be  poetponed 
to  eome  other  daj,  to  be  fixed  bj  the  Wurden  and 
Fellows  for  the  purpose,  not  later  than  the  next 
ensuing  stated  day  of  election  in  the  ease  of  a 
Fellowship  of  Fellows,  and  in  the  case  of  a  Sdiolar- 
ship  of  Scholars  ;  and  every  snch  postponed  elec- 
tion shall  be  held  and  condacted  in  the  mne 
manner,  and  afltor  the  same  preyioiia  notice^  as  if 
there  had  been  no  postponement 

32.  The  Warden  and  Fellows  may  from  time 
to  time  regulate  as  they  shall  think  fit  the  duties 
and  emolument  of  the  ofiicera  of  the  Collie,  and 
the  modes  of  their  appointment  or  election,  and 
may  institute  such  new  offices  as  they  shall  deem 
expedient  for  the  better  management  of  the  affidrs 
of  the  College  and  the  instruction  and  discipline 
of  its  members,  and  may  assign  to  such  new  offices 
such  stipends  or  emoluments  as  the  Warden  and 
Fellows  shall  think  proper  :  Provided  that  it  diall 
be  lawful  for  the  Visitor,  upon  the  petition  of  the 
Warden,  or  any  one  or  more  of  the  Fellows,  or  of 
any  officer  of  the  College  whose  stipend  or  emdn- 
ments  may  haye  been  diminished  in  exercise  of 
the  foregoing  power,  to  disallow  snch  regulation 
or  assignment,  if  he  shall  think  fit :  Proyidod  aiso» 
that  the  Wardenship  shall  not  be  deemed  aa  ofioe 
within  the  meaning  of  this  clause. 

83.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  iny  Fellow  of  the 
College  to  be  elected  to  and  hold  a  Chaplaincy  in 
the  College  without  vacating  his  Fellowship. 

84.  The  Warden  and  Fellows  shall,  at  the  fiist 
stated  general  meeting,  or  as  soon  afterwards  as 
conveniently  may  be,  make  regulations  for  the 
daily  performance  of  Divine  Service,  according  to 
the  Lituigy  of  the  United  Church  of  England  and 
Ireland,  within  the  College,  during  full  Term  and 
at  such  other  tinies  as  they  shall  tUnk  proper,  and 
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for  attendance  on  the  same,  and  may  vary  such 
regulations  from  time  to  time ;  but  such  regulationa 
shall  be  made  and  varied  at  stated  general  meetings 
only,  and  the  Visitor  shall  have  power  to  disallow 
and  annul  any  such  regulations,  or  any  variation 
thereof.  In  the  meantime,  and  until  such  regula* 
tions  can  be  made,  the  Warden  and  Fellows  may 
at  any  ordinary  meeting  or  meetings  make  provi- 
sional regulations  for  the  same  purposes.  The 
provisions  of  the  existing  Statutes  relating  to 
Divine  Service  shall  be  henceforth  void. 

35.  In  case  the  Warden  or  any  Fellow  of  the 
College. shall  contumaciously  cease  to  conform  to 
the  Liturgy  of  the  United  Church  of  England  and 
Ireland  as  by  Law  established,  such  contumacioos 
ceasing  to  conform  shall  be  a  cause  for  depriving 
the  Warden  of  his  Wardenship,  and  any  such 
Fellow  of  his  Fellowship. 

36.  The  oaths  prescribed  by  the  existing  Statues 
shall  not  hereafter  be  taken.  But  every  person 
elected  or  admitted  to  any  place  or  office,  on  elec- 
tion or  admission  to  which  an  oath  is  now  required, 
shall  at  the  time  of  his  election  or  admission  take 
an  oath  or  make  a  declaration,  as  the  Warden  and 
Fellows  shall  by  resolution  determine,  to  the  effect 
that  he  will  faithfully  perform  the  duties  of  such 
place  or  office  and  obey  the  Statutes  and  Byelaws 
of  the  College  in  force  for  the  time  being  so  far  as 
they  may  concern  him  ;  and  the  electors  to  any 
place  or  office,  before  electing  to  which  an  oath  is 
now  required,  (not  being  an  annual  office,)  shall, 
before  electing,  take  an  oath  or  make  a  declaration, 
aa  the  Warden  and  FeUows  shall  by  resolution 
determine,  to  the  effect  that  they  will  elect  the 
person  best  qualified  in  their  judgment  for  such 
place  or  office. 

37.  There  shall  be  two  stated  general  meetings 
at  least  of  the  Warden  and  Fellows  in  every  year, 
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on  Bach  dajs  as  the  Warden  and  Fdlows  diaO 
Appoint.  Any  stated  general  meeting  maj  be 
ac|joumed  bj  resolution  of  the  ni<jeling  to  a  day  to 
be  specified  in  the  resolution.  The  vote  of  the 
Warden  shall  be  counted  as  two  votes  at  all  Collie 
meetings,  in  the  election,  admission,  and  depriva* 
tion  of  Fellows,  and  in  the  election  and  deprivation 
of  Scholars  and  deprivation  of  Exhibitioners.  Sab- 
jeet  to  the  foregoing  provision,  and  except  in 
cases  in  which  the  concurrence  of  any  specified 
proportion  of  the  Warden  and  Fellows,  or  the 
consent  of  the  Warden,  is  hereby  made  requisite, 
eveiy  question  arising  at  any  Odlege  meeting 
shall  be  determined  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  of 
those  present.  Whenever  the  votes  shall  be  equal, 
the  Warden  shall  have  an  additional  casting  vote. 
Any  statute,  rule,  or  usage  of  the  College  which 
prohibits  or  restrains,  expressly  or  by  implication, 
any  person  present  at  any  College  meeting  from 
bringing  forward  thereat  any  question  which  he 
may  think  proper,  or  from  having  such  qnestioa 
pat  to  the  vote,  shall,  so  far  as  regards  such  pro- 
hibition or  restraint,  I  ^  henceforth  void :  Provided, 
that  the  Warden  and  Fellows  may  make  from  time 
to  time  such  sules  for  regulating  the  proceedings 
at  CoU^e  meetings,  and  for  determining  what 
business  shall  be  transacted  thereat,  and  for  fixing 
(if  they  shall  think  fit)  the  notice  to  be  given 
before  bringing  forward  any  question,  as  they  shall 
deem  expedient. 

38.  The  power  which  is  given  by  the  existing 
Statutes  to  the  Sub*  Warden  to  vet  in  place  of  the 
Warden,  and  the  power  of  any  officer  of  the  Col- 
lege who  may  hereafter  be  authorized  by  any 
Statute  or  Byelaw  to  act  in  place  of  the  Warden, 
shall  be  deemed  to  extend  to  aU  the  acts  which 
the  Warden  is  hereby  authorized  or  directed  to 
d<^  except  the  giving  consent  to  any  regalation. 
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commutation,  or  diminution  of  the  Warden's  emo* 
luments. 

89.  The  particular  provisions  of  the  existing 
Statutes  respecting  the  subjects  and  hours  of  study 
and  instruction  within  the  Ck^ege,  the  disputa* 
tions  and  other  exercises  to  be  performed  hj  ita 
members  ;  and  respecting  the  dress,  conversation, 
recreations,  and  other  personal  habits  of  the  mem- 
bers  of  the  College,  and  the  hours  and  conditions 
of  their  going  bevond  tlie  precincts  thereof ;  and 
respecting  the  meals  of  the  members  of  the  Col* 
lege,  and  the  mode  of  serving  and  conducting  the 
same  ;  and  respecting  the  punishment  of  offences, 
not  being  such  as  require  deprivation ;  and  respect- 
ing the  distribution  of  the  rooms,  and  the  use  of 
the  Common  Hall  and  other  common  rooms  or 
buildings,  of  the  College  ;  and  respecting  the  use 
of  the  library  ;  and  respecting  the  times  of  open- 
ing and  closing  the  gates  and  doors  of  the  Col- 
lege ;  and  respecting  the  reading  of  the  Statutes ; 
and  respecting  the  service  of  the  College,  and  the 
number,  duties,  and  payment  of  the  servants  of 
the  same;  and  respecting  progresses  and  other 
matters  relative  to  the  supervision  of  the  property 
of  the  College  ;  and  respecting  the  custody  and 
inspection  of  the  monies,  plate,  and  other  goods  of 
the  College  other  than  the  muniments  and  seal, 
shall  be  henceforth  void.  The  Warden  and  Fel- 
lows shall  from  time  to  time  make  such  regulationa 
as  they  may  deem  necessary  or  desirable  for 
effecting  the  main  objecrs  which  the  aforesaid 
particular  provisions  or  any  of  theqi  are  respec- 
tively intended  to  effect;  and  may  enforce  such 
regulations  by  such  penalties  as  they  shall  think 
fit,  subject  to  such  right  of  appeal  to  the  Visitor 
on  the  part  of  any  person  who  may  deem  himself 
aggrieved  thereby  as  in  herein-after  provided. 

40.  If  in  any  case  it  shall  appear  to  the  Visitor 
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that  by  reason  of  any  change  in  the  valae  of 
money  any  specific  sum  fixed  by  this  Ordinaiiee, 
or  which  may  be  hereafter  fixed  in  exercise  of  any 
power  giyen  by  this  Ordinance,  has  become  in- 
safildent  or  excessive,  and  that  such  insufficiency 
or  excess  is  productive  of  injustice  or  hardship,  or 
is  injurious  to  the  general  interests  of  the  CoIJeget 
it  sludL  be  lawful  for  the  Visitor  from  time  to  time, 
for  the  purpose  of  correcting  or  obviating  soeh 
injustice,  hardship,  or  injury,  to  direct  that  soch 
annnal  sum  shall  be  increased  or  diminished  as  be 
shall  think  fit,  and  the  increased  or  diminished 
sum  shall  thenceforth  be  substituted  for  and  stand 
in  the  place  of  the  sum  originally  fixed  as  afore- 
said. 

41.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Visitor  in  person, 
or  by  his  Commissary  or  /Commissaries  duly  ap- 
pointed, whenever  he  shall  deem  it  expedient  for 
enforcing  the  due  observance  of  the  Statutes  in 
force  for  the  time  being  to  do  so,  without  any 
request  or  application  by  the  College  or  any  of  its 
members,  to  visit  the  College,  and  to  exercise  at 
such  visitation  all  the  powers  which  are  by  law 
incident  to*  the  office  of  Greneral  Visitor  of  the 
College,  any  Statute  or  usage  of  tlic  College  to  tlM> 
contrary  notwithstanding.  It  shall  ^be  lawful  for 
the  Visitor  at  any  visitation,  or,  if  he  shall  think 
fit.  at  other  times,  to  require  the  Warden  and  Pel- 
k>ws  to  answer  in  writing,  touching  any  mattex  as 
to  which  the  Visitor  may  deem  it  <:xpedient  to 
inquire,  for  the  purpose  of  satisfying  himself 
whether  the  Statutes  in  force  for  the  time  being 
are  duly  observed. 

42.  As  often  as  any  question  shall  arise  on 
which  the  Warden  and  Fellows  shall  be  unable  to 
agree,  depending  wholly  or  in  part  on  the  con- 
struction of  any  of  the  Statutes  of  the  College  in 
force  for  the  time  being  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
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Warden  and  Fellows,  or  for  the  Warden  or  «aj 
three  of  the  Fellows  to  submit  the  same  to  the 
Visitor;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Visitor  to 
dedare  what  is  the  true  construction  of  such 
Statute  or  Statute  with  reference  to  the  case  sub- 
raitted  to  him. 

43*  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Warden  or  of  anj 
Fellow,  if  he  shall  conceive  himself  aggrieved  by 
any  act  or  decision  of  the  Warden  and  Fellows, 
and  for  any  Scholar  or  Exhibitioner  who  may 
have  been  deprived  of  his  Scholarship  or  Exhi- 
bition,  to  appeal  against  such  act  or  decision  or 
sentence  to  the  Visitor;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
the  Visitor  to  adjudicate  on  svch  appeal,  and  to 
disallow  and  annul  such  act  or  decision,  and  to 
reverse  or  vary  such  sentence  as  he  shall  deem 
just. 

44.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Visitor,  either 
prcprio  motu,  or  on  the  complaint  of  the  Warden 
or  any  of  the  Fellows,  to  disallow  and  annul  any 
byelaw  or  resolution  of  the  Warden  and  Fellows 
which  shall,  in  the  Visitor's  judgment,  be  repug- 
nant to  any  of  the  Statutes  of  the  College  in  force 
for  the  time  being. 

45.  Any  provision  of  the  existing  Statutes 
whereby  any  member  of  the  College  may  be  pro- 
hibited or  restrained  from  calling  for  a  copy  of 
charges  made  against  him  before  the  Visitor  or  his 
Commissary,  qjr  for  the  names  or  names  of  the 
person  or  persons  making  such  charges  shall  be 
henceforth  void, 

46.  The  Warden  and  Fellows,  by  a  migority 
consisting  of  not  less  than  two-thirds  of  the  votes 
of  those  present,  the  vote  of  the  Warden  being 
counted  as  two  votes,  may  from  time  to  time,  a^ 
any  stated  general  meeting,  subject  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the  section  numbered  XL.  in  the 
Queen's  Printers'  copy  of  the  said  Act,  amend  the 
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Statutes  of  the  College  in  foroe  for  the  time  being, 
with  the  consent  of  the  Visitor. 

47.  Wherever  the  words  "the  Fellows,*  or 
**the  Warden  and  FellowSy**  are  used  in  this 
Ordinance,  the  word  <*  Fellows"  shall  mean  actnal 
Fellows,  and  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be 
construed  to  give  to  Probationers  any  power  which 
they  would  not  have  had  if  this  Ordinance  had  not 
been  made. 

48.  This  Ordinance  shall  be  without  prejudice 
to  any  existing  interest  (being  such  an  interest  as 
is  intended  to  be  saved  bj  the  said  Act)  of  any 
member  of  the  College,  and  shall  be  construed  to 
speak  and  take  effect  as  if  framed  immediately 
before  the  approval  thereof  by  Her  Majesty  in 
Council.

WHEEEAS  the  Commissioners  appointed 
for  the  purposes  of  the  Act  of  the  lYth  and 
18th  Vict.,  cap.

*'  and  extension  of  the  University  of  Oxford,  of 
"  the  Colleges  therein,  and  of  the  College  of  Sunt 
<<Mary,  Winchester,*'  have  framed  the  following 
OsDiiTAKCS,  d^ted  the  28th  day.  of  March,  1857, 
in  relation  to  Tbikitt  College,  in  the  UirmB>

Act;  Air  J)  KOTioE  is  hereby  given,  that  it  is 
lavrfiol  for  the  bodie»  or  persons  mentioned  in  the 
25th  section  of  that  Act,  within  one  month  after 
this  publication,  to  petition  Her  Majesty  in  Coun- 
cil against  the  approbation  of  the  said  Ordinance, 
or  of  any  part  therefore.

OEDINANCE  framed  by  the  Commissionbbs 
appointed  for  the  Purposes  of  the  Statttte 
l7th  and  18th  Vict.,  c.  81,  in  relation  to 
Tbutitt  Collsqs  in  the  XJirivEESiTT  or 

OXFOBP. 

We,  the  Commissioners  appointed  for  the  pur- 
poses of  an  Act  passed  in  the  seventeenth  and 
eighteenth  years  of  the  reign  of  Her  Majesty 
Queen  Victoria,  intituled  "An  Act  to  make  fur- 
"ther  Provision  for  the  good  government  and 
"  extension  of  the  University  of  Oxford,  of  the 
''  CoJleges  therein,  and  of  the  College  of  Saint 
"  Mary  Winchester,"  do,  in  execution  of  the 
powers  given  to  us  by  the  said  Act,  ordain  as 
follows,  in  relation  to  Trinity  College  in  the  said 
University. 

1.  In  elections  to  the  office  of  President  of  the 
said  College,  no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  pre- 
ference by  reason  of  his  place  of  birth,  or  of  his 
being  or  having  been  a  Fellow  of  the  College. 
The  electors  shall  choose  the  person  (being  other- 
wiee  duly  qualified  according  to  the  Statutes  of 
the  College  in  force  for  the  time  being),  who  in 
their  judgment  shall  be  most  fit  for  the  govern- 
ment of  the  College  as  a  place  of  religion,  learn- 
ing, and  education. 

2.  The  President  shall  be  required  to  reside 
in  the  College  seven  calendar  months  at  least  in

each  year,  whereof  six  weeks  at  least  shall  be  in 
each  Term,  Easter  and  Trinity  Terms  being  for 
this  purpose  considered  as  one  Term :  Provided 
that  in  case  of  the  President's  sickness,  or  for  any 
other  urgent  cause,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
Visitor  to  dispense  with  the  President's  residence 
for  such  a  period  as  may  seem  to  the  Visitor  to  be 
reouired  by  the  necessities  of  the  caae.  This  re- 
gulation shall  take  effect  in  lieu  of  the  prorisions 
of  the  existing  Statutes  relating  to  the  residence 
of  the  President. 

3.  The  President  and  Fellows  may  at  any  time 
hereafter,  if  they  shall  think  fit,  commute  the 
emoluments  of  the  Presidentship,  whoUy  or  par- 
tially, for  a  stipend  or  annual  sum  of  money 
payable  in  any  other  manner  out  of  the  reTenneti 
of  the  College,  or  for  a  certain  proportion  oi  the 
said  revenues ;  and  may  fix  the  time  at  which 
such  commutation  shall  take  effect,  and  may  abo 
from  time  to  time  regulate,  increase,  or  diminish 
the  President's  emoluments,  whether  commuted 
or  uncomrouted,  as  they  shall  think  proper:  Pro- 
vided that  no  exercise  of  this  power  shall  affect 
the  person  then  being  President  without  his  con- 
sent: Provided  also,  that  the  Visitor,  upon  tiie 
petition  of  the  President  or  of  any  one  or  more  of 
the  Fellows,  may  disallow  any  such  commutation, 
regulation,  increase  or  diminution,  if  he  shall 
think  fit. 

4.  If  at  any  time  it  shall  appear  that  the  Pre- 
sident has  become  permanently  incapable  of  per- 
forming the  duties  of  his  office,  the  Vice-President 
shall,  upon  the  request  of  any  three  or  more 
Fellows,  convene  a  meeting  of  tne  Fellows,  after 
notice  sent  to  such  of  them  as  may  be  within  the 
United  Kingdom,  for  the  consideration  of  the 
matter ;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  a  majority  of 
the  Fellows  present  at  such  meeting  to  pieseiit 
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a  petition  to  the  Visitor,  setting  forth  thecircuro- 
atances  of  the  case,  and  praying  the  Visitor  to 
inquire  into  the  truth  of  them ;  and  the  Visitor 
shall  institute  such  inquiry  accordingly.  And  if 
upon  such  inquiry,  or  upon  a  petition  presented 
bj  the  President,  (as  the  case  may  he,)  it  shall 
appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Visitor  that  the 
President  has  become  permanently  incapable  of 
perfonning  his  duties,  then  the  Visitor  shall 
nominate  one  of  such  three  Eellows  as,  by  the 
vote  of  the  greatest  number  of  the  Fellows  pre- 
sent' at  a  meeting  convened  by  the  Vice-Presi- 
dent, shall  be  presented  to  him,  to  be  Pro-Presi- 
dent of  the  College,  and  shall  assign  to  him  for 
his  maintenance,  in  addition  ta  his  Fellowship,  so 
much  (not  exceeding  one-third)  of  the  President's 
emoluments  as  the  Visitor  shall  think  fit ;.  pro- 
vided -that  the  President  shall  be  at  liberty  to 
retain  his  lodgings.  And  such  Pro-President 
shall,  so  long  as  the  President  shall  retain  his 
office  and  be  incapable  of  performing  its  duties, 
receive  the  proportion  so  assigned  to  him,  and 
shall  exercise  and  perform  all  the  functions  and 
duties,  and  haye  all  the  powers  and  authorities  of 
President,  except  the  power  of  consenting  to  any 
commutation,  regulation,  or  diminution  of  the 
President's  emoluments,  and  shall  be  bound  to 
residence  in  the  same  manner,  and  shall  be  liable 
to  deprivation  for  the  same  causes,  and  in  the 
same  manner.  If  any  Pro-President  shall  die, 
resign  his  office,  vacate  or  be  deprived  of  his  Fel- 
lowship, or  become  incapable,  the  Visitor  shall 
appoint  a  new  Pro-President  in  the  same  manner. 
It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Visitor,  if  at  any  time 
he  shall  be  satisfied  that  the  President's  incapa- 
city has  ceased,  and  that  he  is  capable  of  perform- 
ing the  duties  of  his  office,  to  reinstate  him  in  his 
powers  and  functions,  and  in  the  receipt  of  his 
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whole  emoluments.  These  provisions  shall  take 
effect  in  lieu  of  the  provisions  of  the  existing 
Statutes  relating  to  the  President's  incapacity. 

5.  In  elections  to  Fellowships  within  the  College, 
no  person  shall  be  either  entitled  to  preference 
or  ineligible  by  reason  of  his  place  of  birth  or  place 
of  education,  or  of  the  place  of  residence  of  his 
parents,  or  of  his  pecuniary  circumstances,  or  of  his 
tiaving  or  not  having  taken  any  degree,  or  of  his 
being  or  not  being  a  Scholar  of  the  College,  and 
no  person  shall  be  ineligible  by  reason  of  hia  not 
being  instructed  in  plain  song,  or  of  his  having 
any  canonical  impediment  disqualifying  him  for 
Holy  Orders,  or  by  reason  of  any  Statute  limiting 
the  number  of  Fellowships  tenable  at  any  one 
time  by  natives  of  the  same  county :  Provided  that 
no  person  shall  be  eligible  who  shall  not  have 
passed  all  the  examinations  required  by  the  Uni- 
versity for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  or  who 
shall  be  in  possession  of  any  benefice,  property, 
pension  or  office  which,  if  acquired  after  election, 
would  have  disqualified  him  for  continuing  a 
Fellow. 

6.  Thirty  days  at  least  before  the  day  of  elec* 
tion  to  a  Fellowship  notice  of  every  intended 
election,  of  the  number  of  vacancies  to  be  filled 
up,  and  of  the  conditions  of  election,  shall  be 
given  by  the  President  in  such  manner  as  he  shall 
deem  best  adapted  to  secure  publicity. 

7.  The  intellectual  qualifications  of  the  candi- 
dates for  Fellowships  shall  be  tested  by  an  exami« 
nation  in  such  subjects  connected  with  the  studies 
of  the  University  as  the  President  and  Fellows 
shall  determine ;  provided  that  the  system  of  ex- 
aminations shall  be  such  as  shall  render  Fellow- 
ships accessible,  from  time  to  time,  to  excellence 
in  every  branch  of  knowledge  for  the  tine  being 
recognized  in  the  Schools  of  the  University ;  and 
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the  President  and  Fellows  shall  elect  a  candidate, 
being  otherwise  duly  qualified  according  to  the 
Statutes  in  force  for  the  time  being,  who,  after 
such  examination,  shall  appear  to  them  to  be  of 
the  greatest  merit,  and  most  fit  to  bo  a  Fellow  of 
the  College  as  a  place  of  religion,  learning,  and 
education. 

8.  Every  Fellow  of  the  College  shall  be  entitled 
t-o  be  present,  and  to  vote  at  any  meeting  held  for 
the  admission  of  any  person,  after  the  year  of 
probation,  to  a  Fellowship. 

9.  Every  person  elected  to  a  Fellowship  shall 
be  entitled  to  receive,  during  the  year  of  pro- 
bation, the  same  emoluments  as  if  he  had  been 
admitted  an  actual  Fellow. 

10.  Every  Fellow  who  shall  be  instituted  to  an 
ecclesiastical  benefice,  or  shall  become  entitled 
either  by  descent  or  devolution,  or  by  virtue  of 
any  testamentary  or  other  gift  or  settl^nent,  to 
property,  or  to  any  Government  pension,  or  be 
admitted  to  any  office  tenable  for  life  or  during 
good  behaviour  (not  being  an  academical  office 
within  the  University  of  Oxford),  and  who  shall 
retain  such  benefice,  property,  pension,  or  office, 
for  twelve  calendar  months  from  the  day  of  insti- 
tution, accession,  or  admission  thereto,  shall  if  the 
annual  value  of  such  ecclesiastical  benefice  (being 
a  benefice  with  cure  of  souls)  clear  of  deduc- 
tions (except  for  property  or  income-tax)  shall 
exceed  three  hundred  pounds,  or  if  the  annual 
inoome  derivable  by  him  from  such  property,  pen- 
sion,  or  office,  or  from  any  ecclesiastical  benefice 
without  cure  of  souls,  or  from  any  two  or  more 
of  the  above-mentioned  sources,  (including  or  not 
including  a  benefice  with  cure  of  souls,)  clear  of 
deductions,  as  aforesaid,  shall  exceed  four  hun- 
dred pounds,  vacate  his  Fellowship  at  the  expira- 
tion of  such  twelve  calendar  months,  and  for  this 
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purpose  the  income  which  the  estimated  value  of 
any  property  would  produce,  if  inyested  in  Three 
pounds  per  centum  Consolidated  Annuities  at  the 
price  current  at  the  time  of  the  aoouisition  thereof, 
shall,  in  case  of  doubt,  be  consiaered  to  be  the 
income  derivable  from  such  property.  The  word 
"  property  *'  shall  in  this  clause  include  any  estate 
or  interest  in  possession  in  any  property  real  or 
personal.  In  Iny  case  in  whd'the^riper^  or 
sources  of  income,  may  have  been  acquired  at 
several  times,  the  latest  time  at  which  any  part  of 
such  property,  or  any  of  such  sources  of  income, 
shall  have  been  acquired,  shall,  in  construing 
this  clause,  be  considered  as  the  time  of  the 
acquisition  of  the  whole  thereof.  Except  as 
aforesaid,  no  Fellow  shall  be  disqualified  for  re* 
taining  his  Fellowship  by  reason  of  his  having 
become  possessed  of  any  property  or  income^  or 
been  instituted  to  any  benefice. 

1 1.  In  certain  excepted  cases  Fellows  may  be 
elected  and  admitted  without  public  notice  of  the 
vacancy,  and  without  examination,  and  without  the 
period  of  probation  required  by  the  Statutes,  and 
although  the  persons  elected  be  married,  and 
although  they  be  in  possession  of  anv  benefice, 
property,  pension,  or  office,  which  would  in  ordi* 
nary  cases  render  the  possessor  ineligible,  and  al- 
though they  may  not  have  passed  the  examina- 
tions required  by  the  University  for  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Arts,  provided  such  persons  are  other- 
vdse  qualified  for  election.  The  excepted  cases 
shall  be  as  follows : — 

(a.)  Any  Professor  or  Public  Lecturer  within 
the  University  for  whose  election  a  majority 
of  the  votcB  of  the  President  and  ul  the 
Fellows  shall  have  been  given,  the  Presi- 
dent's vote  being  counted  as  two  votes. 
(b.)  Any  Principal  of  a  Hall  within  the  Uni- 
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▼eraitjy  not  being  a  private  Hall,  and  anj 
person  of  eminence  in  literature,  science,  or 
art,  on  whom  the  TTniversity  in  Conyocation 
shall  have  eonferred  a  degree,  either  by 
diploma  or  by  decree  of  Conyocation,  or 
any  honorary  degree;  provided  that  two- 
thirds  of  the  votes  of  the  President  and  all 
the  Fellows  shall  have  been  given  for  the 
election  of  such  Principal  or  other  person 
as  last  aforesaid,  the  President's  vote  being 
counted  as  two  votes. 
12.  The  election  in  such  excepted  cases  shall 
always  be  held  more  than  thirty  days  before  the 
usual  day  of  election,  and  the  electors  may,  at 
the  time  of  election,  determine  the  rank  which 
the  person  elected  shall  hold  in  the  College,  without 
reference  to  the  date  of  his  election,  provided  that 
aucli.  rank  shall  confer  no  other  than  nonorary  pri- 
vileges ;  provided  also  that  no  married  Fellow  snail 
be  entitled  to  rooms  in  the  College,  nor  to  any 
allowance  in  respect  of  rooma. 

13.  Any  Fellow  who  shall  marry,  or  become 
possessed  of  any  benefice,  property,  pension,  or 
office,  which  would  in  ordinary  cases  disqualify 
him  for  continuing  a  Fellow,  may  nevertheless,  if 
he  shall  then  be  a  Professor  or  Public  Lecturer  in 
the  University,  be  retained  in  his  Fellowship  by  a 
majority  of  the  votes  of  the  President  and  all  the 
Fellows,  or  if  he  shall  be  Principal  of  any  Hall, 
(not  being;  a  private  Hall),  by  two-thirds  of  the 
votes  of  the  President  and  all  the  Fellows,  the  Pre- 
sident's vote  being  in  each  case  counted  as  two 
votes ;  provided  that  this  power  shall  be  exercised, 
if  at  all,  at  some  stated  general  meeting  previous 
to  the  day  on  which  the  Fellowship  would  other- 
wise be  vacated 

14.  Any  Fellow  elected  under  Clause  11,  or 
retained  under  Clause  1 3,  shall  (except  in  the  case 
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hereinaffcer  mentioned)  be  deemed  entitled  there- 
after to  hold  his  FeUowship,  although  be  maj 
afterwards  many  or  become  possessed  of  any  pro- 
perty, pension,  or  office,  or  of  any  benefice  (not 
being  a  benefice  in  the  gift  of  the  CoQege,  the  poo- 
session  of  which  would,  in  ordinary  cases,  be  in- 
compatible with  the  retention  of  a  Fellowship.) 

15.  Any  person  elected  under  Chuue  II,  or  re- 
tained under  Clause  13,  and  being  a  Professor  or 
Public  Lecturer  within  the  University,  who,  at  the 
time  of  his  election  or  retention,  shall  hold  a  bene- 
fice with  cure  of  souls,  and  who  shall  continue  to 
hold  such  benefice  for  six  calendar  months  after- 
wards,  shall  thereby  vacate  his  Fellowship;  and 
no  person  elected  or  retained  under  either  of  the 
said  Glauses  shall,  by  virtue  thereof,  be  enabled  to 
hold  with  his  Fellowship  any  benefice  in  the  gift 
of  the  College,  the  possession  of  which  would*  in 
ordinary  cases,  be  incompatible  with  the  retention 
of  a  Fellowship.  Every  Professor,  Public  Lec- 
turer, or  Principal  of  a  Hall,  elected  or  retained 
under  either  of  the  said  Clauses,  who  shall  cease 
to  hold  such  Professorship,  Public  Lecturership,  or 
Principalship,  and  every  Professor  or  Public  Lee* 
turer  elected  or  retained  as  aforesaid,  who  shall  be 
instituted  to  any  benefice  with  cure  of  souls,  shall 
therebv  vacate  his  Fellowship. 

]  6.  Not  more  than  one  Fellowship  shall  at  any 
one  time  be  held  by  Professors  or  Puolic  Lecturers 
under  the  powers  conferred  by  Clauses  11  and  18 
of  this  Ordinance,  if  and  so  long  as  the  whole 
number  of  Fellowships  within  the  College  shall 
not  exceed  twelve. 

17  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  President  and  Fel- 
lows, at  stated  general  meetings,  to  elect  distin* 
guished  persons  to  Honorary  Fellowships  within 
the  College.  Persons  so  elected  shall  be  termed 
Honorary  Fellows,  and  shall  not  be  entitled  to

vote  on  any  occasion  as  Fellows,  or  to  receive  any 
emolument  whatever,  but  shall  be  entitled  to  enjoy 
such  other  privileges  and  advantap;es  as  the  Presi- 
dent  and  Fellows  shall  by  resolution  from  time  to 
time  determine.  The  conditions  of  eligibility  to 
and  tenure  of  Honorary  Fellowships,  and  the 
mode  of  election  thereto,  may  also  be  determined 
by  the  President  and  Fellows  from  time  to  time. 
Honorary  Fellows  shall  not,  in  the  construction  of 
this  Ordinance,  be  counted  among  the  Fellows  of 
the  College,  nor  Honorary  Fellowships  among  the 
Fellowships  of  the  College. 

18.  Every  Fellow  who  shall  be  elected  to  and 
accept  a  Headship  or  Fellowship  in  any  other  Col- 
lege within  the  U  niversity  shall  thereupon  vacate 
his  Fellowship. 

19.  The  provisions  respecting  the  residence  of 
Fellows  ana  Scholars,  and  the  mode  of  granting 
leave  of  absence  from  the  University  contained  in 
the  existing  Statutes  shall  be  henceforth  void. 
The  President  and  Fellows  shall,  at  the  first  stated 
general  meeting,  or  as  soon  afterwards  as  conve- 
niently may  be,  make  such  regulations  respecting 
the  residence  of  Fellows  and  Scholars  within  the 
University,  and  respecting  the  mode  in  which^and 
the  conditions  under  which,  leave  of  absence  may 
be  granted  to  any  Fellow  or  Scholar,  as  they  may 
deem  expedient  for  the  interests  of  the  College  as 
a  place  of  learning  and  education,  and  may  vary 
such  regulations  m)m  time  to  time,  and  may  en- 
force such  regulations,  if  they  shall  think  fit,  by 
pecuniary  penalties,  and,  in  case  of  contumacious 
non-compliance,  by  deprivation.  Such  regulations 
shall  be  made  and  varied  at  stated  general  meet- 
ings only.  In  the  meantime,  and  until  such  regu- 
lations can  be  made,  the  President  and  Fellows 
may  at  anv  ordinarjr  meeting  or  meetings  make 
provisional    regulations  for  the  same  purposes 
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whieh  shall  be  binding  on  the  members  of  the 
College. 

20.  No  present  or  future  Fellow  shall  bj  reason 
of  anything  contained  in  the  existing  Statutes, 
be  bound,  as  a  condition  of  retaining  his  Fellow- 
ship, to  enter  into  Holy  Orders,  or  not  being  in 
Holy  Orders,  to  study  or  graduate  in  Theology. 
But  if,  at  the  time  of  holding  an  election  to  a 
Fellowship,  there  shall  not  be  seren  Fellows  in 
Holy  Orders,  no  person  shaU  be  eligible  to  such 
▼acant  Fellowship  who  shall  not  then  be  a  Priest 
or  Deacon  of  the  United  Church  of  England  and 
Ireland,  or  have  declared  that  he  intends  to  take 
Holy  Orders  in  the  said  Church«  Every  person 
who  shall  be  elected  after  making  such  dedara- 
tion  shall  be  required  to  take  Deacon's  Orders  at 
the  least  within  two  years  from  the  day  of  his 
election,  or  if  he  shall  not  then  be  of  sufficient 
age,  within  one  year  after  the  time  at  which  he 
shall  be  of  sufficient  age,  and  in  default  tb^^of 
shall  vacate  his  Fellowship :  Provided  that  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  the  President  and  Fellows  in  the 
case  of  sickness,  or  for  any  other  very  urgent 
cause,  to  grant  a  delay  for  a  period  not  exceeding 
six  months. 

21.  The  number  of  Fellowships  within  the  Col- 
lege shall  never  be  less  than  twelve,  unless  the 
Visitor  shall  think  fit,  on  a  petition  in  writing  pre- 
sented and  subscribed  by  the  President,  and  not 
less  than  three-fourths  of  the  Fellows  of  the  Col- 
lege, to  direct  that  the  number  shall  be  diminished 
either  permanently  or  during  any  limited  period, 
by  filling  up  vacancies,  for  the  purpose  either  of 
increasing  the  emoluments  of  tke  President  and 
Fellows,  if  the  same  shall  appear  to  be  insufficient, 
or  of  augmenting  the  number  of  emoluments  of 
the  Scholars  or  Exhibitioners,  or  of  impix>Ting  the 
property  of  the  CoUege,  or  in  order  to  apply  the 
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surplus  income  to  be  obtained  by  such  diminution 
to  any  purpose  specified  in  the  petition,  and 
directly  expedient  for  the  interests  of  the  Col* 
lege  as  a  place  of  religion,  learning,  and  edu- 
cation. 

22.  The  President  and  Fellows  shall,  once  at 
least  in  every  ten  years,  lay  before  the  Visitor  a 
statement  in  writins  of  the  annual  rerenue  and 
expenditure  of  the  College  for  the  preceding  ten 
years,  or  for  the  period  which  may  have  elapsed 
since  the  date  of  the  last  statement  (as  the  case 
may  be) ;  and  shall  also  furnish  to  the  Visitor  such 
additional  information  (if  any)  as  he  shall  require, 
for  enabling  him  to  form  a  judgment  of  the  means 
and  requirements,  and  general  state  and  condition 
of  the  College.  And  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
Visitor  thereupon,  if  it  shall  appear  to  him  that 
the  revenues  of  the  College  are  sufficient  to  afford 
to  each  Fellow  an  average  income  of  more  than 
three  hundred  pounds  a  year,  (exclusive  of  rooms 
or  any  allowance  in  respect  thereof,  but  inclusive  of 
all  other  allowances),  to  direct  either  that  the 
number  of  Fellowships  shall  be  increased,  or  that 
any  part  of  such  revenues  shall  be  applied  in 
increasing  the  number  or  emoluments  of  the 
Scholarships  or  Exhibitions  within  the  College,  or 
shall  be  set  apart  for  general  College  purposes ; 
and  any  sums  which  shall  be  so  set  apart  shall  be 
applied  to  euch  College  purposes  as  the  President 
and  Fellows,  with  the  approbation  of  the  Visitor, 
shall  determine. 

23.  In  elections  to  Scholarships  within  the 
College,  no  person  shall  be  either  entitled  to  pre- 
ference or  ineligible  by  reason  of  his  place  of 
birth  or  education,  or  of  the  place  of  residence  or 
condition  of  his  parents,  and  no  person  shall  be 
ineligible  by  reason  of  his  not  being  instructed  in 
plain  song;    and  any  provision  in  the  existing 
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Statutes  binding  the  electors  to  have  more  regard 
to  the  pecuniary  circumstances  of  candidates,  than 
to  their  moral  or  intellectual  qualifications  shall 
be  void. 

24.  The  Scholars  shall  be  elected  after  an  ex- 
amination of  the  candidates  in  such  subjects,  and 
conducted  in  such  manner,  as  the  President  and 
EellowB  shall  determine,  and  that  candidate,  being 
otherwise  duly  qualified  according  to  the  Statutes 
in  force  for  the  time  being,  shall  be  elected  who, 
after  such  examination,  shsll  appear  to  the  electors 
to  be  of  the  greatest  merit  and  most  fit  to  be  a 
Scholar  of  the  College. 

25.  The  election  of  Scholars  shall  take  place  on 
a  stated  day  or  stated  days  in  each  year  to  be 
appointed  by  the  President  and  Fellows  (subject 
to  the  provision  for  postponement  herein-after 
contained) ;  and  notice  of  such  intended  election, 
and  of  the  number  of  vacancies  to  be  filled  up, 
shall  be  given  by  the  President,  in  such  manner 
as  he  shall  deem  best  adapted  to  ensure  publicity, 
thirty  days  at  least  before  the  day  of  election. 

26.  Bach  Scholar  shall  receive  not  less  than 
sixty  pounds  per  annum  (inclusive  of  all  allow- 
ances) out  of  the  corporate  revenues  of  the  Col> 
lege,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  rooms  within  the 
College  rent-free, 

27.  The  Scholarships  shall  be  tenable  for  twenty 
terms  from  the  date  of  election  (inclusive  of  the 
term  in  which  the  election  shall  have  taken  place) 
and  no  longer;  and  no  Scholar  shall  vacate  his 
Scholarship  by  reason  of  his  having  attained  the 
age  of  twenty-four  years. 

28.  The  President  and  FeUows  shall  not  be  re- 
quired to  elect  to  more  than  three  Scholarships  in 
any  one  year. 

29.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  President  and 
Fellows  to  add  to,  diminish,  or  otherwise  alter 
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from  time  to  time,  as  they  shall  deem  expedient, 
the  Board  appointed  for  the  election  of  Scholars ; 
provided  that  the  President  shall  always  remain  a 
member  of  the  Board. 

30.  In  elections  to  the  Bxhibitions  of  the  foun- 
dation of  Thomas  TJnton,  Clerk,  and  Frederick 
Tylney,  Esquire,  no  person  shall  be  either  entitled 
to  preference  or  ineligible  by  reason  of  his  place 
of  birth,  or  of  his  being  of  the  kindred  of  Thomas 
Unton. 

31.  The  exhibition  of  the  foundation  of  Frede- 
rick Tylney,  Esquire^  shall  be  tenable  for  five 
years  and  no  longer. 

32.  The  President  and  Fellows  shall  not,  by 
reason  of  any  clause  or  provision  in  the  existing 
Statutes  of  the  College,  be  prohibited  or  re- 
strained from  dividing  amongst  themselves  or 
otherwise  disposing  of  the  clear  surplus  of  the 
corporate  revenues  of  the  College  as  they  might 
have  done  if  the  Statutes  had  contained  no  such 
clause  or  provision. 

38.  The  power  of  depriving  the  President  for 
such  causes  as,  according  to  tne  Statutes  of  the 
College  in  force  for  the  time  being  shall  require 
deprivation,  shall  be  vested  in  the  Visitor  alone, 
and  shall  be  exercised  by  him,  after  due  inquiry, 
upon  the  petition  of  the  major  part  of  all  the 
Fellows;  and  the  power  of  depriving  Fellows  for 
such  causes  as,  according  to  the  Statutes  of  the 
College  in  force  for  the  time  being,  shall  require 
deprivation,  shall  be  vested  in  the  President  and 
Fellows,  and  shall  be  exercised  by  the  vote  of  the 
major  part  of  the  President  and  all  the  Fellows, 
subject  only  to  such  appeal  to  the  Visitor  as  is 
hereinafter  provided ;  and  the  power  of  depriving 
Scholars  for  such  causes  as,  according  to  the 
Statutes  of  the  College  in  force  for  the  time 
being,  shall  require  deprivation,  shall  be  vested  in 
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tbe  persons  in  whom  the  election  of  Schokrs  ts 
or  shall  be  vested,  and  shall  be  exercised  by  the 
vote  of  the  major  part  of  such  persona,  subject 
only  to  such  appeal  to  the  Visitor  as  is  hereinafter 
provided:  Provided,  that  this  clause  shall  not 
affect  the  Visitor's  power  (if  any)  of  depriving 
by  his  own  authority  any  member  of  the  College. 

84.  The  President  and  Fellows  may  deprive  any 
Exhibitioner  of  his  Exhibition  for  any  misconduct 
which  in  their  judgment  shall  merit  deprivation. 

35.  Whenever  tibere  shall  be  no  duly  qualified 
candidate  for  a  vacant  FeUowship  or  Scholarship 
whom  the  electors  shall  judge  of  sufficient  merit 
for  election,  and  whenever  a  FeUowship  or 
Scholarship  shall  fall  vacant,  and  there  shall  not 
be  time  to  give  the  notice  herein-before  directed 
before  the  day  of  election,  the  election  shall  bt* 
postponed  to  some  other  day,  to  be  fixed  by  the 
President  and  Fellows  for  the  purpose,  not  later 
than  the  next  ensuing  stated  day  of  election  in 
the  case  of  a  Fellowship  of  Fellows,  and  in  the 
case  of  a  Scholarship  of  Scholars :  and  every  such 
postponed  election  shall  be  held  and  conducted  in 
the  same  manner,  and  after  the  same  previous 
notice,  as  if  there  had  been  no  postponement. 

86.  The  President  and  Fellows  may  from  time 
to  time  regulate  as  they  shall  think  fit  the  dutieia 
and  emolument  of  the  officers  of  the  College,  and 
the  mode  of  their  appointment  or  election,  and 
may  institute  such  new  offices  as  they  shall  deem 
expedient  for  the  better  management  of  the  a&ird 
of  the  College  and  the  instruction  and  discipline 
of  its  members,  and  may  assign  to  such  new 
offices  such  stipends  or  emoluments  as  the  Pre- 
sident and  Fellows  shall  think  proper:  Provided 
that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Visitor,  upon  the 
petition  of  the  President,  or  anv  one  or  mote  of 
the  Fellows,  or  of  any  officer  of  tne  College  who^ 
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stipend  or  emoluments  maj  haye  been  diminiBhed 
in  exercise  of  the  foregoing  power,  to  disallow 
such  regulation  or  assignment,  if  he  shall  think 
fit:  ProTided  also,  thavt  the  Presidentship  shall 
not  be  deemed  an  office  within  the  meaning  of 
this  clause. 

37.  The  President  and  Fellows  shall  at  the  first 
stated  general  meeting,  or  as  soon  afterwards  as 
conTenientlj  may  be,  make  regulations  for  the 
daily  performance  of  Divine  service*  according  to 
the  lAturgv  of  the  United  Church  of  Eng£uid 
and  Ireland,  within  the  College,  during  full  term 
and  at  such  other  times  as  they  shall  thmk  proper, 
and  for  attendance  on  the  same,  and  may  vary 
such  regulations  from  time  to  time;  but  suon 
regulations  shall  be  made  and  varied  at  stated 
general  meetings  only,  and  the  Visitor  shall  have 
power  to  disallow  and  annul  any  such  regulations, 
or  any  variation  thereof.  In  the  meantime,  and 
until  such  regulations  can  be  made,  the  President 
and  FeUows  may  at  any  ordinary  meeting  or 
meetings  make  provisional  regulations  for  the' 
same  purposes.  The  provisions  of  the  existing 
Statutes  relating  to  Divine  service  shall  be  hence- 
forth void. 

88.  In  case  the  President  or  any  Fellow  of  the 
College  shall  contumaciously  cease  to  conform  to 
the  Liturgy  of  the  United  Church  of  England 
and  Ireland  as  by  law  established,  such  contu- 
macious ceasing  to  conform  shall  be  a  cause  for 
depriving  the  President  of  his  Presidentship,  and 
any  such  Fellow  of  his  Fellowship. 

39.  The  oaths  prescribed  by  the  existing  Sta- 
tutes shall  not  hereafter  be  taken,  but  every 
person  elected  or  admitted  to  any  place  or  office, 
on  election  or  admission  to  which  an  oath  is  now 
required,  shall,  at  the  time  of  his  election  or  ad- 
mission, take  an  oath  or  make  a  declaration,  aa  the 
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President  and  Fellows  shall  by  resolution  deter- 
mine, to  the  effect  that  he  will  faithfully  perform 
the  duties  of  such  place  or  office  and  obey  the 
Statutes  and  Bjelaws  of  the  College  in  force  for 
the  time  being,  so  far  as  they  may  concern  him; 
and  the  electors  to  any  place  or  office  before 
electing  to  which  an  oath  is  now  required  (not 
being  an  annual  office)  shall,  before  electing,  take 
an  oath  or  make  a  declaration,  as  the  President 
and  Eellows  shall  by  resolution  determine,  to  the 
effect  that  they  will  elect  the  person  best  qualified 
in  their  judgment  for  such  place  or  office. 

40.  There  shall  be  two  stated  general  meetings 
at  least  of  the  President  and  Fellows  in  ererj 
vear,  on  such  days  as  the  President  and  Fellows 
shall  appoint.    Any  stated  general  meeting  may 
be  adjourned,  by  resolution  of  the  meeting,  to  a 
day  to  be  specified  in  the  resolution.     The  con- 
sent or  concurrence  of  the  President  shall  not 
(except  in  any  case  in  which  it  is  hereby  made 
requisite)  be  required  to  make  valid  any  act  or 
resolution  of  the  College,  or  any  election  or  ad- 
mission of  Fellows,  Scholars,  or  College  officers. 
The  vote  of  the  President  shall  be  counted  as  two 
votes  at  all  College  meetings,  in  the  election,  ad- 
mission, and  deprivation  of  Fellows,  and  in  tlie 
election  and  deprivation  of  Scholars,  and  depri- 
vation   of    Exhibitioners,    and    whenever    the 
votes  shall  be  equal  he  shall  have  an  additional 
casting  vote.    Subject  to  the  foregoing  provision, 
and  except  the  cases  in  which  the  concurrence 
of    any  specified    proportion  of   the   President 
and  Fellows,  or  the  consent  of  the  President,  is 
hereby  made  requisite,  every  question  arising  at 
any  meeting  shall  be  determined  by  a  minority  of 
the  votes  of  those  present.    Any  Statute,  rule,  or 
usage  of  the  College  which  prohibits  or  restrains, 
expressly  or  by  implication,  any  person  present  at 
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any  College  meeting  from  bringing  forward  thereat 
any  question  which  he  may  think  proper,  or  from 
haying  such  question  put  to  the  vote,  shall,  so  far 
as  regards  stich  prohibition  or  restraint,  be  hence* 
forth  void :  Provided,  that  the  President  and  Eel- 
lows  may  make  from  time  to  time  such  rules  for 
regulating  the  proceedings  at  College  meetings, 
and  for  determining  what  business  shall  be  trans- 
acted thereat,  and  for  fixing  (if  they  shall  think 
fit)  the  notice  to  be  given  before  bringing  forward 
any  question^  as  they  shall  deem  expedient. 

41.  The  power  which  is  given  by  the  existing 
Statutes  to  the  Vice  President  to  act  in  place  of 
the  President,  and  the  power  of  any  officer  of  the 
College  who  may  hereafter  be  authorized  by  any 
Statute  or  Byelaw  to  act  in  place  of  the  President, 
shall  be  deemed  to  extend  to  all  the  acts  which 
the  President  is  hereby  authorised  or  directed  to 
do,  except  the  giving  consent  to  any  commutation, 
regulation,  or  diminution  of  the  President's  emolu- 
ments. 

42.  The  particular  provisions  of  the  existing 
Statutes  respecting  the  hours  and  subjects  of 
study  and  instruction  within  the  College,  the  dis- 
putations and  other  exercises  to  be  pexformed  by 
ita  members,  and  their  attendance  in  the  Schools 
and  at  the  exercises  of  the  University ;  and  re- 
•pectine  sermons  to  be  preached  by  members  of 
the  College ;  and  respecting  the  devotions,  dress, 
conversation,  recreations,  and  other  personal 
habits  of  the  members  of  the  College,  and  the 
conditions  of  their  goins  beyond  the  precincts 
thereof ;  and  respecting  the  meals  of  the  members 
of  the  College,  and  the  mode  of  serving  and  con- 
ducting the  same ;  and  respecting  the  inquiries 
to  be  made  into  the  life  and  conduct  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  College,  and  the  mode  of  making  the 
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same ;  aad  respecting  the  distribution  of  rooma  ^ 
and  reBpecting  the  use  of  the  Library ;  and  re- 
spectiDg  the  titnes  of  opening  and  cioHing  the 
gates  and  doors  of  the  College;  and  respecting 
the  admission  of  strangers  into  the  precincts  of 
the  College ;  and  respecting  the  admission  of 
Commoners  and  Batellers,  and  respecting  the 
reading  of  the  Statutes ;  and  respecting  the  ser- 
vice of  the  College,  and  the  nunioer,  duties,  and 
payment  of  the  servants  of  the  same ;  and  re- 
specting progresses  and  other  matters  relative  to 
the  supervision  of  the  property  of  the  College : 
and  respecting  the  custody  and  inspection  of  the 
monies,  plate,  and  other  goods  of  the  College, 
other  than  the  muniments  and  seals,  shall  be  void. 
The  President  and  Fellows  shall  from  time  to 
time  make  such  regulations  as  they  may  deem 
necessary  or  desirable  for  effecting  the  main  ob- 
jects, which  the  aforesaid  particular  provisions  or 
any  of  them  are  respectively  intended  to  effect. 
and  may  enforce  sucd  regulations  by  such  penal- 
ties as  they  shall  think  fit,  subject  to  such  right 
of  appeal  to  the  Visitor  on  the  part  of  aiiv  person 
who  may  deem  himself  aggrieved  thereW  aa  is 
hereinafter  provided. 

43.  Any  provision  of  the  existing  Statutes 
whereby  any  member  of  the  College  charged  wito 
an  offence  may  be  prohibited  or  restrained  from 
calling  for  a  copy  of  the  charges  made  against 
him,  or  for  the  name  or  names  of  the  person  or 
persons  making  such  charges,  shall  be  void. 

44.  If  in  any  case  it  shiul  appear  to  the  Visitor 
that  by  reason  of  any  change  in  the  value  of 
money  any  specific  sum  fixed  by  this  Ordinance, 
or  which  may  be  hereafter  fixed  in  exercise  of  any 
power  given  by  this  Ordinance,  haa  become  in- 
sufficient or  excessive,  and  that  such  insuffidencv 
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or  eszcess  is  productive  of  iDJustioe  or  hardship,  or 
is  injurious  to  the  general  interests  of  the  College, 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Visitor  from  time  to 
time  for  the  purpose  of  correcting  or  obviating 
such  injustice,  hardship,  or  injury,  to  direct  that 
such  annual  stt|Q  shall  be  increased  or  diminished 
as  he  shall  think  fit,  and  the  increased  or  di- 
minished sum  shall  thenceforth  be  substituted  for 
and  stand  in  the  place  of  the  sum  originally  fixed 
as  aforesaid. 

45.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Visitor  in  person, 
or  by  his  Commissary  or  Commissaries  duly  ap- 
pointed, once  in  every  ten  years  (or  oftener,  if 
and  whenever  he  shall  deem  it  expedient  for  en- 
forcing the  due  observance  of  the  Statutes  in 
force  for  the  time  being  to  do  so),  without  any 
request  or  application  by  the  College  or  any  of  its 
member^,  to  visit  the  College,  and  to  exercise  at 
such  visitation  all  the  powers  which  are  by  law 
incident  to  the  office  of  General  Visitor  of  a 
College,  any  Statute  or  usage  of  the  College  to 
the  contrary  notwithstandipg.  It  shall  be  lawful 
for  the  Visitor  at  any  such  visitation,  or  if  he 
ahall  think  fit  at  other  times,  to  require  the 
President  and  Fellows  to  answer  in  writing 
touching  any  matter  as  to  which  the  Visitor  may 
deem  it  expedient  to  inquire,  for  the  purpose  of 
satisfying  himself  whether  the  Statutes  in  force 
for  the  time  being  are  duly  observed. 

46.  As  often  as  any  question  shall  arise  on 
which  the  President  and  JPellows  shall  be  unable 
to  agree,  depending  wholly  or  in  part  on  the  con- 
struction of  any  of  the  Statutes  ot  the  College,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  President  and  Fellows,  or 
for  the  President  or  any  three  of  the  Fellows,  to 
submit  the  same  to  the  Visitor;  and  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  Visitor  to  declare  what  is  the  true 
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construction  of  such  Statute  or  Statates  with 
reference  to  the  case  submitted  to  bim. 

47.  It  sball  be  biwful  for  the  President  or  fur 
anj  Fellow  if  he  shall  concoiye  himself  aggriered 
bj  any  act  or  decision  of  the  President  and  Fel- 
lows, and  for  any  Scholar  ^or  Exhibitioner  who 
may  hare  been  deprived  of  his  Schobmhip  or 
Exhibition,  to  appeal  against  such  act  or  decision 
or  sentence  to  the  Visitor ;  and  it  shall  be  lawfnl 
for  the  Visitor  to  adjudicate  on  such  appeal,  and 
to  disallow  and  annul  such  act  or  decision,  and  to 
reverse  or  vary  such  sentence  as  he  shall  deem 
just. 

48.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Visitor,  either 
proprio  niotu,  or  on  the  complaint  of  the  Presi- 
dent or  any  of  the  Fellows,  to  disallow  and  annul 
any  byelaw  or  resolution  of  the  President  and 
Fellows  which  shall,  in  the  Visitor's  judgment^  be 
repugnant  to  any  of  the  Statutes  of  the  College 
in  force  for  the  time  being. 

49.  The  President  and  FeUows,  by  a  majority 
consisting  of  not  less  than  two-thirds  of  the  votes 
of  those  present,  may  £rom  time  to  time,  at  any 
stated  general  meeting,  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  the  section  numbered  XL.  in  the  Queen's 
Printers'  copy  of  the  said  Act,  amend  the  Statutes 
of  the  College,  with  the  consent  of  the  Visitor. 

60.  Wherever  the  words  "the  Fellows,"  or 
"the  President  and  Fellows,"  are  used  in  this 
Ordinance,  the  word  '^  Fellows"  shall  mean  actual 
Fellows,  and  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be 
construed  to  give  to  Probationers  any  power 
which  tliey  would  not  have  had  if  this  Ordinance 
had  not  been  made. 

61,  This  Ordinance  shall  be  without  prejudice 
to  any  existing  interest  (being  such  an  interest  as 
is  intended  to  be  saved  by  the  said  Act),  of  any 
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member  of  the  College,  and  shall  be  coDstrued  to 
speak  and  take  effect  as  if  framed  immediately 
before  the  approval  thereof  bj  Her  Majesty  in 
Council.

said  Ordinance  has  been  this  day  laid  before  Her 
Majesty  in  Council,  the  same  is  published  in  pur- 
suance of  the  provisions  of  the  said  Act;  And 
NOTICE  is  hereby  given,  that  it  is  lawful  for  the 
bodies  or  persons  mentioned  in  the  35th  section  of 
that  Act,  within  one  month  after  this  publication, 
to  petition  Her  Majesty  in  Council  against  the 
approbation  of  the  said  Ordinance,  or  of  any  part 
thereof.

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ORDINANCE  framed  by  the  CoxMissi(nrsas 
appointed  for  the  Purposes  of  the  Statdtb 
17th  and  18th  Vict,  c.

FOBD. 

We,  the  Commissioners  appointed  for  the  pur- 
poses of  an  Act  passed  in  the  seventeenth  and 
eighteenth  Years  of  the  reign  of  Her  Majesty 
Queen  Victoria,  intituled  ^  An  Act  to  make  fur- 
^ther  Provision  for  the  good  government  and 
**  extension  of  the  University  of  C»xford,  of  the 
^'  Colleges  therein,  and  of  the  College  of  Saint 
^^Mary  Winchester,"  do,  in  execution  of  the 
powers  given  to  us  by  the  said  Act,  ordain  as 
follows  in  relation  to  All  Souls  College  in  the  aaid 
University. 

1 .  The  election  of  the  Warden  of  the  said  CoU^e 
shall  be  vested  in  the  Fellows  of  the  College  present 
at  the  time  of  election.  As  soon  as  it  shall  have 
become  known  tliat  a  vacancy  has  occurred  in  the 
office  of  Warden,  the  Sub- Warden,  or  in  his  ab- 
sence the  Senior  Fellow  in  residence,  shall  CMivene 
a  meeting  of  the  Fellows.  Such  meeting  shall 
appoint  a  day  and  hour  for  the  election  of  a  War- 
den, and  the  Sub-Warden,  or  in  his  absence  the 
Senior  Fellow  in  residence,  as  the  ease  may  be, 
shall  convene  a  meeting  of  the  elect(»«  for  that 
day  and  hour.  The  day  of  election  shall  not  be 
less  than  fifteen  nor  more  than  thirty  days  from 
the  day  on  w^hich  the  occurrence  of  the  vacancy 
shall  have  become  known.  No  person  shall  be 
elected  or  appointed  Warden  who  shall  not  be  a 
Master  of  Arts  or  a  Doctor  of  Theology,  Civil 
Law,  or  Medicine;  but  ne  person  shall  be  inca- 
pable of  being  elected  or  appointed  by  reason  of 
his  not  being  or  not  having  been  a  Fellow  of  the 
College.     The  electors  shall  choose,  and  in  case  of 
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lapse,  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  for  the  time 
being  shall  appoint  the  person  (being  otherwise 
duly  qualified  according  to  the  Statutes  in  force 
for  the  time  being)  who,  in  their  or  his  judgment, 
as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be  most  fit  for  the  govern- 
ment of  the  College  as  a  place  of  religion  and 
learning.  'Ihat  person  in  whose  favour  the  great* 
est  number  of  the  electors  shall  have  voted  shall  be 
declared  to  be  elected.  If  the  votes  shall  be  equal, 
the  Sub-Ward«i,  or  in  his  absence  the  Senior 
Fellow  present,  shall  give  an  additional  casting 
vote.  Such  election  being  made,  the  Sub- Warden 
or  Senior  Fellow  present  at  the  election,  as  the 
case  may  be,  shall  forthwith  communicate  to  the 
Visitor  the  name  of  the  person  elected ;  and  the 
Visitor  shall  confirm  the  election,  unless  it  shall 
appear  to  him  that  such  person  is  not  duly  qualified 
according  to  the  Statutes  in  force  for  the  time 
being.  If  the  Visitor  shall  refuse  to  confirm  the 
election,  he  shall  notify  such  refusal  to  the  Sub- 
Warden  or  the  Senior  Fellow  present  at  the  elec- 
tion, as  the  case  roay^  be,  and  the  Fellows  shall, 
within  ten  days  of  such  notification  by  the  Visitor, 
proceed  in  manner  and  form  aforesaid  to  elect  two 
persons  whom  they  shall  consider  duly  qualified  for 
the  office ;  and  the  Sub- Warden,  or  in  his  absence 
the  Senior  Fellow  present  at  the  last-mentioned 
election,  shall  thereupon  communicate  to  the  Visi- 
tor the  names  of  the  persons  so  elected,  of  whom 
the  Visitor  ^all  nominate  one,  being  qualified  as 
aforesaid,  to  be  Warden  of  the  College. 

2.  The  Warden  shall  be  required  to  reside  in  the 
College  seven  calendar  months  at  least  in  each 
year,  whereof  »x  weeks  at  least  shall  be  in  each 
Terin.  Easter  and  Trinity  Terms  being  for  this 
purpose  considered  as  one  Term:  Provided  that  in 
case  of  the  Warden's  sickness,  or  for  any  other 
urgent  cause,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Visitor  to  dis- 
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pcnae  with  the  Warden's  residence  for  such  a  peiiod 
as  maj  seem  to  the  Visitor  to  be  required  bj  the 
necessities  of  the  case.  This  reguUtion  shall  take 
eflfect  in  lieu  of  the  provisions  of  the  existing 
Statutes  relating  to  the  residence  of  the  Warden. 

3.  The  Warden  and  Fellows  may  at  any  time 
hereafter,  if  they  shall  think  fit,  commute  the 
emoluments  of  the  Wardenship,  whdly  or  par- 
tially, for  a  stipend  or  annual  sum  of  money  pay* 
able  in  any  other  manner  out  of  the  revenues  of 
the  College,  or  for  a  certain  proportion  of  the  said 
revenues;  and  may  fix  the  time  at  which  such 
commutation  shall  take  effect,  and  may  also  from 
time  to  time  reguUite,  increase,  or  diminish  the 
Warden's  emoluments,  whether  commuted  or  nn- 
commuted,  as  they  shall  think  proper:  Provided, 
that  no  exercise  of  this  power  shall  affect  the  per- 
son then  being  Warden  without  his  consent:  Pro- 
vided also,  that  the  Visitor,  upon  the  petition  of 
the  Warden  or  of  any  one  or  more  of  the  Fellowa, 
may  disallow  any  such  commutation,  regulation, 
increase,  or  diminution,  if  be  shall  think  fit. 

4.  If  at  any  time  it  shall  appear  that  the  Warden 
has  become  permanently  incapable  of  performing 
the  duties  of  his  oflSce,  the  Sub-  Warden  shall,  upon 
the  request  of  any  three  or  more  Fellows,  convene 
a  meeting  of  the  Fellows,  after  notice  sent  to  such 
of  them  as  may  be  within  the  United  Eangdom,  for 
the  consideration  of  the  matter;  and  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  a  majority  of  the  Fellows  present  at  such 
meeting  to  piresent  a  petition  t;o  the  Visitor,  setting 
forth  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  and  praying 
the  Visitor  to  inquire  into  the  truth  of  them ;  and 
the  Visitor  shall  institute  such  inquiry  accordingly. 
And  if  upon  such  inquiry,  or  upon  a  petition  pre^ 
sented  by  the  Warden  (as  the  case  may  be),  it 
shall  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Visitor  that 
the  Warden  haa  become  permanently  incapable  of 
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performiiig  his  duties,  then  the  Visitor  shall  Jiomi* 
nate  one  of  such  three  Fellows  as,  by  the  vote  of 
the  greatest  number  of  ;the  Fellows  present  at  a 
meeting  convened  by  the  Sub-Warden,  shall  be 
presented  to  him,  to  be  Pro- Warden  of  the  College, 
and  shall  assign  to  him  for  his  maintenance,  in 
addition  to  his  Fellowship,  so  much  (not- exceeding 
one-third)  of  the  Warden's  emoluments  as  the 
Visitor  shall  think  fit ;  provided  that  the  Warden 
shall  be  at  liberty  to  retain  his  lodgings.  And 
sach  Pro- Warden  shall,  so  long  as  the  Warden 
shall  retain  his  office  and  be  incapable  of  perform- 
ing its  duties,  receive  the  proportion  so  assigned  to 
him,  and  shall  exercise  and  perform  all  the  func- 
tions and  duties,  and  have  all  the  powers  and 
aathorities  of  Warden  except  the  power  of  con- 
senting to  any  commutation,  regulation,  or  dimi- 
nution of  the  Warden's  emoluments,  and  shall  be 
bound  to  residence  in  the  same  manner,  and  shall 
be  liable  to  deprivation  for  the  same  causes,  and  in 
the  same  manner.  If  any  Pro- Warden  shall  die, 
resign  his  office,  vacate  or  be  deprived  of  his  Fel- 
lowship, or  become  incapable,  the  Visitor  shall 
appoint  a  new  Pro- Warden  in  the  same  manner. 
It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Visitor,  if  at  any  time  he 
shall  be  satisfied  that  the  Warden's  incapacity  has 
ceased,  and  that  he  is  capable  of  performing  the 
duties  of  his  office,  to  reinstate  him  in  his  powers 
and  functions,  and  in  the  receipt  of  his  whole 
emoluments. 

5,  The  election  of  Fellows  shall  be  vested  in 
the  Warden  and  the  Fellows  present  at  the  time  of 
election;  and  that  candidate  shall  be  deemed 
elected  for  whom  the  greatest  number  of  votes 
shall  have  been  given. 

6.  In  elections  to  Fellowships  no  person  shall 
be  either  entitled  to  preference  or  ineligible  by 
reason  of  his  place  of  birth,  or  of  the  condition  of 
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hU  parents^  or  of  his  pecmiiary  eircaiiisUiiees;  or 
of  his  being  or  not  being  of  the  kindred  of  Arch* 
bishop  Chichelej,  the  founder  of  the  College ;  and 
no  person  shall  be  ineligible  by  reason  of  his  not 
being  of  l^itimate  birth,  or  of  his  age,  or  of  his 
Facultj,  or  of  his  not  being  qualified  or  disposed 
to  take  Holy  Orders,  or  of  his  not  being  instructed 
in  plain  song :  Provided,  that  no  person  shall  be 
eligible  who  shall  be  in  possession  of  any  benefice 
which,  if  acquired  after  election,  would  have  dis- 
qoalilied  him  for  continuing  a  FeUow,  nor  any 
person  who  shall  not  have  passed  all  the  examina- 
tions required  by  the  University  for  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Arte,  and  shall  not  either  have  been 
placed  in  the  First  Glass  in  one  at  least  of  the 
Public  Examinations  of  the  University,  or  have 
obtained  some  prise  or  Scholarship  within  the 
University  unattached  to  any  College  or  Hall  and 
open  to  general  competition  among  the  members  of 
the  University.  In  case  any  Prize  or  Scholar* 
ship  shall  hereafter  be  founded  by  the  Warden  and 
Fellows  for  the  encouragement  of  studies  recog- 
nized  in  the  School  of  Jurisprudence  and  Modem 
History,  persons  who  shall  have  obtained  soch 
Prize  or  Scholarship  shall  be  qualified  for  election 
to  a  Fellowship  in  the  same  manner  as  persons  who 
have  obtained  any  such  Prize  or  Scholarship  as 
above  mentioned. 

7.  Thirty  days  at  least  before  the  day  of  election 
to  a  Fellowship,  notice  of  every  intended  election, 
and  of  the  number  of  vacancies  to  be  filled  up,  and 
of  the  conditions  of  election,  shall  be  given  by  the 
Warden  in  such  manner  as  he  shall  deem  best 
adapted  to  secune  publicity. 

8.  Ttie  intellectual  qualifications  of  the  candi- 
dates fo^the  Fellowships  shall  be  tested  by  an 
ezaminatioli  in  such  subjects  recognised  in  the 
School  of  Jurisprudence  and    Modem    History 
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v^ithin  the  UniTersitj  as  the  Warden  and  Fellown 
shall  determine;  and  the  Warden  and  Feliovfs 
shall  elect  that  candidate  (being  otherwise  duly 
qaaUfied  according  to  the  Statutes  in  force  for  the 
time  being)  who,  after  such  examination,  shall 
appear  to  them  to  be  of  the  greatest  merit,  and 
most  fit  to  be  a  Fellow  of  the  College  as  a  place  of 
religion  and  learning  with  special  reference  to  the 
subjects  recognized  in  the  said  School. 

9.  Every  person  elected  to  a  Fellowship  shall 
undergo  probation  for  one  year  from  the  day  of 
his  election  inclusive,  and  at  the  end  of  such  year 
shall  be  admitted  an  actual  Fellow,  if  found  fit  in 
the  judgment  of  the  Warden  and  Fellows.  Every 
person  admitted  to  probation  shall  receive,  during 
the  year  of  probation,  the  same  emoluments  as  if 
he  had  been  admitted  an  actual  Fellow. 

10.  Every  Fellow  who  shall  be  instituted  to  an 
ecclesiastical  benefice  in  the  gift  of  the  College 
(heing  a  benefice  with  cure  of  souls),  and  shsdl 
retain  such  benefice  for  twelve  calendar  months 
from  the  day  of  his  institution  thereto,  shall,  if  the 
annual  value  of  such  benefice,  clear  of  deductions 
(except  for  property  or  income  tax),  shall  exceed 
three  hundred  pounds,  vacate  his  Fellowship  at 
the  expiration  of  such  twelve  calendar  months. 
Kxcept  as  aforesaid,  no  Fellow  shall  be  disqualified 
for  retaining  his  Fellowship  by  reason  of  his 
having  become  possessed  of  any  property  or  in- 
come, or  been  instituted  to  any  benefice. 

11.  In  certain  excepted  cases  Fellows  may  be 
elected  and  admitted  without  public  notice  of  the 
▼acaney,  and  without  examination,  and  without 
any  period  of  probation,  and  although  the  persons 
elected  be  married,  and  although  they  be  in  pos- 
session of  any  benefice  which  would  in  ordinary 
cases  render  the  possessor  ineligible,  and  although 
they  may  not  have  passed,  the  exaxninations  |pe*» 
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quired  by  the  University  for  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Arts,  and  may  not  have  been  placed 
in  the  first  class  at  any  of  the  Public  Examinations 
of  the  University,  or  have  obtained  any  such 
Scholarship  or  Priase  as  aforesaid,  providcMl  such 
persons  are  otherwise  qualified  for  election.  The 
excepted  cases  shall  be  as  follows : — 

(a.)  Any  Professor  or  Public  Lecturer  within 
the  University,  for  whose  election  a  ma- 
jority of  the  votes  of  the  Warden  and  all 
the  Fellows  shall  have  been  given,  the 
Warden's  vote  being  counted  as  two  votes. 

(&.)  Any  Principal  of  a  Hall  within  the  Uni- 
versity,  not  being  a  Private  Hall,  and  any 
person  of  eminence  in  literature,  Kience, 
or  art,  on  whob  the  University  in  Convo- 
cation shall  have  conferred  a  degree,  either 
by  diploma  or  by  decree  of  Convocation,  or 
any  honorary  degree;  provided  that  two- 
thirds  of  the  votes  of  the  Warden  and  all 
the  Fellows  shall  have  been  given  for  the 
election  of  such  Principal  or  other  person 
as  last  aforesaid,  the  Warden's  vote  being 
counted  as  two  votes. 

12.  The  election  in  such  excepted  cases  shall 
always  be  held  more '  than  thirty  days  before  the 
usual  day  of  election,  and  the  electors  may  at  the 
time  of  election  determine  the  rank  wluch  the 
person  elected  shall  hold  in  the  College,  without 
reference  to  the  date  of  his  election,  provided  that 
such  rank  shall  confer  no  other  than  honorary 
privileges  ;  provided  also,  that  no  married  FeQow 
shall  be  entitled  to  rooms  in  the  Collie,  nor  to 
any  allowance  in  respect  of  rooms. 

13.  Any  Fellow  who  shall  marry,  or  become 
possessed  of  any  benefice  which  would  in  ordinary 
cases  disqualify  him  for  continuing  a  FeUow,  may 
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nevertbelesd,  if  he  shall  then  be  a  Professor  or 
Public  Lecturer  within  the  University,  be  re- 
tained in  his  Fellowship  bj  a  migority  of  the  votes 
of  the  Warden  ^nd  all  the  Fellows,  or,  if  he  shall 
be  Principal  of  any  Hall  (not  being  a  Private 
Hall),  by  two-thirds  of  the  votes  of  the  Warden 
and  all  the  Fellows,  the  Warden's  vote  being  in 
each  case  counted  as  two  votes ;  provided  that 
this  power  shall  be  exercised,  if  at  all,  at  some 
stated  general  meeting  previous  to  the  day  on 
which  the  Fellowship  would  otherwise  be  vacated. 

14.  Any  Fellow  elected  under  Clause  11,  or 
retained  under  Clause  13,  shall  be  deemed  entitled 
to  hold  his  Fellowship  although  he  may  afterwards 
marry. 

16.  Any  person  elected  under  Clause  1 1,  or  re- 
tained under  Clause  J  3,  who  at  the  time  of  his 
election  or  retention  shall  hold  any  such  benefice 
aa  aforesaid  (or,  being  a  Professor  or  Public  Lec- 
turer, any  benefice  with  cure  of  souls),  and 
who  shall  retain  such  benefice  for  six  calendar 
months  afterwards,  shall  thereby  vacate  his  Fel- 
lowship :  and  any  Professor  or  Public  Lecturer  so 
elected  or  retained,  who  shall  afterwards  be  insti- 
tuted to  any  benefice  with  cure  of  souls,  shall 
thereby  vacate  his  Fellowship.  Every  Professor, 
Public  Lecturer,  or  Principal  of  a  Hall,  so  elected 
or  retained,  who  shall  cease  to  hold  such  Profes- 
fiorship,  Public  Lectureship,  or  Principalship, 
shall  thereby  vacate  his  Fellowship. 

16.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Warden  and 
Fellows,  at  stated  general  meetings,  to  elect  dis- 
tinguished persons  to  Honorary  Fellowships  within 
the  College.  Persons  so  elected  shall  be  termed 
Honorary  Fellows,  and  shall  not  be  entitled  to 
vote  on  any  occasion  as  Fellows,  or  to  receive  any 
emolument  whatever,  bat  shall  be  entitled  to  enjoy 
such  other  privileges  and  advantages  as  the  War- 
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den  and  Fellows  shall  bj  resolotion  from  time  to 
time  determine.  The  conditions  of  eligibility  to 
and  tenure  of  Honorary  Fellowships,  and  the 
mode  of  election  thereto,  may  also  be  determined 
by  the  Warden  and  Fellows  from  time  to  time. 
Honorary  Fellows  shall  not,  in  the  constructioQ  of 
this  Ordinance,  be  counted  amongst  the  FeUows  of 
the  College,  nor  Honorary  Fellowships  among  the 
Fellowships  of  the  College. 

17.  Every  Fellow  who  shall  be  elected  to  and 
accept  a  Headship  or  Fellowship  in  anj  other 
College  within  the  University  shall  thereupon 
vacate  his  Fellowship. 

18.  The  provisions  respecting  the  residence  of 
Fellows,  and  the  mode  of  granting  leave  <^  ab- 
sence from  the  University,  contained  in  the  ex- 
isting Statutes,  shall  be  henceforth  void.  The 
Wai^en  and  Fellows  shall,  at  the  first  stated 
general  meeting,  or  as  soon  afterwards  as  conve- 
niently may  be,  make  such  regulations  respecting 
the  residence  of  Fellows  within  the  Universitj. 
and  respecting  the  mode  in  which  and  the  con- 
ditions under  which  leave  of  absence  maj  be 
granted  to  anj  Fellow,  as  they  may  deem  expe* 
dient  for  the  interests  of  tlie  College  as  a  place  of 
learning,  and  may  vary  such  r^ulations  from  time 
to  time,  and  may  enforce  such  regulations,  if  thej 
shall  think  fit,  by  pecuniary  penalties,  and<  in  cs5e 
of  contumacious  non-compliance,  by  deprivation. 
Such  regulations  shall  be  made  and  varied  at 
stated  general  meetings  only.  In  the  meantime, 
and  until  such  regulations  can  be  made,  the 
Warden  and  Fellows  may  at  any  ordinary  meetin;! 
or  meetings  make  provisional  regulations  for  the 
same  purposes,  which  shall  be  binding  on  the 
members  of  the  College.  No  non-resident  FeQoir 
shall  be  entitled  to  retain  rooms  within  tbe 
College. 
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19.  No  present  or  futare  Fellow  Bliall  be  re* 
quired,  as  a  condition  of  retaining  his  Fellowship, 
to  take  Holj  Orders,  or  not  being  in  Holj  Orders, 
to  stiidj  Theology. 

20.  Every  Fellow  shall  be  required  to  take 
either  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts,  or  the  degrees 
of  Bachelor  and  Doctor  of  Civil  Law,  or  those  of 
Bachelor  and  Doctor  of  Medicine,  within  one  yeac 
after  the  time  at  which  he  shall  be  of  sufficient 
standing  to  take  those  degrees  respectively  by  the 
Statutes  of  the  University,  and  in  case  of  non- 
compliance shall  vacate  his  Fellowship  :  provided 
that  the  Warden  and  Fellows  may,  whenever  they 
shall  deem  it  just  or  expedient  to  do  so,  allow  the 
taking  of  any  such  degree  to  be  postponed  for  a 
period  not  exceeding,  except  in  case  of  unsound- 
ness of  mind,  one  additional  year.  All  provision 
of  the  existing  Statutes  regulating  or  limiting  the 
number  of  Members  of  the  College  required  or 
permitted  to  study  or  graduate  in  any  particulflr 
Faeulty  shall  be  void. 

21.  The  number  of  Fellowships  within  the 
CoUege  shall  never  be  less  than  thirty,  exclusive 
of  the  ten  Fellowships  herein-after  directed  to  be 
not  filled  u(^  and  of  any  Fellowship  to  which 
either  of  the  Chicheley's  ProfesHors  may,  under 
Clauses  48  and  44,  be  elected,  unless  the  VisitQr 
shall  think  fit,  on  a  petition  in  writing  presented 
aiid  subscribed  by  the  Warden  and  not  less  than 
three-fourths  of  the  Fellows  of  the  College,  to 
direet  that  the  number  shall  be  diminished,  either 
permanently  or  during  any  limited  period,  by  not 
filling  up  vacancies,  for  the  purpose  either  of  in- 
creasing the  emoluments  of  the  Warden  and  Fel- 
iows,  if  the  same  shall  appear  to  be  insufficient,  or 
of  founding  Scholarships  or  Exhibitions,  or  of  im  • 
proving  the  property  of  the  College,  or  in  order  to 
apply  the  surplus  income  to  be  obtained  by  suoh 
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diminotion  to  any  purpose  specified  in  the  petittoiit 
and  directly  expedient  for  the  interests  of  the 
College  as  a  place  of  religion  and  ieaming. 

22.  The  Warden  and  Fellows  shall,  onoe  at 
least  in  every  ten  years,  lay  before  the  Visitor  a 
statement  in  writing  of  the  annual  revenue  and 
expenditure  of  the  College  for  the  preceding  ten 
years,  or  for  the  period  which  shall  have  dapsed 
since  the  date  of  the  last  statement  (as  the  case 
may  be)  ;  and  shall  also  furnish  to  the  Visitor 
such  additional  information  (if  any)  as  he  shall 
require  for  enabling  him  to  form  a  judgment  of 
the  means  and  requirements  and  general  stote  and 
condition  of  the  College.  And  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  the  Visitor  thereupon,  if  it  shall  appear  to  him 
that  the  revenues  of  the  College  are  suffideot  to 
afford  to  each  Fellow  an  average  income  of  more 
than  three  hundred  pounds  a  year  (exclusive  of 
rooms  or  any  allowance  in  respect  thereof,  but 
inclusive  of  all  other  allowances),  to  direct  either 
that  the  number  of  Fellowships  shall  be  increased 
or  that  any  part  of  such  revenues  shall  be  applied 
in  the  foundation  of  Scholarships  or  Exhibitions, 
or  shall  be  set  apart  for  general  College  purposes ; 
and  any  sums  which  shall  be  so  set  apart  shall  be 
applied  to  such  College  purposes  as  the  Warden 
and  Feilows,  with  the  approbation  of  the  Visitor, 
shall  determine. 

23.  No  Fellow  hereafter  to  be  elected  shall  be 
entitled  to  receive  larger  emoluments  in  respect 
of  his  Fellowship  than  any  other  Fellow  by  reason 
of  his  being  of  superior  standing  or  by  reaaoo  of 
his  Faculty  or  academical  d^ree. 

24.  The  Warden  and  Fellows  shall  not,  bj 
reason  of  any  clause  or  provision  in  the  exiating 
Statutes  of  the  College,  be  prohibited  or  restrained 
from  dividing  amongst  themselves  or  otbe^se 
disposing  of  the  clear  surplus  of  the  corporate 
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revenues  of  the  College,  as  they  might  have  done 
if  the  Statutes  had  contained  no  such  clause  or 
provision. 

25.  No  memher  of  the  College  shall  he  pre- 
cluded hjT  reason  of  anything  contained  in  the 
existing  Statutes  from  applying  for  or  taking 
advantage  of  graces  granted  by  the  University, 
or  from  proceeding  to  any  degree  at  the  earliest 
time  allowed  by  the  Statutes  and  regulations  of 
the  University. 

26.  No  Fellow  shall  be  disabled  by  reason  of 
anything  contained  in  the  existing  Statutes  from 
voting  at  any  election  or  admission,  or  from  doing 
or  taking  part  in  any  act  or  proceeding  as  a  Fellow, 
on  account  of  his  Faculty  ;  and  all  provisions  of 
the  existing  Statutes,  whereby  the  concurrence  of 
any  specified  proportion  of  the  Fellows  of  any 
particular  Faculty  is  made  requisite  for  any  act  or 
proceeding  of  the  College,  shall  be  henceforth 
void. 

27.  The  power  of  depriving  the  Warden  for 
such  causes  as,  according  to  the  Statutes  of  the 
College  in  force  for  the  time  being,  shall  lequire 
deprivation,  shall  be  vested  in  the  Visitor  alone, 
and  shall  be  exercised  by  him  after  due  inquiry 
upon  the  petition  of  the  major  part  of  all  the 
Fellows  ;  and  the  power  of  depriving  Fellows  for 
such  causes  as,  according  to  the  Statutes  of  the 
College  in  force  for  the  time  being,  shall  require 
deprivation  shall  be  vested  in  the  Warden  and 
Fellows,  and  shall  be  exercised  by  the  vote  of  the 
major  part  of  the  Warden  and  all  the  Fellows, 
subject  only  to  such  appeal  to  the  Visitor  as  is 
hereinafter  provided  ;  provided  that  this  clause 
shall  not  affect  the  Visitor's  power  (if  any)  of  de- 
priving by  his  own  authority  any  member  of  the 
College. 

1857,  4  A 
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28.  Whenever  there  shall  be  no  dulj  qualified 
candidate  for  a  vacant  Fellowship,  whom  the  elec- 
tors shall  judge  of  sufficient  merit  for  election, 
and  whenever  a  Fellowship  shall  fall  vacant,  and 
there  shall  not  be  time  to  give  the  notice  herdn- 
before  directed  before  the  day  of  election,  the 
election  shall  be  postponed  to  some  other  daj.  to 
be  fixed  by  the  Warden  and  Fellows  for  the  pm** 
pose,  not  later  than  the  usual  day  of  election  of 
Fellows  in  the  next  year  ;  and  every  such  post- 
poned election  shall  be  held  and  conducted  in  the 
same  manner  and  after  the  same  previous  notice 
as  if  there  had  been  no  postponement. 

29.  The  Warden  and  Fellows  may  from  time  to 
time  regulate  as  they  shall  think  fit  the  duties  and 
emoluments  of  the  officers  of  the  College  and  the 
mode  of  their  appointment  or  election,  and  may 
institute  such  new  offices  as  they  shall  deem 
expedient  for  the  better  ihanagement  of  the  afiuirs 
of  the  College  and  the  instruction  and  discipline 
of  its  members,  and  may  assign  to  such  new 
offices  such  stipends  or  emoluments  as  the  Warden 
and  Fellows  shall  think  proper :  provided,  that  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  Visitor,  upon  the  petition 
of  the  Warden  or  any  one  or  more  of  tlve  Fellows, 
or  of  anj  officer  of  the  College  whose  stipend  or 
emoluments  may  have  been  diminished  in  exer- 
cise of  the  foregoing  power,  to  disallow  tuch 
regulation  Or  assignment,  if  he  shall  think  fit : 
provided  also,  that  the  Wardenship  shaU  not  be 
deemed  an  office  within  the  meaning  of  this 
clause. 

30.  The  Warden  and  Fellows  shall,  at  the  first 
stated  general  meeting,  or  as  soon  afterwards  as 
conveniently  may  be,  make  regulations  for  the 
appointment  of  Chaplains,  from  among  the  Fellows 
or  otherwise,  and  for  the    daily  performance  of

Divine  Service,  according  to  the  Liturgy  of  the 
United  Church  of  England  and  Ireland,  within 
the  College,  during  full  Term,  and  at  such  other 
times  as  they  shall  think  propet*,  and  for  attend- 
ance on  the  same,  and  may  vary  such  regulations 
from  time  to  time  ;  but  such  regulations  sh^ll  be 
made  and  varied  at  stated  general  meetings  only, 
and  the  Visitor  shall  have  power  to  disallow  and 
annul  any  such  reguhitions,  or  any  variation 
thereof.  In  the  meantime,  and  until  such  regula- 
tions can  be  made,  the  Warden  and  Fellows  may 
at  any  ordinary  meeting  or  meetings  make  pro- 
viidooal  regulations  for  the  same  purposes.  Thd 
provisions  of  the  existing  Statutes  relating  to 
Divine  Service  and  the  appointment  of  Chaplains 
shall  be  henceforth  void. 

31.  In  case  the  Warden  or  any  Fellow  of  the 
College  shall  contumaciously  cease  to  conform  to 
the  Liturgy  of  the  United  ^  Church  of  England 
and  Ireland  as  by  law  established,  such  contuma- 
cious ceasing  to  conform  shall  be  a  rause  for  de- 
priving the  Warden  of  his  Wardenship,  and  any 
such  Fellow  of  his  Fellowship. 

H2.  The  oaths  prescribed  by  the  existing  Sta- 
tutes shall  not  hereafter  be  taken.  But  every  per- 
son elected  or  admitted  to  any  place  or  office,  on 
eh'ction  or  admission  to  which  an  oath  is  now  re- 
quired, shall,  at  the  time  of  his  election  or  admis- 
sion, take  an  oath  or  make  a  declaration,  as  the 
Warden  and  Fellows  shall  by  resolution  determine 
to  the  effect  that  he  will  faithfully  perform  the 
duties  of  such  place  or  office,  and  obey  the  Statutes 
and  Byelaws  of  the  College  in  force  for  the  time 
being,  so  far  as  they  may  concern  him  ;  and  th<^ 
electors  to  any  place  or  office  before  electing  to 
which  an  oath  is  now  required,  (not  being  an 
annual  office,)  shall,  before  electing,  take  an  oath 
or  make  a  declaration,  as  the  Warden  and  Fellows 
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shall  hj  resolution  determine,  to  the  effect  tliat 
thej  will  elect  the  person  best  qualified  in  thor 
judgment  for  such  place  or  office. 

33.  There  shall  be  two  stated  general  meetings, 
at  least,  of  the  Warden  and  Fellows  in  ererj  year, 
on  such  dajB  as  the  Warden  and  Fellows  shall  ap- 
point. Any  stated  general  meeting  maj  be  ad- 
journed by  resolution  of  the  meeting  to  a  day  to 
be  specified  in  the  resolution.  The  vote  of  the 
Warden  shidl  be  couuted  as  two  votes  at  all 
College  meetings,  and  in  the  election,  admission, 
and  deprivation  of  Fellows.  Subject  to  the  fore- 
going provision,  and  except  in  cases  in  which  the 
concurrence  of  any  specifie  proportion  of  the 
Warden  and  Fellows,  or  the  consent  of  the  War- 
den, is  hereby  made  requisite,  every  question 
arising  at  any  College  meeting  shall  be  determined 
by  a  miyority  of  the  votes  of  those  present. 
Whenever  the  votes  shall  be  equal,  the  Warden 
shall  have  an  additional  casting  vote.  Any  Sta- 
tute,  rule,  or  usage  of  the  College,  which  prohibits 
or  restrains,  expressly  or  by  implication,  any  per- 
son present  at  any  College  meeting  from  bringing 
forward  thereat  any  question  which  he  may  think 
proper,  or  from  having  such  question  put  to  the 
vote,  shall,  so  far  as  regards  such  prohibition  or 
restraint,  be  henceforth  void  :  Provided,  that  the 
Warden  and  Fellows  may  make  from  time  to 
time  such  rules  for  regulating  the  proceedings  at 
College  meetings,  and  for  determining  what  busi- 
ness shall  be  transacted  thereat,  and  for  fixing  (if 
they  shall  think  fit)  the  notice  to  be  given  before 
bringing  forward  any  question,  as  they  shall  deem 
expedient 

34.  The  power  which  is  given  by  the  existing 
Statutes  to  the  Sub-  Warden  to  act  in  place  of  the 
Warden,  and  the  power  of  any  officer  of  the 
College  who  may  hereafter  be  authoriaed  by  any 
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Statute  or  Bjelaw  to  act  in  place  of  the  Warden, 
shall  be  deemed  to  extend  to  all  the  acts  which 
the  Warden  is  hereby  authorized  or  directed  to 
do,  except  the  pving  consent  to  an/  commutation, 
regulation,  or  diminution  of  the  Warden's  emolu- 
ments. 

35.  The  particular  provisions  of  the  existing 
Statutes  respecting  the  disputations  and  other 
exercises  to  be  performed  bj  the  members  of  the 
College,  and  their  attendance  in  the  schools  and  at 
the  exercises  of  the  University;  and  respecting 
the  devotions,  dress,  conversation,  recreations,  and 
other  personal  habits  of  the  members  of  the 
College,  and  the  hours  and  conditions  of  their 
going  beyond  the  precincts  of  the  College ;  and 
respecting  the  loans  to  be  made  to  members  of  the 
CoUege ;  and  respecting  the  meals  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  College,  and  the  mode  of  conducting 
the  same  ;  and  respecting  the  inquiries  to  be  made 
into  the  life  and  conduct  of  the  members  of  the 
College,  and  the  mode  of  making  the  same ;  and 
respecting  the  punishment  for  offences  not  being 
such  as  require  deprivation ;  and  respecting  the 
use  of  the  common  Hall  and  other  common  rooms 
or  buildings  of  the  College  ;  and  respecting  the 
use  of  the  library  ;  and  respecting  the  admission 
of  strangers  into  the  precincts  of  the  College  ;  and 
respecting  the  reading  of  the  Statutes ;  and  re- 
specting the  number,  duties,  and  payment  of  the 
servant  of  the  College,  and  respecting  progresses 
and  other  matters  relative  to  the  supervision  of 
the  property  of  the  College  ;  and  respecting  the 
custody  and  inspection  of  the  monies,  plate,  and 
other  goods  of  the  Collie  other  than  the  muni- 
ments and  seals,  shall  be  void.  The  Warden  and 
Fellows  shall  from  time  to  time  make  such  regu- 
lations as  they  may  deem  necessary  or  expedient 
for  effecting  the  main  objects  which  the  aforesaid 
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particular  provisions,  or  anj  of  them,  are  respec- 
tively intended  to  effect ;  and  maj  enforce  such 
regulations  by  such  penalties  as  they  shall  think 
fit,  subject  to  such  right  of  appeal  to  the  Visitor 
on  the  part  of  any  person  who  may  deem  himself 
aggrieved  thereby  as  is  hereinafter  provided. 

36.  If  in  any  case  it  shall  appear  to  the  Visitor 
that  by  reason  of  any  change  in  the  valae  of 
money,  any  specific  sum  fixed  by  this  Ordinance, 
or  which  may  be  hereafter  fixed  in  exercise  of  any 
power  given  by  this  Ordinance,  has  become  iosui- 
ficient  or  excessive,  and  that  such  insufficiency  or 
excess  is  productive  of  injustice  or  hardship,  or  is 
injurious  to  the  general  interests  of  the  College,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  Visitor  from  time  to  time, 
for  the  purpose  of  correcting  or  obviating  such 
injustice,  hardship,  or  injury,  to  direct  that  such 
annual  sum  shall  be  increased  or  diminished  as  be 
shall  think  fit,  and  the  increased  or  diminished  sum 
shall  thenceforth  be  substituted  for  and  stand  in 
the  place  of  the  sum  originally  fixed  as  aforesaid. 

37.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Visitor  in  person, 
or  by  his  Commissary  or  Commissaries  duly  ap* 
pointed,  once  in  every  ten  years  (or  oftener,  if 
and  whenever  he  shall  deem  it  expedient  for 
enforcing  the  due  observance  of  the  Statutes  in 
force  for  the  time  being  to  do  so),  without  anv 
request  or  application  by  the  College  or  any  of  its 
members,  to  visit  the  College,  and  to  exerrnse  at 
such  visitation  all  the  powers  which  are  by  law 
incident  to  the  office  of  General  Visitor  of  a  Col- 
lege, any  Statute  or  usage  of  the  College  to  tlie 
contrary  notwithstanding.  It  shall  be  lawful  for 
the  Visitor  at  any  such  visitation,  or,  if  he  shall 
think  fit,  at  other  times,  to  require  the  Warden  and 
Fellows  to  answer  in  writing  touching  any  matter 
as  to  which  the  Visitor  may  deem  it  expedient  to 
inquire,   for   the  purpose  of   satisfying    himsdi 
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whether  the  Statutes  in  force  for  the  time  being 
are  dalj  observed. 

38.  As  often  as  nny  question  shall  arise  on 
which  the  Warden  and  Fellows  shall  be  unable  to 
agree,  depending  wholly  or  in  part  on  the  con- 
struction of  any  of  the  Statutes  of  the  College,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  Warden  and  Fellows,  or 
for  the  Warden  or  any  three  of  the  Fellows,  to 
submit  the  same  to  the  Visitor ;  and  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  Visitor  to  declare  what  is  the  true 
construction  of  such  Statute  or  Statutes  with 
reference  to  the  case  submitted  to  him. 

39.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Warden,  or  for 
any  Fellow,  if  he  shall  conceive  himself  aggrieved 
by  any  act  or  decision  of  the  Warden  and  Fellows, 
and  for  any  Exhibitioner  who  may  have  been 
deprived  of  his  Exhibition,  to  appeal  against  such 
act  or  decision  or  sentence  of  the  Visitor  ;  and  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  Visitor  to  adjudicate  on 
such  appeal,  and  to  disallow  or  annul  such  act  or 
decision,  and  to  reverse  or  vary  such  sentence  as 
he  shall  deem  just. 

40.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Visitor,  either 
proprio  motu,  or  on  the  complaint  of  the  Warden 
or  of  any  of  the  Fellows,  to  disallow  and  annul 
any  byelaw  or  resolution  of  the  Warden  and  Fel- 
lows, which  shall,  in  the  Visitor's  judgment,  be 
repugnant  to  any  of  the  Satutes  of  the  College  in 
force  for  the  time  being. 

41.  The  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  for  the 
time  being  shall  not  hereafter  have  the  power  of 
making  new  Statutes. 

42.  The  Warden  and  Fellows,  by  a  majority 
consisting  of  not  less  than  two-thirds  of  the  votes 
of  those  present,  the  vote  of  the  Warden  being 
counted  as  two  votes,  may  from  time  to  time,  at 
any  stated   general  meeting,  subject  to  the  pro- 
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▼inons  of  the  section  numbered  XL.  in  the  Queen's 
Printers'  copj  of  the  said  Act,  amend  the  Statutes 
of  the  College  in  force  for  the  time  being,  with 
the  consent  of  the  Viintor. 

43.  The  first,  third,  fifth,  serenth,  and  ninth 
Fellowships  which  shall  become  vacant  after  the 
approval  of  this  Ordinance  by  Her  Majesty  Id 
Council  shall  not  be  filled  up,  and  the  euolomeots 
thereof  shall  be  applied  to  the  maintenance  within 
the  Universitj  of  a  Professor  of  International  Law 
and  Diplomacy,  to  be  caUed  **  Chichlej^s  Professor 
of  International  Law  and  Diplomacy."  The 
election  of  the  said  Professor  shall  always  be 
vested  in  the  Visitor  and  the  Warden  of  the  CoU 
lege,  the  Lord  High  Chancellor  of  Great  Britain, 
the  Judge  of  the  High  Court  of  Admiralty,  and 
Her  Migesty's  Secretary  of  State  for  Foreign 
Affairs  for  the  time  being,  or  the  mi^or  part  of 
them.  The  first  election  of  a  Professor  shall 
take  place  as  soon  as  three  of  the  said  five  Fellow- 
ships  shall  have  become  vacant,  or  sooner,  if  the 
persons  holding  the  aforesaid  offices,  or  the  miyor 
part  of  them,  shall  so  determine  ;  and  the  emolu- 
ments which  previously  to  that  election  diall  have 
accrued  from  such  of  the  said  Fellowships  as  diall 
become  vacant,  shall  be  invested  and  accumalated 
by  the  College,  and  paid  with  the  accnmulations 
to  the  first  Professor  on  his  election.  The  Uni- 
versity may  define  by  Statute,  and  frcHn  time  to 
time  regulate  the  functions  and  duties  of  the  Pro- 
fessor, and  may  provide  for  the  performance  of 
them  by  Deputy  in  case  of  his  nnavotdable 
absence  or  incapacity,  and  for  the  suitable  pay- 
ment of  any  such  Deputy  out  of  the  Professor's 
emoluments,  and  may  determine  whether  the 
Professor  shall  be  permitted  to  receive  any  apd 
what  fees  for  attendance  on  his  instructions,  pro- 
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vided  that  no  sach  fees  shall  be  payable  by  any 
member  of  the  College.  The  Professor  shall 
reside  in  the  University  for  six  months  at  least 
between  the  tenth  day  of  October  in  every  year, 
and  the  first  day  of  the  next  ensuing  July,  and  in 
default  thereof  shall  vacate  his  Professorship, 
unless  leave  of  absence  shall  have  been  granted  to 
him  on  account  of  sickness,  or  for  any  other  very 
urgent  cause,  by  or  by  authority  of  the  Univer- 
sity. It  sliaJl  be  lawful  for  the  Vice-chancellor 
and  the  Delegates  of  Appeals  in  Congregation,  or 
the  greater  part  of  them,  to  deprive  of  his  Pro- 
fessorship any  Professor  who,  in  their  judgment, 
shall  have  been  proved  to  be  guilty  of  culpable 
negligence  or  misconduct  in  his  office,  grave  im- 
morality, or  non-observance  of  the  Statutes  re- 
lating to  him,  reasonable  notice  in  writing  of  the 
charge  having  been  first  given  to  the  Professor  by 
the  Vice-chancellor,  to  enable  him  to  answer  the 
same  if  he  shall  desire  to  do  so.  The  University 
may  by  Statute  regulate  the  mode  of  proceeding 
on  any  such  charge  at  aforesaid,  and  limit  the 
time  allowed  for  giving  notice.  The  Warden  and 
Fellows  may,  if  they  shall  think  proper,  elect  the 
Professor  to  be  a  Fellow  of  the  College  without 
notice,  examination,  or  probation,  and  although 
married,  and  although  possessed  of  any  benefice 
which  would,  in  ordinary  cases,  render  the  pos- 
sessor ineligible,  and  although  he  may  not  have 
passed  the  examinations  required  by  the  Uni- 
versity for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  and 
may  not  have  been  placed  in  the  First  Class  at  any 
of  the  Public  Examinations  of  the  University,  or 
have  obtained  any  such  Scholarship  or  Prize  as 
aforesaid,  provided  he  be  otherwise  qualified  for 
election,  and  be  not  a  Fellow  of  any  other  College 
within  the  University  ;  but  any  Professor  so 
elected  a  Fellow,  shall  not  be  entitled  in  right  of 
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his  Fellowship  to  any  emoluments  besides  so 
attached  to  his  Professorship,  nor,  il  married,  to 
rooms  within  the  College,  or  any  allowance  in 
respect  of  rooms,  and  if  he  shall  cease  to  bold  the 
Professorship,  shall  vacate  his  Fellowship. 

44.  The  eleventh,  thirteenth,  fifteenth,  seven- 
teenth, and  nineteenth  Fellowships  which  shall 
become  vacant  after  the  approval  of  this  Ordinance 
shall  not  be  filled  up,  and  the  emoluments  thereof 
shall  be  applied  to  the  maintenance  within  the 
University  of  a  Professor  of  Modem  History,  to 
be  calle4  ''  Chickley's  Professor  of  Modem  His- 
tory." All  the  Provisions  of  Clause  43,  relating 
to  the  election,  deprivation,  residence,  functions, 
duties,  and  e:noluinents  of  the  Professor  of  In- 
ternational Law  and  Diplomacy,  and  the  period 
at  which  the  first  election  of  a  Professor  is  to  be 
held,  and  the  power  thereby  given  to  the  College 
of  electing  the  Professor  to  a  Fellowship,  and  the 
conditions  under  which  such  Fellowsliip  shall  be 
held,  shall  extend  and  be  applicable  mutatis 
mutandis  to  the  said  Professor  of  Modern  History, 
as  if  repeated  in  this  Clause. 

45.  The  Professors,  although  not  elected  Fel- 
lows, shall  be  entitled  to  participate  with  the 
Fellows  in  the  use  of  the  Chapel,  Hall,  and 
Library  of  the  College,  and  shall  take  rank  in 
College  next  after  the  Sub- Warden,  and  as  between 
themselves  in  the  order  of  their  election. 

4f).  The  emoluments  of  any  Fellowship  herein- 
before directed  to  be  applied  to  the  maintenance 
of  any  Professorship  nhall  be  the  sum  which  would 
in  each  year  have  been  payable  to  the  holder  of  the 
same  if  the  same  had  been  filled  up,  and  if  the 
person  elected  had  resided  in  the  University 
durinpr  the  period  required  of  him  by  the  Statutes 
and  Regulations  of  the  College  in  force  for 
the    time    being:      Provided    that    it    shall    be 
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lawful  for  the  Warden  and  Fellows,  at  any 
time  within  five  years  after  the  time  at  which 
the  last  of  the  Fellowships  hereby  appropriated  to 
each  Professorship  would,  but  for  the  provisions  of 
this  Ordinance,  have  been  filled  up,  to  commute 
the  emoluments  of  all  or  any  of  the  Fellowships 
appropriated  to  that  Professorship,  for  a  fixed 
annual  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  pounds  each, 
payable  out  of  the  corporate  revenues  of  the  Col- 
lege, to  the  purposes  to  which  the  said  emoluments 
are  herein-before  directed  to  be  applied. 

47.  Any  Fellowship  or  Fellowships  which  may 
be  vacant  when  this  Ordinance  shall  be  approved 
as  aforesaid  shall,  for  the  purposes  of  this  Ordi- 
nance, be  deemed  to  have  become  vacant  imme- 
diately afi^r  such  approval. 

48.  Whenever  the  words  "the  Fellows,**  or 
**  the  Warden  and  Fellows,*'  are  used  in  this  Ordi- 
nance, the  word  "  Fellows"  shall  mean  actual 
Fellows,  and  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be 
construed  to  give  to  Probationers  any  power 
vrhich  they  would  not  have  had  if  this  Ordinance 
had  not  been  made. 

49.  This  Ordinance  shall  be  without  prejudice 
to  any  existing  interest  (being  such  an  interest  as 
19  intended  to  be  saved  by  the  said  Act)  of  any 
member  of  the  College,  and  shall  be  construed  to 
speak  and  take  effect  as  if  framed  immediately 
before  the  approval  thereof  by  Her  Majesty  in 
Council.

KOTicE  is  hereby  given  that  it  is  lawful  for  the 
bodies  or  persons  mentioned  in  the  35th  section  of 
that  Act,  within  one  month  after  this  publication 
to  petition  Her  Majesty  in  Council  against  the 
approbation  of  the  said  Ordinance,  or  of  any  part 
thereof.

ORDINANCE  framed  by  the  Comxissioksbs 
appointed  for  the  purposes  of  the  Statute 
l7th  and  18th  Vict.  c«  81,  in  relation  to 
Jesus   College   in    the   ITKiTEBsrrT   of 

OXFOBB. 

We,  the  Commissioners  appointed  for  the  pur- 
poses  of  an  Act  passed  in  the  seventeenth  and 
eighteenth  years  of  the  reign  of  Her  Majesty 
Queen  Victoria,  intituled  '*  An  Act  to  make  fur- 
''  ther  Provision  for  the  good  government  and 
"  extension  o£  the  University  of  Oxford,  of  the 
Colleges  therein,  and  of  the  College  of  Saint 
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Mary  WincheBter,"  do,  in  execution  of  the 

Sowers  given  to  us  by  the  said  Act,  ordain  as 
ows  in  relation  to  iesua  College  in  the  said 
University : — 

1.  In  elections  to  the  office  of  Principal  of  the 
said  CoUege,  no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  pre- 
ference or  ineligible  by  reason  of  his  being  or  not 
being,  or  having  been  or  not  having  been,  a  Pel- 
low  of  the  College,  or  be  ineligible  by  reason  of 
his  being  married.-  The  electors  shall  choose  the 
person  (being  otherwise  duly  qualified  according 
to  the  Statutes  of  the  College  in  force  for  the 
time  being),  who  in  their  judgment  shall  be  most 
fit  for  the  government  of  the  College,  as  a  place 
of  religion,  learning,  and  education. 

2.  The  Principal  shall  be  required  to  reside  in 
the  College  seven  calendar  months  at  least  in  each 
year,  whereof  six  weeks  at  least  shall  be  in  each 
Term,  Easter  and  Trinity  Terms  being  for  this 
purpose  considered  as  one  Term  :  Provided  that 
in  case  of  the  Principars  sickness,  or  for  any  other 
urgent  cause,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Visitor  to 
dispense  with  the  Principal's  residence  for  such  a 
period  as  may  seem  to  the  Visitor  to  be  required 
Dv  the  necessities  of  the  case.  This  regulation 
snail  take  effect  in  Heu  of  the  provisions  of  the 
existing  Statutes  relating  to  the  residence  of  the 
Principal. 

3.  The  Principal  and  Fellows  may  at  any  time 
hereafter,  if  they  shall  think  fit  commute  the 
emoluments  of  the  Priucipalship,  wholly  or  par- 
tially, for  a  stipend  or  annual  sum  of  money 
payable  in  any  other  manner  out  of  the  revenues 
of  the  College,  or  for  a  certain  proportion  of  the 
said  revenues;  and  may  fix  the  6me  at  which 
such  commutation  shall  take  effect,  and  may  also 
from  time  to  time  regulate,  increase,  or  diminish 
the  Principal's  emoluments,  whether  commuted 
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or  ancommated,  as  they  shall  think  proper:  Pro- 
yided  that  no  exercise  of  this  power  shall  affect 
the  person  then  being  Principal  without  his  con* 
sent  >  Provided  also,  that  the  Visitor,  upon  the 
petition  of  the  Principal,  or  of  anj  one  or  more 
of  the  Fellow8,  may  disallow  any  such  commu- 
tation, regulation,  increase,  or  dimination,  if  fai^ 
shall  think  fit. 

4.  If  at  any  time  it  shall  appear  that  the  Prin- 
cipal has  become  permanentlj  incapabh^  of  per- 
forming the  duties  of  his  office,  the  Vice^Principjl 
shall,  upon  tiie  request  of  any  three  or  more 
Fellows,  convene  a  meeting  of  tte  Fellows,  after 
notice  sent  to  such  of  them  as  may  be  within 
the  United  Kingdom,  for  the  consideration  of 
the  matter  ;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  a  majortty 
of  the  Fellows  present  at  such  meeting  to  pnrsent 
a  petition  to  the  Visitor,  setting  forth  the  cir- 
cumstances of  the  case,  and  praying  the  Visitor 
to  inquire  into  the  truth  of  them;  and  the  Visitor 
shall  institute  such  inquiry  accordingly.  Ajid  if 
upon  such  inquiry,  or  upon  a  petition  presented 
to  the  Principal,  (as  the  case  may  be,)  it  shall 
appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Visitor  that  the 
Principal  has  become  permanently  incapable  of 
performing  his  duties,  then  the  Visitor  shall 
nominate  one  of  such  three  Fellows  as,  by  the 
vote  of  the  greatest  number  of  the  Fellows  pre- 
sent at  a  meeting  couvened  by  the  Vice- Principal, 
shall  be  presented  to  him,  to  be  Pro-Principal 
of  the  College,  and  shall  a»sigu  to  him  for  hi$ 
maintenance,  in  addition  to  his  Fellowship,  &o 
much  (not  exceeding  one  third)  of  the  Principal' :» 
emoluments  as  the  Visitor  shall  think  fit;  pro- 
yided  that  the  Principal  shall  be  at  liberty  to 
retain  his  lodgings.  And  such  Pro-Principal  sWl, 
so  long  as  the  Principal  shall  retain  his  office,  aud 
be  incapable  of  performing  his  duties,  receive  ih* 
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proportion  so  assigned  to  him,  and  shall  exercise 
and  perform  all  the  functions  and  duties  and  hare 
all  the  powers  and  authorities  of  the  Principal, 
except  the  power  of  consenting  to  any  commu- 
tation, rep;ulation,  or  diminution  of  the  Principars 
emoluments,  and  shall  be  bound  to  residence  in 
the  same  manner,  and  shall  be  liable  to  depriva* 
tion  for  the  same  causes,  and  in  the  same  manner, 
if  any  Pro-Principal  shall  die.  resign  his  office, 
vacate  or  be  deprived    of  his  Fellowship,  or  be- 
come incapable,  the  Visitor  shall  appoint  a  new 
Pro-Principal  in  the  same  manner./    It  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  Visitor,  if  at  any  time  he  shall  be 
satisfied  that  the  Principal's  incapacity  has  ceased, 
and  that  he  is  capable  of  performing  the  duties 
of  his  office,  to  reinstate  him  in  his  powers  and 
functions^  and  in  the  receipt  of  his  whole  emolu- 
ments. 

5.  The  Fellowship  of  the  foundation  of  King 
Charles  the  First,  within  the  said  College,  shall 
be  converted  into  Scholarships  in  manner  herein- 
after mentioned. 

6.  From  and  after  the  first  vacancy  which  shall 
occur  in  the  said  Fellowship  (or  if  the  same  shall 
be  vacant  when  this  Ordinance  shall  be  approved 
by  her  Majesty  in  Council,  then  from  and  after 
such  approval),  that  proportion  of  the  whole  sum 
payable  to  the  College  on  account  of  the  said 
foundation,  which  by  the  Letters  Patent  of  King 
Charles  the  First,  dated  the  Seventeenth  day  of 
June,  in  the  eleventh  year  of  His  said  Majesty's 
reign,  is  appropriated  to  the  maintenance  of  a  Fel- 
lowship, shall  be  applied  to  the  maintenance  of 
incorporated  Scholars  within  the  said  College,  to 
be  called  King  Charles  the  First's  Scholars, 
between  whom  the  amount  of  the  said  emolu- 
ments shall  be  divided  in  equal  shares. 

7.  The  number  of  the  said  Scholars  shall  be 
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such  as  the  Principal  and  Fellows  shall  from  time 
to  time  determine ;  provided  that  it  be  not  less 
than  two,  nor  so  great  as  to  reduce  each  Scholar* s 
share  of  the  said  emoluments  below  sixtj  poundg 
per  annum.  The  senior  for  the  time  being  in 
residence  of  King  Charles  the  First's  Scholars 
shall  always  be  entitled  to  rooms  within  the  Col- 
lege rent-free. 

8.  The  King  Charles  the  First's  Sehokrs  shall 
be  elected  by  the  Principal  and  Fellows  from  per- 
sons born  in  Jersey  or  G-uernsey,  or  in  one  of  the 
islands  adjacent  to  them,  or  educated  for  the  two 
years  last  preceding  the  election^  (or,  if  the  person 
elected  shall  be  then  a  Member  of  the  XJniTersity, 
for  the  two  years  last  preceding  his  matricula- 
tion), either  at  Victoria  College  m  Jersey  or  at 
Elizabeth  College  in  Guernsey. 

9.  The  first,  third,  seventh,  and  ninth  Fellow- 
ships, (other  than  the  Fellowship  of  the  foun- 
dation of  King  Charles  the  First,  and  the  two 
Fellowships  of  the  foundation  of  Sir  LeoHne  Jen- 
kins,) which  shall  become  vacant  af^er  the  appro- 
val of  this  Ordinance  by  Her  Majesty  in  Council, 
and  in  relation  to  which  there  shall  be  no  Scholar 
having  a  right  to  preference  acquired  before  the 
passing  of  the  said  Act  and  qualified  for  election, 
shall  not  be  filled  up,  but  all  the  einoluments 
thereof  ahall  be  applied  in  carrying  into  effect  the 
following  objects  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be, 
namely : — 

1.  In  increasing  the  number  of  the  Scholar- 
ships of  the  College,  other  than  the  King 
Charles  the  First's  Scholarships,  to  twentj- 
two. 

2.  In  equalizing  and  augmenting  the  value 
of  all  the  Scholarships  of  the  College,  other 
than  the  King  Charles  the  First's  Scholar* 
ships:  Provided  that  the  value  of   each 
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Scholarship,    inclusive  of  rooms  and   all 
allowances,  shall  not,  until  the  number  of 
Scholarships  (other  than  the  King  Charles 
the  Pirst's  Scholarships)  shall  have  been 
increased  to  twenty-two,  be  raised  above 
eighty  pounds  per  annum. 
Any  Fellowship  or  Fellowships    which  may  be 
vacant  at  the  time  of  the  approval  of  this  Ordi- 
nance shall,  for  the  purposes  of  this  Ordinance,  be 
considered  as  havin^:  become  vacant  immediatelv 
after  such  approval. 

10.  The  emoluments  of  the  Fellowships  herein- 
before directed  to  be  not  filled  up  shall  be  the 
sums  which  would  in  each  year  have  been  payable 
to  the  holders  of  the  same  if  the  same  Fellowships 
)>ad  been  filled  up,  and  if  tlie  persons  elected  had 
resided  in  the  University  dunng  the  period  re- 
quired of  them  by  the  Statutes  and  regulations 
of  the  College  in  force  for  the  time  being :  Pro- 
vided, that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Principal  and 
Fellows,  at  any  time  within  five  years  after  the 
time  at  which  each  of  the  said  Fellowships  would, 
but  for  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  have 
been  filled  up,  to  commute  the  emoluments  thereof 
for  a  fixed  annual  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty 
pounds  payable  oiit  of  the  corporate  revenues  of 
the  College  to  the  puraose  to  which  the  emolu- 
ments of  such  Fellowship  are  herein-before  made 
applicable. 

11.  The  fifth  Fellowship,  not  being  the  Fellow- 
ship  of  the  foundation  of  King  Charles  the  First, 
or  one  of  the  two  Fellowships  of  the  foundation 
of  Sir  Leoline  Jenkins,  which  shall  become  vacant 
after  the  approval  of  this  Ordinance  by  Her  Ma- 
jesty in  Council,  and  in  relation  to  which  there 
shall  be  no  Scholar  having  a  right  of  preference 
acquired  before  the  passing  of  the  said  Act  and 
qualified  for  election,  shall  not  be  filled  up.    From 
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and  after  the  time  at  which  the  same  would,  bat 
for  this  proviaiouy  have  been  filled  up,  the  corpo- 
rate revenues  of  the  College  shall  be  discharged 
with  the  payment  to  the  University  of  an  annual 
sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  pounds,  to  be  ap- 
plied to  such  purposes  couuected  with  the  Pro- 
fessoriate of  the  University  as  the  Univeraitj' 
shall  by  Statute,  with  the  consent  of  the  Principal 
and  Fellows,  from  time  to  time  determine. 

12.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Principal  and 
Fellows,  if  and  so  long  as  they  shall  deem  it  ex- 
pedient for  the  interests  of  education  in  connexion 
with  the  Principality  of  Wales,  from  time  to  time 
to  divide  the  Fellowships  (exclusive  of  those  which 
are  herein-before  directed  to  be  not  filled  up,)  as 
nearly  as  may  be,  into  two  moieties,  whereof  one 
moiety  shall  be  termed  Welsh  Fellowships,  and 
shall  be  filled  up  by  the  election  of  natives  of 
Wales  or  Monmouthshire,  if  aijv  such  be  found 
of  sufficient  merit  and  fit  to  be  Fellows  of  the 
College  in  the  judgment  of  the  electors.  In  elec- 
tions to  two  Welsh  Fellowships  the  Principal  and 
Fellows  shall  require  that  the  candidates  shall  be 
able  to  speak  the  Welsh  language.  In  making 
such  division  one  of  the  Fellowships  of  the  foun- 
dation of  Sir  Leoline  Jenkins  shall  be  placed  in 
each  moiety.  Subject  to  these  provisions,  no 
person  shall  be  either  entitled  to  preference  or 
ineligible,  in  elections  to  Fellowships  within  the 
College,  by  reason  of  his  place  of  birth  or  place  of 
education,  or  of  his  age  or  pecuniary  circum- 
stances, or  of  his  being  or  not  oeing  of  the  name 
or  kindred  of  any  person  named  in  any  insteumeut 
of  foundation,  or  of  his  being  or  not  being  able  to 
speak  the  Welsh  language,  or  of  his  having  or  not 
having  taken  anv  degree,  or  being  or  not  being  a 
Scholar  or  Member  of  the  College :  Provided,  that 
lio  person  shall  be  eligible  who  shall  not  hare 
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passed  all  the  examinations  required  bj  the  TTni- 
verBity  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  or  who 
shall  DO  in  possession  of  any  benefice,  property, 
pension,  or  office,  which,  if  acquired  after  election, 
-would  have  disqualified  him  for  continuing  a 
Fellow. 

IS.  The  election  of  Fellows  shall  take  place  on 
A  stated  day  or  stated  days  in  each  year,  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Principal  and  Fellows  (subject  to 
the  provisions  for  postponement  herein-after  con- 
tained), and  thirty  days  at  least  before  the  day  of 
election  to  a  Fellowship  notice  of  every  intended 
election,  of  the  number  of  vacancies  to  be  filled 
up,  and  of  the  conditions  of  election,  shall  be  p;iven 
by  the  Principal  in  such  manner  as  he  shall  deem 
best  adapted  to  secure  publicity. 

14.  The  intellectual  qualifications  of  the  candi- 
dates for  Fellowships  shall  be  tested  by  an  exami- 
nttlion  in  such  subjects  connected  with  the  studies 
of  the  University  as  the  Principal  and  Fellows 
shall  determine ;  provided  that  the  system  of  ex- 
aminations shall  be  such  as  shall  render  Fellow- 
ships accessible  from  time  to  time  to  excellence  in 
every  branch  of  knowledge  for  the  time  being 
recomised  in  the  Schools  of  the  University ;  and 
the  Principal  and  Fellows  shall  elect  that  candi- 
date (being  otherwise  duly  qualified  according  to 
the  Statutes  iu  force  for  the  time  being)  who, 
after  such  examination,  shall  appear  to  them  to  be 
of  the  greatest  merit,  and  mosf  fit  to  be  a  Fellow 
of  the  College  as  a  place  of  religion,  learning,  and 
education. 

15.  Every  person  elected  to  a  Fellowship  shall 
be  entitled  to  receive,  during  the  period  of  pro- 
bation, the  same  emoluments  as  if  he  had  been 
admitted  an  actual  Fellow. 

16.  Every  Fellow  who  shall  be  instituted  to  an 
ecdesiastical  benefice,  or  shall  become  entitled 
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either  by  descent  or  devolution,  or  by  Tirtue  of 
9nj  testamentary  or  other  gift  or  settlement  to 
property,  or  to  any  Government  pension,  or  be 
admitted  to  any  office  tenable  for  life  or  during 
good  behaviour  (not  being  an  academical  office 
within  the  University  of  Oxford),  and  who  shall 
retain  such  benefice,  property,  pension,  or  office 
for  twelve  calendar  mouths  from  the  day  of  bi& 
institution,  accession,  or  admission  thereto,  shall, 
if  the  annual  value  of  such  ecclesiastical  benefice, 
clear  of  deductions  (except  for  property  or  income 
tax),  shall  exceed  three  hundred  pounds,  or  if  the 
annual  income  derivable  by  him  from  such  pro- 
perty, pension,  or  office,  or  from  any  two  or  more 
of  the  above-mentioned  sources  (including  or  not 
including  an  ecclesiastical  benefice),  clear  of  de- 
ductions as  aforesaid,  shall  exceed  three  hundred 
pounds,  vacate  his  Fellowship  at  the  expiration  of 
such  twelve  calendar  months,  (or,  in  case  such 
benefice  shall  be  a  benefice  in  the  gift  of  the  Col- 
lege, at  the  expiration  of  eighteen  calendar  mouths 
from  the  avoidance  thereof) ;  and  for  this  pur- 
pose the  income  which  the  estimated  value  of  any 
property  would  produce,  if  invested  in  Three 
pounds  per  centum  Consolidated  Annuities  at  the 
price  current  at  the  time  of  the  acquisition  thereof, 
shall,  in  case  of  doubt,  be  considered  to  be  the 
income  derivable  from  such  property.  The  word 
"  property**  shall  in  this  clause  include  any  estate 
or  interest  in  possession  in  any  property  real  or 
personal.  In  any  case  in  which  the  property  or 
sources  of  income  may  have  been  acquired  at 
several  times,  the  latest  time  at  which  any  part  of 
such  property  or  any  of  such  sources  of  income 
shall  have  been  acquired,  shall,  in  construing  this 
clause,  be  considered  as  the  time  of  the  acquisition 
of  the  whole  thereof.  Except  as  aforesaid,  no 
Pellow  shall  be  disqualified  for  retaining  his  Fel- 
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lowship  by  reason  of  his  having  become  poasessed 
of  any  property  or  income,  or  been  instituted  to 
any  benefice. 

17.  In  certain  excepted  oases  FellowB  may  be 
elected  and  admitted  without  public  notice  of  the 
vacancy,  and  without  examination,  and  without 
the  period  of  probation  required  by  the  Statutes, 
and  although  the  persons  elected  be  married,  and 
although  they  be  in  possession  of  any  bezfefioe, 
property,  pension,  or  office  which  would  in  ordi- 
nary cases  render  the  possessor  ineligible,  and 
although  they  may  not  have  passed  the  examina- 
tions required  by  the  University  for  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Arts,  provided  such  persons  are  others 
wise  qualified  for  election.  The  excepted  cases 
shall  be  as  follows : — 

(a.)  Any  Professor  or  Public  Lecturer  within 
the  University  for  whose  election  a  ma- 
jority of  the  votes  of  the  Principal  and  all 
the  Fellows  shall  have  been  given,  the 
Principal's  vote  being  counted  as  two 
votes. 

(h.)  Any  Principal  of  a  Hall  vrithin  the  Uni- 
versity, not  being  a  private  Hall,  and  any 
person  of  eminence  in  literature,  science, 
or  art,  on  whom  the  University  in  Ck>nvo- 
caticn  shall  have  conferred  a  degree,  either 
by  diploma  or  by  decree  of  Convocation,  or 
an^  honorary  degree ;  provided  that  two- 
thirds  of  the  votes  of  tne  Principal  and  ail 
the  Fellows  shall  have  been  given  for  the 
election  of  such  Principal  or  other  person 
as  last  aforesaid,  the  Principal's  vote  being' 
counted  as  two  votes. 

18.  The  election  in  such  excepted  eases  shall 
always  be  held  more  than  thirty  days  before  the 
uBoal  day  of  election,  and  the  electors  may  at  the 
time  of  election  determine  the  rank  wmch  the 
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person  elected  sball  bold  in  tbe  College,  without 
reference  to  the  date  of  his  election,  provided 
that  such  rank  shall  confer  no  other  thui  hono- 
rary privileges:  Provided  also,  that  no  manied 
Fellow  shall  be  entitled  to  rooms  in  the  College, 
nor  to  any  allowance  in  respect  of  rooms. 

19.  Any  Pellow  who  shall  many  or  who  shall 
become  possessed  of  any  benefice,  property,  pen- 
sion, or  office  which  would  in  ordinary  cases  dis* 
qualify  him  for  continuing  a  Fellow,  may  never- 
theless, if  he  shall  then  be  a  Professor  or  Public 
Lecturer  in  the  University,  be  retained  in  his 
Fellowship  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the 
Principal  and  all  tiie  Fellows,  or,  if  he  shall  be 
Principal  of  any  Hall  (not  being  a  private  Hall), 
by  two-thirds  of  the  votes  of  the  Principal  and  all 
the  Fellows ;  the  Principal's  vote  being  in  each 
case  counted  as  b^'O  votes;  provided  that  this 
power  shall  be  exercised,  if  at  all,  at  some  stated 
general  meeting  previous  to  the  day  on  which  the 
Fellowship  would  otherwise  be  vacated. 

20.  Any  Fellow  elected  under  Clause  17,  or 
retained  under  Clause  19,  shall  (except  in  the 
case  herein-after  mentioned),  be  deemed  entitled 
thereafter  to  hold  his  Fellowship  although  he  may 
afterwards  marry  or  become  possessed  of  any 

f property,  pension,  or  office,  or  of  any  benefice 
not  bemg  a  benefice  in  the  gift  of  the  CoU^e, 
the  possession  of  which  would  in  ordinary  eases 
be  incompatible  with  the  retention  of  a  Fellow- 
ship). 

21.  Any  person  elected  under  Clause  17,  or 
retained  under  Clause  19,  and  being  a  Professor 
or  Public  Lecturer  within  tlie  University,  who  at 
the  time  of  his  election,  or  retention,  shall  hold  a 
benefice  with  cure  of  souls,  and  who  aball  con- 
tinue to  hold  such  benefice  for  six  calendar  months 
afterwards,  shall  thereby  vacate  his  Fellowship ; 
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and  no  person  elected  or  retained  under  either  of 
the  said  clauses  shall  by  virtue  thereof  be  enabled 
to  hold  with  his  Fellowship  any  benefice  iu  the 
|;ift  of  the  College  the  possession  of  which  would, 
in  ordinary  cases,  be  incompatible  with  the  reten- 
tion of  a  Fellowship.  Every  Professor,  Public 
Lecturer,  or  Principal  of  a  Ball,  elected  or  re- 
tained under  either  of  the  said  clauses,  who  shall 
cease  to  hold  such  Professorship,  Public  Lecturer- 
ship,  or  Principalship,  and  every  Professor  or 
Public  Lecturer,  elected  or  retained  as  aforesaid, 
who  shall  be  instituted  to  any  benefice  with  cure 
of  souls,  shall  thereby  vacate  his  Fellowship. 

22.  Not  more  than  one  Fellowship  shall  at  any 
one  time  be  held  by  Professors  or  Public  Lec- 
turers under  the  powers  conferred-  by  Clauses  17 
and  19  of  this  Ordinance,  if  and  so  long  as  the 
whole  number  of  Fellowships  within  the  College, 
exclusive  of  Fellowships  hereinbefore  directed  to 
be  not  filled  up,  shall  not  exceed  twelve. 

28.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Principal  and 
Fellq^ws,  at  stated  general  meetings,  to  elect  dis- 
tinguished persons  to  Honorary  Fellowships 
within  the  College.  Persons  so  elected  shall  oe 
termed  Honorary  Fellows,  and  shall  not  be 
entitled  to  vote  on  any  occasion  as  Fellows,  or  to 
receive  any  emolument  whatever,  but  shall  be 
entitled  to  enjoy  such  other  privileges  and  advan- 
tages as  the  Principal  and  Fellows  shall,  by  reso- 
lution from  time  to  time,  determine.  The  con- 
ditions of  eligibility  to  and  tenure  of  Honorary 
Fellowships,  and  the  mode  of  election  thereto, 
niav  also  be  determined  by  the  Principal  and 
Fellows  from  time  to  time.  Honorarv  Fellows 
shall  not,  in  the  construction  of  this  Urdinance, 
be  counted  among  the  Fellows  of  the  College, 
nor  Honorary  Fellowships  among  the  Fellowships 
of  the  College. 
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24.  "Every  Fellow  wbo  shall  be  elected  to  and 
accept  a  Headship  or  Fellowship  in  any  otber 
College  within  the  TJniversitj  shall  th«:«iipoB 
vacate  his  Fellowship. 

25.  The  provisions  respecting  the  residence  of 
Fellows  and  Scholars,  and  the  mode  of  granting 
leave  of  absence  from  the  TJniversitj  contained  in 
the  existing  Statutes,  shall  be  henceforth  Toid. 
The  Principal  and  Fellows  shall,  at  the  first  stated 
general  meeting,  or  as  soon  afterwards  as  con> 
venientlj  may  be,  make  such  regulations  respect- 
ing the  residence  of  Fellows  and  Scholars  within 
the  University,  and  respecting  the  mode  in  which 
and  the  conditions  under  which  leave  of  absence 
may  be  granted  to  any  Fellow  or  Scholar,  as  thev 
may  deem  expedient  for  the  interests  of  the  Col- 
lege as  a  place  of  learning  and  education,  and 
may  vary  such  regulations  from  tinie  to  time,  and 
may  enforce  such  regulations,  if  they  shall  think 
fit,  by  pecuniary  penalties,  and  in  case  of  contu- 
macious non-compliance,  by  deprivation.  Such 
regulations  shall  be  made  and  varied  at  stated 
general  meetings  only.  In  the  meantime,  and 
until  such  regulations  can  be  made.  Hie  Principal 
and  Fellows  may,  at  any  ordinary  meeting  or 
meetingSi  make  provisional  regulations  for  the 
same  purposes,  which  shall  be  binding  on  the 
Members  of  the  College. 

26.  It  shall  alwavs  hereafter  he  lawful  for  four 
Fellows  of  the  College,  not  being  Fellows  of  the 
foundation  of  Sir  Leoline  Jenkins,  to  retain  their 
Fellowships  without  taking  Holy  Orders.  As 
ofben  as  the  number  of  Lay  Fellows,  being  Mia- 
ters  of  Arts  or  of  sufficient  standing  to  take  that 
degree,  shall  be  reduced  below  four,  the  option 
of  holding  a  Lay  Fellowship  shall  devolve  on  the 
Fellows  who  shall  not  have  attained  that  stand- 
ing successively,  according  to  seniority  from  Htm 
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date  of  election,  bo  that  the  number  of  Fellows 
retaining  or  entitled  to  retain  their  Fellowships 
aa  Laymen  may  be  made  up  to  four  from  time  to 
time.  Subject  to  these  provisions,  erery  Fellow 
shall  he  required  to  take  Deacon's  Orders  before 
the  expiration  of  one  year  after  he  shall  be  of 
sufficient  standing  to  take  the  degree  of  Master 
of  Arts,  (or,  in  case  he  shall  have  attained  such 
standing  at  the  time  of  his  election,  within  one 
year  after  his  election),  and  to  take  Priest's 
Orders  within  two  years  after  having  taken 
Deacon's  Orders,  and  in  default  thereof  shall 
vacate  his  Fellowship:  Provided,  that  nothing 
herein  contained  shall  affect  the  obligation  of  the 
Fellows  of  the  foundation  of  Sir  Leoline  Jenkins 
to  take  Priest's  Orders  before  being  admitted 
actual  Fellows. 

27.  The  number  of  Fellowships  within  the 
College,  exclusive  of  those  hereinbefore  directed 
not  to  be  filled  up,  shall  never  be  less  than  thir- 
teen, unless  the  Visitor  shall  think  fit,  on  a  peti- 
tion in  writing  presented  and  subscribed  by  the 
Principal  and  not  less  than  three-fourths  of  the 
Fellows  of  the  College,  to  direct  that  the  number 
shall  be  diminished,  either  permanently  or  during 
any  limited  period,  by  not  fiUinc;  up  vacancies, 
for  the  purpose  either  of  increasmg  the  emolu- 
ments of  the  Principal  and  Fellows,  if  the  same 
shall  appear  to  be  insufficient,  or  of  augmenting 
the  number  or  emoluments  of  the  Scholars  or  Ex- 
hibitioners, or  of  improving  the  property  of  the 
College,  or  in  order  to  apply  the  surplus  income 
to  be  obtained  by  such  diminution  to  any  pur- 
pose specified  in  the  petition,  and  directly  expe- 
dient for  the  interests  of  the  College  as  a  phice  of 
religion,  learning,  and  education. 

2^.  The  Principal  and  Fellows  shall,  once  at 
least  in  every  ten  years,  lay  before  the  Visitor  a 
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statement  in  writing  of  the  annual  lerenue  and 
expenditure  of  the  College  for  the  preoediDg  ten 
years,  or  for  the  period  which  shall  hare  elapsed 
since  the  date  of  tne  last  statement  (as  the  case 
maj  be);  aud  shall  also  furnish  to  the  Visitor 
such  additional  information  (if  any)  as  he  shall 
require  for  enabling  him  to  form  a  judgment  of 
the  means  and  requirements  and  general  state  and 
condition  of  the  College.  And  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  the  Visitor  thereupon,  if  it  shall  appear  to 
him  that  the  revenues  of  the  College  are  sufficient 
to  afford  to  each  Fellow  an  average  income  of 
more  than  three  hundred  pounds  a  year  (exdusire 
of  rooms  or  any  allowance  in  respect  thereof,  bat 
inclusive  of  all  other  allowances),  to  direct,  eith^ 
that  the  number  of  Fellowships  shall  be  increased, 
or  that  any  part  of  such  revenues  shall  be  applied 
in  increasing  the  number  or  emoluments  of  the 
Scholarships  or  Exhibitions  within  the  College,  or 
shall  be  set  apart  for  general  College  purposes ; 
and  any  sums  which  shall  be  so  set  apart  shall  be 
applied  to  such  College  purposes  as  the  Principal 
and  Fellows,  with  the  approbation  of  the  Visitor, 
shall  determine. 

29.  All  the  Scholarships  now  existing  in  the 
College,  other  than  the  Scholarships  of  the  foun- 
dation of  Sir  John  Walter  and  Bishop  West- 
phaling,  and  of  the  foundation  of  Mr.  Richard 
Budd,  and  all  the  Scholarships  to  be  established 
within  the  College  under  the  provisions  of  this 
Ordinance,  other  than  the  King  Charles  the 
First* 8  Scholarships,  shall  be  termed  Webh 
Scholarships,  and  shall  be  tilled  up  by  the  election 
of  persons  being  natives  of  Wades  or  Monmouth- 
shire, or  who  shall  have  been  educated  for  the 
four  years  last  preceding  the  election  (or  last 
prececuug  their  roatriculaUon,  if  already  memben 
of  the  University)  at  one  of  the  Free  Grammar 
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Scbools  of  Abergavenny,  Bangor,  BeaumariB,  and 
Bottwnnog,  or  the  Free  School  of  Cowbridge,  or 
such  other  schools  or  school  in  Wales  or  Mon- 
mouthshire, as  the  Principal  and  Fellows  maj 
from  time  to  time,  bj  resolution  at  anj  stated 
general  meeting,  admit  to  this  privilege,  if  any 
such  persons  be  found  of  sufficient  merit  and  fit 
to  be  Scholars  of  the  College  in  the  judgment  of 
the  electors.  Subject  to  this  provision,  no  per- 
son shall  be  either  entitled  to  preference  or  ineli- 
gible in  elections  to  Scholarships  wichin  the  Col- 
lege, other  than  the  King  Charles  the  First's 
Scholarships,  by  reason  oi  his  place  of  birth  or 
place  of  education,  and  no  person  shall  be  entitled 
to  preference  or  ineligible  in  elections  to  any 
Scholarship  within  the  College  by  reason  of  his 
being  or  not  being  of  the  kindred  of  any  person 
named  in  any  instrument  of  foundation,  or  shall 
be  ineligible  by  reason  of  his  having  more  than 
ten  pounds  a  year. 

30.  The  Scholars  shall  be  elected  by  the  Prin- 
cipal and  Fellows  after  an  examinatron  of  the 
candidates  in  such  subjects,  and  conducted  in 
Buch  manner,  as  the  Prmcipal  and  Fellows  shall 
determine,  and  that  candidate,  being  otherwise 
duly  qualified,  according  to  the  Statutes  in  force 
for  the  time  being,  shall  be  elected  who,  after 
such  examination,  shall  appear  to  the  electors  to 
be  of  the  greatest  merit  and  most  fit  to  be  a 
Scholar  of  tne  College. 

31.  The  election  of  Scholars  shall  take  place 
on  a  stated  day  or  stated  days  in  each  year,  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Principal  and  Fellows  (subject 
to  the  provisions  for  postponement  hereinafter 
contained) ;  and  notice  of  every  intended  election 
shall  be  given  bv  the  Principal,  in  such  manner 
as  be  shall  deem  best  adapted  to  ensure  publicity, 
thirty  days  at  least  before  the  day  of  election. 
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82.  The  elections  to  the  King  CaArles  the 
Fiist's  Scholarships  shall,  as  to  the  years  in  whic^ 
the  same  shall  be  held,  be  so  regulated  with  refer- 
ence to  the  elections  to  the  King  Charles  the 
First's  Scholarships  at  Exeter  and  Pembroke 
Colleges,  and  to  the  elections  to  Bishop  Morlej's 
Scholarship  at  Pembroke  College,  that  an  election 
to  one  Scnolarship  at  least  on  one  or  other  of 
those  four  foundations  may,  as  far  as  possible,  be 
held  everj  j'ear.  The  Principal  and  Fellows  maj 
for  this  purpose  make  such  arrangements  as  ihej 
shsdl  think  proper  with  the  governing  bodice  of 
Exeter  College  and  Pembroke  College,  and  may 
suspend  the  elections  to  the  said  King  Charln 
the  First's  Scholarships  within  Jesus  College  so 
often  and  for  so  long  as  may  be  necessary  or  ccm- 
▼enient  for  the  same  purpose,  and  may  retain  the 
emoluments  of  any  suspended  Scholarship  during 
the  period  of  suspension,  and  employ  the  same 
in  augmenting  the  value  or  number  of  the  said 
Scholarships,  in  such  manner  as  they  shall  think 
fit 

33.  The  King  Charles  the  First's  Scholarships 
shall  be  tenable  for  such  periods,  being  not  lees 
than  five  nor  more  than  seven  years,  as  the  Prin- 
cipal and  Fellows,  having  regard  as  far  as  may  be 
to  the  arrangements  made  by  Exeter  College  and 
Pembroke  College,  shall  from  time  to  time  deter- 
mine. Every  Scholarship  within  the  College, 
other  than  the  King  Charles  the  First's  Scholar- 
ships, shall  be  tenable  until  the  holder  thereof 
shall  have  completed  the  twentieth  Term  inelu- 
sive  from  the  oate  of  his  matriculation,  and  no 
longer 

34.  The  Scholarships  to  be  established  within 
the  College  under  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance 
(ol^er  than  the  King  Charies  the  First^s  Scholar- 
ships) shall,  as  regards  the  conditions  of  eligibi* 
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lity  thereto,  and  in  all  other  respects,  stand  upon 
tiie  same  footing  and  be  subject  to  the  same 
Statutes  and  regulations  as  the  Scholarships  now 
existing  within  the  College  shall  be  upon  and 
subject  to ;  the  King  Charles  the  P'irst's  Scholar- 
sliips,  shall  be  subject  to  t}he  same  Statutes  and 
regulations,  so  far  as  the  same  shall  not  be  incon- 
aistent  with  the  specitic  provibions  oC  this  Ordi- 
nance relating  to  those  Scholarships. 

35.  The  Principal  and  Fellows  may  deprive 
any  Scholar  of  his  Scholarship  for  any  misconduct 
which  in  their  judgment  shall  merit  deprivation, 
subject  to  such  right  of  appeal  to  the  Visitor  as  is 
hereinafter  provided. 

36.  The  emoluments  of  the  twenty-four  Exhi- 
bitions of  the  foundation  of  Edward  Merrick, 
Clerk,  of  the  three  Exhibitions  of  the  foundation 
of  Mr.  Bloom,  and  of  the  two  Exhibitions  of  the 
foundation  of  Mr.  Bice  Powell,  shall  be  consoli- 
dated, as  the  same  respectively  become  vacant, 
and  applied  in  maintaining  as  many  Exhibitions 
of  the  value  of  Forty  pounds  per  annum  respec- 
tively as  the  amount  of  the  said  consolidated 
emoluments  for  the  time  being  will  allow.  The 
said  Exhibitions  shall  respectively  be  filled  up  by 
the  election  of  deserving  persons,  being  natives 
of  Wales  or  Monmouthshire,  whom  the  Principal 
and  Fellows  shall  have  ascertained  to  be  in  need 
of  support  at  the  University ;  provided  that  no 
person  shall  be  elected  whose  merit  and  fitness  to 
be  an  ^Exhibitioner  shall  not  have  been  previously 
tested  by  an  examination,  ^o  person,  shall  be 
entitled  to  preference  or  ineligible  in  elections  to 
any  of  the  said  Exhibitions  by  reason  of  his  place 
of  birth,  otherwise  than  by  reason  of  his  being  a 
native  of  Wales  or  Monmouthshire,  as  aforesaid. 
No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  any  of  the  said 
Exhioitious  who  shall  be  a  Scholar  of  the  College, 
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and  every  Exhibitioner  who  shall  be  elected  to  a 
Scholarship  within  the  College  shall  thereupcm 
vacate  his  Exhibition.  Each  of  the  said  Exhibi- 
tions shall  be  tenable  until  the  holder  thereof  shall 
have  completed  the  twentieth  Term  inclusive  from 
the  date  of  his  matriculation,  and  no  longer. 

37.  Notice  of  every  intended  election  to  any  of 
the  said  Exhibitions  shall  be  given  by  the  Prin- 
cipal, in  such  manner  jus  he  shall  deem  best 
adapted  to  ensure  publicity,  thirty  days  at  least 
before  the  day  of  election. 

38.  The  Exhibitioners  to  be  maintained  out  of 
the  said  consolidated  emoluments  shall  be  subject 
to  such  regulations  respecting  their  residence, 
attendance  on  Divine  Worship,  instruction,  and 
discipline  as  the  Principal  and  Fellows  shall  from 
time  to  time  determine ;  and  shall  be  subject  U* 
deprivation  by  the  Principal  and  Fellows  for  8ucl» 
misconduct  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  Principal 
and  Fellows  shall  merit  deprivation. 

39.  The  Principal  and  Fellows  shall  not,  by 
reason  of  any  clause  or  provision  in  the  existing 
Statutes  of  the  College,  be  prohibited  or  restrained 
from  dividing  amongst  themselves  or  otherwise 
disposing  of  the  clear  surplus  of  the  corporate 
revenues  of  the  College,  as  they  might  have  done 
if  the  Statutes  had  contained  no  such  clause  or 
provision. 

40.  The  power  of  depriving  the  Principal  for 
?uch  causes  as  according  to  the  Statutes  of  the 
(.^oll(?ge  in  force  for  the  time  being  shall  require 
deprivation,  shall  be  vested  in  the  Visitor  alone, 
and  shall  be  exercised  by  him,  after  due  inquiry, 
upon  the  petition  of  the  major  part  of  all  the 
Fellows  ;  and  the  power  of  depriving  Fellows  for 
such  causes  as  according  to  the  Statutes  of  the 
College  in  force  for  the  time  being  shall  require 
deprivation,  shall  be  vested  in  the  Principai  and 
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FeIlov78,  and  shall  be  exercised  by  the  vote  of  the 
major  part  of  the  Principal  and  all  the  Fellows, 
subject  only  to  such  appeal  to  the  Visitor  as  is 
hereinafter  provided :  Prorided  that  this  clause 
shall  not  affect  the  Visitor's  power  (if  any)  of 
depriving  by  his  own  authority  any  member  of 
the  College. 

41.  Whenever  a  "Welsh  Fellowship  shall  be 
vacant,  and  no  candidate  shall  offer  nimself  for 
such  Fellowship  duly  qualified  in  respect  of  his 
place  of  birth  and  otherwise,  whom  tbe  electors 
sh^  judge  of  sufficient  merit  for  election,  such 
Fellowship  shall  be  thrown  open  for  that  turn, 
and  the  election  shall  be  postponed  to  some  other 
day,  to  be  fixed  by  the  Principal  Fellows  for  the 
purpose,  not  later  than  the  next  ensuing  stated 
day  of  election  to  Fellowships. 

42.  Whenever  a  King  Charles  the  First's 
Scholarship  or  a  Welsh  Scholarship  shall  be 
vacant,  and  no  candidate  shall  offer  himself  for 
such  Scholarship  duly  qualified  in  respect  of  his 
place  of  birth  or  education,  whom  the  electors 
shall  judge  of  sufficient  merit  for  election,  such 
Scholarship  shall  be  thrown  open  for  that  turn, 
and  the  election  shall  be  postponed  to  some 
other  day,  to  be  fixed  by  the  Principal  and 
Fellows  for  the  purpose,  not  later  than  the 
next  ensuing  stated  day  of  election  to  Scholar- 
ships. 

48.  Whenever  there  shall  be  no  duly  qualified 
candidate  for  a  vacant  Fellowship  other  than  a 
WeUh  Fellowship,  or  for  any  Scholarship  other 
than  a  King  Charles  the  First's  Scholarship  or  a 
Welsh  Scholarship,  or  for  any  Fellowship  or 
Scholarship  which  shall  have  been  thrown  open  as 
aforesaid,  whom  the  electors  shall  judge  or  suffi- 
cient merit  for  election,  and  whenever  a  Fellow- 
ship or  Scholarship  shall  fall  vacant,  and  there 
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shidl  not  be  time  to  give  the  notice  hereinbdbiv 
directed  before  the  dav  of  electioo,  the  eleetion 
shall  be  postponed  to  some  other  day,  to  be  fixed 
by  the  Principal  and  Fellows  for  tlie  purpose, 
not  later  than  the  next  ensuing  stated  day  of 
election,  in  the  case  of  a  Fellowship  of  Fellows^ 
and  in  the  ease  of  a  Scholarship  of  Scholar? ;  and 
every  such  postponed  election  shall  be  held  and 
conducted  in  the  same  manner  and  afVer  the  same 
previous  notice  as  it'  there  had  been  no  [lostpone- 
ment. 

44.  The  Principal  and  Fellows  may  from  time 
to  time  regulate  as  they  shall  think  fit  the  dutie:« 
and  emoluments  of  the  officers  of  the  College,  and 
the  mode  of  their  appointment  or  election,  and 
may  institute  such  new  offices  as  they  shall  deem 
expedient  for  the  better  management  of  the  affairs 
of  the  CoUege,  and  the  instruction  and  di^fcipline 
of  its  members,  and  may  aasign  to  such  new 
offices  such  stipends  or  emoluments  as  the  Prin- 
cipal and  Fellows  shall  think  proper:  Provided 
that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Visitor,  upon  the 
petition  of  the  Principal  or  any  one  or  more  of 
the  Fellows,  or  of  any  officer  of  the  College  whose 
stipend  or  emoluments  have  been  diminished  in 
exercise  of  the  foregoing  power,  to  disallow  such 
regulation  or  assigument,  if  he  shall  think  fit: 
Provided  also,  that  the  Principalship  shall  not  be 
deemed  to  be  an  o6Bce  within  the  meaning  of  this 
clause. 

45.  The  Principal  and  Fellows  shall  at  the  first 
stated  general  meeting,  or  as  soon  afterwards  as 
conveniently  may  be,  make  regulations  for  the 
daily  pertbrmance  of  Divine  Service,  according  to 
the  Liturgy  of  the  United  Church  bf  England 
and  Irelaud,  within  the  College  during  full  Term, 
and  at  such  other  times  as  they  shall  think  pnK 
per,  and  for  attendance  on  the  same,  and  may  varr 
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such  regulations  from  time  to  time ;  but  such 
regulations  shall  be  made  and  varied  at  stated 
general  meetings  only,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  for  the 
time  being,  and  if  disallowed  by  him  shall  be  void. 
In  the  meantime,  and  uutil  such  regulations  can 
be  made,  the  Principal  and  Eellows  may,  at  any 
ordinanr  meeting  or  meetings,  make  provisional 
regulations  for  the  same  purposes.  The  provi- 
aions  of  the  existing  Statutes  relating  to  Divine 
Service  shall  henceforth  be  void. 

46.  In  case  the  Principal  or  any  Fellow  of  the 
College  shall  contumaciously  cease  to  conform  to 
the  Liturgy  of  the  United  Church  of  England  and 
Ireland,  as  by  law  established,  such  contumacious 
ceasing  to  conform  shall  be  a  cause  for  depriving 
the  Principal  of  his  Principalship,  and  any  such 
Fellow  of  his  Fellowship. 

47.  The  oaths  prescribed  by  the  existing  Sta- 
tutes shall  not  hereafter  be  taken.  But  every 
person  elected  or  admitted  to  any  place  or  office, 
on  election  or  admission  to  which  an  oath  is  now 
required,  shall,  at  the  time  of  his  election  or 
admission,  take  an  oath  or  make  a  declaration,  as 
the  Principal  and  Fellows  shall  by  resolution 
determine,  to  fhe  effect  that  he  will  faithfully 
perform  the  duties  of  such  place  or  office,  and 
obey  the  Statutes  and  Byelaws  of  the  College  in 
force  for  the  time  being,  so  far  as  they  may  con- 
cern him  ;  and  the  electors  to  any  place  or  office 
before  election  to  which  an  oath  is  now  required, 
(not  being  an  annual  office,)  shall,  before  electing, 
take  an  oath  or  make  a  declaration,  as  the  Prin- 
cipal and  Fellows  shall  b^  resolution  determine,  to 
the  effect  that  they  will  elect  the  person  best 
qualified  in  their  judgment  for  such  place  or  office. 

48.  There  shall  be  two  stated  general  meetings 
at  least  of  the  Principal  and  Fellows  in  every 
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year,  on  snch  days  as  the  Principal  and  FeOowv 
shall  appoint.  Any  stated  general  meeting  may 
be  adjourned  by  resolution  of  the  meeting  to  a 
day  to  be  specified  in  the  resoluticm.  The  Tote 
of  the  Principal  shall  be  ooanted  as  two  Totoa  at 
all  College  meetings,  and  in  the  election,  admis- 
sion, and  depriyation  of  Fellows,  and  the  election 
and  deprivation  of  Scholars.  Subject  to  the  fore* 
going  provision,  and  except  in  caaes  in  whieb 
the  concurrence  of  any  specified  proportion  of 
the  Principal  and  Fellows,  or  the  consent  of  ihe 
Principal  is  hereby  made  requisite,  every  ques- 
tion arising  at  any  College  meeting  ahall  be 
determined  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  those 
present.  Whenever  the  votes  shaQ  be  equal,  the 
Principal  shall  have  an  additional  casting  vote. 
Any  Statute,  rule,  or  usage  of  the  College  which 
prohibits  or  restrains,  expressly  or  by  implication, 
any  person  present  at  any  College  meetm^  from 
bringing  forward  thereat  any  (question  which  he 
may  think  proper,  or  from  iiaving  such  qoestian 

Eut  to  the  vote,  shall,  so  far  as  regards  such  pro* 
ibition  6r  restraint^  be  henceforth  void;  rro- 
vided,  that  the  Principal  and  Fellows  may  make 
from  time  to  time  such  rules  for  regulatine  the 
proceedings  at  College  meetings,  and  fior  deter- 
mining what  business  shall  be  transacted  tiiereat, 
and  for  fixing  (if  they  shall  think  fit)  the  notice 
to  be  given  before  bringing  forward  any  questkm, 
as  they  shall  deem  expedient. 

49.  The  power  which  is  given  by  the  existing 
Statutes  to  the  Vice-Principal  to  act  in  place  c2r 
the  Principal,  and  the  power  of  any  officer  of  the 
College  who  may  hereafWr  be  authorised  by  any 
Statute  or  Byelaw  to  act  in  place  of  the  Principal, 
shall  be  deemed  to  extend  to  all  the  acts  which 
the  Principal  is  hereby  authorized  or  directed  to 
do,  except  the  giving  consent  to  any  commuta* 
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tion,  regulation,  or  dtminution  of  .the  Principal's 
emoluments. 

50.  The  particular  provisions  of  the  existing 
Statutes  respecting  the  subjects  and  hours  of 
fltudy  and  instruction  within  the  College,  the 
disputations  and  other  exercises  to  be  penormed 
by  it«  members,  and  their  attendance  in  the 
ecbools  and  at  the  exercises  of  the  TTniversitj; 
and  respecting  the  devotions,  dress,  conversation, 
recreations,  and  other  personal  habits  of  the 
members  of  the  College,  and  the  conditions  of 
their  going  beyond  the  precincts  of  the  College ; 
and  respecting  the  meals  of  the  members  of  the 
College,  and  the  mode  of  conducting  the  same ; 
and  respecting  the  punishments  for  offences  not 
being  such  as  require  deprivation ;  and  respect- 
ing the  use  of  the  Common  Hall;  and 
respecting  the  times  of  opening  and  closing  the 
gates  and  doors  of  the  College ;  and  respecting 
the  admission  of  strangers  into  the  precincts  of 
the  College;  and  respecting  the  reading  of  the 
Statutes;  and  respecting  the  service  of  the  Col* 
lege,  and  the  numoer,  duties,  and  payment  of  the 
servants  of  the  same,  shall  be  henceforth  void. 
The  Principal  and  FeUows  shall  from  time  to 
time  make  such  regulations  as  they  may  deem 
necessary  or  desirable  for  promoting  the  main 
objects  which  the  aforesaid  particular  provisions, 
or  any  of  them,  are  respectively  intended  to 
effect ;  and  may  enforce  such  regulations  by  such 
penalties  as  they  shall  think  fit,  subject  to  such 
right  of  appeal  to  the  Visitor  on  the  part  of  any 
person  who  may  deem  himself  aggrieved  thereby, 
as  is  hereinafter  provided. 

51.  If  in  any  case  it  shall  appear  to  the  Visitor 
that  by  reason  of  any  change  in  the  value  of 
money  any  specific  sum  fixed  by  this  Ordinance, 
or  which  may  be  hereinafter  fixed  in  exercise  of 
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any  power  giren.  b j  this  Ordinance,  lias  beoome 
insufficient  or  excessive,  and  that  sucb  insuffi- 
ciency or  excess  is  productive  of  injostioe  or 
hardship,  or  is  injurious  to  the  general  interests 
of  the  College,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Visitor 
from  time  to  time,  for  the  purpose  of  correcting 
or  obviating  such  injustice,  naroship,  or  injury,  to 
direct  that  such  annual  sum  shall  be  increased  or 
diminished,  as  he  shall  think  fit,  and  the  increased 
or  diminished  sum  shall  thenceforth  be  substi- 
tuted for  and  stand  in  the  place  of  the  sum 
originallj  fixed  as  aforesaid. 

62.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Visitor  in  person, 
or  bj  his  Commissary  or  Commissaries  duly  ap- 
pointed, once  in  every  ten  years  (or  oftener,  if 
and  whenever  he  shall  deem  it  expedient  for  en- 
forcing the  due  observance  of  the  Statutes  in 
force  for  the  time  being  to  do  so),  without  any 
request  or  application  by  the  College  or  any  of 
its  members,  to  visit  the  College,  and  to  exercise 
at  such  visitation  all  the  powers  which  are  bv  law 
incident  to  the  office  of  G-eneral  Visitor  of  a 
College,  any  Statute  or  usage  of  the  College  to 
the  contrary  notwithstanding.  It  shall  be  lawful 
for  the  Visitor  at  any  such  visitation,  or,  if  he  shall 
think  fit,  at  other  times,  to  rec^uire  the  Principal 
and  Fellows  to  answer  in  writing  touching  any 
matter  as  to  which  the  Visitor  may  deem  it  expe- 
dient to  inquire,  for  the  purpose  of  satisfying  him- 
self whether  the  Statutes  in  force  for  the  time 
being  are  duly  observed. 

58.  As  often  as  any  question  shall  arise  on 
which  the  Principal  and  Fellows  shall  be  unable 
to  agree,  depending  wholly  or  in  part  on  the  con- 
struction of^anv  01  the  Statutes  of  the  College,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  Principal  and  Fellows,  or 
for  the  Principal  or  any  three  of  the  Fellows,  to 
submit  the  same  to  the  Visitor ;  and  it  shall  be 
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lawful  for  the  Visitor  to  declare  what  is  the  true 
construction  of  such  Statute  or  Statutes  with 
reference  to  the  case  submitted  to  him. 

54.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Principal,  or  for 
any  Eellow  if  he  shall  conceive  himself  aggrieved 
by  an  act  or  decision  of  the  Principal  and  Fellows, 
and  for  any  Scholar  or  Exhibitioner  who  may  have 
been  deprived  of  his  Scholarship  or  Exhibitotf,  to 
appeal  against  such  act  or  decision  or  sentence  to 
the  Visitor ;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Visitor 
to  adjudicate  on  such  appeal,  and  to  disallow  and 
annual  such  act  or  decision,  and  to  reverse  orvary 
such  sentence  as  he  shall  deem  just. 

55.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  tne  Visitor,  either 
proprio  motu  or  on  the  complaint  of  the  Principal 
or  of  anv  of  the  Fellows,  to  disallow  and  annul 
any  byelaw  or  resolution  of  the  Principal  and 
Fellows  which  shall,  in  the  Visitor's  juagment, 
be  repugnant  to  any  of  the  Statutes  of  the  College 
in  force  for  the  time  being. 

56.  The  injunctions  of  the  existing  Statutes 
respecting  preferences  to  be  given  by  members  of 
the  College  in  elections  to  University  offices  shall 
be  henceforth  void. 

57.  The  Principal  and  Fellows,  by  a  majority 
consisting  of  not  less  than  two-thirds  of  the  votes 
of  those  present,  the  vote  of  the  Principal  being 
counted  as  two  votes,  may  from  time  to  time,  at 
any  stated  general  meeting,  subject  to  the  provi- 
sions of  the  section  numbered  XL.  in  the  Queen's 
Printer's  copy  of  the  said  Act,  amend  the  Statutes 
of  the  College  in  force  for  the  time  being,  with 
the  consent  of  the  Visitor. 

58.  Whenever  the  words  "the  Fellow^s,"  or 
^'the  Principal  and  Fellows,"  are  used  in  thia 
Ordinance,  the  word  "  Fellows "  shall  meau 
actual  Fellows,  and  nothing  herein  contained 
shall  be  construed  to  give  to  Probationers  any 
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power  which  thej  wouM  not  faare  bad  if  this 
Ordinance  had  not  been  made. 

59.  This  Ordinance  shall  be  without  prejodice 
to  any  existing  interest  (being  such  an  interest  as 
is  intended  to  be  saved  by  the  said  Aet)  of  any 
member  of  the  College,  and  shall  be  construed  to 
speak  and  take  effect  as  if  framed  immediately 
before  the  approYai  thereof  by  Her  Majesty  in 
Council.

Wk,  the  Commissioners  appointed  for  the  pur- 
poses of  an  Act  passed  in  the  seventeenth  and 
eighteenth  years  of  the  reign  of  Her  Majesty 
Queen  Victoria,  intituled  *'  An  Act  to  make  fur- 
"  ther  provision  for  the  good  government  and 
**  extension  of  the  University  of  Oxford,  of  the 
"  Colleges  therein,  and  of  the  College  of  Saint 
**  Mary,  Winchester,"  do,  in  execution  of  the 
powers  given  to  us  by  the  said  Act,  ordain  as 
follows,  in  relation  to  the  College  of  Saint  Mary 
Magdalen,  in  the  said  University : 

Whereas  four  Pellowships  are  now  vacant  in 
the  said  College,  not  being  Fellowships  to  which 
any  Demy  is  entitled  to  succeed,  or  be  elected 
by  virtue  of  an  interest  acquired  before  the 
passing  of  the  said  Act :  — 

1.  In  elections  to  two  of  the  said  Fellowships 
(which  we  direct  to  be  filled  up  on  a  day  to  be 
appointed  by  the  President  and  Fellows,  not  less 
than  twenty  nor  more  than  thirty  days  after  the 
approval  of  this  Ordinance  by  Her  Majesty  in 
Council),  no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  any  pre- 
ference or  be  ineligible  by  reason  of  the  county  or 
glace  of  his  birth,  or  by  reason  of  an^  existing 
tatute  limiting  the  number  of  Fellowships  tenable 
at  one  time  by  natives  of  any  county  or  diocese, 
or  by  reason  of  his  being  or  not  being  a  Demv  of 
the  College.  The  intellectual  qualifications  of  all 
the  candidates  for  such  two  Fellowships  shall  be 
tested  by  an  Examination  in  such  subjects  con* 
nected  with  the  studies  of  the  University  as  the 
President  and  Fellows  shall  determine ;  and  the 
President  and  Fellows  shall  elect  those  candidates 
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(being  otherwise  duly  qualified  according  to  the 
Statutes  of  the  College)  who,  afber  such  examina* 
tion,  shall  appear  to  them  to  be  of  the  sreatest 
merit  and  most  fit  to  be  Fellows  of  the  College, 
as  a  place  of  reli^on,  learning,  and  education. 

2.  The  two  Fellows  so  elected  shall  not  be  re- 
quired to  take  the  oaths  prescribed  bj  the  exist- 
ing Statutes  to  be  taken  by  Fellows  admitted  to 
probation,  or  to  be  actual  Fellows;  but  at  the 
time  of  their  election  and  admission  each  of  them 
shall  take  an  oath,  or  make  a  declaration,  as  the 
President  and  Fellows  shall  determine,  to  the 
effect  that  he  will  faithfully  |)erform  the  duties  of 
a  Fellow,  and  obey  the  Statutes  and  Byelaws  of 
the  College  in  force  for  the  time  being,  so  far  as 
they  may  concern  him ;  and  the  President  and 
Fellows  present  at  and  taking  part  in  the  election 
shall  not  take  the  oath  prescribed  by  the  Statutes 
of  the  College  to  be  taken  before  electing  to  a 
Fellowship,  but  shall  in  place  thereof  take  an 
oath,  or  make  a  declaration,  as  they  shall  by  reso- 
lution determine,  to  the  effect  that  they  will  elect 
the  person  best  qualified  according  to  the  con- 
ditions above  specified. 

S.  In  respect  of  the  other  two  of  the  said  Fel- 
lowships, we  ordain  that  the  same  shall  not  be 
filled  up ;  but  the  emoluments  thereof  shall  be  set 
apart  and  carried  to  a  separate  account  in  the 
College  books  ;  and  shall  be  annually  divided  into 
two  equal  parts,  and  applied  by  the  President  and 
Fellows  to  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of 
additional  Demyships  and  of  Exhibitions  within 
the  College  and  the  School  thereof,  and  to  the 
endowment  of  a  Chair  of  Moral  Philosophy  within 
the  College ;  provided  that  in  such  division  one 
moiety  of  the  said  emoluments  shall  be  applied  to 
the  maintenance  of  the  said  Chair.  But  no  such 
application  shall  be  made  before  the  first  day  of 
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August,  in  the  jear  of  our  Lord  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  fifty-eight. 

4.  The  emoluments  of  each  of  the  two  Fellow- 
ships last  mentioned  shall  be  the  sum  of  two 
hundred  and  eighty-four  pounds,  which  sum  shall 
not  be  subject  to  increase  or  diminution  for  any 
cause  whatever.

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ORDINANCE  framed  by  the  CoMHissioirEBs 
appointed  for  the  Purposes  of  the  Statcix 
17th  and  I8th  Vict  c.  81,  in  rdation  to 
Merton  College,  in  the  Unitebsitt  or 
Oxford. 

We,  the  Commissioners  appointed  for  the  par- 
poses  of  an  Act  passed  in  tlie  seventeenth  and 
eighteenth  years  of  the  reign  of  Her  Majesty 
Queen  Victoria,  intituled  **  An  Act  to  make  fur- 
^' ther  *  provision  for  the  good  government  and 
extension  of  the  University  of  Oxford,  of  the 
Colleges  therein,  and  of  the  College  of  St  Mary 
Winchester,"  do,  in  execution  of  the  Powers  given 
to  us  by  the  said  Act,  ordain  as  follows  in  relation 
to  Merton  College,  otherwise  called  the  House  at 
College  of  Scholars  of  Merton,  in  the  said  Uni- 
versity : — 

Whereas,  by  an  Ordinance  framed  by  us,  and 
dated  the  nineteenth  day  of  February,  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  fifty-seven,  it  is  ( amongst 
other  things)  provided  that  the  emoluments  of  cer- 
tain Fellowships  within  Merton  College,  being 
the  third,  fifth,  seventh,  and  ninth,  which  should 
fall  vacant  after  the  approval  of  the  said  Ordinance 
by  Her  Majesty  in  Council,  shall,  to  an  amount 
not  exceeding  eight  hundred  pounds  per  annum^ 
be  applied  to  the  maintenance  within  the  said 
University  pf  a  Professorship  of  Physiology  to  be 
established  as  therein  mentioned  *.  Now  we  ordain 
that  there  shall  be  established  within  the  Uni- 
versity a  Professorship  of  Physiology,  to  be 
called  the  Linacre  Professorship  of  Physiology, 
to  the  maintenance  of  which  the  said  emoluments 
shall  always  be  applied. 

The  election  of  the  said  Professor  shall  always 
be  vested  in  the  Visitor  and  Warden  of  Merton 
College  the  president  of  the  College  or  Common- 
~^lty  of  the  Faculty  of  Physic  in  London,  commonly 
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called  the  Royal  College  of  Pfaycdcians,  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons  of  England, 
and  the  President  of  the  Royal  Society  for  the 
time  being,  or  the  major  part  of  them.  The  first 
election  of  a  Professor  shall  take  place  as  soon  as 
three  of  the  said  four  Fellowships  shall  have 
become  vacant,  or  sooner  if  the  persons  holding 
the  aforesaid  offices,  or  the  major  part  of  them, 
shall  so  determine  ;  BXkd  the  emoluments  which 
previously  to  that  election  shall  have  accrued  from 
such  of  the  said  Fellowships  as  shall  become  vacant 
shall  be  invested  and  accnmulated  by  Merton 
College,  and  paid  with  the*  accumulations  to  the 
first  Professor  on  his  election.  The  University 
may  by  Statue  define,  and  from  time  to  time 
regulate  the  functions  and  duties  of  the  Professor, 
and  may  provide  for  the  performance  of  them  by 
deputy  in  case  of  his  unavoidable  absence  or 
incapacity,  and  for  the  suitable  payn^ent  of  any 
such  deputy  out  of  the  Professor's  emoluments, 
and  may  determine  whether  the  Professor  shall  be 
permitted  to  receive  any  and  what  fees  for  attend<- 
ance  on  his  instructions,  provided  that  no  such 
fees  shall  be  payable  by  any  member  of  Mertoa 
College.  The  Professor  shall  reside  in  the  Uni> 
versity  for  six  months  at  least,  between  the  tenth 
day  of  October  in  every  year  and  the  first  day  ci 
the  next  ensuing  July,  and  in  default  thereof  shall 
vacate  his  Professorship,  unless  leave  of  fU>sence 
shall  have  been  granted  to  him  on  account  of  aick* 
ness,  or  for  any  other  very  urgent  cause,  by  or  bj 
authority  of  the  University.  The  Professor  shaU 
not  during  his  tenure  of  the  Professorship  practise 
either  Medicine  or  Surgery.  It  shall  be  lawful 
for  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  the  Delegates  of  Ap- 
peals in  Congregation,  or  the  greater  part  of  them, 
to  deprive  of  his  Professorship  any  Professor  who, 
In  their  judgment,  shall  have  been  proved  to  be 
guilty  of  culpable  negligence  or  misconduct  in  his 
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office,  grave  immorality,  or  non-obseirance  of  the 
Statutes  relating  to  him,  reasonable  notice  in 
writing  of  the  charge  having  been  first  given  to 
the  Professor  by  Uie  Vice-chancellor,  to  enable 
him  to  ans^ver  the  same  if  he  shall  desire  to  do  ao. 
The  University  may  by  Statute  regulate  the  oKMle 
of  proceeding  on  any  such  charge  as  aforesaid,  and 
limit  the  time  allowed  for  giving  notice.  The 
Warden  and  Fellows  of  Merton  College  qualified 
to  vote  in  the  election  of  Fellows  may,  if  they 
shall  think  proper,  elect  the  Professor  to  be  a 
Fellow  of  the  College,  without  notice,  ezaminatioii, 
or  probation,  and  although  married,  and  although 
possessed  of  any  benefice,  property,  pension,  or 
office  which  would  in  ordinary  cases  render  the 
possessor  ineligible,  and  although  he  may  not  have 
passed  the  examinations  required  by  the  University 
for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  provided  he  be 
otherwise  qualified  for  election,  and  be  not  a  Fel- 
low of  any  other  College  within  the  University  ; 
but  any  Professor  so  elected  a  Fellow  shall  not  be 
entitled  in  right  of  his  Fellowship  to  any  emoln- 
ments  besides  those  attached  to  his  Professorships 
nor,  if  married,  to  rooms  within  the  College,  or  to 
any  allowance  in  respect  of  rooms,  and  if  he  shall 
cease  to  hold  the  Professorship,  shall  vacate  his 
Fellowship.  The  Fellowship  to  which  the  Pro- 
fessor may,  as  herein-before  provided,  be  elected, 
shall  not  be  counted  in  the  division  of  the  Fellow- 
ships of  the  College  into  two  moieties  directed  by 
the  sixth  Clause  of  the  aforesaid  Ordinance  to  be 
made,  nor  in  the  number  of  eighteen  and  twenty- 
four  Fellowships  mentioned  in  the  twenty-fifth 
Clause  of  that  Ordinance.

We,  the  Commissioners  appointed  for  the  pur- 
poses of  an  Act  passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament 
holden  in  the  nineteenth  and  twentieth  years  of  the 
reign  of  Her  Majesty  Queen  Victoria,  intituled 
An  Act  to  make  further  provision  for  the  good 
government  and  extension  of  the  University  of 
Cambridge,  of  the  Colleges  therein,  and  of  the 
"  College  of  King  Henry  the  Sixth  at  Eton,"  hav- 
ing had  under  our  consideration  a  Statute  for 
abolishing  all  rights  of  preference,  whether  in 
respect  of  place  of  birth   or  otherwise,  in  the 
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election  to  any  Fellowship  within  the  CoQe^  of 
St  John  the  Evangelist,  in  the  Dniversitj  of 
Cambridge,  and  for  rendering  all  persons  being 
British  subjects  eligible  to  such  Fellowship  (but 
without  pr«^judice  to  any  existing  interest  saved 
by  the  said  Act)  which  Statute  has  been  dnlj  sub- 
mitted to  us  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  the 
said  Act,  by  a  majority  of  the  Grovemiog  Body  of 
the  said  College  within  the  meaning  of  the  said 
Act,  and  which  Statute  is  in  the  words  following^ 
that  is  to  say — 

That  no  preference  shall  hereafter  be  given  to 
any  person  in  elections  to  any  Fellowship 
now  existing  within  the  College  of  St.  John 
the  Evangelist,  in  the  University  of  Cam- 
bridge, in  respect  of  such  person's  place  of 
birth,  or  of  his  being,  or  having  t  een,  a 
Scholar  on  any  Foundation  in  the  said  Col- 
lege, or  of  his  being  of  the  name,  lineage, 
kindred,  or  consanguinity  of  any  person 
named  in  any  charter,  will,  deed  of  com- 
position,  or  other  instrument  of  foundation  or 
endowment  of  the  said  College,  or  of  his  hav- 
ing been  a  chorister  in  any  Collegiate  or 
Capitular  Church,  or  of  his  having  been  a 
scholar  in  any  school  named  in  any  charter, 
will,  deed  of  composition,  or  other  instra- 
ment  of  foundation  or  endowment  of  the  said 
College,  or  of  his  being  in  Holy  Orders  at  the 
time  of  such  election.  And  that  no  person 
being  a  British  subject,  shall  be  ineligible  by 
reason  of  the  place  of  his  birth  to  any  Fellow- 
ship now  existing  in  the  said  College;  nor 
shall  any  person  hereafter  elected  to  any  Fel- 
lowship now  existing  in  the  said  CoU^e  be 
required  to  enter  into  Holy  Orders  sooner 
than  the  other  Fellows  of  the  said  College  by 
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reason  of  anj  direction  to  that  effect  contained 
in  any  charter,  will,  deed  of  composition, 
or  other  instrument  of  foundation  or  endow- 
ment of  the  said  College. 

And  having  further  had  under  our  consideration 
a  Statute  for  abolishing  aU  rights  of  preference, 
whether  in  respect  of  place  of  birth  or  education, 
or  otherwise  in  the  election  to  any  Scholarship, 
Exhibition  or  other  emolument  in  the  said  Col- 
lege, and  for  rendering  all  persons  being  British 
subjects  eligible  to  any  such  Scholarship,  Exhibi- 
tion or  other  emolument,  (but  without  prejudice 
to  any  existing  interest  saved  by  the  said  Act  and 
saying  the  rights  of  Schools  in  certain  cases  as 
provided  by  the  said  Act)  which  Statute  has  been 
duly  submitted  to  us  in  pursuance  of  the  provi- 
sions of  the  said  Act  by  a  majority  of  the  Govern- 
ing Body  of  the  said  College  within  the  meaning 
of  the  said  Act,  and  which  Statute  is  in  the  words 
following :  that  is  to  say-» 

That  no  preference  shall  hereafter  be  given  to 
any  person  in  election  to  any  Scholarship, 
Exhibition,  or  other  emolument  now  existing 
within  the  said  College,  in  respect  of  such 
person's  place  of  birth,  or  of  his  being  of  the 
name,  lineage,  kindred,  or  consanguinity  of 
any  person  named  in  any  charter,  will,  deed 
of  composition,  or  other  instrument  of  foun- 
dation or  endowment  of  the  said  College,  or  of 
his  having  been  a  chorister  in  any  Collegiate 
or  Capitular  Church,  or  of  his  having  been  a 
scholar  or  pupil  in  any  school  or  other  place 
of  education  which  has  not  enjoyed  or  exer- 
cised any  such  right  of  preference  on  the 
occurrence  of  any  one  of  the  three  occasions 
next  before  the  passing  of  the  aforesaid  Act 
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of  Parliament,  on  which  occasion  such  right 
might  have  been  exercised  or  enjojed,  or  in 
respect  of  his  father*8  being  or  having  been 
in  Holj  Orders,  or  of  his  father's  not  possess- 
ing or  not  having  possessed  more  than  anj 
fixed  yearly  income  mentioned  in  any  charter, 
will,  deed  of  composition,  or  other  instm- 
ment  of  foundation  or  endowment  of  the  said 
College.    And  that  no  person  being  a  British 
subject  shall  be  ineligible,  by  reason  of  the 
place  of  his  birth  to  any  Scholarship,  Exhibi- 
tion, or  other  emolument  in  the  said  College. 
Now,  We,  the  said  Commissioners,  by  virtue  of 
the  powers  vested  in  us  by  the  said  Acta,  do  hereby 
approve  of  the  said  Statutes  in  the  words  and 
form  above  recited.
